9 And think not to say with- 
in yourselves, We have Abra- 
ham to our father: for I-say 
unto you, that,God is able of 
these stones to raise up chil- 
dren unto ‘Abraham. 

10 And now also the axe is 
laid unto the root of the trees : 
therefore every, tree which 
bringeth not forth good fruit 
is hewn down, and cast into 
the fire. © 

li I indeed baptize you 
with water unto repentance: 
but he that cometh after 
me is mightier than I, whose 
shoes I am not worthy to 
bear: he shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost, and with 
fire: 

12 Whose fan is in his hand, 
and he will thoroughly purge 
his floor, and gather his wheat 
into the garner; but he will 
burn up the chaff with un- 
quenchable fire. 

13 { Then cometh Jesus from 
Galilee to Jordan unto John, 
to be baptized of him. 

14 But John forbade him, 
saying, I have need to be 
baptized of thee, and comest 
thou to me?

2 And when he had fasted 
forty days and forty nights, 
he was afterward a hungered. 
3 And when the tempter came 
to him, he said, If thou be the 
Son of God, command that 
these stones be made bread. 

4 But he answered and said, 
It is written, Man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by 
every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God. 

5 Then the devil taketh him 
up into the holy city, and set- 
teth him on a pinnacle of the 
temple, 

6 And saith unto him, If thou 
be the Son of God, cast thyself 
down: for it is written, He 
shall give his angels charge 
concerning thee: and in thei 
hands they shall bear thee up, 
lest at any time thou dash thy 
foot against a stone. 

7 Jesus said unto him, It is 
written again, Thou shalt not 
tempt the Lord thy God. 

8 Again, the devil taketh him 
up into an exceeding high 
mountain, and sheweth him 
all the kingdoms of the world, 
and the glory of them; 

9 And saith unto him, All 
these things will I give thee, 
if thou wilt fall down and 
worship me. 

10 Then saith Jesus unto him, 
Get thee hence, Satan: for it 
is written, Thoushalt worship

the Lord thy God, and him 
only shalt thou serve. 

11 Then the devil leaveth 
him, and, behold, angels came 
and ministered unto him. 

12 { Now when Jesus had 
heard that John was cast into 
prison, he departed into Gali- 
lee; 

13 And leaving Nazareth, he 
came and dwelt in Caper- 
naum, which is upon the sea 
coast, in the borders of Zabu- 
lon and Nephthalim: 

14 That it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by Esaias 
the prophet, saying, 

15 The land of Zabulon, and 
the land of Nephthalim, by 
the way of the sea, beyond 
Jordan, Galilee of the Gen- 
tiles; 

16 The people which sat in 
darkness saw great light; and 
to them which sat in the re- 
gion and shadow of death 
light is sprung up. 

17 { From that time Jesus 
began to preach, and to say, 
Repent: for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand. 

18 { And Jesus, walking by 
the sea of Galilee, saw two 
brethren, Simon called Peter, 
and Andrew his brother, cast- 
ing a netinto thesea: for they 
were fishers. 

19 And he saith unto them, 
Follow me, and I will make 
you fishers of men. 

20 And they straightway left 
their nets, and followed him. 

21 And going on from thence, 
he saw other two brethren, 
James the son of Zebedee, and 
John his brother, in a ship 
with Zebedee their father, 
mending their nets; and he

22 And they immediately left 
the ship and their father, and 
followed him. 

23,4 And Jesus went about 
all Galilee, teaching in their 
synagogues, ,and. preaching 
the gospel of the kingdom, 
and healing ally manner of 
sickness and all manner of 
disease among the people. 

24 And his. fame went 
throughout all Syria: and 
they brought unto him all 
sick people that were taken 
with divers diseases and tor- 
ments, and those which were 
possessed with devils, and 
those which were lunatic, and 
those that had the palsy; and 
he healed them, 

25 And there followed him 
great multitudes of people 
from Galilee, and from Decap- 
olis, and from Jerusalem, and 
from Judea, and from beyond 
Jordan. 

CHAPTER V.

4 Blessed are they that 
mourn: for they shall be com- 
forted. 

5 Blessed are the meek: for 
they shall inherit the earth. 

6 Blessed are they which do

eousness: for they shall be 
filled. 

7 Blessed are the merciful: 
for they shall obtain mercy. 

8 Blessed are the pure in 
heart: for they shall see God. 

9 Blessed, ae the peacemak- 
ers: for they shall be called 
the children of God. 

10 Blessed are they which are 
persecuted for righteousness’ 
sake; for theirs is the king- 
dom of heaven. 

11 Blessed are ye, when men 
shall revile you, and persecute 
you, and shall say all manner 
of evil against you falsely, for 
my sake. , 

12 Rejoice, and be exceeding 
glad: for great is your reward 
in heaven: for so persecuted 
they the prophets which were 
before you. 

18 § Ye are the salt of the 
earth: but if the salt have lost 
his savour, wherewith shall it 
be salted? it is thenceforth 
good for nothing, but to be 
cast out, and to be trodden 
under foot of men. 

14 Ye are the light of the 
world. A city that is setona 
hill cannot be hid. 

15 Neither do men light a 
candle, and put it under a 
bushel, but on a candlestick; 
and it giveth light unto all 
that are in the house, 

16 Let your light so shine be- 
fore men, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify 
your Father which is in heay- 
en. 

17 § Think not that I am 
come to destroy the law, or 
the prophets: Iam not come 
to destroy, but to fulfil. 


18 For verily I say unto you, 
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on the mount. 


Till heaven and earth pass, 
onejot or one tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the law, till all 
be fulfilled. 

19 Whosoever therefore shall 
break one of these least com- 
mandments, and shall teach 
men so, he shall be called the 
least in the kingdom of heay- 
en: but whosoever shall do 
and teach them, the same shall 
be called great in the kingdom 
of heaven. 

20 For Isay unto you,That ex- 
cept your righteousness shall 
exceed the righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees, ye shall 
in no case enter into the king- 
dom or heaven. 

21 { Ye have heard that it 
was said by them of old time, 
Thou shalt not kill; and who- 
soever shall kill shall be in 
danger of the judgment: 

22 But I say unto you, That 
whosoever is angry with his 
brother without a cause shall 
be in danger of the judgment: 
and whosoever shall say to 
his brother, Raca, shall be in 
danger of thecouncil: but who- 
soever shall say, Thou fool, 
shall be in danger of hell fire. 

23 Therefore if thou bring thy 
gift to the altar, and there re- 
memberest that thy brother 
hath aught against thee; 

24 Leave there thy gift before 
the altar, and go thy way; 
first be reconciled to thy broth- 
er, and then come and offer 
thy gift. 

25 Agree with thine adver- 
sary quickly, while thou art 
in the way with him; lest at 
any time the adversary deliyv- 
er thee to the judge, and the 
judgedelivertheetothe officer, 
and thou be cast into prison..

26 Verily I say unto thee, 
Thou shalt by no means come 
out thence, till thou hast paid 
the uttermost farthing. 

27 — Ye have heard that it 
was said by them of old time, 
Thou shalt not commit adul- 
tery: 

28 But I say unto you, That 
whosoever looketh on a wo- 
man to lust after her hath 
committed adultery with her 
already in his heart. 

29 And if thy right eye offend 
thee, pluck it out, and cast it 
from thee: for it is profitable 
for thee that one of thy mem- 
bers should perish, and not 
that thy whole body should be 
east into hell. 

30 And if thy right hand of 
fend thee, cut it off, and cast 
it from thee: for it is profit- 
able for thee that one of thy 
members should perish, and 
not that thy whole body should 
be cast into hell. 

31 It hath been said, Whoso- 
ever shall put away his wife, 
jet him give her a writing of 
divorcement: 

32 But I say unto you, That 
whosoever shall put away his 
wife, saving for the cause of 
fornication, causeth her to 
commit adultery : and whoso- 
evershall marry her that is di- 
vorced committeth adultery. 

33 § Again, ye have heard 
that it hath been said by them 
of old time, Thou shalt not 
forswear thyself, but shalt per- 
form unto the Lord thine 
oaths: 

34 But I say unto you, Swear 
not at all; neither by heaven; 
for it is God’s throne: 

35 Nor by the earth; for it is 
his footstool: neither by Jeru-

salem; for it is the city of the | 
great King. 

36 Neither shalt thou swear 
by thy” head, because thou 
canst not make one hair white 
or black. 

37 But, let your communica- 
tion be, Yea, yea; Nay, nay:

38 § Ye have heard that it 
hath been said, An eye for an 
eye, and a tooth for a tooth: 

39 But I say unto you, That 
ye resist not evil: but whoso- 
ever shall smite thee on-thy 
right cheek, turn to him the 
other also. 

40 And if any man will sue 
thee at the law, and take away 
thy coat, let ‘him have thy 
cloak also. 

41 And whosoever shall com- 
pel thee to go a mile, go with 
him twain. 

42 Give to him that asketh 
thee, and from him that would 
borrow of thee turn not thou 
away. 

43 { Ye have heard that it 
hath been said, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour, and hate 
thine enemy. 

44 But I say unto you, Love 
your enemies, bless them that 
curse you, do good to them 
that hate you, and pray for 
them which despitefully use 
you, and persecute you; 

45 That ye may be the chil- 
dren of your Father which is 
in heaven: for he maketh his 
sun to rise on the evil and on 
the good, and sendeth rain on 
the just and on the unjust. 

46 For if ye love them which 
love you, what reward have 
ye? do not even the publicans 
the same? 
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47 Andif ye salute your breth- 
ren only, what do ye more 
than others? do\not even the 
publicans so? ; 

48 Be ye therefore perfect, 
even as your Father which is 
in heaven is perfect. 

CHAPTER’ VI. 

1 Christ continueth his sermon in the 
mount, speaking of alms, 5 prayer, 14 
forgiving our brethren, 16 fasting, 19 
where our treasure ts to be laid up, 
24 of serving God, and mammon: 25 
exhorteth not to be careful for worldly 
things : 33 but to seek God’s kingdom. 


AKHEH heed that ye do not 

your alms before men, to 
be seen of them: otherwise 
ye have no reward of your 
Father which is in heaven. 

2 Therefore when thou doest 
thine alms, do not sound a 
trumpet before thee, as the hy- 
pocrites do in the synagogues 
and in the streets, that they 
may havegilory ofmen. YVer- 
ily I say unto you, They have 
their reward. 

3 But when thou doest alms, 
let not thy left hand know 
what thy right hand doeth: 

4 That thine alms may be in 
secret: and thy Father which 
seeth in secret himself shall 
reward thee openly. 

5 { And when thou prayest, 
thou shalt not be as the hypo- 
crites are: for they love topray 
standing in the synagogues 
and in the corners of. the 
streets, that they may be seen 
of men. Verily I say unto 
you, They have their reward. 

6 But thou, when thou pray- 
est, enter into thy closet, and 
when thou hast shut thy door, 
pray to thy Father which is in 
secret; and thy Father which 
seeth in secret shall reward 
thee openly. 

7 But when ye pray, use not 
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vain repetitions, as the hea- 
then do: for they think that 
they shall be heard for their 
much speaking. 

8 Be not ye therefore like 
unto them: for your Father 
knoweth what things ye have 
need of, before ye ask him. 

9 After this manner there- 
fore pray ye: Our Father 
which art in heaven, Hal- 
lowed be thy. name. 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thy 
will be done in earth, as it is 
in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily 
bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, 
as we forgive our debtors. 

13 And lead us not into tempt- 
ation, but deliver us from evil: 
For thine is the kingdom, and 
the power, and the glory, for 
ever. Amen. 

14 For if ye forgive men their 
trespasses, your heavenly Fa- 
ther will also forgive you: 

15 But if ye forgive not men 
their trespasses, neither will 
your Father forgive your tres- 
passes. 

16 { Moreover when ye fast, 
be not, as the hypocrites, of a 
sad countenance: for they dis- 
figure their faces, that they 
may appear unto men to fast. 
Verily I say unto you, They 
have their reward. 

17 But thou, when thou fast- 
est, anoint thine head, and 
wash thy face; 

18 That thon appear not un- 
to men to fast, but unto thy 
Father which is in secret: 
and thy Father which seeth 
in secret shall reward thee 
openly. 

19 § Lay not up for your- 
selves treasures upon earth,

where moth and rust doth 
corrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal: 

20 But lay up for yourselves 
treasures in heaven, where 
neither moth nor rust doth 
corrupt, and where thieves do 
not break through nor steal: 

21 For where your treasure is, 


‘there will your heart be also. 


22 The light of the body is 
the eye: if therefore thine eye 
besingle, thy whole body shall 
be full of light, 

23 But if thine eye be evil, 
thy whole body shall be full 
of darkness. 
light that is in thee be dark- 
ness, how great is that dark- 
ness! 

24 { No man can serve two 
masters: for either he will 
hate the one, and love the 
other; or else he will hold to 
the one, and despise the other. 
Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon. . 

25 Therefore I say unto you, 
Take no thought for your life, 
what yeshall eat, or what ye 
shall drink; nor yet for your 
body, what ye shall put on. 
Is not the life more than meat, 
and the body than raiment? 

26 Behold the fowls of the 
air: for they sow not, neither 
do they reap, nor gather into 
barns; yet your heavenly Fa- 
ther feedeth them. Are ye not 
much better than they? 

27 Which of you by taking 
thought can add one cubit un- 
to his stature? 

28 And why take ye thought 
for raiment? Consider the 
lilies of the field, how. they 
grow; they toil not, neither 
do they spin: 

.29 And yet I say unto you, 
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on the mount: 
That even Solomon in all his 
glory was not arrayed like 
one of these, 

30 Wherefore; if Godso clothe 
the grass of the field, which to 
day is, and)jto morrow is cast 
into the oven, shall he not 
much more clothe SOR, O ye 
of little faith ? 

31 Therefore take no thought, 
saying, What shall we eat? 
or, What shall we drink? or, 
Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed ? 

82 (For after all these things 
do the Gentiles seek:) for 
your heavenly Father know- 
eth that ye have need of all 
these things. 

33 But seek ye first the king- 
dom of God, and his right- 
eousness; and all these things 
shall be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thought 
for the morrow: for the mor- 
row shall take thought for the 
things ofitself. Sufficient un- 
to the day is the evil thereof. 

‘CHAPTER VII. 


1 Christ ending his sermon in the mount, 
reproveth rash judgment, 6 forbiddeth 
to cast holy things to dogs, ¢ exhorteth 
to prayer, 13 to enter in at the strait 
gate, 15 to beware of false propiets, 21 
not to be hearers, but doers of the word: 
24 like houses builded on a rock, 26 
and not on the sand, 


 giyscrtaber not, that ye be not 
judged. 

2 ¥or with what judgment ye 
judge, ye shall be judged: and 
with what measure ye mete, 
it shall be measured to you 
again. 

8 And why beholdest thou 
the mote that is in thy broth- 
er’s eye, but considerest not 
the beam that is in thine own 
eye? $ 

4 Or how wilt thou say to thy 
brother, Let me pull out the 

il

mote out of thine eye; and, 
behold, a beam is in shins own 
eyes 

5 Thou hypocrite, first hist 
ott the beam out of thine own 
eye; and then shalt thou see 
clearly to east, out the mote 
out of thy brother's eye. 

6 ¥ Give not that which is 
holy unto the dogs, neither 
cast ye your pearls before 
swine, lest they trample them 
under their feet, and turn 
again and rend you. 

7 { Ask, and it shall be given 
you; seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened 
unto you: 

§ For every one that asketh 
receiveth; and he that seek- 
eth findeth; and to him that 
knocketh it shall be opened. 

9 Or what man is there of 
you, whom if his son ask 
bread, will he give him a 
stone? 

10 Or if he ask a fish, will he 
give him a serpent? 

il If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts 
unto your children, how much 
more shall your Father which 
is in heaven give good things 
to them that ask him ? 

12 Therefore all things what- 
soever ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye even 
so to them: for this is the law 
and the prophets. 

13 | Enter ye in at the strait 
gate: for wide is the gate, and 
broad is the way, that lead- 
eth to destruction, and many 
there be which go in thereat: 

14 Because strait is the gate, 
and narrow is the way, which 
leadeth unto life,and fewithere 
be that find it. 

15 { Beware of false prophets, 
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on the mount. 


which come to you in sheep’s 
clothing, but inwardly they 
are ravening wolves. 

16 Ye shall know them by 
their fruits. Do men gather 
grapes of thorns, or figs of 
thistles ? 

17 Even so every good tree 
bringeth forth good fruit; but 
a corrupt tree bringeth forth 
evil fruit. 

18 A good tree cannot bring 
forth evil fruit, neither can a 
corrupt tree bring forth good 
fruit. 

19 Every tree that bringeth 
not forth good fruit is hewn 
down, and cast into the fire. 

20 Wherefore by their fruits 
ye shall know them. 

21 { Not every one that saith 
unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of 
heaven; but he that doeth the 
will of my Father which is in 
heaven. 

22 Many willsay to mein that 
day, Lord, Lord, have we not 
prophesied in thy name? and 
in thy name have cast out 
devils? and in thy name done 
many wonderful works? 

23 And then will I profess 
unto them, I never knew you: 
depart from me, ye that work 
iniquity. 

24 9 Therefore whosoever 
heareth these sayings of mine, 
and doeth them, I will liken 
him unto a wise man, which 
built his house upon a rock: 

25 And the rain descended, 
and the floods came, and the 
winds blew, and beat upon 


.that house; and it fellnot: for 


it was founded upon a rock. 
26 And every one that hear- 

eth these sayings of mine, and 

doeth them not, shail be liken-

ed unto a foolish man, which 
built his house upon the sand: 

27 And the rain descended, 
and the floods came, and the 
winds blew, and beat upon 
that house; and it fell: and 
great was the fall of it. 

28 And it came to pass, when 
Jesus had ended these sayings, 
the people were astonished at 
his doctrine: 

29 For he taught them as one 
having authority, and not as 
the scribes. 

CHAPTER VIII. 


2 Christ cleanseth the leper, 5 healeth the 
centtirion’s servant, 14 Peter’s mother 
tn law, 16 and many other diseased: 18 
sheweth how he is to be followed: 23 
stilleth the tempest on the sea, 28 driv- 
eth the devils out of two men possessed, 
31 and suffereth them to go into the 
swine. 


HEN he was come down 
fromthe mountain, great 
multitudes followed him. 

2 And, behold, there came a 
leper and worshipped him, 
saying, Lord, ifthou wilt, thou 
canst make me clean. 

8 And Jesus put forth his 
hand, and touched him, say- 
ing, I will; be thou clean. 
And immediately his leprosy 
was cleansed. 

4 And Jesus saith unto him, 
See thou tell no man; but go 
thy way, shew thyself to the 
priest, and offer the gift that 
Moses commanded, for a testi- 
mony unto them. 

5 { And when Jesus was en- 
tered into Capernaum, there 
came unto him a centurion, 
beseeching him, 

6 And saying, Lord, my serv- 
ant lieth at home sick of the 
palsy, grievously tormented. 

7 And Jesus saith unto him, 
I will come and heal him, 

8 The centurion answered 
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servant healed, 


and said, Lord, Iam not wor- 
thy that thou shouldest come 
under my roof: but speak the 
word only, and my servant 
shall be healed. » 

9 For J am a man under au- 
thority, haying soldiers under 
me: and Isay to this man, Ga, 
and he goeth; and to another, 
Come, and he cometh; and to 
my servant, Do this, and he 
doeth it. 

10 When Jesus heard it, he 
marvelled, and said to them 
that followed, Verily I say 
unto you, I have not found so 
great faith, no, not in Israel. 

11 And I say unto you, That 
many shall come from the 
east and west, and shall sit 
down with Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, in the king- 
dom of heaven: 

12 But the children of the 
kingdom shall be cast out into 
outer darkness: there shall 
be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. 

13 And Jesus said unto the 
centurion, Go thy way; and 
as thou hast believed, so be it 
done unto thee. And his sery- 
ant was healed in the selfsame 
hour. 

14 § And when Jesus was 
come into Peter’s house, he 
saw his wife’s mother laid, 
and sick of a fever. 

15 And he touched her hand, 
and the fever left her: and 
she arose, and ministered un- 
to them. 

16 { When the even was come, 
they brought unto him many 
that were possessed with dev- 
ils: and he cast out the spirits 
with Ais word, and healed all 
that were sick: 

17 That it might be fulfilled

which was spoken by Esaias 
the prophet, saying, Himself 
took our infirmities, and bare 
our sicknesses. \ 

18 { Now when Jesus ‘saw 
great multitudes about him, 
he gave commandment to de- 
part unto the other side. 

19 And a certain scribe came, 
and said unto him, Master, I 
will, follow thee whitherso- 
ever thou goest. 

20 And Jesus saith unto him, 
The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the air have nests; 
but the Son of man hath not 
where to lay his head. 

21 And another of his disci- 
ples said unto him, Lord, suf- 
fer me first to go and bury my 
father. 

22 But Jesus said unto him, 
Follow me; and let the dead 
bury their dead. 

23 { And when he was enter- 
ed into a ship, his disciples 
followed him. 

24 And, behold, there arose a 
great tempest in the sea, inso- 
much that the ship was cov- 
ered with the waves: but he 
was asleep. 

25 And his disciples came to 
him, and awoke him, saying, 
Lord, save us: we perish. 

26 And he saith unto them, 
, Why are ye fearful, O ye of 
little faith? Then he arose, 
and rebuked the winds and 
the sea; and there was a great 
calm. 

27 But the men marvelled, 
saying, What manner of man 
is this, that even the winds 
and the sea obey him! 

238 { And when he was come 
to the other side into the 
country of the Gergesenes, 
there met him two possess- 
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The palsy cured. 
ed with devils, coming .out 
of the tombs, exceeding fierce, 
so that no Man might pass by 
that way. 

29 And, behold, they cried 
out, saying, What have we to 
do with thee, Jesus, thou Son 
of God? art thou come hither 
to torment-us before the time? 

30 And there was a good way 
off from them a herd of many 
Swine feeding. 

381 So the devils’ besought 
him, saying, If thou cast us 
out, suffer us to go away into 
the herd of swine. 

32 And he said unto them, 
Go. And when they were 
come out, they went into the 
herd of swine: and, behold, 
the whole herd of swine ran 
violently down a steep place 
into the sea, and perished in 
the waters. 

33 And they that kept them 
fied, and went their ways into 
the city,and told every thing, 
and what was befallen to the 
possessed of the devils. 

34 And, behold, the whole 
city came out to meet Jesus: 
and when they saw him, they 
besought him that he would 
depart out of their coasts. 

CHAPTER IX. 


2 Christ curing one sick of the palsy, 9 
calleth Matthew from the receipt of 
custom, 10 eateth with publicans and 
sinners, 14 defendeth his disciples for 
not fasting, 20 cureth the bloody issue, 
23 raiseth from death Jairus’ daughter, 
27 giveth sight to two blind men, 32 
healeth a dumb man possessed of &@ 
devil, 36 and hath compassion of the 
multitude. 


ND he entered into a ship, 
and passed over, and came 
into his own city. , 
2 And, behold, they brought 
to him a man sick of the palsy, 
lying oma bed: and Jesus see- 
ing their faith said unto the 


Christ. justifieth 


sick of the palsy; Son, be of 
good cheer; thy sins, be for- 
given thee. 

3 And, behold, certain of the 
scribessaidwithin themselves, 
This man blasphemeth. 

4 And Jesus knowing their 
thoughts said, Wherefore 
think ye evil in your hearts? 

6 For whether is easier, to 
say, Thy sins be forgiven thee; 
or to say, Arise, and walk? 

6 But that ye may know that 
the Son of man hath power on 
earth to forgive sins, (then 
saith he to the sick of the 
palsy,) Arise, take up thy bed, 
and go unto thine house. 

7 And he arose, and departed 
to his house. 

8 But when the multitudes 
saw it, they marvelled, and 
glorified God, which had giv- 
en such power unto men, 

9 J And as Jesus passed forth 
from thence, he saw a man, 
named Matthew, sitting at 
the receipt of custom: and he 
saith unto him, Follow me. 
And he arose, and followed 
him. 

10 { And it came to pass, as 
Jesus sat at meat in the house, 
behold, many publicans and 
Sinners came and sat down 
with him and his disciples. 

11 And when the Pharisees 
saw it, they said unto his dis- 
ciples, Why eateth your mas- 
ter with publicans and sin- 
ners ? 

- 12 But when Jesus heard that, 
he said unto them, They that 
be whole need not a physi- 
cian, but they that are sick. 

13 But go ye and learn what 
that meaneth, I will have 
mercy, and not sacrifice: for 
I am not come to call the 
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his disciples, 


righteous, but sinners to re- 
pentance. 

14 J Then came to him the 
disciples of John,saying, Why 
do we and the Pharisees fast 
oft, but thy disciples fast not? 

15 And Jesus said unto them, 
Can the children of the bride- 
chamber,mourn,, as long as 
the bridegroom is with them? 
but the days will come, when 
the bridegroom shall be taken 
from them, and then shall 
they fast. 

16 No man putteth a piece of 
new cloth unto an old gar- 
ment; for that which is put in 
to fill it up taketh from the 
garment, and the rent is made 
worse. 

17 Neither do men put new 
wine into old bottles: else the 
bottles break, and the wine 
runneth out, and the bottles 
perish: but they put new wine 
into new bottles, and both are 
preserved. 

18 { While he spake -these 
things unto them, behold, 
there came a certain ruler, 
and worshipped him, saying, 
My daughter is even now 
dead: but come and lay thy 
hand upon her, and she shall 
live. 

19 And Jesus arose, and fol- 
lowed him, and so did his dis- 
ciples, 

20 § And, behold, a woman, 
which was diseased with an 
issue of blood twelve years, 
came behind him, and touch- 
ed the hem of his garment: 

21 For she said within her- 
self, If I may but touch his 
garment, I shall be whole, 

22 But Jesus turned him 
about, and when he saw her, 
he said, Daughter, be of good 
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Two blind men 


comfort; thy faith hath made 
thee whole. And the woman 
was made whole didn that 
hour, 4 

23 And when Rr ésus came into 
the ruler’s house, and saw the 
minstrels and the people mak- 
ing a noise, 

24 He said, unto them, Give 
place: for the. maid is not 
dead, but sleepeth. And they 
laughed him to scorn. 

2 But when the people were 
put forth, he went in, and took 
her by the hand, and the maid 
arose. 

26 And the fame hereof 
went abroad into all that 
land, 

27 { And when Jesus depart- 
ed thence, two blind men fol- 
lowed him, crying, and say- 
ing, Thow Son of David, have 
mercy on us. 

28 And when he was come 
into the house, the blind men 
came to him: and Jesus saith 
unto them, Believe ye that I 
am able to do this? They said 
unto him, Yea, Lord. 

29 Then touched he their 
eyes, saying, According to 
your faith be it unto you, 

30 And their eyes were open- 
ed; and Jesus straitly charged 
them, saying, See that no man 
know it. 

31 But they, when they were 
departed, spread abroad his 
fame in all that country. 

32 ¢ As they went out, be- 
hold, they brought to him a 
dumb man possessed with a 
devil. 

33 And when the devil was 
cast out, the dumb spake: and 
the multitudes marvelled, say- 
ing, It was never so seen in Is- 
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are healed. 


34 But the Pharisees said, He 
casteth out devils through the 
prince of the devils. 

35 And Jesus went about all - 
the cities and villages, teach- 
ing in their synagogues, ang 
preaching the gospel of the 
kingdom, and healing every 
sickness and every disease 
among the people. 

36 § But when he saw the 
multitudes, he was moved 
with compassion on them, be- 
cause they fainted, and were 
scattered abroad, as sheep 
having no shepherd. 

87 Then saith he unto his dis- 
ciples, The harvest truly is 
plenteous, but the labourers 
are few; 

38 Pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest, that he will 
send forth labourers into his 
harvest. 


CHAPTER X. 


1 Christ sendeth out his twelve apostles, 
enabling them with power to do mir- 
acles, 5 giveth them thetr charge, teach- 
eth them, 16 comforteth them against 
persecutions: 40 and promiseth a bless- 
ing to those that recetve them. 


ND when he had called 
unto him his twelve disci- 


‘|ples, he gave them gpower 


against unclean spirits, to cast 
them out, and to heal all man- 
ner of sickness and all man- 
ner of disease. 

2 Now the names of the 
twelve apostles are these; The 
first, Simon, who is called 
Peter, and Andrew his broth- 
er; James the son of Zebedee, 
and John his brother; 

3 Philip, and Bartholomew; 
Thomas, and Matthew the 
publican; James the son of 
Alpheus, and Lebbeus, whose 
surname was Thaddeus; 

4 Simon the Canaanite, and 


Charge to the 


Judas Iscariot, who also be- 
trayed him, 

5 These twelve Jesus sent 
forth, and commanded them, 
saying, Go not into the way 
of the Gentiles, and into aw 
city of the Samaritans enter 
yenot: 

6 But go rather to the lost 
sheep of the house of Is- 
rael. 

7 And as ye go, preach, say- 
ing, The kingdom of heaven 
is at hand. 

8 Heal the sick, cleanse the 

_lepers, raise the dead, cast out 
devils: freely ye have receiv- 
ed, freely give. 

9 Provide neither gold, nor 
silver, nor brass in your 
purses; 

10 Nor scrip for your jour- 
ney, neither two coats, neither 
shoes, nor yet staves: for the 
workman is worthy of his 
meat. 

11 And into whatsoever city 

or town ye shall enter, inquire 
who in itis worthy; and there 
abide till ye go thence. 

12 And when ye come into a 
house, salute it. 

13 And if the house be wor- 
thy, let your peace come upon 
it: but if it be not worthy, let 
your peace return to you. 

14 And whosoever shall not 
receiye you, nor hear your 
words, when ye depart out of 
that house or city, shake off 

‘the dust of your feet. 

15 Verily I say unto you, It 
shall be more tolerable for the 
land of Sodom and Gomorrah 
in the day of judgment, than 
for that city. 

16 § Behold, I send you forth 
as sheep in the midst of 
welvyes: bh ye therefore wise 
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twelve disciples. 


as serpents, and harmless as 
doves. 

17 But beware of men: for 
they will deliver you up to 
the councils, and they will 
scourge you in their syna- 
gosues ; 

18 And ye shall be brought 
before governors and kings 
for my sake, for a testimony 
against them and the Gentiles. 

19 But when they deliver you 
up, take no thought how or 
what ye shall speak: for tt 
shall be given you in that 
same hour what ye shall 
speak. 

20 For it is not ye that speak, 
but the Spirit of your Father 
which speaketh in you. 

21 And the brother shall de- 
liver up the brother to death, 
and the father the child: and 
the children shall rise up 
against their parents, and 
cause them to be put to death. 

22. And ye shall be hated of 
all men for my name’s sake: 
but he that endureth to the 
end shall be saved. 

23 But when they persecute 
you in this city, flee ye into 
another: for verily I say unto 
you, Ye shall not have gone 
over the cities of Israel, till 
the Son of man be come. 

24 The disciple is not above 
his master, nor the servant 
above his lord. 

25 It is enough for the disci- 
ple that he be as his master, 
and the servant as his lord. 
If they have called the mas- 
ter of the house Beelzebub, 
how much more shaw they call 
them of his household? 

26 Fear them not therefore: 
for there is nothing covered, 
that shall not be revealed; 
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and hid, that shall not be 
known. F 

27 What I tell you in dark- 
ness, that speak ye in light: 
and what ye hear in the ear, 
that preach ye upon the house- 
tops. 

28 And fear ‘not them which 
kill the body, but are not able 
to kill the soul: but rather 
fear him which is able to 
destroy both soul and body in 
hell. 

29 Are not two sparrows sold 
for a farthing? and one of 
- them shall not fall on the 
ground without your Father. 

30 But the very hairs of your 
head are all numbered. 

31 Fear ye not therefore, ye 
are of more value than many 
sparrows. 

32 Whosoever therefore shall 
confess me before men, him 
will I confess also before my 
Father which is in heaven. 

33 But whosoever shall deny 
me before men, him will I 
also deny before my Father 
which is in heaven. : 

34 Think not that I am come 
to send peace on earth: I 
came not to send peace, but a 
sword. 

35 For I am come to set a man 
_ at variance against his father, 
and the daughter against her 
mother, and the daughter in 
law against her mother in 
law. 

36 And a man’s foes shall be 
they of his own household. 

37 He that loveth father or 
mother more than me is not 
worthy of me: and he that 
loveth son or daughter more 
{than me is not worthy of 
me. 

38 And he that taketh not his 
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his aposiles. 
cross, and followeth after me, 
is not worthy of me. 

39 He that findeth his life 
shall lose it: and he that los- 
eth his life for my sake shall 
find it. 

40 { He that receiveth you 
receiveth me; and he that re- 
ceiveth me receiveth him that 
sent me. 

41 He that receiveth a proph- 
et in the name of a prophet 
shall receive a prophet’s re- 
ward; and he that receiveth 
a righteous man in the name 
of a righteous man shall re- 
ceive a righteous man’s re- 
ward. 

42 And whosoever shall give 
to drink unto one of these lit- 
tle ones a cup of cold water 
only in the name of a disci- 
ple, verily I say unto you, he 
shall in no wise lose his re- 


“ward. 


CHAPTER XI. 

2 John sendeth his disciples to Christ. 
7 Christ’s testimony concerning John. 
18 The opinion of the people, both con- 
cerning John and Christ. 20 Christ 
upbraideth the unthankfulness and 
unrepentance of Chorazin, Bethsaida, 
and Capernaum : 25 and praising his 
Father’s wisdom tn revealing the gos- 
pel to the simple, 23 he calleth to him 
all such aa feel the burden of their 
sins. 


ND it came to pass, when 

Jesus had made an end of 
commanding his twelve dis- 
ciples, he departed thence to 
teach and to preach in their 
cities. 

2 Now wken John had heard 
in the prison the works of 
Christ, he sent two of his dis- 
ciples, ; 

3 And said unto him, Art 
thou he that should come, or 
do we look for another ? 

4 Jesus answered and said 
unto them, Go and shew John 


Christ's testimony 
again those things which ye 
do hear and see : 

5 The blind receive their 
sight, and the lame walk, the 
lepers are cleansed, and the 
deaf hear, the dead are raised 
up, and the poor have the 
gospel preached to them. 

6 And blessed is he, whoso- 
ever shall not be offended in 
me. 

7 § And as they departed, 
Jesus began to say unto the 
multitudes concerning John, 
What went ye out into the 
wilderness to see? A reed 
shaken with the wind? 

8 But what went ye out for to 
see? A man clothed in soft 
raiment? behold, they that 
wear soft clothing are in kings’ 
houses. 

9 But what went ye out for 
to see? A prophet? yea, I 
say unto you, and more than 
a prophet. 

10 For this is he, of whom it 
is written, Behold, I send my 
messenger before thy face, 
which shall prepare thy way 
before thee. 

11 Verily I say unto you, 
Among them that are born of 
women there hath not risen a 
greater than John the Baptist: 
notwithstanding, he that is 
least in the kingdom of heayv- 
en is greater than he. 

12 And from the days of John 
the Baptist until now the king- 
-dom of heaven suffereth vio- 
lence, and the violent take it 
by force. 

13 For all the prophets and 
the law prophesied -until 
John. 

14 And if ye will receive it, 
this is Elias, which was for to 
come. 
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15 He that hath ears to hear, 
let him hear. 

16 { But whereunto shall I 
liken this generation? It is 
like unto children sitting in 
the markets, and calling unto 
their fellows, 

17 And saying, We have piped 
unto you, and ye have not 
danced; we have mourned 
unto you, and ye have not 
lamented. 

18 For John came neither 
eating nor drinking, and they 
say, He hath a devil. 

19 The Son of man came eat- 


| ingand drinking, and theysay, 


Behold a man gluttonous, and 
a winebibber, a friend of publi- 
cansandsinners. But wisdom 
is justified of her children. 

20 { Then began he to up- 
braid the cities wherein most 
of his mighty works were 
done, because they repented 
not: 

21 Woe unto thee, Chorazin! 
woe unto thee, Bethsaida! for 
if the mighty works, which 
were done in you, had been 
done in Tyre and Sidon, they 
would have repented long ago 
in sackcloth and:ashes. 

22 But I say unto you, It 
shall be more tolerable for 
Tyre and Sidon at the day of 
judgment, than for you. 

23 And thou, Capernaum, 
which art exalted unto heay- 
en, Shalt be brought down to 
hell: for if the mighty works, 
which have been done in thee, 
had been done in Sodom, it 
would have remained until 
this day. 

24 But I say unto you, That 
it Shall be more tolerable for 
the land of Sodom in the day 
ofjudgment, than for thee. 
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Christ reproveth 


25 { At that time Jesus an- 
sSwered and said, I thank thee, 


‘O Father, Lord of heaven and 
‘earth, because thou hast hid 


these things from the wise 
and prudent, and hast reveal- 
ed them unto babes. 

26 Even so, Father; for so it 
seemed good in thy sight. 

27 All things are delivered 
unto meof my Father: and no 
man knoweth the Son, but 
the Father; neither knoweth 
any man the Father, save the 
Son, and he to whomsoever 
the Son will reveal him. 

28 § Come unto me, all ye 
that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you 
rest. 

29 Take my yoke upon you, 
and learn of me; for I am 
meek and lowly in heart: and 
ye shall find and unto your 
souls. 

30 For my yoke ts easy, and 
my burden is light. 

CHAPTER XTI. 


1 Christ reproveth the blindness of the 
Pharisees concerning the breach of the 
sabbath, 3 by Scriptures, 9 by reason, 

22 He healeth the 


& 13 and by a miracle. 
pon possessed that was blind and dumb. 


Blasphemy against the Holy Ghost 
smuill never be forgiven. 36 Accownt 
shall be made of idle words. 38 He 1xe- 
buketh the unfaithful, who seek after a 
sign: 49 and sheweth who ia his brother, 
sister, and mother. 


T that time Jesus went on 
the sabbath day through 
the corn; and his disciples 
were @ hungered, and began 
to pluck the ears of corn, and 
to eat. 

2 But when the Pharisees saw 
it, they said unto him, Behold, 
thy disciples do that which is 
not lawful to do upon the sab- 
bath day. 

3 But he said unto etn, 
Have ye not read what David 
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the Pharisees. 


did, when he was a hungered, 
and they that were with him; 

4 How he entered into the 
house of God, and did eat the 
shewbread, which was not 
lawful for him to eat, neither 
for them which were with him, 
but only for the priests? 

5 Or have ye not read in the 
law, how that on the sabbath 
days the priests in the temple 
profane the sabbath, and are 
blameless ? 

6 But I say unto you, That in 
this place is one greater than 
the temple. 

7 But if ye had known what 
this meaneth, I will have mer- 
cy, and not sacrifice, ye would 
not have condemned the guilt- 
less. 

8 For the Son of man is Lord 
even of the sabbath day. 

9 And when he was departed 
thence, he went into als syn- 
agogue: 

10 { And, behold, there was a 
man which had his hand with- 
ered. And they asked him, 
saying, Is it lawful to heal on 
the sabbath days? that they 
might accuse him. 

11 And he said unto them, 
What man shall there be 
among you, that shall have 
one sheep, and if it fall into a 
pit on the sabbath day, will he 
not lay hold on it, and lift i 
out? 

12 How much then is a man 
better than ashéep? Where- 
fore it is lawful to do well on 
the sabbath days. 

13 Then saith he to the man, 
Stretch forththine hand. And 
he stretched it forth; and it 
was restored whole, like as the 
other. 

14 { Then the Pharisees went 


The blind and 


out, and held a council against 
him, how they might destroy 
him. 

15 But when Jesus knew it, 
he withdrew himself from 
thence: and great multitudes 
followed him, and he healed 
them all; 

16 And charged them that 
they should not make him 
known: 

17 That it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by Esaias 
the prophet, saying, 

18 Behold my servant, whom 
Thave chosen; my beloved, in 
whom my soul is well pleased: 
I will put my Spirit upon him, 
and he shall shew judgment 
to the Gentiles. 

19 Heshall notstrive,nor cry; 
neither shall any man hear 
his voice in the streets. 

20 A bruised reed shall he not 
break, and smoking flax shall 
he not quench, till he send 
forth judgment unto vic- 
tory. 

21 And in his name shall the 
Gentiles trust. 

22 { Then was brought unto 
him one possessed with a dev- 
il, blind, and dumb: and he 
healed him, insomuch that 
the blind and dumb both 
spake and saw. 

23 And all the people were 
amazed, and said, Is not this 
the Son of David? 

24 But when the Pharisees 
heard it, they said, This fellow 
doth not cast out devils, but by 
Beelzebub the prince of the 
devils. 

2 And Jesus knew their 
thoughts, and said unto them, 
Every kingdom divided a- 
gainst itself is brought to des- 
olation; and every city or 
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dumb heated. | 


house divided against itself 
shall not stand: 

26 And if Satan cast out Sa- 
tan, he is divided against him- 
self; how shall then his king- 
dom stand ? 

27.And if I by Beelzebub cast 
out devils, by whom do your 
children cast them out? there- 
fore they shall be your judges. 

28 But if I cast out devils by 
the Spirit of God, then the 
kingdom of God is come unto 
you. 

29 Or else, how can one enter 
into astrong man’s house, and 
spoil his goods, except he first 
bind thestrong man? and then 
he will spoit his house. 

30 He that is not with me is 
against me; and he that gath- 
ereth not with me scattereth 
abroad. 

814 Wherefore I sayunto you, 
All manner of sin and blas- 
phemy shall be forgiven unto 
men: but the blasphemy a- 
gainst the Holy Ghost shall 
not be forgiven unto men. 

82 And whosoever speaketh a 
word against the Son of man, 
it shall be forgiven him: but 
whosoever speaketh against 
the Holy Ghost, it shall not be 
forgiven him, neither in this 
world, neither in the world to 
come. 

33 Hither make the tree good, 
and his fruit good; or else 
make the tree corrupt, and his 
fruit corrupt: for the tree is 
known by his fruit. 

34 O generation of vipers, how 
can ye, being evil, speak good 
things? for out of the abund- 
ance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh. 

35 A good man out of the good 
treasure of the heart bringeth 


Blasphemy against 
forth good things: and an evil 
man out of the evil treasure 
bringeth forth evil things. 

36 But I say unto you, That 
every idle word that men shall 
speak, they shall give account 
thereofin the day ofjudgment. 

37 For by thy words thou shalt 
be justified, and by thy words 
theu shalt be condemned. 

38] Thencertain ofthescribes 
and ofthe Pharisees answered, 
saying, Master, we would see 
a sign from thee. 

39 But he answered and said 
unto them, An evil and adul- 
terous generationseeketh after 
a sign; and thereshall no sign 
be given to it, but,the sign of 
the prophet Jonas: 

40 For as Jonas was three days 
and three nights in the whale’s 


belly; so shall the Son of man- 


be three days and three nights 
in the heart of the earth. 

41 The men of Nineveh shall 
rise injudgment with this gen- 
eration, and shall condemn it: 
beeause they repented at the 
preaching of Jonas; and, be- 
hold, a greater than Jonas is 
here. 

42 Thequeen of the sonthshall 
rise up in the judgment with 
this generation, and shall con- 
demu it: forshe came from the 
uttermost parts of the earth to 
hear the wisdom of Solomon; 
and, behold, a greater than 
Solomon is here, 

43 When the unclean spirit is 
gone out of aman, he walketh 
through dry places, seeking 
rest, and findeth none. 

44 Then he saith, I will re- 
turn into my house from 
whencelI came out; and when 
he is come, he findeth i¢ emp- 
ty, swept, and garnished, 
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the Holy Ghost. 


45 Then goeth he, and taketh 
with himself seven other spir- 
its more wicked than him- 
self, and they enter in and 
dwell there: and the last state 
of that man is worse than the 
first. Even so shall it be also. 
unto this wicked generation. 

46 | While he yet talked to 
the people, behold, his mother 
and his brethren stood with- 
out, desiring to speak with 
him, 

47 Then one said unto him, 
Behold, thy. mother and thy 
brethren stand without, desir- 
ing to speak with thee. 

48 But he answered and said 
unto him that told him, Who 
is my mother? and who are 
my brethren ? 

49 And he stretched forth his 
hand toward his disciples, and 
said, Behold my mother and 
my brethren! 

50 For whosoever shall do 
the will of my Father which 
is in heaven, the same is 
my brother, and sister, and 
mother. 

CHAPTER XIII. 


3 The parable of the sower and the seed: 
18the exposition of it. 24 The parable of 
the tares, 31 of the mustard seed, 33 of 
the leaven, 44 of the hidden treasure, 
45 of the pearl, 47 of the drawnet cast 
into the sea: 53 and how Christ ts con- 
temned of his own countrymen. 


HE same day went Jesus 
out of the house, and sat 
by the sea side. 

2 And great multitudes were 
gathered together unto him, 
so that he went into a ship, 
and sat; and the whole mul- 
titude stood on the shore. 

3 And he spake many things 
unto them in parables, say- 
ing, Behold, a@ sower went 
forth to sow; 

4 And when he sowed, some

sceds fell by the way side, and 
the fowls came and devoured 
them up: 

5 Some fell upon stony pla- 
ces, where they had not much 
earth: and. forthwith they 
sprung up, because they had 
no deepness of earth: 

6 And when the sun was up, 
they were scorched; and be- 
cause they had no root, they 
withered away. 

7 And some fell among 
thorns; and the thorns sprung 
up, and choked them : 

8 But other fell into good 
ground,, and brought forth 
fruit, some a hundredfold, 
some sixtyfold, some thirty- 
LOLA 5 
9 Who hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

10 And the disciples came, 
and said unto him, Why 
speakest thou unto them in 
parables? 

11 He answered and said un- 
to them, Because it is given 
unto you to know the mys- 
teries of the kingdom of heay- 
en, but to them it is not given. 
12 For whosoever hath, to 
him shall be given, and he 
shall have more abundance: 
but whosoever hath not, from 
him shall be taken away even 
that he hath. 

13 Therefore speak I to them 
in parables: because they see- 
ing see not; and hearing they 
hear not, neither do they un- 
derstand. 

14 And in them is fulfilled 
the prophecy of Esaias, which 
saith, By hearing ye shall 
hear, and shall not under- 
stand; and seeing ye shall 
see, and shall not perceive: 

15 For this people’s heart is 
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of the sower, 


waxed gross, and their ears 
are dull of hearing, and their: 
eyes they have closed; lest at 
any time they should see with 
their eyes, and hear with theis 
ears, and should understand 
with their heart, and should 
be converted, and 8 should 
heal them. 

16 But blessed ave your eyes, 
for, they see: and your ears, 
for they. hear. 

17 For. verily I say. unto you, 
Thatmany prophets andright- 
eous men have desired to see 
those things which ye see, and 
have. not. seen them; and to 
hear those things which ye 
hear, and have not heard 
them, j 

18 §. Hear ye therefore the 
parable of the sower. 

19 When any one heareth the 
word of the kingdom, and un- 
derstandeth it not, then com- 
eth the wicked one, and catch- 
eth away that which wassown 
in his heart. This is he which 
received seed by the way side. 

20 But he that received. the 
seed into stony places, the 
same is he that heareth the 
word, and anon with joy re- 
ceiveth it; 

21 Yet hath he not root in 
himself, but dureth for a 
while: for when tribulation 
or persecution ariseth because 
of the word, by and by he is 
offended. 

22 He also that received seed 
among the thorns is he that 
heareth the word; and the 
care of this world, and the de- 
ceitfulness ofriches, choke the 
word, and he becometh un- 
fruitful. 

23 But he that received seed 
into the good ground, is he 


The parable 


that heareth the word, and 
understandeth it; which also 
beareth fruit, and bringeth 
forth, some a hundredfold, 
some sixty, some thirty. 

24 { Another parable put he 
forth unto them, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is likened 
unto a man which sowed good 
seed in his field: 

2 But while men slept, his 
enemy came and sowed tares 
among the wheat, and went 
his way. 

26 But when the blade was 
sprung up, and brought forth 
fruit, then appeared the tares 
also. 

27 So the servants of the 
householder came and said 
unto him, Sir, didst not thou 
sow good seed in thy field? 
from whence then hath it 
tares ? 

28 He said unto them, An 
enemy hath done this. The 
servants said unto him, Wilt 
thou then that we goand gath- 
er them up? 

29 But he said, Nay; lest 
while ye gather up the tares, 
ye root up also the wheat with 
them. 

30 Let both grow together 
until the harvest: and in the 
time of harvest I will say to 
thereapers, Gatheryetogether 
first the tares, and bind them 
in bundles to burn them: but 
gather the wheat into my 
barn. 

31 { Another parable put he 
forth unto them, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is like to 
a grain of mustard seed, which 
a man took, and sowed in his 
field: ‘ 

32 Which indeed is the least 
of all seeds: but when it is 
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of the tares. 


grown, itis the greatest among 
herbs, and becometh a tree, 
so that the birds of the air 
come and lodge in the branch- 
es thereof. ; 

33 ¢ Another parable spake 
he unto them; The kingdom 
of heaven is like unto leaven, 
which a woman took, and hid 
in three measures of meal, till 
the whole was leavened. 

34 All these things spake Je- 
sus unto the multitude in par- 
ables; and without a parable 
spake he not unto them: 

35 That it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the 
prophet, saying, I will open 
my mouth in parables; I will 
utter things which have been 
kept secret from the founda- 
tion of the world. 

36 Then Jesus sent the mul- 
titude away, and went into 
the house: and his disciples 
came unto him, saying, De- 
clare unto us the parable of 
the tares of the field. 

37 He answered and said un- 
to them, He that soweth the 
good seed is the Son of man; 

388 The field is the world; the ~ 
good seed are the children of 
the kingdom; but the tares 
are the children of the wicked 
one; 

39 The enemy that sowed 
them is the devil; the harvest 
is the end of the world; and 
the reapers are the angels. 

40 As therefore the tares are 
gathered and burned in the’ 
fire; so shall it be in the end 
of this world. 

41 The Son of man shall send 
forth his angels, and they shall 
gather out of his kingdom all 
things that offend, and them 
which do iniquity ; 


Parable of the net 


42 And shall cast them into a 
furnace of firé: there shall be 
wailing and gnashing of teeth. 

43 Then shall the righteous 
shine forth as the sun in the 
kingdom of their Father. 
Who hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

44 § Again, the kingdom of 
heaven is like unto treasure 
hid ina field; the which when 
a man hath found, he hideth, 
and for joy thereof goeth and 
selleth all that he hath, and 
buyeth that field. 

45 { Again, the kingdom of 
heaven is like unto a mer- 
chantman, seeking goodly 
pearls: 

46 Who, when he had found 
one pearl of great price, went 
and sold all that he had, and 
bought it. 

47 § Again, the kingdom of 
heaven is like unto a net, that 
was cast into the sea, and 
gathered of every kind: 

48 Which, when it was full, 
they drew to shore, and sat 
down, and gathered the good 
into vessels, but cast the bad 
away. 

49 So shall it be at the end of 
the world: the angels shall 
come forth, and sever the 
wicked from among the just, 

50 And shall cast them into 
‘ the furnace of fire: there shall 
be wailing and gnashing of 
teeth. 

51 Jesus saith unto them, 
Have ye understood all these 
things? They say unto him, 
Yea, Lord. 

52 Then said he unto them, 
Therefore every scribe which 
is instructed unto the kingdom 
of heaven, is like unto aman 
that is a householder, which 
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cast into the sea,’ 


bringeth forth out of his treas- 
ure things new and old. 

53 J And it came to pass, that 
when Jesus had finished these 
parables, he departed thence. 

54 And when he was come in- 
to his own country, he taught 
them in their synagogue, 
insomuch that they were as- 
tonished, and said, Whence 
hath this man this wisdom, 
and these mighty works ? 

55 Is not this the carpenter’s 
son? is not his mother call- 
ed Mary? and his brethren, 
James, and Joses, and Simon, 
and Judas ? 

56 And his sisters, are they 
not all with us ? Whence then 
hath thisman all these things? 

57 And they were offended in 
him. But Jesus said unto 
them, A prophet is not with- 
out honour, save in his own 
country, and in his own house. 

58 And he did not many 
mighty works there because 
of their unbelief. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

1 Herod’s opinion of Christ. 3 Where- 
fore John Baptist was beheaded. 18 
Jesus departeth into a desert place: 
15 where he feedeth five thousand men 
with five loaves and two fishes: 22 he 
walketh on the sea to his disciples: 34 
and landing at Gennesaret, healeth the 
sick by the touch of the hem of his gar- 
ment. 


T that time Herod the te- 
trarch heard of the fame 
of Jesus, 

2 And said unto his servants, 
This is John the Baptist; he 
is risen from the dead; and 
therefore mighty works do 
shew forth themselves in him. 

3 § For Herod had laid hold 
on John, and bound him, and 
put him in prison for Hero-- 
dias’ sake, his brother Philip’s 


wife. 
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John beheaded. 


4 For John said unto him, It 
is not lawful for thee to have 
her. 

5 And when he would have 
put him to death, he feared 
the multitude, because they 
counted him as a prophet. 

6 But when Herod’s birthday 
was kept, the daughter of 
Herodias danced before them, 
and pleased Herod. 

7 Whereupon he promised 
with.an oath to give her what- 
soever she would ask. 

8 And she, being before in- 
structed of her mother, said, 
Give me here John Baptist’s 
head in a charger. 

9 And the King was sorry: 
nevertheless for the oath’s 
Sake, and them which sat 
with him at- meat, he com- 
manded i¢ to be given her. 

10 And he sent, and beheaded 
John in the prison. 

11 And his head was brought 
in a charger, and given to the 
damsel: and she brought it to 
her mother. 

12 And his disciples came, 
and took up the body, and 
buried it, and went and told 
Jesus. 

13 § When Jesus heard of it, 
he departed thence by ship 
into a desert place apart: and 
when the people had heard 
thereof, they followed him on 
foot out of the cities. 

14 And Jesus went forth, and 
saw @ great multitude, and 
was moved with compassion 
toward them, and he healed 
their sick, 

15 ¢ And when it was even- 
ing, his disciples came to him, 
saying, This is a desert place, 
and the time is now past; 
send the multitude away, that 
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‘Five thousand fed. 


they may go into the villages, 
and buy themselves victuals. 

16 But Jesus said unto them, 
They need not depart; give 
ye them to eat. 

17 And they say. unto him, 
We have here but five loaves, 
and two fishes. 

18 Hesaid, Bring them hither 
to me. 

19 And he commanded the 
multitude to. sit down on the 
grass,and took thefive loaves, 
and the two fishes,and looking 
up to heaven, he blessed, and 
brake, and gave the loaves to 
his disciples, and the disciples 
to the multitude. 

20 And they did all eat, and 
were filled: and they tgok up 
of the fragments that:remain- 
ed twelve baskets full. 

21 And they that had eaten 
were. about five thousand men, 
beside women and children. 

22 ¢ And straightway Jesus 
constrained his disciples to 
get into a ship, and to go be- 
fore him unto the other side, 
while he sent the multitudes 
away. 

23 And when he had sent.the 
multitudes away, he went up 
intoamountain apart to pray: 
and when the evening was 
come, he was there alone. 

24 But the ship was now in 
the midst of the sea, tossed 
with waves: for the wind was 
contrary. 

25 And in the fourth. watch 
of the night Jesus went unto 
them, walking on the sea. 

26 And when the disciples 
saw. him walking on the sea, 
they were troubled, saying, It 
is a spirit; and they cried out 
for fear. 

27 But straightway Jesus 


Christ reproveth 
spake unto them, saying, Be 
of good cheer; it is 1; be not 
afraid. 

283 And Peter answered him 
and said, Lord, if it be thou, 
bid me come unto thee on the 
water. 

29 And he said, Come. And 
when Peter was come down 
out of the ship, he walked on 
the water, to go to Jesus. 

30 But when he saw the wind 
boisterous, he was:-afraid; and 
beginning to sink, he cried, 
saying, Lord, save me. 

31 And immediately Jesus 
stretched forth his hand, and 
caught him, and said unto 
him, O thou of little faith, 
wherefore didst thou doubt? 
32 And when they were come 
into the ship, the wind ceased. 
33. Then they that were in 
the ship came and worshipped 
him, saying, Of a truth thou 
art the Son of God. 

34 § And when they were 
gone over, they came into the 
land of Gennesaret. 

35 And when the men of that 
place had knowledge of him, 
they sent out into all that 
country round about, and 
brought unto him all that 
were diseased ; 

36 And besought him that 
they might: only touch the 
hem of his garment: and as 
many as touched were made 
perfectly. whole. 


CHAPTER. XV. 


3 Christ reproveth the scribes and Phari- 
sees for transgressing God’s command- 
ments through thetr,own traditions: 
ll teacheth how that which: goeth into 
the mouth doth not defile aman, 21 He 
healeth the daughter of the woman of 
Canaan, 30 and other great multitudes: 
32 and with seven loaves and a few lit- 
tle fishes feedeth four thousand men, 

, Jeside women and children. 
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the Pharisees. 


HEN came to Jesus scribes. 
and Pharisees, which were 
of Jerusalem, saying, 

2Why do thy disciples trans- 
gress the tradition of the eld- 
ers? for they wash not their 
hands when they eat bread. 

3 But he answered and said 
unto them, Why do ye also 
transgress the commandment 
of God by your tradition ? 

4 For God commanded, say- 
ing, Honour thy father and 
mother: and, He that curseth 
father or mother, let him. die 
the death. 

5 But ye say, Whosoever shall 
say to his-father or his mother, 
itis a gift, by whatsoever thou 
mightest be profited by me; 

6 And honour not his father 
or his mother, he shall be free. 
Thus have ye made the com- 
mandment of God of none 
effect by your tradition. 

7 Ye hypocrites, well did Esa- 
ias prophesy of you, saying, 

8 This people draweth nigh 
unto me with their mouth, 
and honoureth me with their 
lips; but their heart is far 
from me. 

9 But in vain they do wor- 
ship me, teaching jor doc- 
trines the commandments of 
men. 

104 And he called the multi- 
tude, andsaiduntothem, Hear, 
and understand: 

11 Not that which goeth into 
the mouth defileth a man; but. 
that which cometh out of the 
mouth, this defileth a man. 

12 Then came his disciples, 
and said, unto him, Knowest 
thou that the Pharisees were 
offended, after they heard this 
saying ? 

13 But he answered and said, 
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Every plant, which my heay- 
enly Father hath not planted, 
shall be rooted up. 

14 Let them alone: they be 
blind leadersofthe blind. And 
ifthe blind lead the blind, both 
Shall fall into the ditch. 

15 Then answered Peter and 
said unto him, Declare unto 
us this parable. 

16 And Jesus said, Are ye also 
yet without understanding ? 

17 Do not ye yet understand, 
that whatsoever entereth in 
at the mouth goeth into the 
belly, and is cast out into the 
draught? 

18 But those things which 
proceed out of the mouth 
come forth from the heart; 
and they defile the man. 

19 For out of the heart pro- 
ceed evil thoughts, murders, 
adulteries, fornications, thefts, 
false witness, blasphemies : 

20 These are the things which 
defile a man: but to eat with 
unwashen hands defileth not 
aman. 

21 { Then Jesus went thence, 
and departed into the coasts 
of Tyre and Sidon. 

22 And, behold, a woman of 
Canaan came out of the same 
coasts, and cried unto him, 
saying, Have mercy on me, O 
Lord, thow Son of David; my 
daughter is grievously vexed 
with a devil. 

23 But he answered her nota 
word. And his disciples came 
and besought him, saying, 
Send her away; for she crieth 
after us. 

24 But he answered and said, 
IT am not sent but unto the 
lost sheep of the house of 
Israel. 

_25 Then came she and wor- 
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shipped him, saying, Lord, 
help me. 

26 But he answered and said, 
It is not meet to take the chil- 
dren’s bread, and to cast it to 
dogs. 

27 And she said, Truth, Lord: 
yet the dogs eat of the crumbs 
which fall from their masters’ 
table. 

28 Then Jesus answered and 
said unto her, O woman, great 
is thy faith: be it unto thee 
even as thou wilt. And her 
daughter was made whole 
from that very hour. 

29 And Jesus departed from 
thence, and came nigh unto 
the sea of Galilee; and went 
up into a mountain, and sat 
down there. 

30 And great multitudes came 
unto him, having with them 
those that were lame, blind, 
dumb, maimed, and many 
others, and cast them down 
at Jesus’ feet; and he healed 
them: 

31 Insomuch that the multi- 
tude wondered, when they 
saw the dumb to speak, the 
maimed to be whole, the lame 
to walk, and the blind to see: 
and they glorified the God of 
Israel. 

82 § Then Jesus called his 
disciples unto him, and said, 
I have compassion on the 


‘| multitude, because they con- 


tinue with me now three days, 
and have nothing to eat: and 
I will not send them away 
fasting, lest they faint in the 
way. 

33 And his disciples say unto 
him, Whence should we have 
so much bread in the wilder- 
ness, as to fill so great a mul- 
titude? 


The Pharisees 

34 And Jesus saith unto them, 
How many loaves have ye? 
And they said, Seven, and a 
few little fishes. 

35 And he commanded the 
multitude to sit down on the 
ground. 

36 And he took the seven 
loaves and the fishes, and 
gaye thanks, and brake them, 
and gave to his disciples, and 
the disciples to the multitude. 
37 And they did all eat, and 
were filled: and they took up 
of the broken meat that was 
left seven baskets full. 

38 And they that did eat were 
four thousand men, beside wo- 
men and children. 

39 And he sent away the mul- 
titude, and took ship, and 
came into the coasts of Mag- 
dala. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 The Pharisees require a sign, 6 Jesus 
warneth his disciples of the teaven of 
the Pharisees and Sadducees. 13 The 
people’s opinion of Christ, 16 and Pe- 
ter’s confession of him. 21 Jesus fore- 
sheweth his death, 23 reproving Peter 
for dissuading him from it: 24 and 
admonisheth those that will follow him, 
to bear the cross. 

HE Pharisees also with 
the Sadducees came, and 
tempting desired him that he 
would shew them a sign from 
heaven. 

2 He answered and said unto 
them, When it is evening, ye 
say, Jt will be fair weather: 
for the sky is red. 

8 Andinthemorning, Zt willbe 
foul weather to day: for the 


sky is red and lowering. O ye. 


hypocrites, ye can discern the 
face of thesky; but can ye not 
discern the signs of the times ? 

4 A wicked and adulterous 
generation seeketh after a 
sign; and there shall no sign 
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require a signs 
be given unto it, but the sign 
ofthe prophet Jonas. And he 
left them, and departed. 

5 And when his disciples were 
come to the other side, they 
had forgotten to take bread. 

6 § Then Jesus said unto 
them, Take heed and beware 
of the leaven of the Pharisees 
and of the Sadducees. 

7 And they reasoned among 
themselves, saying, J¢ is be- 
cause we have taken no bread. 

8 Which when Jesus perceiv- 
ed, he said unto them, O ye of 
little faith, why reason ye 
among yourselves, because ye 
have brought no bread ? 

9 Do ye not yet understand, 
neither remember the five 
loaves. of the five thousand, 
and how many baskets ye 
took up? 

10 Neither the seven loaves 
of the four thousand, and how 
many baskets ye took up? 

11 How is it that ye do not 
understand that I spake it not 
to you concerning bread, that 
ye should beware of the leay- 
en of the Pharisees and of the 
Sadducees ? 

12 Then understood they how 
that he bade them not beware 
of the leaven of bread, but of 
the doctrine of the Pharisees 
and of the Sadducees. 

13 § When Jesus came into 
the coasts of Cesarea Philippi, 
he asked his disciples, saying, 
Whom do men say that I, the 
Son of man, am? 

14 And they said, Some say 
that thou art John the Baptist; 
some, Elias; and others, Jer- 
emias, or one of the prophets. 

15 He saith unto them, But 
whom say ye that I am? 

16 And Simon Peter answer- 


Christ foretelteth 


ed and said, Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living 
God. 

17 And Jesus answered and 
said unto him, Blessed art 
thou, Simon Bar-jona: for 
flesh and blood*hath not re- 
vealed it unto thee, but my 
Father which is in heaven. 

18 And I say also unto thee, 
That thou art Peter, and upon 
this rock I will build my 
church; and the gates of hell 
Shall not prevail against it. 

19 And I will give unto thee 
the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven: and whatsoever thou 
‘Shalt bind on earth shall be 
bound in heaven; and what- 
soever thou shalt loose on 
earthshall be loosedin heaven. 
20 Then charged he his disci- 
ples that they should tell no 
man that he was Jesus the 
Christ. 

21 { From that time forth be- 
gan Jesus to shew unto his 
disciples, how that he must 
go unto Jerusalem, and suffer 
many things of the elders and 
chief priests and séribes, and 
be killed, and be raised again 
the third day. 

22 Then Peter took him, and 
began to rebuke him, saying, 
Be it far from thee, Lord: this 
shall not be unto thee. 

23 But he turned, and said 
unto Peter, Get thee behind 
me, Satan: thou art an offence 
unto me: for thou savourest 
not the things that be of God, 
but those that be of men, 

24 { Then said Jesus unto his 
disciples, Ifany manwill come 
after me, let him deny him- 
self, and take up his cross, and 
follow me. 

23 For whosoever will save 
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his own death. 
his life shall lose it: and who- | 
soever will lose his life for my 
sake shall find it. ‘ 

26 For what is a man profit- 
ed, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul? 
or what shall a man give in 
exchange for his soul? 

27 For the Son of man shall 
comeintheglory of his Father 
with his angels; and then he 
shall reward every man ac- 
cording to his works. 

28 Verily I say unto you, 
There be some standing here, 
which shall not taste of death, 
till they see the Son of man 
coming in his kingdom. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

1 The transfiguration of Christ. 14 He 
healeth the lunatic, 22 foretelleth hte 
own passton, 24 and payeth tribute. 

ND after six days Jesus 
taketh Peter, James, and 

John his brotheryand bringeth 

them up into a high mountain 

apart, 

2And was transfigured before 
them: and his face did shine 
as the sun, and his raiment 
was white as the light. 

3 And, behold, there appear- 
ed unto them Moses and Elias 
talking with him. ; 

4 Then answered Peter, and 
said unto Jesus, Lord, it is 
good for us to be here: if thou 
wilt, let us make here three 
tabernacles; one for thee, and 
one for Moses, and one for 
Elias. 

5 While he yet spake, behold, 
a bright cloud overshadowed 
them: and behold a voice out 
of the cloud, which said, This 
is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased; hear ye 
him. 

6 And when the disciples 


He healeth 


heard it, they fell on their 
face, and were sore afraid. 

7 And Jesus came and touch- 
ed them, and said, Arise, and 
be not afraid. 

8 And when they had lifted 
up their eyes, they saw no 
man, save Jesus only. 

9 And as they came down 
from the mountain, Jesus 
charged them, saying, Tell the 
vision to no man, untilthe Son 
of man be risen again from the 
dead. 

10 And his disciples asked 
him, saying, Why then say 
the scribes that Elias must 
first come? 

1i And Jesus answered and 
said unto them, Elias truly 
shall first come, and restore 
all things. 

12 But I say unto you, That 
Eliasis come already, andthey 
knew him not, but have done 
unto him whatsoever they 
listed. Likewise shall. also 
the Son of man suffer of 
them. 

13 Then the disciples under- 
stood that he spake unto them 
of John the Baptist, 

14 § And when they were 
come to the multitude, there 
came to him a certain man, 
kneeling down to him, and 
Saying, 

15 Lord, have mercy on my 
son; for he is lunatic, and sore 
vexed: for ofttimes he falleth 
into the fire, and oft into the 
water. 

16 And I brought him ‘to thy 
disciples, and they could not 
cure him, 

17 Then Jesus answered and 
said, O faithless and perverse 
generation, how long shall I 
be with you? how long shall I 
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a lunatic. 
suffer you? bring him hither 
to me. 

18 And Jesus rebuked the 
devil; and he departed out of 


him: and the child was cured 


from that very hour. 

19 Then came the disciples to 
Jesus apart, and said, Why 
could not we cast him out? 

20 And Jesus said unto them, 
Because of your unbelief: for 
verily I say unto you, If ye 
have faith as a grain of mus- 
tard seed, ye shall say unto this 
mountain, Remove hence to 
yonder place; and it shall re- 
move: and nothing shall be 
impossible unto you.: ¥ 

21 Howbeit this kind goeth 
not out but by prayer and 
fasting. ~* 

22 § And while they abode in 
Galilee, Jesus said unto them, 
The Son of man shall be be- 
trayed into the hands of men: 

23 And they shall kill him, 
and the third day he shall be 
raised again. And they were 
exceeding sorry. 

24 § And when they were 
come to Capernaum, they that 
received tribute money came 
to Peter, and said, Doth not 
your master pay tribute? 

25 He saith, Yes. And when 
he was come into the house, 
Jesus prevented him, saying, 
What thinkest thou, Simon? 
of whom do the kings of the 
earth take custom or tribute? 
of their own children, or of 
strangers? 

26 Peter saith unto him, Of 
strangers. Jesus saith unto 
him, Then are the children 
free. 

27 Notwithstanding, lest we 
should offend them, go thou to 
the sea, and cast a hook, and

take up the fish that first com- 
eth up; and when thou hast 
opened his mouth, thou shalt 
find a piece of money: that 
take, and give unto them for 
me and thee. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 


1 Christ warneth his disciples to be hum- 
ble and harmless : 7 to avoid offences, 
and not to despise the little ones: 15 
teacheth how we are to deal with our 
brethren, when they offend us: 21 and 
how oft to forgive them: 23 which he 
setteth forth by a parable of the king, 
that took account of hia servants, 32 and 
punished him, who skewed no merey to 
his fellow. 


T the same time came the 

disciples unto Jesus, say- 

ing, Who is the greatest in the 
kingdom of heaven? 

2 And Jesus called a little 
child unto him, and set him in 
the midst of them, 

3 And said, Verily I say unto 
you, Except ye be converted, 
and become as little children, 
ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven. 

4 Whosoever therefore shall 
humble himself as this little 
child, the same is greatest in 
the kingdom of heaven. 

5 And whoso shall receive one 
such little child in my name 
receiveth me. 

6 But whoso shall offend one 
of these little ones which be- 
lieve in me, it were better for 
him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck, and 
that he were drowned in the 
depth of the sea. 

7 J Woe unto the world. be- 
cause of offences! for it must 
needs be that offences come; 
but woe to that man by whom 
the offence cometh! 

8 Wherefore if thy hand or 
thy foot offend thee, ent them 
off, and cast them from thee: 
it is better for thee to enter into 
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his disciples. ° 
life halt or maimed, rather 
than having two hands or 
two feet to be cast into ever- 
lasting fire. ‘ 

9 And ifthine eye offend thee, 
pluck it out, and cast it from 
thee: it is better for thee to en- 
ter into life with one eye, rath- 
er than having two eyes to be 
cast into hell fire. 

10 Take heed that ye despise 
not one of these little ones; for 
Isay unto you, Thatin heaven 
their angels do always behold 
the face of my Father which 
is in heaven. } 

11 For the Son of man is come 
to save that which was lost. 

12 How think ye? if a man 
have a hundred sheep, and 
one of them be gone astray, 
doth he not leave the ninety 
and nine, and goeth into the 
mountains, and seeketh that 
which is gone astray ? 

13 And if so be that he find it, 
verily I say unto you, he re- 
joiceth- more of that sheep, 
than of the ninety and nine 
which went not astray. 

14 Evenso it is not the will of 
your Father which is in heay- 
en, that one of these little ones 
should perish. 

15 { Moreover if thy brother 
shall trespass against thee, go 
and tell him his fault be 
tween thee and him alone: if 
he shall hear thee, thou hast 
gained thy brother. 

16 But if he will not hear thee, 
then take with thee one or two 
more, that in the mouth of 
two or three witnesses every 
word may be established. 

17 And if he shall neglect to 
hear them, tell i¢@ unto the 
church; but if he neglect to 
hear the church, let him be

and a publican. 

18 Verily I say unto you, 
Whatsoever ye shall bind on 
earth shall be bound in heav- 
en; and whatsoever ye shall 
loose on earth shall be loosed 
in heaven. 

19 Again I say unto you, That 
if two of you shall agree on 
earth as touching any thing 
that they shall ask, it shall be 
done for them of my Father 
which is in heaven. 

20 For where two or three 
are gathered together in my 
name, there am I in the 
midst of them. 

21 7 Then came Peter to him, 
and said, Lord, how oft shall 
my brother sin against me, 
and I forgive him? till seven 
times? ° 

22 Jesus saith unto him, I say 
not unto thee, Until seven 
times: but, Untilseventy times 
seven. 

23 { Therefore is the king- 
dom of heaven likened unto 
a certain king, which would 
take. account of his serv- 
ants. 

24 And when he had begun to 
reckon, one was brought unto 
him, which owed him ten thou- 
sand talents. 

25 But forasmuch as he had 
not to pay, his lord com- 
manded him to be sold, and 
his wife, and children, and all 
that he had, and payment to 
be made. 

26 The servant therefore fell 
down, and worshipped him, 
saying, Lord, have patience 
with me, and I will pay thee 
all, 

27 Then the lord of that sery- 
ant was moved with compas- 
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unto thee as a heathen man 


unmerciful servant, 


sion, and loosed him, and for- 

gave him the debt. 

28 But the same servant went 
out, and fond one of his fel- 
low servants, which owed bim 
a hundred ‘pence: and he laid 
hands on him, and took him 
by the throat, saying, Pay me 
that thou owest. 

29 And his fetlow servant fell 
down at. his feet, and besought 
him, saying, Have patience 
with me, and I will pay thee 
all. 

30 And he would not: but 
went and cast him into prison, 
till he should pay the debt. 

31 So when his fellow serv- 
ants saw what was done, they 
were very sorry, and came 
and told unto their lord all 
that was done. 

32 Then his lord, after that 
he had called him, said unto 
him, O thou wicked servant, 
I forgave thee all that debt, 
because thou desiredst me: 

33. Shouldest not thou also 
have had compassion on thy 
fellow servant, even as I had 
pity on thee? 

34 And his lord was wroth, 
and delivered him to the tor- 
mentors, till he should pay all 
that was due unto him. 

85 So likewise shall my heay- 
enly Father do also unto you, 
if ye from your hearts forgive 
not every one his brother their 
trespasses. 

CHAPTER XIX, 

2 Christ healeth the sick: 3 answereth 
the Pharisees concerning divorcement : 
10 sheweth when marriage is neces 
sary: 13 receiveth little children: 16 
inatructeth “the young man how to 
attain eternal life, 20 and how to be 
perfect: 23 telleth, his disciples how 
hard it ia for a rich man to enter into 
the kingdom of God, 27 and promiseth 
reward to those that forsake any thing: 
to follow him, 

33 
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an it came to pass, that 
when Jesus had finished 
these savings, he departed 
from Gal'!ce. and came into 
the coasts of Juda beyond 
Jordan} 

2 And great multitudes fol- 
lowed him; and he healed 
them. there. 

3 § The Pharisees also came 
unto him, tempting him, and 
saying unto him, Is it lawful 
for a man to put away his 
wife for every cause? 

4 And he answered and said 
unto them, Have ye not read, 
that he which made them at 
thebeginningmade them male 
and female, 

5 And said, For this cause 
shall a man leave father and 
mother, and shall cleave to 
his wife: and they twain shall 
be one flesh ? 
.6 Wherefore they areno more 
twain, but one flesh. What 
therefore God hath joined to- 
gether, let not man _ put 
asunder. 

7 They say unto him, Why 
did Moses then command to 
give awriting of divorcement, 
and to put her away ? 

8 He saith unto them, Moses 
because of the hardness of 
your hearts suffered you to put 
away your wives: but from 
the beginning it was not so. 

9 And IT say unto you, Who- 
soever shall put away his wife, 
except it be for fornication, 
andshall marry another,com- 
mitteth adultery: and whoso 
marrieth her which is put 
away doth commit adultery. 

10 § His disciples say unto 
him, If the case of the man be 
sow ‘ith his wife, it is not gged 


to marry. 
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eternat rife. 


11 But he said unto them, All 
men cannot receive this say- 
ing, save they to whom it is 
given. : 

12 For there are some eu- 
nuchs, which were so born 
from ‘hei mother’s womb: 
and there aresome eunuchs, 
which were made eunuchs of 
men: and there be eunuchs, 
which have made themselves 
eunuchs for the kingdom of 
heaven’s sake. He that is 
able to receive i, let him re- 
ceive it. 

18 { Then were there brought 
unto him little children, that 
he should put his hands en 
them, and pray: and the dis- 
ciples rebuked them. 

14 But Jesus said, Suffer little 
children, and forbid them not, 
to come unto me; for of such 
is the kingdom of heaven. 

15 And he laid his hands on 
them, and departed thence. 

16 § And, behold, one eame 
and said unto him, Good Mas- 
ter, what good thing shall I do, 
that I may have eternal life? 

17 And he said unto -him, 
Why callest thou me good? 
there is none good but one, 
thaé is, God: but if thou wilt 
enter into life, keep the com- 
mandments. 

18 He saith unto him, Which? 
Jesus said, Thou shalt do no 
murder, Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery, Thou shalt not 
steal, Thou shalt not bear 
false witness, 

19 Honour thy father and thy 
mother: and, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself. 

20 The young man saith unto 
him, All these things have I 
kept from my youth up: what 
lack I yet? 


The parable of 

21 Jesus said unto him, If 
thou wilt be perfect, go and 
sell that thou hast, and give 
to the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure in heaven: and 
come and follow me. 

22 But when the young man 
heard that saying, he went 
away sorrowful: for he had 
great possessions. 

23 § Then said Jesus unto his 
disciples, Verily I say unto 
you, That a rich man shall 
hardly enter into the kingdom 
of heaven. 

24 And again I say unto you, 
it is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye ofa needle, 
than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God. 

25 When his disciples heard 
ii, they were exceedingly a- 
mazed, saying, Who then can 
be saved? 

26 But Jesus beheld them, 
and said unto them, With 
men this is impossible; but 
with God all things are pos- 
sible. 

27 § Then answered Peter 
and said unto him, Behold, 
we have forsaken all, and fol- 
lowed thee; what shall we 
have therefore? 

28 And Jesus said unto them, 
Verily I say unto you, That 
ye which have followed me, 
in the regeneration when the 
Son of man shall sit in the 
throne of his glory, ye also 
shall sit upon twelve thrones, 

‘judging the twelve tribes of 
Tsrael. 

29 And every one that hath 
forsaken houses, or brethren, 
or sisters, or father, or moth- 
er, or wife, or children, or 
lands, for my name’s sake, 
shall receive a hundredfold, 
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the labourers, 

and shall inherit everlasting 

life. 

80 But many that are first 
shall be last; and the last shall 
ve first, 

CHAPT#R XX. 

1 Christ, by the similttude of the’ labour- 
ers in the vineyard, sheweth that God 
ts debtor unto no man: 17 foretelleth hig 
passion: 20 by anawering the mother 
of Zebedec’s children teacheth his die- 


ctples to be lowly: 80 and giveth two 
blind men thetr sight. 


eR the kingdom of heaven 

is like unto a man/hat is a 
householder, which went out 
early in the morning to hire 
labourers into his vineyard. 

2 And when he had agreed 
with the labourers for a penny 
a day, he sent them into his 
vineyard. 

3 And he went out about the 
third hour, and saw others 
standing idle in the market- 
place, ‘ 

4 And said unto them; Go ye 
also into the vineyard, and 
whatsoever is right I will give 
you. And. they went their 
way. 

5 Again he went out about 
the sixth and ninth hour, and 
did likewise. 

6 And about the eleventh 
hour he went out, and found 
others standing idle, and saith 
unto them, Why stand ye here 
all the day idle? 

7 They say unte him, Because 
no man hath hired us. He 
saith unto them, Go ye also 
into the vineyard; and what- 
soever is right, that shall ye 
receive. 

8 So when even was come, the 
lord of the vineyard saith un- 
to his steward, Call the labour- 
ers, and give them ¢heir hire, 
beginning from the last unte 
the first. 
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9 And when they came that 
were hired about the eleventh 
hour, they received every man 
a@ penny. 

10 But when the first came, 
they supposed that theyshould 
have received more; and they 
likewise received every man a 
penny. 

11 And when they had receiv- 
ed it, they murmured against 
the goodman of the house, 

2 Saying, These last have 
wrought but one hour, and 
thou hast made them equal 
nnto us, which have borne 
the burden and heat of the 
day. 

13 But he answered one of 
them, and said, Friend, I do 
#hee no wrong: didst not thou 
agree with me for a penny? 

14 Take that thine is, and go 
thy way: I will give unto this 
last, even as unto thee. 

15 Is it not lawful for me to 
do what I will with mine own? 
Is thine eye evil, because I 
am good? 

16 So the last shall be first, 
and the first last: for many 
be called, but few chosen. 

17 { And Jesus going up to 
Jerusalem took the twelve 
disciples apart in the way, 
and said unto them, 

18 Behold, we go up to Jeru- 
salem; and the Son of man 
shall be betrayed unto the 
chief priests and unto the 
scribes, and they shall con- 
demn him to death, 

19 And shall deliver him to 
the Gentiles to mock, and to 
' scourge, and to crucify him: 
and the third day he shall rise 
again. 

20 { Then came to him the 
mother of Zebedee’s children 
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to be lowly. 


with her sons, worshipping 
him, and desiring a certain 
thing of him. 

21 And hesaid unto her, What 
wilt thou? Shesaith unto him, 
Grant that these my two sons 
may sit, the one on thy right 
hand, and the other on the 
left, in thy kingdom. 

22 But Jesus answered and 
said, Ye know not what ye 
ask. Are ye able to drink of 
the cup that I shall drink of, 
and to be baptized with the 
baptism that I am baptized 
with? They say unto him, We 
are able. 

23 And he saith unto them, 
Ye shall drink indeed of my 
cup, and be baptized with the 
baptism that I am baptized 
with: but to sit on my right 
hand, and on my left, is not 
mine to give, but it shal be 
given to them for whom it is 
prepared of my Father. 

24 And when the ten heard 
it, they were moved with in- 
dignation against the two 
brethren. 

25 But Jesus called them unto 
him, and said, Ye know that 
the princes of the Gentiles ex- 
ercise dominion over them, 
and they that are great exer- 
cise authority upon them. 

26 But it shall not be so 
among you: but whosoever 
will be great among you, let 
him be your minister; 

27 And whosoever will be 
chief among you, co him be 
your servant: 

28 Even as the ah of man 
came not to be ministered un- 
to, but to minister, and to 
give his life a ransom for 
many. 

29 And as they.departed from 
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Jericho, a great muititude fol- 
lowed him. 

30 § And, behold, two blind 
men sitting by the way side, 
when they heard that Jesus 
passed by, cried out, saying, 
Have merey on us, O Lord, 
thou Son of David. 

31 And the multitude rebuk- 
ed them, because they should 
hold their peace: but they 
cried the more, saying, Have 
merey on us, O Lord, thou Son 
of David. 

32 And Jesus stood still, and 
called them, and said, What 
will ye that I shall do unto 
you? 

33. They say unto him, Lord, 
that our eyes may be opened. 
384 So Jesus had compassion 
on them, and touched their 
eyes: and immediately their 
eyes received sight, and they 
followed him. 

CHAPTER XXT. 


1 Christ rideth into Jerusalem upon an 
ass, 12 driveth the buyers and sellers 
out of the temple, 17 curseth the fig 
tree, 23 putteth to silence the priests 
and elders, 28 and rebuketh them by the 
sineilitude of the two sons, 33 and the 
husbandmen, who slew such as were 
sent unto them. 


ND when they drew nigh 
unto Jerusalem, and were 
come to Bethphage, unto the 
mount of Olives, then sent 
Jesus two disciples, 

2 Saying unto them, Go into 
the village over against you, 
and straightway ye shall find 
an ass tied, and a colt with 
her: loose them, and bring 
them unto me. 

3 And if any man say aught 
unto you, ye shall say, The 
Lord hath need of them; and 
straightway hewillsend them. 

4 All this was done, that it 
might be fulfilled which was 
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into Jerusalem. 
spoken by the prophet, say- 
ing, 

5 Tell ye the daughter of Sion, 
Behold, thy King cometh un- 
to thee, meek, and sitting up- 
on an ass, and a colt the foal 
of an ass. 

6 And the disciples went, 
and did as Jesus commanded 
them, 

7 ‘And brought the “ASS, and 
the colt, and put on them 
their clothes, and they set 
him thereon. 

8 And a very great multitude 
spread their garments in the 
way; otherscut down branches 
from the trees, and strewed 
them in the way. 

9 And the multitudes that 
went before, and that follow- 
ed, cried, saying, Hosanna to 
the Son of David: Blessed is 
he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord; Hosanna in the 
highest. 

10 And when he was come 
into Jerusalem, all the city 
was moved, saying, Wha is 
this ? : 

ji And the multitude said, 
This is Jesus the prophet of 
Nazareth of Galilee. 

12 § And Jesus went into the 
temple of God, and cast out all 
them that sold and bought in 
the temple, and overthrew the 
tables of the money changers, 
and the seats of them that me 
doves, 

13 And said unto them, It is 
written, My house shall be 
called the house of prayer; 
but ye have made it aden of 
thieves. 

14 And the blind and the 
lame came to him in the tem- 
ple; and he healed them. , 

15 And when the chief priests 


Fig tree cursed. 


and scribes saw the wonderful 
things that he did, and the 
children crying in thetemple, 
and saying, Hosanna to the 
Son of David; they were sore 
displeased, 

16 And said unto him, Hear- 
est thou what thesesay? And 
Jesus saith unto them, Yea; 
have ye never read, Out of the 
mouth of babes and sucklings 
thou hast perfected praise? 

17 { And he left them, and 
went out of the city into Beth- 
any; and he lodged there. 

18 Now in the morning, as he 
returned into the city, he hun- 
gered. 

19 And when hesaw a fig tree 
in the way, he came to it, and 
found nothing thereon, but 
leaves only, and said unto it, 
Let no fruit grow on thee 
henceforward for ever. And 
presently the fig tree wither- 
ed away. 

20 And when the disciples 
Saw it, they marvelled, say- 
ing, How soon is the fig tree 
withered away ! 

21 Jesus answered and said 
unto them, Verily I say unto 
you, If ye have faith, and 
doubt not, ye shall not only 
do this which is done to the 
fig tree, but also if ye shall 
say unto this mountain, Be 
thou removed, and be thou 
cast into the sea; it shall be 
done. 

22 And all things, whatsoever 
ye shall ask in prayer, be- 
lieving, ye Shall receive. 

23 { And when he was come 
into the temple, the chief 
priests and the elders of the 
people came unto him as he 
was teaching, and said, By 
what authority doest thou 
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Of the two sons. 


these things? and who gave 
thee this authority ? 

24 And Jesus answered and 
said unto them, I also will ask 
you one thing, which if ye tell 
me, I in like wise will tell you 
by what authority I do these 
things. 

25 The baptism of John, 
whence was it? from heaven, 
or ofmen? And they reason- 
ed with themselves, saying, 
If weshall say, From heaven; 
he will say unto us, Why did 
ye not then believe him? 

26 Butifweshallsay, Ofmen; 
we fear the people; forallhold 
John as a prophet. 

27 And they answered Jesus, 
and said, Wecannot tell. And 
he said unto them, Neither 
tell I you by what authority I 
do these things. 

28 § But what think ye? A 
certain man had two sons; 
and he came to the first, and 
said, Son, go work to day in 
my vineyard. 

29 He answered and said, I 
will not; but afterward he re- 
pented, and went. 

30 And he came to the second, 
and said likewise. And he 
answered and said, I go, sir; 
and went not. 

31 Whether ofthem twain did 
the will of his father? They 
say unto him, The first. Jesus 
saith unto them, Verily I say 
unto you, That the publi- 
cans and the harlots go into 
the kingdom of God before 
you. 

32 For John came unto you 
in the way of righteousness, 
and ye believed him not; but 
the publicans and the harloits 
believed him: and ye, when 
ye had seen it, repented not 


Parable of the 


afterward, that ye might be- 
lieve him. 

33 § Hear another parable: 
There was a certain house- 
holder, which planted a vine- 
yard, and hedged it round 
about, and digged a winepress 
in it, and built a tower, and 
let it out to husbandmen, and 
went into a far country: 

34 And when the time of the 
fruit drew near, he sent his 
servants to the husbandmen, 
that they might receive the 
fruits of it. 

35 And the husbandmen took 
his servants, and beat one, and 
killed another, and stoned an- 
other. 

86 Again, he sent other sery- 
ants more than the first: and 
they did unto them likewise. 

37 But last of all he sent unto 
them his son, saying, They 
will reverence my son. 

38 But when the husbandmen 
saw the son, they said among 
themselves, This is the heir; 
come, let us kill him, and let 
us seize on his inheritance, 

39 And they caught him, and 
east him out of the vineyard, 
_ and slew him. 

40 When the lord therefore 
of the vineyard cometh, what 
will he do unto those hus- 
bandmen'? 

41 They say unto him, He 
,Will miserably destroy those 
wicked men, and will let out 
his Vineyard unto other hus- 
bandmen, which shall render 
him the fruits in their sea- 

sons. ; 

42 Jesus saith unto them, Did 
ye never read in the Scrip- 
tures, The stone which the 
builders rejected, the same is 
become the head ofthe corner: 


© 
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this is the Lord’s doing, and it 
is marvellous in oureyes? — 

43 Therefore say I unto yon, 
The kingdom of God shall be 
taken from you, and given to 
a nation bringing forth the 
fruits thereof. 

44 And whosoever shall fall 
on this stone shall be broken: 
but on whomsoever it shall 
fall, it will grind him to pow- 
der. 

45 And when the chief priests 
and Pharisees had heard his 
parables, they perceived that 
he spake of them, 

46 But when they sought to 
lay hands on him, they feared 
the multitude, because they 
took him for a prophet. 


CHAPTER XXII. 


1 The parable of the marriage of the 
king’s son. 9 The vocation of the Gen- 
tiles. 12 The punishment of him that 
wanted the wedding garment. 15 Trib- 
ute ought to be paid to Cesar. 23 Christ 
confuteth the Sadducees for the resur- 
rection : 34 anawereth the Lawyer, which 
ts the first and great commandment: 
41 and poseth the Phartaces about the 
Messias. 


ND Jesus answered and 
spake unto them again by 
parables, and said, 

2 The kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a certain king, which 
made a marriage for his 
son, 

3 And sent forth his servants 
to call them that were bidden 
to the wedding: and they 
would not come. 

4 Again, he sent forth other 
servants, saying, Tell them 
which are bidden, Behold, I 
have prepared my dinner: my 
oxenandmyfatlingsarekilled, 
and all things are ready: come 
unto the marriage. 

5 But they made light of ié, 
and went their ways, oneto his 
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Ifarriage supper. 
farm, another to his merchan- 
dise: 

6 And the remnant took his 
servants, and entreated them 
Spitefully, and slew them. 

7 But when the king heard 
thereof, he was wroth: and he 
sent forth his armies, and 
destroyed those murderers, 
and burned up their city. 

8 Then saith he to his serv- 
ants, The wedding is ready, 
but they which were bidden 
were not worthy. 

9 Go ye therefore into the 
highways, and as many as ye 
shall find, bid to the marriage. 

10 So those servants went 
out into the highways, and 
gathered together all as many 
as they found, both bad and 
good: and the wedding was 
furnished with guests. 

11 § And when the king came 
in to see the guests, he saw 
there a man which had not on 
a wedding garment: 

12 And he saith unto him, 
Friend, how camest thou in 
hither not having a wedding 
garment? And hewas speech- 
less. 

13 Then said the king to the 
’ servants, Bind him hand and 
foot, and take him away, and 
cast him into outer darkness ; 
there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

14 For many are called, but 
few are chosen. 

15 { Then went the Pharisees, 
and took counsel how they 
might entangle him in his 
talk. 

16 And they sent out unto 
him their disciples with the 
Herodians, saying, Master, 
we know that thou art true, 
and teachest the way of God 
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Of paying tribute. 
}in truth, neither carest thou 
for any man; for thou regard- 
est not the person of men. 

17 Tell us therefore, What 
thinkest thou? Is it lawful to 
give tribute unto Cesar, or not? 

18 But Jesus perceived their 
wickedness, and said, Why 
tempt ye me, ye hypocrites? 

19 Shew me the tribute 
money. And they brought 
unto him a penny. 

20 And he saith unto them, 
Whose is this image and su- 
perscription ? 

21 They say unto him, Cesar’s. 
Then saith he unto them, 
Render therefore unto Cesar 
the things which are Cesar’s; 
and unto God the things that 
are God's. bs 

22 When they had heard these 
words, they marvelled, and 
left him, and went their way. 

23 § The same day came to 
him the Sadducees, which say 
that there is no resurrection, 
and asked him, 
24Saying, Master, Moses said, 
If a man die, having no chil- 
dren, his brother shall marry 
his wife, and raise up seed un- 
to his brother. : 

25 Now there were with us 
seven brethren: and the first, 
when he had married a wife, 
deceased, and, having no is- 
sue, left his wife unto his 
brother: 

26 Likewise the second also,” 
and the third, unto the sey- 
enth. 

27 And last of all the woman 
died also. 

28 Therefore in the resurrec- 
tion, whose wife shall she be 
| of the seven? for they all had 
| her. 

29 Jesus answered and said 
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_ Christ answereth 
unto them, Ye do err, not 
knowing the Scriptures, nor 
the power of God. 

30 For in the resurrection 
they neither marry, nor are 
given in marriage, but are as 
the angels of God in heaven. 

31 But as touching the resur- 
rection of the dead, have ye 
not read that which was spok- 
en unto you by God, saying, 
32 Tamthe God of Abraham, 
and the God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacob? God is not the 
God of the dead, but of the 
living. 

53 And when the multitude 
heard this, they were aston- 
ished at his doctrine. 

34 { But when the Pharisees 
had heard that he had put 
the Sadducees to silence, they 
were gathered together. 

35 Then one of them, which 
was @ lawyer, asked him a 
question, tempting him, and 
saying, 

36 Master, which is the great 
commandment in the law? 

37 Jesus said unto him, Thou 
shalt.love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind. 

88 This is the first and great 
commandment. 

39 And the second is like un- 
to it, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself. 

40 On these two command- 
ments hang all the law and 
the prophets. 

41 § While the Pharisees were 
gathered together, Jesus ask- 
ed them, ; 

42 Saying, What think ye of 
Christ? whose son is he? 
They say unto him, Zhe son 
of David, 
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the lawyer. 


43 He saith unto them, How - 
then doth David in spirit call 
him Lord, saying, 

44 The Lorp said unto my 
Lord, Sit thou on my right 
hand, till IT make thine en- 
emies thy footstool ? 

45 If David then call him 
Lord, how is he his son? 

46 And no man was able to 
answer him a word, neither 
durst any man from that day 
forth ask him any more ques- 
tions. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

1 Christ admonisheth the people to fol- 
low the good doctrine, not the evil ex- 
amples, of the scribes and Pharisees. 
5 His disciples must beware of their 
ambition. 13 He denounceth etght woes 
against their hypocrisy and blindness : 


34 and prophesteth of the destruction 
of Jerusalem. 


HEN spake Jesus to the 
multitude, and to his dis- 
ciples, 

2 Saying, The scribes and 
the Pharisees sit in Moses’ 
seat: 

38 All therefore whatsoever 
they bid you observe, that ob- 
serve and do; but do not ye 
after their works: for they 
say, and do not. 

4¥Forthey bind heavy burdens 
and grievous to be borne, and 
lay them on men’s shoulders; 
but they themselves will not 
move them with one of their 
fingers. } j 

5 But all their works they do 
for to be seen of men: they 
make broad their phylacte- 
ries, and enlarge the borders 
of their garments, 

6 And love the uppermost 
rooms at feasts, and the chief — 
seats in the synagogues, 

7 And greetings in the mark- 
ets, and to be called of men, 
Rabbi, Rabbi. 


41 


Christ denounceth 


8 But be not ye called Rabbi: 
for one is your Master, even 
Christ; and all ye are breth- 
ren, 

9 And call no man your fa- 
ther upon the earth: for one 
is your Father, which is in 
heaven. 

10 Neither be ye called mas- 
ters: for one is your Master, 
even Christ. 

11 But he that is greatest 
among you shall be your serv- 
ant. 

12 And whosoever shall exalt 
himself shall be abased; and 
he that Shall humble himself 
shall be exalted. 

13 But woe unto you, scribes 

and Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye shut up the kingdom of 
heaven against men: for ye 
neither go in yourselves, nei- 
ther suffer ye them that are 
entering to go in. 
14 Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
devour widows’ houses, and 
for apretence make long pray- 
er: therefore ye shall receive 
the greater damnation. 

15 Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
compass sea and land to make 
one proselyte; and when he 
is made, ye make him twofold 
more the child of hell than 


- yourselves. 


16 Woe unto you, ye blind 
guides, which say, Whosoever 
shall swear by the temple, it 
is nothing; but whosoever 
shall swear by the gold of the 
temple, he is a debtor! 

17. Ye fools and blind: for 
whether is greater, the gold, 
or the temple that sanctifieth 
the gold? 

18 And, Whosoever shall 
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divers woes 


swear by the altar, it is noth- 
ing; but whosoever sweareth 
by the gift that is upon it, he 
is guilty. 

19 Ye fools and blind: for 
whether is greater, the gift, or 
the altar that sanctifieth the 
gift? 

20 Whoso therefore shall 
swear by the altar, sweareth 
by it, and by all things there- 
on. 

21 And-whoso shall swear by 
the temple, sweareth by it, 
and by him that dwelleth 
therein. 

22 And he that shall swear 
by heaven, sweareth by the 
throne of God, and by him 
that sitteth thereon. 

23 Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
pay tithe of mint and anise 
and cummin, and have omit- 
ted the weightier matters of 
the law, judgment, mercy, and 
faith: these ought ye to have 
done, and not to leave the 
other undone. 

24 Ye blind guides, which 
strain at a gnat, and swallow 
a camel, 

25 Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
make clean the outside of the 
cup and of the platter, but 
within they are full of extor- 
tion and excess. 

26 Thow blind Pharisee, 
eleanse first that which is 
within the cup and platter, 
that the outside of them may 
be clean also. 

27 Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
are like unto whited sepul- 
chres, which indeed appear 
beautiful outward, but are 
within full of dead men’s 
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against the scribes 


bones, and of all unclean- 

ness, ’ 

28 Even so ye also outwardly 
appear righteous unto men, 
but within ye are full of hy- 
pocrisy and iniquity. 

29 Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites!  be- 
catise ye build the tombs of 
the prophets, and garnish the 
- sepulchres of the righteous, 

30 And say, If we had been 
in the days of our fathers, we 
would not have been partak- 
ers with them in the blood of 
the prophets. 

_ 31 Wherefore ye be witnesses 
unto yourselves, that ye are 
the children of them which 
killed the prophets. 

32 Fill ye up then the meas- 
ure of your fathers. 

33 Ye serpents, ye generation 
of vipers, how can ye ‘escape 
the damnation of hell? 

34 Wherefore, behold,I send 
unto you prophets, and wise 
men, and scribes: and some of 
them ye shall kill and cruci- 
fy; and some of them shall ye 
scourge in your synagogues, 
and persecute them from city 
to city: 

35 That upon you may come 
all the righteous blood shed 
upon the earth, from the 
blood of righteous Abel un- 
to the blood of Zacharias son 
of Barachias, whom ye slew 
between the temple and the 
altar. 

36 Verily I say unto you, All 
these things shall come upon 
this generation. 

37 O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
thou that killest the prophets, 
and stonest them which are 
sent unto thee, how often 
would I have gathered thy 
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‘and Pharisees, 


children together, even as a 
hen gathereth her chickens 
under her wings, and ye 
would not! 

88 Behold, your house is left 
unto you desolate. 

39 For I say unto you, Ye 
shall not see me henceforth, 
till ye shall say, Blessed is he 
that cometh in the name of 
the Lord. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 Christ foretelleth the destruction of 
the temple: 3 what and how great ca- 
lamities shall be before tt: 29the signe 
of his coming to judgment. 36 And 
because that day and hour is unknown, 
42 we ought to watch like good servante, 
expecting every moment our master’s 
coming. 


fs aes Jesus went out, and 
departed from the tem- 
ple: and his disciples came 
to him for to shew him the 
buildings of the temple. 

2 And Jesus said unto them, 
See ye not all these things? 
verily I say unto you, There 
shall not be left here one 
stone upon another, that 
shall not be thrown down. 

3 J And as he sat upon the 
mount of Olives, the disciples 
came unto him privately, say- 
ing, Tell us, when shall these 
things be? and what shall be 
the sign of thy coming, and 
of the end of the world? 

4 And Jesus answered and 
said unto them, Take heed 
that no man deceive you, 

5 For many shall come in 
my name, saying, J am Christ; 
and shall deceive many. 

6 And ye shall hear of wars 
and rumours of wars: see that 
ye be not troubled: for all 
these things must come to pass, 
but the end is not yet. 

7 For nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against 
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kingdom: and there shall be 
famines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes, in divers places. 
8 All these are the beginning 
of sorrows. 

9 Then shall they deliver 
you up to be afflicted, and 
shall kill you: and ye shall 


be hated of all sage for my | 


name’s sake. 

10 And then shall many be 
offended, and shall betray one 
another, and shall hate one 
another. 

11 And many false prophets 
shall rise, and shall deceive 
many. 

12 And because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many 
shall wax cold. 

13 But he that shall endure 
unto the end, the same shall 
be saved. 

14 And this gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached in 
all the world for a witness 
unto all nations; and then 
shall the end come. 

15 When ye therefore shall 
see the abomination of deso- 
lation, spoken of by Daniel 
the prophet, stand in the holy 
place, (whoso readeth, let him 
understand,) 

16 Then let them which be in 
Judea flee into the mountains: 

17 Let him which is on the 
housetop not come down to 
take any thing out of his 
house: 

18 Neither let him which is in 
the field return back to take 
his clothes. 

19 And woe unto them that 
are with child, and to them 
that give suck in those days! 

20 But pray ye that your flight 
be not in the winter, neither 
on the sabbath day: 

* 
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coning to judgment. 


21 For then shall be great 

tribulation, such as was not 
since the beginning of the 
world to this time, no, nor 
ever shall be. 

22 And except those ‘days 
should be shortened, there 
should no flesh be saved : but 
for the elect’s sake those days 
shall be shortened. 

23 Then if any man shall say * 
unto you, Lo, here ts Christ, 
or there; believe it not. 

24 For there shall arise false 
Christs, and false prophets, 
and shall shew great signs 
and wonders; insomuch that, 
if it were possible, they shall 
deceive the very elect. 

25 Behold, I have told you 
before. 

26 Wherefore if aie shall say — 
unto you, Behold, he is in the 
desert; go not forth: behold, 
he is in the secret chambers; 
believe i¢ not. 

27 For as the lightning com- 
eth out of the east, and shineth 
even unto the west; so shall 
also the coming of the Son of 
man be. 

28 For wheresoever the car- 
cass is, there will the eagles 
be gathered together. 

29 § Immediately after the 
tribulation of those days shall 
the sun be darkened, and the 
moon shall not give her light, 
and the stars shall fall from 
heaven, and the powers of the 
heavens shall be shaken: 

30 And then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of man in 
heaven: and then shall all 
the tribes of the earth mourn, 
and they shall see the Son of 
man coming in the clouds of 
heaven with power and great 
glory.

81 And he shall send his an- 
gels with a great sound of a 
trumpet, and they shall gath- 
er together his elect from the 
four winds, from one end of 
heaven to the other, 

32 Now learn a parable of the 
fig tree; When his branch is 
yet tender, and putteth forth 
leaves, ye know that summer 
is nigh:

39 And knew not until the 
fiood came, and took them all 
away; so shall also the com- 
ing of the Son of man be. 

4) Then shall two be in the 
field; the one shail be taken, 
and the other left.

39 Or when saw we thee sick, 
or in prison, and came unto 
thee? 

40 And the King shall an- 
swer and say unto them, Ver- 
ily I say unto you, Inasmuch 
as ye have doneit unto one of 
the least of these my brethren, 
ye have done t¢ unto me. 

41 Then shall he say also un- 
to them on the left hand, 
Depart from me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared 
for the devil and his angels: 

42 For I was a hungered, and 
ye gave me no meat: I was 
thirsty, and ye gave me no 
drink: 

43 I was a stranger, and ye 
took me notin: naked, and ye 
clothed me not: sick, and in 
prison, and ye visited me not. 

44 Then shall they also an- 
swer him, saying, Lord, when 
saw we thee a hungered, or 
athirst, or a stranger, or na- 
ked, or sick, or in prison, and 
did not minister unto thee? 
45 Then shall he answer them, 
saying, Verily I say unto you, 
Inasmuch as ye did i not to 
one of the least of these, ye 
did it not to me. 

46 And these shall go away 
into everlasting punishment: 
but the righteous into life 
eternal.

3 Then assembled together 
the chief priests, and the 
scribes, and the elders of the 
people, unto the palace of the 
high priest, who was called 
Caiaphas, 

4 And consulted that they 
might take Jesus by subtilty, 
and kill him. 

5 But they said, Not on the 
feast day, lest there be an up- 
roar among the people. 

6 { Now when Jesus was in 
Bethany, in the house of 
Simon the leper, 

7 There came unto him a wo- 
man having an alabaster box 
of very precious ointment, 
and poured it on his head, 
as he sat.at meat. 

8 But when his disciples saw 
it, they had indignation, say- 
ing, To what purpose is this 
waste ? 

9 For this ointment might 
have been sold for much, and 
given to the poor. 

10 When Jesus understood 
if, he said unto them, Why 
trouble ye the woman? for 
she hath wrought a good work 
upon me. + 

11 For ye have the poor al- 
ways. with you; but me ye 
have not always. 

12 Forin that she hath poured

this ointment on my body, 
she did i¢ for my burial. 

13 Verily I say unto you, 
W heresoever this gospel shall 
be preached in the whole 
world, there shall also this, 
that this woman hath done, 
be told for a memorial of, 
her. Rs 

14 f Then one of the twelve, 
called Judas Iscariot, went 
unto the chief priests, 

15 And said wnto them, What 
will ye give me, and I will de- 
liver him unto you? And they 
covenanted with him for thir” 
ty pieces of silver. 

16 And from that time he 
sought opportunity to betray 
him. 

17 { Now the first day of the 
feast of unleavened bread the 
disciples came to Jesus, say- 
ing unto him, Where. wilt 
thou that we prepare for thee 
to eat the passover ? 

18 And he said, Go into the 
city to such a man, and say 
unto him, The Master saith, 
My time is at hand; I will 
keep the passover at thy 
house with my disciples. 

19 And the disciples did as 


Jesus had appointed them; 


and they made ready the pass- 
over. 

20 Now when the even was 
come, he sat Gown with the 
twelve. 

21 And as they did eat, he 
said, Verily I say unto you, 
that one of you shall betray 
me. 

22 And they were exceeding 
sorrowful, and began every 
one of them to say unto him, 
Lord, is it 1? 

23 And he answered and said, 
He that dippeth his hand with

me in the dish, the same shall 
betray me. 

24 The Son of man goeth as 
it is written of him: but woe 
unto that man by whom the 
Son ofman is betrayed! it had 
been good for that man if he 
‘had not been born. 

25 Then Judas, which betray- 
ed him, answered and said, 
Master, isitI? He said unto 
him, Thou hast said. 

26 { And as they were eating, 
Jesus took bread, and blessed 
it, and brake it, and gave it to 
the disciples, and said, Take, 
eat; this is my body. 

27 And he took the cup, and 
gave thanks, and gaye it to 
them, saying, Drink ye all of 
it; 

28 For this is my blood of the 
new testament, which is shed 
for many for the remission of 
sins. 

29 But I say unto you, I will 
not drink henceforth of this 
fruit of the vine, until that 
day when I drink it new with 
you in my Father’s kingdom. 

30 And when they had sung a 
hymn, they went out into the 
mount of Olives.

ily I say unto thee, That this 
night, before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. 

35 Peter said unto him, 
Though I should die with 
thee, yet will I not deny thee. 
Likewise also said all the dis- 
ciples. 

36 { Then cometh Jesus with: 
them unto aplace called Gethy— 
semane, and saith unto th 
disciples, Sit ye here, while I 
go and pray yonder. 

37 And he took with him 
Peter and the two sons of 
Zebedee, and began to be sor- 
rowful and very heavy. 

38 Then saith he unto them, 
My soul is exceeding sorrow- 
ful, even unto death: tarry ye 
here, and watch with me. 

39 And he went a little fur- 
ther, and fell on his face, and 
prayed, saying, O my Father, 
if it be possible, let this cup 
pass from me: nevertheless, 
not as I will, but as thou wilt. 

40 And he cometh unto the 
disciples, and findeth them 
asleep, and saith unto Peter, 
What, could ye not watch 
with me one hour? 

41 Watch and pray, that ye 
enter not into temptation: the 
spirit indeed is willing, but 
the flesh is weak. 

42 He went away again the 
second time, and prayed, say- 
ing, O my Father, if this cup 
may not pass away from me, 
except I drink it, thy will be 
done. 

43 And he came and found 
them asleep again: for their 
eyes were heavy. 

44 And he left them, and 
went away again, and prayed 
the third time, saying the 
same words. 
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45 Then cometh he to his dis- 
ciples, and saith unto them, 
Sleep on now, and take your 
rest: behold, the hour is at 
hand, and the Son of man is 
betrayed into the hands of 
sinners. 

46 Rise, let us be going: be- 
hold, he is at hand that doth 


PPetray me, 

47 | And while he yet spake, 
lo, Judas, one of the twelve, 
came, and with him a great 
multitude with swords and 
Staves, from the chief priests 
and elders of the people. 

48 Now he that betrayed him 
gave them a sign, saying, 
Whomsoever [shall kiss, that 
same is he; hold him fast. 

49 And forthwith he came to 
Jesus, and said, Hail, Master; 
and kissed him, 

50 And Jesus said unto him, 
Friend, wherefore art thou 
come? Then came they, and 
laid hands on Jesus, and took 
him. 

51 And, behold, one of them 
which were with Jesus stretch- 
ed out his hand, and drew his 
sword, and struck a servant 
of the high priest, and smote 
off his ear.

Then all 
the disciples forsook him, and 
fled. 

57 { And they that had laid 
hold on Jesus led him away 
to Caiaphas the high priest, 
where the scribes and the 
elders were assembled. 

58 But Peter followed him 
afar off unto the high priest’s 
palace, and went in, and sat 
with the servants, to see the 
end. 

59 Now the chief priests, and 
elders, and all the council, 
sought false witness against 
Jesus, to put him to death ; 

60 But found none: yea, 
though many false witnesses 
came, yeé found they none. 
At the last came two false 
witnesses, 

61 And said, This feliow said, 
Iam able to destroy the tem- 
ple of God, and to build it in 
three days. ~ 


62 And the high priest arose, ‘ 


and said unto him, Answer- 
est thou nothing? what is it 
which these witness against 
thee? 4 

63 But Jesus held his peace. 
And the high priest answered 
and said unto him, I adjure 
thee by the living God, that 
thou tell us whether thou be 
the Christ, the Son of God. 

64 Jesus saith unto him, Thou 
hast said: nevertheless I say 
unto you, Hereafter shall ye 
see the Son of man sitting on 
the right hand of power, ana 
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Peter denieth him.

65 Then the high priest rent 
his clothes, saying, He hath 
spoken blasphemy ; what fur- 
ther need have we of witness- 
es? behold, now ye have 
heard his blasphemy.

67 Then did they spit in his 
face, and buffeted him; and 
others smote him with the 
palms of their hands, 

68 Saying, Prophesy unto us, 
thou Christ, Who is he that 
smote thee? : 

69 { Now Peter sat without 
in the palace: and a damsel 
came unto him, saying, Thou 
also wast with Jesus of Galilee. 

70 But he denied before thein 
all, saying, I know not what 
thou sayest. 

71 And when he was gone 
out into the porch, another 
maid saw him, and said unto 
them that were there, This 
fellow was also with Jesus of 
Wazareth. 

72 And again he denied with 
an oath, I do not know the 
man. 

73 And after a while came 
unto him they that stood by, 
and said to Peter, Surely thou 
also art one of them; for thy 
speech bewrayeth thee. 

74 Then began he to curse 
and to swear, saying, I know 
not the man. And immedi- 
ately the cock crew. 

75 And Peter remembered 
the word of Jesus, which said 
unto him, Before the cock 
erow, thou shalt deny me 
thrice. And he went out, and 
wept bitterly.

Judas hangeth himself. 19 Pilate, ad- 
montshed of hia wife, 24 washeth his 
hands: 26 and looacth Barabbas.

Christ is crowned with thorns, 34 eruct- 
fied, 40 reviled, 50 dieth, and ts bux- 
ted: 66 his sepulchre ts sealed, and 
watched, 

HEN the morning was 
come, all the chief 
priests and elders of the peo- 
ple took counsel against Je- 
sus to put him to death: 

2 And when they had bound 
him, they led him away, and 
delivered him to Pontius Pi- 
late the governor. 

38 § Then Judas, which had 
betrayed him, when he saw 
that he was condemned, re- 
pented himself, and brought 
again the thirty pieces of sil- 
ver to the chief priests and 
elders, 

4 Saying, I have sinned in 
that I have betrayed the in- 
nocent blood. And they said, 
What is that to us? see thou 
to that. 

5 And he cast down the pieces 
of silver in the temple, and 
departed, and went and hang- 
ed himself. 

6 And the chief priests took 
the silver pieces, and said, It 
is not lawful for to put them 
into the treasury, because it is 
the price of blood. 

7 And they took counsel, and 
bought with them the potter’s 
field, to bury strangers in. 

8 Wherefore that field was 
called, The field of blood, un- 
to this day. 

9 Then was fulfilled that 
which was spoken by Jeremy 
the prophet, saying, And 
they took the thirty pieces 
of silver, the price of him 
that was valued, whom they

of the children of Israel did 
value; 

10 And gave them for the 
potter’s field, as the Lord ap- 
pointed me. 

11 And Jesus stood before the 
governor: and the governor 
asked him, saying, Art thou 
the King of the Jews? And 
Jesus said unto him, Thou 
sayest. 

12 And when he was accused 
of the chief priests and elders, 
he answered nothing. 

43 Then said Pilate unto 
him, Hearest thou not how 
many things they witness 
against thee? 

14 And he answered him to 
never a word; insomuch that 
the governor marvelled great- 
ly. 

15 Now at that feast the gov- 
ernor was wont to release 
unto the people a prisoner, 
whom. they would. 

16 And they had then a nota- 
ble prisoner, called Barabbas. 

17 Therefore when they were 
gathered together, Pilate said 
unto them, Whom will ye 
that I release unto you? Ba- 
rabbas, or Jesus which is 
called Christ ? 

18 For he knew that for envy 
they had delivered him. 

19 | When he was set down 
on the judgment seat, his wife 
sent unto him, saying, Have 
thou nothing to do with that 
just man: for I have suffered 
many things this day in a 
dream because of him. 

20 But the chief priests and 
elders persuaded the multi- 
tude that they should ask 
Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. 

21 The governor answered 
and said unto them, Whether 
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the governor’. 


of the twain will ye that I 
release unto you? They said, 
Barabbas. 

22 Pilate saith unto them, 
What shall I do then with 
Jesus which is called Christ ? 
They all say unto him, Let 
him be crucified. 

23 And the governor said, 
Why, what evil hath hedone? 
But they cried out the more, 
saying, Let him be crucified. 

24 1 When Pilate saw that he 
could prevail nothing, but thaé 
rather a tumult was made, he 
took water, and washed his 
hands before the multitude, 
saying, I am innocent of the 
blood of this just person: see 
ye to it. 

25 Then answered all the 
people, and said, His blood be 
on us, and on our children. 

26 | Then released he Barab- 
bas unto them: and when he 
had scourged Jesus, he deliv- 
ered Aim to be crucified. 

27 Then the soldiers of the 
governor took Jesus into the 
common. hall, and gathered 
unto him the whole band of. 
soldiers. 

28 And they stripped him, 
and put on him a scarlet robe. 

29 § And when they had 
platted a crown of thorns, 
they put wz upon his head, 
and a reed in his right hand: 
and they bowed the knee be- 
fore him, and mocked him, 
saying, Hail, King of the 
Jews! 

30 And they spit upon him, 
and took the reed, and smote 
him on the head. 

81 And after that they had 
mocked him, they took the 
robe off from him, and put 
his own raiment on him, 


Christ's crucifixion 
and led him away to crucify 
him. 

32 And as they came out, 
they found a man of Cyrene, 
Simon by name: him they 
compelled to bear his cross. 
33 And when they were come 
unto a place called Golgotha, 
that is to say, a place of a 
skull, 

34 § They gave him vinegar 
to drink mingled with gall: 
and when he had tasted there- 
of, he would not drink. 

3 And they crucified him, 
‘and parted his garments, cast- 
ing lots: that it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken by 
the prophet, They parted my 
garments among them, and 
upon my vesture did they cast 
lots. 

36 And sitting down they 
watched him there; 

37 And set up over his head 
his accusation written, THIS 
IS JESUS THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. 

38 Then were there two 
thieves crucified with him; 
one on the right hand, and 
‘another on the left. 

39 § And they that passed 
by reviled him, wagging their 
heads, 

40 And saying, Thou that 
destroyest the temple, and 
buildest i¢ in three days, save 
thyself. If thou be the Son 
of God, come down from the 
cross, 

41 Likewise also the chief 
priests mocking him, with the 
scribes and elders, said, 

42 He saved others; himself 
he cannot save. If he be the 
King of Israel, let him now 
come down from the cross, 
and we will believe him, 
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48 He trusted in God; let 
him deliver him now, if he 
will have him: for he said, I 
am the Son of God. 

44 The thieves also, which 
were crucified with him, cast 
the same in his teeth. 

45 Now from the sixth hour 
there was darkness over all 
the land unto the ninth 
hour. 

46 And about the ninth hour 
Jesus cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Eli, Eli, lama sabach- 
thani? that is to say, My God, 
my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me? 

47 Some of them that stood 
there, when they heard that, 
said, This man calleth for 
Elias. 

48 And straightway one of 
them ran, and took a sponge, 
and filled it with vinegar, and 
put it on a reed, and gave him 
to drink. 

49 The rest said, Let be, ‘let 
us see whether Elias will 
come to save him. 

50 J Jesus, when he had 
cried again with a loud voice, 
yielded up the ghost. 

51 And, behold, the vail of 
the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom; 
and the earth did quake, and 
the rocks rent; 

562 And the graves were 
opened; and many bodies of 
the saints which slept arose, 
‘538 And came out of the 
graves after his resurrection, 
and went into the holy city, 
and appeared unto many. 

54 Now when the centurion, 
and they that were with him, 
watching Jesus, saw the earth- 
quake, and those things that 
were done, they feared great- 
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ly, saying, Truly this was the 
Son of God. 

55 And many women were 
there beholding afar off, which 
followed Jesus from Galilee, 
ministering unto him: 

56 Among which was Mary 
Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James and Joses, 
and the mother of Zebedee’s 
children, 

57 When the even was come, 
there came a rich man of Ari- 
mathea, named Joseph, who 
also himself was Jesus’ dis- 
ciple: : 

58 He went to Pilate, and 
begged the body of Jesus. 
Then Pilate commanded the 
body to be delivered. 

59 And when Joseph had 
taken the body, he wrapped 
it in a clean linen cloth, 

60 And laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out 
in the rock: and he rolled a 
great stone to the door of the 
sepulchre, and departed. 

61 And there was Mary Mag- 
dalene, and the other Mary, 
sitting over against the sepul- 
chre. 

62 { Now the next day, that 
followed the day of the prep- 
aration, the chief priests and 
Pharisees came together un- 
to Pilate, 

63 Saying, Sir, we remember 
that that deceiver said, while 
he was yet alive, After three 
days I will rise again. 

64 Command therefore that 
the sepulchre be made sure 
until the third day, lest his 
disciples come by night, and 
steal him away, and say unto 
the people, He is risen from 
the dead: so the last error 
shall be worse than the first. 
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65 Pilate said unto them, Ye _ 


have a watch: go your way, ' 


make ii as sure as ye can. | 

66 So they went, and made 

the sepulchre sure, sealing the 

stone, and setting a watch. 
CHAPTER XXVIII. 


1 Christ’s resurrection is declared by an 
angel to the women. 9 He himself ap- 
peareth unto them. 11 The high prieste 
give the soldiers money to say that he 
was stolen out of his sepulchre. 16 
Christ appeareth to his disciples, 19 
and sendeth them to baptize and teach 
all nations. 


N the end of the sabbath, 

as it began to dawn toward 
the first day of the week, 
came Mary Magdalene and 
the other Mary to see the 
sepulchre, 

2 And, behold, there was a 
great earthquake: for the an- 
gel of the Lord descended 
from heaven, and came and 
rolled back the stone from 
the door, and sat upon it. 

38 His countenance was like 
lightning, and his raiment 
white as snow: 

4 And for fear of him the 
keepers did shake, and be- 
came as dead men. 

5 And the angel answered 
and said unto the women, 
Fear not ye: for I know that 
ye seek Jesus, which was 
crucified. 

6 He is not here: for he is 
risen, as he said. Come, see 
the place where the Lord lay. 
7 And go quickly, and tell 
his disciples that he is risen 
from the dead; and, behold, 
he goeth before you into Gali- 
lee; there shall ye see him:

8 And they departed quickly 
from the sepulchre with fear 
and great joy; and did run to 
bring his disciples word.

9 € And as they went to tell 
his disciples, behold, Jesus 
met them, saying, All hail.

11 { Now when they were go- 
ing, behold, some of the watch 
came into the city, and shew- 
ed unto the chief priests all 
the things that were done. 

12 And when they were as- 
sembled with the elders, and

19 { Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost: 

20 Teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you: and, lo, I 
am with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world.

3 The voice of one crying in 

_the wilderness, Prepare. ye 


the way of the Lord, make 
his paths straight. 

4 John did baptize in the 
Wilderness, and preach the 
baptisin of repentance for 
the remission of sins. 

5 And there went out unto 
him all the land of Judea, 
and they of Jerusalem, and 
were all baptized of him in 
the river of Jordan, confess- 
ing their sins. 

6 And John was clothed with 
camel’s hair, and with a girdle 
ofaskin about hisloins; andhe 
did eat locusts and wild honey;

Jesus is baptized 


7 And preached, saying, 
There cometh one mightier 
than I after me, the latchet 
of whose shoes I am not 
worthy to stoop down and 
unloose. 

8 I indeed have baptized 
you with water: but he shall 
baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost. 

9 And it came to pass in those 
days, that Jesus came from 
Nazareth of Galilee, and was 
baptized of John in Jordan. 

10 And straightway coming 
up out of the water, he saw 
the heavens opened, and the 
Spirit like a dove descending 
upon him: 

11 And there came a voice 
from heaven, saying, Thou 
art my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased. 

12 And immediately the Spir- 
it driveth him into the wilder- 
ness. 

13 And he was there in the 
wilderness forty days tempted 
of Satan; and was with the 
wild beasts; and the angels 
ministered unto him. 

14 Now after that John was 
put in prison, Jesus came into 
Galilee, preaching the gospel 
of the kingdom of God, 

15 And saying, The time is 
fulfilled, and the kingdom of 
God is at hand: repent ye, 
and believe the gospel. 

16 Now as he walked by the 
sea of Galilee, he saw Simon 
and Andrew his brother cast- 
ing a net into the sea: for 
they were fishers. 

17 And Jesus said unto them, 
Come ye after me, and I will 
make you to become fishers 
ofmen. / 

18 And straightway they for- 
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sook their nets, and followed 
him. 

19 And when he had gone a 
little further thence, he saw 
James the son of Zebedee, and 
John his brother, who also 
were in the ship mending 
their nets. 

20 And straightway he called 
them: and they left their fa- 
ther Zebedee in the ship with 
the hired servants, and went 
after him. 

21 And they went into Caper- 
haum; and straightway on 
the sabbath day he entered in- 
to the synagogue, and taught. 

22 And they were astonished 
at his doctrine: for he taught 
them as one that had author- 
ity, and not as the scribes. 

23 And there was in their 


synagogue a man with an un- © 


clean spirit; and he cried out, 

24 Saying, Let ws alone; what 
have we to do with thee, thou 
Jesus of Nazareth? art thou 
come to destroy us? I know 
thee who thou art, the Holy 
One of God. 

25 And Jesus rebuked him, 
saying, Hold thy peace, and 
come out of him. 

26>And when the unclean 
spirit had torn him, and cried 
with a loud voice, hes came 
out of him. 

27 And they were all amazed, 
insomuch that they question- 
ed among themselves, saying, 
What thing is this? what new 
doctrine is this? for with au- 
thority commandeth he even 
the unclean spirits, and they 
do obey him. 

28 And immediately his fame 
spread abroad throughout all 
the region round about Gali- 
lee,

29 And forthwith, when they 
were come out of the syna- 
gogue, they entered into the 
house of Simon and Andrew, 
with James and John. 

20 But Simon’s wife’s mother 
lay sick of a fever; and anon 
they tell him of her. 

31 And he came and took her 
by the hand, and lifted her 
up; and immediately the 
fever left her, and she min- 
istered unto them. 

32 And at even, when the sun 
did set, they brought unto him 
all that were diseased, and 
them that were possessed with 
devils. 

33 And all the city was gath- 
ered together at the door. 

34 And he healed many that 
were sick of divers diseases, 
and cast out many devils; and 
suffered notthedevilstospeak, 
because they knew him. 

35 And in the morning, rising 
up a great while before day, 
he went out, and departed into 
a solitary place, and there 
prayed. 

36 And Simon and they that 
were with him followed after 
him. 

37 And when they had found 
him, they said unto him, All 
gnen seek for thee. 

38 And he said unto them, 
Let us go into the next towns, 
that I may preach there also; 
for therefore came I forth. 

39 And he preached in their 
Synagogues throughoutallGal- 
ilee, and cast out devils. 

40 And there came a leper 
to him, beseeching him, and 
kneeling down to him, and 
saying unto him, If thou wilt, 
thou canst make me clean. 


41 And Jesus, moved with 
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compassion,,. put forth his 
hand, and touched him, and 
saith unto him, Iwill; bethou 
clean. 

42 And assoon as he had spok- 
en, immediately the leprosy 
departed from him, and he 
was cleansed. 

-43 And he straitly charged 
him, and forthwith sent him 
away; 

44 And saith unto him, See 
thou say nothing to any man: 
but go thy way, shew thyself 
to the priest, and offer for thy 
cleansing those things which 
Moses commanded, for atesti- 
mony unto them. 
°45 But he went out, and began 
to publish i¢ much, and to blaze 
abroad the matter, insomuch 
that Jesus could no more open- 
ly enter into the city, but was 
without in desert places: and 
they came to him from every 
quarter. 


CHAPTER Ii. 

1 Christ healeth one sick of the palay, 14 
calleth Matthew from the receipt of cus- 
tom, 15 eateth with publicans and sin- 
nera, 18 excuseth his disciples for not 
fasting, 23 and for plucking the ears 
of corn on the sabbath day. 

ND again he entered into 

Capernaum after some 

days; and it was noised that 
he was in the house. 

2 And straightway many 
were gathered together, inso- 
much that there was no room 
to receive them, no, not so 
much as about the door: and 
he preached the word unto 
them. 

3 And they come unto him 
bringing one sick of the palsy, 
which was borne of four. 

4 And when they could not 
come nigh unto him for the 
press, they uncovered the roof 
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where he was: and when they 
had broken it up, they let 
down the bed wherein the 
sick ofthe palsy lay. 

5 When Jesus saw their faith, 
he said unto the sick of the 
palsy, Son, thy sins be forgiv- 
en thee. 

6 But there were certain of 
the scribes sitting there, and 
reasoning in their hearts, 

7 Why doth this man thus 
speak blasphemies ? who-.can 
forgive sins but God only ? 

8 And immediately, when 
Jesus perceived in his spirit 
that they so reasoned within 
themselves, hesaiduntothem, 
Why reason ye these things 
in your hearts? 

9 Whether is it easier to say 
to the sick of the palsy, Thy 
sins be forgiven thee; or to 
say, Arise, and take up thy 
bed, and walk? 

10 But that ye may know 
that the Son of man hath pow- 
er on earth to forgive sins, 
(he saith to the sick of the 
palsy,) . 

11 Lsay unto thee, Arise, and 
take up thy bed, and go thy 
way into thine house. 

12 Andimmediately he arose, 
took up thebed,and went forth 
before them all; insomuch 
that they were all amazed, and 
glorified God, saying, We 
never saw it on this fashion. 

13 And he went forth again 
by the sea side; and all the 
multitude resorted unto him, 
and he taught them. 

14 And as he passed by, he 
saw Levi the son of Alpheus 
sitting at the receipt of cus- 
tom, and said unto him, Fol- 
low me. And he arose and 
followed him. 
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15 And it-came to pass, that, 
as Jesus sat at meat in his 
house, many publicans and 
sinners sat also together with 


his disciples. 


Jesus and his disciples; for | 


there were many, and they 
followed him. 

16 And when the scribes and 
Pharisees saw him eat with 
publicans and sinners, they 
said unto his disciples, How 
is it that he eateth and drink- 
eth with publicans and sin- 
ners ? 

17 When Jesus heard it, he 
saith unto them, They that 
are whole have no need of the 
physician, but they that are 
sick: I came not to call the 
righteous, but sinners to re- 
pentance, 

18 And the disciples of John 
and of the Pharisees used to 
fast: and they come and say 
unto him, Why do the disci- 
ples of John and of the Phari- 
sees fast, but thy disciples fast 
not? 

19 And Jesus said unto them, 
Can the children of the bride- 
chamber fast, while the bride- 
groom is with them? as long 
as they have the bridegroom 
with them, they eannot fast. 
20 But the days will come, 
when the bridegroom shall be 
taken away from them, and 
then shall they fast in those 
days. 

21 No man also seweth a piece 
of new cloth on an old gar- 
ment; else the new piece that 
filled it up taketh away from 
the old, and the rent is made 
worse. 

22 And no man putteth new 
wine into old bottles; else the 
new wine doth burst the bot- 
tles, and the wine is spilled, 
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Christ healeth Sw. 


and the bottleswill be marred: 
but new wine must be put into 
new bottles. 

23 And it came to pass, that 
he went through the corn 
fields on the sabbath day; and 
his disciples began, as they 
went, to pluck the ears of 
corn. 

24 And the Pharisees said un- 
to him, Behold, why do they 
on the sabbath day that which 
is not lawful? 

25 And he said unto them, 
Have ye never read what Da- 
vid did, when he had need, 
and was a hungered, he, and 
they that were with him? 

26 How he went into the 
house of God in the days of 
Abiathar the high priest, and 
did eat the shewbread, which 
is not lawful to eat but for the 
priests, and gave also to them 
which were with him? 

27 And he said unto them, 
The sabbath was made for 
man, and not man for the sab- 
bath: y 

23 Therefore the Son of man 
is Lord also of the sabbath. 


CHAPTER III. 

1 Christ healeth the withered hand, 10 and 
many other infirmities : 11 rebuketh the 
unclean spirtis : 13 chooseth his twelve 
apostles : 22 convinceth the blasphemy 
of casting out devils by Beelzebub: 31 
and sheweth who are his brother, sts- 
ter, and mother. 

ND he entered again into 
the synagogue; and there 

was aman there which had a 

withered hand. 

2 And they watched him, 
whether he would heal him 
on the sabbath day; that they 
might accuse him. ~ 

3 And he saith unto the man 
which had the wuitheney hand, 
Stand forth. 
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the withered hand. 


4 And he saith unto them, Is 

it lawful to do good on the 
sabbath days, or to do evil? 
to save life, or to kill? But 
they held their peace. 

5 And when he had looked 
round about on them with 
anger, being grieved for the 
hardness of their hearts, he 
saith unto the man, Stretch 
forth thine hand. And he 
stretched it out: and his hand 
was restored whole as the 
other. 

6 And the Pharisees went 
forth, and straightway took 
counsel with the Herodians 
against him, how they might 
destroy hia. 

7 But Jesus withdrew him- 
self with his disciples to the 
sea: and a great multitude 
from Galilee followed him, 
and from Judea, 

8 And from Jerusalem, and 
from Idumea, and from be- 
yond Jordan; and they about 
Tyre and Sidon, a great mul- 
titude, when they had heard 
what great things he did, came 
unto him, 

9 And he spake to his disci- 
ples, that a small ship should 
wait on him because of the 
multitude, lest they should 
throng him. 

10 For he had healed many; 
insomuch that they pressed 
upon him for to touch him, as 
many as had plagues. 

11 And unclean spirits, when 
they saw him, fell down be- 
fore him, and cried, saying, 
Thou art the Son of God. 

12 And he straitly charged 
them that they should not 
make him known. 

13 And he goeth up into a 
mountain, and calleth unto 
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The twelve 


hinu whom he would: 
they came unto him. 

14 And he ordained twelve, 
that they should be with him, 
and that he might send them 
forth to preach, 

15 And to have power to heal 
Sicknesses, and to cast out 
devils: 

16 And Simon he surnamed 
Peter; 

17 And James the son of Zeb- 
edee, and John the brother 
of James; and he surnamed 
them Boanerges; which is, 
The sons of thunder: 

18 And Andrew, and Philip, 
and Bartholomew, and Mat- 
thew, and Thomasj/and James 
the son of Alpheus, and Thad- 
deus, and Simon the Canaan- 
ite, 

19 And Judas Iscariot, which 
also betrayed him: and they 
went into a house. 

20 And the multitude cometh 
together again, so that they 
could not so much as eat 
bread. 

21 And when his friends 
heard of it, they went out to 
lay hold of him: for they 
said, He is beside himself. 

22 ¢ And the scribes which 
came down from Jerusalem 
said, He hath Beelzebub, and 
by the prince of the devils 
easteth he ont devils. 

23 And he called them wnto 
him, and said unto them in 
parables, How can Satan cast 
out Satan ? 

24 And if a kingdom be di- 
vided against itself, that king- 
dom cannot stand. 

25 And if a house be divided 
against itself, that house can- 
not stand. 

26 And if ‘Satan rise up 
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against himself, and be di- 
vided, he cannot stand, but 
hath an end. 

27 No man can enter into a 
strong man’s house, and spoil 
his goods, except he will first 
bind the strong man; and 
then he will spoil his house. 

28 Verily I say unto you, All 
sins shall be forgiven unto 
the sons of men, and blas- 
phemies wherewith soever 
they shall blaspheme: 

29 But he that shall blas- 
pheme against the Holy Ghost 
hath never forgiveness, but is 
in danger of eternal damna- 
tion: 

30 Because they said, He hath 
an unclean spirit. 

31 § There came then his 
brethren and his mother, and, 
standing without, sent unto’ 
him, calling him. 

32 And the multitude sat 
about him, and they said 
unto him, Behold, thy moth- 
er and thy brethren without 
seek for thee. 

383 And he answered them, 
saying, Who is my mother, 
or my brethren? 

384 And he looked round 
about on them which sat 
about him, and said, Behold 
my mother and my brethren! 

38> For whosoever shall do 
the will of God, the same is 
my brother, and my sister, 
and mother. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 The parable of the sower, 14 and the 
meaning thereof, 21 We must commu- 
nicate the light of our knowledge to 
others. 26 The parable of the seed 
growing secretly, 30 and of the mus- 
tard seed. 35 Christ stilleth the tem- 
pest on the sea. 

7 he began again to 

teach by the sea side: 


and there was gathered unto 


apostles chosen. — 


The parable 


him a great multitude, so that 
he entered into a ship, and sat 
in the sea; and the whole 
multitude was by the sea on 
the land. 

2 And he taught them many 
things by parables, and said 
unto them in his doctrine, 

38 Hearken; Behold, there 
went out a sower to sow: 

4 And it came to pass, as he 
sowed, some fell by the way 
side, and the fowls of the air 
came and devoured it up. 

5 And some fell on stony 
ground, where it had not 
much earth; and immedi- 
ately it sprang up, because it 
had no depth of earth: 

6 But when the sun was up, 
it was scorched; and because 
it had no root, it withered 
away. 

7 And some fell among 
thorns, and the thorns grew 
up, and choked it, and it 
yielded no fruit. 

8 And other fell on good 
ground, and did yield fruit 
that sprang up and increas- 
ed, and brought forth, some 
thirty, and some sixty, and 
some a hundred. 

9 And he said unto them, 
He that hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

10 And when he was alone, 
they that were about him 
with the twelve asked of him 
the parable. 

11 And he said unto them, 
Unto you it is given to know 
the mystery of the kingdom 
of God: but unto them that 
are without, all these things 
are done in parables: 

12 That seeing they may see, 
and not perceive; and hear- 
ing they may hear, and not 
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understand; lest at any time 
they should be converted, and 
their sins should be forgiven 
them. 

138 And he said unto them, 
Know ye not this parable? 
and how then will ye know 
all parables ? 

14 § The sower soweth the 
word. 

15 And these are they by the 
way side, where the word is 
sown; but when they have 
heard, Satan cometh immedi- 
ately, and taketh away the 
word that was sown in their 
hearts. 

16 And these are they like- 
wise which are sown on stony 
ground; who, when they have 
heard the word, immediately 
receive it with gladness; 

17 And have no root in them- 
selves, and so endure but for a 
time: afterward, when afflic- 
tion or persecution ariseth for 
the word’s sake, immediately 
they are offended. 

18 And these are they which 
are sown among thorns; such 
as hear the word, 

19 And the cares ofthis world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches, 
and the lusts of other things 
entering in, choke the word, 
and it becometh unfruitful. 

20 And these are they which 
are sown on good ground; 
such as hear the word, and re- 
ceive it, and bring forth fruit, 
some thirtyfold, some sixty, 
and some a hundred. 

21 § And he said unto them, 
Is a candle brought to be put 
under a bushel, or under a 
bed? and not to be set on a 
candlestick ? 

22 For there is nothing hid, 
which shall not be manifested ; 
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neither was any thing keptse- 
eret, but that it should come 
abroad. 

23 If any man have ears to 
hear, let him hear. 

2% And he said unto them, 
Take heed what ye hear. 
With what measure ye mete, 
it shall be measured to you; 
and unto you that hear shall 
more be given. 

25 For he that hath, to him 
shall be given; and he that 
hath not, from him shall be 
taken even that which he 
hath. 

26 { And he said, So is the 
kingdom of God, as if a man 
should cast seed into the 
ground; 

27 And should sleep, and rise 
night and day, and the seed 
should spring and grow up, he 
knoweth not how. 

28 For the earth bringeth 
forth fruit of herself; first the 
blade, then the ear, after that 
the full corn in the ear. 

29 But when the fruit is 
brought forth, immediately he 
putteth in the sickle, because 
the harvest is come. 

30 § And he said, Whereunto 
shall we liken the kingdom of 
God.? or with what compari- 
son shall we compare it ? 

31 Jt is like a grain of mus- 
tard seed, which, when it is 
sown in the earth, is less than 
all the seeds that be in the 
earth: 

32 But when it is sown, it 
groweth up, and becometh 
greater than all herbs, and 
shooteth out great branches; 
so that the fowls of the air 
may lodge under the shadow 
of it. ; 

33 And with many such para- 
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bles spake he the word unto 
them, as they were able to 
hear it. 

34 But without a parable 
spake he not unto them: and 
when they were alone, he ex- 
pounded all things to his dis- 
ciples, 

35 And the same day, when 
the even was come, he saith 
unto them, Let us pass over 
unto the other side. 

36 And when they had sent 
away the multitude, they took 
him even as he was in the 
ship. And there were also 
with him other little ships. 

37 And there arose a great 
storm of wind, and the waves 
beat into the ship, so that it 
was now full. 

38 And he was in the hinder 
part of the ship, asleep on a 
pillow: and they awake him, 
and say unto him, Master, 
carest thou not that we per- 
ish? 

39 And he arose, and rebuked 
the wind, and said unto the 
sea, Peace, be still. And the 
wind ceased, and there was @ 
great calm, 

40 And he said unto them, 
Why are ye so fearful? how is 
it that ye have no faith ? 

41 And they feared exceed- 
ingly, and said one to another, 
What manner of man is this, 
that even the wind and the 
sea obey him? 

CHAPTER V. 
1 Christ delivering the possessed of the 


legion of devils, 13 they enter into the. 


swine. 25 He healeth the woman:of the 
bloody issue, 35 and ratseth from death 
Jairus’ daughter. 


Hs ae they came over unto 
the other side of the sea, 
into the country of the Gada- 
renes, 


. 
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Christ casteth out 


2 And when he was come out 
of the ship, immediately there 
met him out of the tombs a 
man with an unclean spirit, 

3 Who had his dwelling 
among the tombs; and no 
man could bind him, no, not 
with chains: 

4 Because that he had been 
often bound with fetters and 
chains, and the chains had 
been plucked asunder by him, 
and the fetters broken in 
pieces: neither could any man 
tame him. 

5 And always, night and day, 
he was in the mountains, and 
in the tombs, crying, and cut- 
ting himself with stones. 

6 But when he saw Jesus afar 
off, he ran and worshipped 
hin, 

7 And cried with a loud voice, 
and said, What have I to do 
with thee, Jesus, thow Son of 
the most high God? I adjure 
thee by God, that thou tor- 
ment me not. 

8 (For he said unto him, 
Come out of the man, thou un- 
clean spirit.) 

9 And he asked him, What is 
thyname? And heanswered, 
saying, My name is Legion: 
for we are many. 

10 And he besought him 
much that he would not send 
them away out of the country. 

11 Now there was there nigh 


unto the mountains a great 


herd of swine feeding. 

12 And all the devils besought 
him, saying, Send us into the 
swine, that we may enter into 
them. - y 


_ 18 And forthwith Jesus gave 
them leave. And theunclean 


spirits went out, and entered 
into the swine; and the herd 
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ran violently down a steep 
place into the sea, (they were 
about two thousand,) and 
were choked in the sea. 

14 And they that fed the 
swine fled, and told it in the 
city,and in the country. And 
they went out to see what it 
was that was done. 

15 And they come to Jesus, 
and see him that was possess- 
ed with the devil, and had the 
legion, sitting, and clothed, 
and in his right mind; and 
they were afraid. 

16 And they that saw it told 
them how it befell to him that 
was possessed with the devil, 
and also concerning the swine. 

17 And they began to pray 
him to depart out of their 
coasts. 

18 And when he was come 
into the ship, he that had 
been possessed with the devil 
prayed him that he might be 
with him. 

19 Howbeit Jesus suffered 
him not, but saith unto him, 
Go home to thy friends, and 
tell them how great things 
the Lord hath done for thee, 
and hath had compassion on 
thee. 

20 And he departed, and be- 
gan to publish in Decapolis 
how great things Jesus had 
done for him: and all men did 
marvel. 

21 And when Jesus was pass- 
ed over again by ship unto 
the other side, much people 
gathered unto him; and he 
was nigh unto the sea. 

22 And, behold, there cometh 
one of the rulers of the syna-: 
gogue, Jairus by name; and 
when he saw him, he fell at 
his feet, 
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23 And besought him greatly, 
saying, My little daughter li- 
eth at the point of death: Z 
pray thee, come and lay thy 
hands on her, that she may 
be healed; and she shall live. 

24 And Jesus went with him; 
and much people followed 
him, and thronged him. 

25 And a certain woman, 
which had an issue of blood 
twelve years, 

26 And had suffered many 
things of many physicians, 
and had spent all that she 
had, and was nothing better- 
ed, but rather grew worse, 

27 When she had heard of 
Jesus, came in the press be- 
hind, and touched his gar- 
ment. 

28 For she said, If I may 
touch but his clothes, I shall 
be whole. 

29 And straightway the fount- 
ain of her blood was dried up; 
and she felt in her body that 
she was healed of that plague. 
30 And Jesus, immediately 
knowing in himself that 
virtue had gone out of him, 
turned him about in the press, 
and said, Who touched my 
clothes ? 


31 And his disciples said un-| in 


to him, Thou seest the mul- 
titude thronging thee, and 
sayest thou, Who touched 
me? 

32 And he looked round about 
to see her that had done this 
thing. 

33 But the woman fearing 
and trembling, knowing what 
was done in her, came and 
fell down before him, and told 
him all the truth. 

34 And he said unto her, 
Daughter, thy faith hath made 
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issue healed. 


thee whole; go in peace, and 
be whole of thy plague. 

35° While he yet spake, 
there came from the ruler of 
the synagogue’s house certain 
which said, Thy daughter is 
dead; why troublest thou the 
Master any further? : 

36 As soon as Jesus heard the 
word that was spoken, he 
saith unto the ruler of the 
synagogue, Be not afraid, on- 
ly believe. 

37 And he suffered no man 
to follow him, save Peter, and 
Janf€s, and John the brother 
of James, 

38. And he cometh to the 
house of the ruler of the syna- 
gogue, and seeth the tumult, 
and them that wept and wail- 
ed greatly. f 

39 And when he was come 
in, he saith unto them, Why 
make ye this ado, and weep ? 
the damsel is not dead, but 
sleepeth. 

40 And they laughed him to 
scorn. But when he had put 
them all out, he taketh the 
father and the mother of the 
damsel, and them that were 
with him, and entereth in 
where the damsel#was_ ly- 


g. 
41 And he took the damsel 
by the hand, and said unto 
her, Talitha cumi; which is, 
being interpreted, Damsel, (I 
say unto thee,) arise. 

42 And straightway the dam- 
sel arose, and walked; for she 
was of the age of twelve 
years. And they were aston- 
ished with a great astonish- 
ment. 

43 And he charged them 
straitly that no man should 
know it; and commanded

that something should be giv- 
en her to eat. 
CHAPTER VI. 

1 Christ is contemned of his countrymen. 
7 He giveth the twelve power over 
unclean spirits. 14 Divers opinions 
of Christ. 27 John Baptist is beheaded, 
29 and buried. 30 The apostles return 
from preaching. 34 The miracle of 
five loaves and two fishes. 45 Christ 
walketh on the sea: 53 and healeth all 
that touch him. 


ND he went out from 

thence, and came into 

his own country; and his dis- 
ciples follow him. * 

2 And when the sabbath day 

was come, he began to teach 
An the synagogue: and many 
hearing him were astonished, 
saying, From whence hath 
this man these things? and 
What wisdom is this which is 
given unto him,thatevensuch 
mighty works are wrought by 
his hands? * 

3 Is not this the carpenter, 
the son of Mary, the brother 
of James, and Joses, and of 
Juda, and Simon ? and are not 
his sisters here with us? And 
they were offended at him. 

4 But Jesus said unto them, 
A prophet is not without hon- 
our, but in his own country, 
and among his own kin, and 
in his own house. 

5 And he could there do no 
mighty work, save that he 
laid his hands upon a few sick 
folk, and healed them. 

6 And he marvelléd because 
of their unbelief. And he 
went round about the vil- 
lages, teaching. 

7 § And he called unto hin 
the twelve, and began to send 
them forth by two and two; 
and gave them power over 
unelean spirits ; 

8 And commanded them that

out the twelve. 


they should take nothing for 
their journey, save a staff on- 
ly; no scrip, no bread, no 
money in ¢/heir purse: 

9 But be shod with sandals; 
and not put on two coats. 

10 And he said unto them, In 
what place soever ye enter 
into a house, there abide till 
ye depart from that place. 

11 And whosoever shall not 
receive you, nor hear you, 
when ye depart thence, shake 
off the dust under your feet 
for a testimony against them. 
Verily I say unto you, It shall 
be more tolerable for Sodom 
and Gomorrah in the day of 
judgment, than for that city. 

12 And they went out, and 
preached that men should re- 
pent. 

13 And they cast out many 
devils, and anointed with oil 
many that were sick, and 
healed them. 

14 And king Herod heard of 
him; (for his name was spread 
abroad;) and he said, That 
John the Baptist was risen 
from the dead, and therefore 
mighty works do shew forth 
themselves in him. 

15 Others said, That it is 
Elias. And others said, That 
it is a prophet, or as one of 
the prophets. 

16 But when Herod heard 
thereof, he said, It is John, 
whom I beheaded: he is risen 
from the dead. 

17 For Herod himself had 
sent forth and laid hold upon 
John, and bound him in prison 
for Herodias’ sake, his brother 
Philip’s wife; for he had mar- 
ried her. 

18 For John had said unto 
Herod, It is not lawful for 
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John Baptist 


thee to have thy brother’s 
wife. 

19 Therefore Herodias had a 
quarrelagainsthim,and would 
have killed him; butshecould 
not: 

20 For Herod feared John, 
knowing that he was a just 
man and a holy, and observed 
him; and when he heard him, 
hedid many things, and heard 
him gladly. 

21 And when a convenient 
day was come, that Herod on 
his birthday made a supper to 
his lords, high captains, and 
chief estates of Galilee; 

22 And when the daughter of 
the said Herodias came in, 
and danced, and pleased Her- 
od and them that sat with 
him, the king said unto the 
damsel, Ask of me whatso- 
ever thou wilt, and I will give 
a thee.

13 § And they brought young 
children to him, that heshould 
touch them; and his disciples 
rebuked those that brought 
then. 

14 But when Jesus saw it, he 
was much displeased, and said 
unto them, Suffer the little 
children to come unto me, and 
forbid them not; for of such 
is the kingdom of God. 

15 Verily I say unto you, 
Whosoever shall not receive 
the kingdom of God as a little 
child, he shall not enter there- 
in. 

16 And he took them up in 
his arms, put Ais hands upon 
them, and blessed them. 

17 § And when he was gone 
forth into the way, there came 
one running, and kneeled to 
him, and asked him, Good 
Master, what shall Ido that I 
may inherit eternal life?

23 § And Jesus looked round 
about, and saith unto his dis- 
ciples, How hardly shall they 
that have riches enter into 
the kingdom of God! 

24 And the disciples were as- 
tonished at his words. But 
Jesus answereth again, and 
Saith unto them, Children, 
how hard is it for them that 
trust in riches to enter into 
the kingdom of God! 

25 It is easier for a camel to 
go through the eye of aneedle, 
than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God. 

26 And they were astonished 
out of measure, saying among 
themselves, Who then can be 
saved ? 

27 And Jesus looking upon 
them saith, With men it is 
impossible, but not with God: 
for with God all things are 
possible. 
28 { Then Peter began to say 
unto him, Lo, we have left 
all, and have followed thee. 
29 And Jesus answered and 
said, Verily I say unto you, 
There is no man that hath left 
house, or brethren, or sisters,

38 Saying, Behold, we go up 
to Jerusalem; and the Son of

4 And they went their way, 
and found the colt tied by the 
door without in a place where 
two ways met; and they loose 
him. 

5 And certain of them that 


Christ purge 
stood there said unto them, 
What do ye, loosing the colt ? 

6 And they said unto them 
even as Jesus had command- 
ed: and they let them go. 

7 And they brought the colt 
to Jesus, and cast their gar- 
ments on him; and he sat up- 
on hin. 

8 And many spread their gar- 
ments in the way; and others 
cutdown branches off thetrees, 
and strewed them in the way. 

9 And they that went before, 
and they that followed, cried, 
saying, Hosanna; Blessed is 
he that cometh in the name of 

Ahe Lord: 

10 Blessed be the kingdom of 
our father David, that cometh 
in the name of the Lord: Ho- 
sanna in the highest. 

11 And Jesus entered into Je- 
rusalem, and into the temple: 
and when he had looked round 
about upon all things, and now 
the eventide was come, he 
went out unto Bethany with 
the twelve. 

12 § And on the morrow, 
when they were come from 
Bethany, he was hungry: 

13 And seeing a fig tree afar 
off having leaves, he came, if 
haply he might find any thing 
thereon: and when he came 
to it, he found nothing but 

leaves; for the time of figs 
was not yet. 

14 And Jesus answered and 
Said unto it, No man eat fruit 
of thee hereafter for ever. 
And his disciples heard if.

18 And the scribes and chief 
priests heard it, and sought 
how they might destroy him: 
for they feared him, because 
all the people was astonished 
at his doctrine. 

19 And when even was come, 
he went out of the city. 

20 { And in the morning, as 
they passed by, they saw the 
fig tree dried up from theroots. 

21 And Peter calling to re- 
membrance saith unto him, 
Master, behold, the fig tree 
which thou cursedst is wither- 
ed away. 

22 And Jesus answering saith 
unto them, Have faith in God. 

23 For verily I say unto you, 
That whosoever shall say un- 
to this mountain, Be thou re- 


| moved, and be thou cast into 


the sea; and shall not doubt 
in his heart, but shall believe 
that those things which he 
saith shall come to pass; he 
shall have whatsoever he 


Saith, 


24 Therefore I say unto you, 
What things soever ye desire, 
when ye pray, believe that ye 
receive them, and ye shall 
have them. 

25 And when ye stand pray- 
ing, forgive, if ye have aught 
against any; that your Father 
also which is in heaven may 
forgive you your trespasses. _ 


The Jews confuted, 


26 But if ye do not forgive, 
neither will your Father which 
is in heaven forgive your 
trespasses. 

27 § And they come again to 
Jerusalem: and as he was 
walking in the temple, there 
come to him the chief priests, 
and the scribes, and the eld- 
ers, 

28 And say unto him, By 
what authority doest thou 
these things? and who gave 
thee this authority to do these 
things ? 

29 And Jesus answered and 
said unto them, I will also ask 
of you one question, and an- 
swer me, and I will tell you 
by what authority I do these 
things. 

30 The baptism of John, was 
it from heaven, or of men? 
answer me. 

31 And they reasoned with 
themselves, saying, If weshall 
say, From heaven; he will 
say, Why then did ye not be- 
lieve him? 

82 But if we shall say, Of 
men; they feared the people: 
for all men counted John, that 
he was a prophet indeed. 

33 And they answered and 
said unto Jesus, We cannot 
tell. And Jesus answering 
saith unto them, Neither do I 
tell you by what authority I 
do these things.

Dw he began to speak unto 
them by parables. <A cer- 
tain man planted a vineyard, 
and set a hedge about it, and 
digged a place for the winefat, 
and built a tower,and let it out 
to husbandmen, and went in- 
to afar country. 

2 And at the season he sent 
to the husbandmen a servant, 
that he might receive from the 
husbandmen of the fruit of 
the vineyard. 

38 And they caught him, and 
beat him, and sent him away 
empty. : 

4 And again he sent unto 
them another servant; and 
at him they cast stones, and 
wounded him in the head, and 
sent him away shamefully 
handled. 

5 And again he sent another ;

15 Shall we give, or shall we 
not give? But he, knowing 
their hypocrisy, said unto 
them, Why tempt ye me?

And they said unto 
him, Cesar’s. 

17 And Jesus answering said 
unto them, Render to Cesar 
the things that are Cesar’s, 
and to God the things that 
are God’s.

24 And Jesus answering said 
unto them, Do ye not there- 
fore err, because ye know not 
the Scriptures, neither the 
power of God ? 

25 For when they shall rise 
from the dead, they neither 
marry, nor are given in mar- 
riage; but are as the angels 
which are in heaven, 

26 And as touching the dead, 
that they rise; have ye not 
readin the book of Moses, how 
in the bush God spake unto 
him, saying, I am the God of 
Abraham, and the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob ? 

27 He is not the God of the 
dead, but the God of the living: 
ye therefore do greatly err. 

28 § And one of the scribes 
came, and having heard them 
reasoning together, and per- 
ceiving that he had answered 
them well, asked him, Which 
is the first commandment of 
all? 

29 And Jesus answered him, 
The first of all the command- 
ments is, Hear, O Israel; The 
Lord our God is one Lord: :

Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind, and 
with all thy strength: this is 
the first commandment. 

81. And the second is like, 
namely this, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour «as thyself.

82 And the scribe said unto 
him, Well, Master, thou hast 
said the truth: for there is one 
God; and there is none other 
but he: 

33 And to love him with all 
‘the heart, and with all the 
understanding, and with all 
the soul, and with all the 
strength, and to love his 
neighbour as himself, is more 
than all whole burnt offer- 
ings and sacrifices. 

34 And when Jesus saw that 
he answered discreetly, he 
said unto him, Thou art not 
far from the kingdom of God.

87 And he cometh, and find- 


eth them sleeping, and saith 


unto Peter, Simon, Sleepest 
thou ? couldest not thou 
watch one hour? 
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in the garden. 


38 Watch ye and pray, lest — 


ye enter into temptation. The 
spirit truly is ready, but the 
flesh is weak. 

39 And again he went away, 


and prayed, and spake the — 


same words. 
40 And when he returned, he 


found them asleep again, (for — 


their eyes were heavy,) nei- — 
ther wist they what to an- 


swer him. 
41 And he cometh the third 
time, and saith unto them, 


Sleep on now, and take your © 
rest: it is enough, the houris — 


come; behold, the Son of man 


is betrayed into the hands of | 


sinners. 


42 Rise up, let us go; lo, he 


that betrayeth me is at hand. 
43 — And immediately, while 
he yet spake, cometh Judas, 
one of the twelve, and with 


him a great multitude with ~ 


swords and staves, from the 
chief priests and the scribes 
and the elders, 

44 And he that betrayed him 
had given them a token, Say- 
ing, Whomsoever I shall kiss, 
that same is he; take him, 
and lead him away safely. 

45 And as soon as he was 
come, he goeth straightway 
to him, and saith, Master, 
Master; and kissed him. 

46 { And they laid their 
hands on him, and took him, 

47 And one of them that 
stood by drew a sword, and 
smote a servant of the high 
priest, and cut off his ear. 

48 And Jesus answered and 
said unto them, Are ye come 
out, as against a thief, with 
swords and with staves to 
take me? 

49 I was daily with youin the 


Christ is accused. 


temple teaching, and ye took 
me not: but the Scriptures 
must be fulfilled. 

50 And they all forsook him, 
and fled. 

51 An@ there followed him a 
certain young man, having a 
linen cloth cast about his na- 
ked body ; and the young men 
jaid hold on him: 

52 And he left the linen cloth, 
and fled from them naked. 

53 { And they led Jesus away 
to the high priest: and with 
him were assembled all the 
chief priests and the elders 
and the scribes. 

‘54 And Peter followed him 


afar off, even into the palace! 


of the high priest: and he sat 
with the servants, and warm- 
ed himself at the fire. 

55 And the chief priests and 
ail the council sought for wit- 
ness against Jesus to put him 
to death; and found none. 

56 For many bare false wit- 
ness against him, but their 
witness agreed not together. 

57 And there arose certain, 
and bare false witness against 
him, saying, 

58 We heard him say, I will 
destroy this temple that is 
made with hands, and within 
three days I will build an- 
other made without hands. 

59 But neither so did their 
witness agree together. 

60 And the high priest stood 
up in the midst, and asked 
Jesus, saying, Answerest thou 
nothing? what is it which 
these witness against thee? 

61;But he held his peace, and 
answered nothing. Again the 
high priest asked him, and 
said unto him, Art thou the 
Christ, theSon of the Blessed ? 
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Peter denieth him. 


2 And Jesus said, Iam: and 
ye shall see the,Son of man 
sitting on the right hand of © 
power, and coming in the 
clouds of heaven. 


. 68 Then the high priest rent 


his clothes, and saith, What 
need weany further witnesses? 

64 Ye have heard the blas- 
phemy: what think ye? And 
they all condemned him to be 
guilty of death. 

65 And some began to spit on 
him, and to cover his face, 
and to buffet him, and to say 
unto him, Prophesy: and the 
servants did strike him with 
the palms of their hands. 

66 { And as Peter was beneath 
in the palace, there cometh 
one of the maids of the high 
priest: 

67 And when she saw Peter 
warming himself, she looked 
upon him, and said, And thou 
also wast with Jesus of Naz- 
areth. 

68 But he denied, saying, I 
know not, neither understand 
I what thou sayest. And he 
went out into the porch; and 
the cock crew, : 

69 Anda maidsaw him again, 
and began to say to them that 
stood by, This is one of them, 

70 And he denied it again, 
And a little after, they that 
stood by said again to Peter, 
Surely thou art one of them: 
for thou art a Galilean, and 
thy speech agreeth thereto. 

71 But he began to curse and 
to swear, saying, I know not 
this man of whom ye speak, 

72 And the second time the 
cock crew. And Peter called 
to mind the word that Jesus 
said unto him, Before the 
cock crow twice, thou shalt 
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deny me thrice. And when 
he thought thereon, he wept. 


CHAPTER XV. 

1 Jesus brought bound, and accused be- 
fore Pilate. 15 Upon the clamour of 
the common people, the murderer Ba- 
rabbas is loosed, and Jesus delivered up 
to be crucified. 17 Me is crowned wiih 
thorns, 19 spit on, and mocked: 21 
fainteth in bearing his cross : 27 hang- 
eth between two thieves: 29 suffereth 
the triumphing reproaches of the Jews: 
89 but confessed by the centurion to be 
the Son of God: 43 and is honourably 
buried by Joseph. 

ND straightway in the 
morning the chief priests 
held a consultation with the 
elders and scribes and the 
whole council, and bound Je- 

Sus, and carried him away, 

and delivered him to Pilate. 

2 And Pilate asked him, Art 
thou the King of the Jews? 
And he answering said unto 
him, Thou sayest iz. 

8 And the chief priests ac- 
cused him of many things; 
but he answered nothing. 

4 And Pilate asked him again, 
saying, Answerest thou noth- 
ing? behold how many things 
they witness against thee. 

5 But Jesus yet answered 
nothing; so that Pilate mar- 
velled. 

6 Now at that feast he re- 
leased unto them one prison- 
er, whomsoever they desired. 

7 And there was one named 
Barabbas, which lay bound 
with them that had made 
insurrection with him, who 
had committed murder in the 
insurrection. 

8 And the multitude crying 
aloud began to desire him to 
do as he had ever done unto 
them. 

9 But Pilate answered them, 
saying, Will ye that I release 
unto you the King ofthe Jews? 
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before Pitate. 


10 For he knew that the chief 
priests had delivered him for 
envy. 

11 But the chief priests moved 
the people, that he should 
rather release Barabbas unto 
them. 

12 And Pilate answered and 
said again unto them, What 
will ye then that I shall do 
unto him whom ye call the 
King of the Jews? 

13 And they cried out again, 
Crucify him. 

14 Then Pilate said unto 
them, Why, what evil hath 
he done? And they cried out 
the more exceedingly, Cruci- 
fy him. 

15 { And so Pilate, willing to 
content the people, released 
Barabbas unto them, and de- 
livered Jesus, when he had 
scourged him, to be crucified. 

16 And the soldiers led him 
away into the hall, called Pre- 
torium; and they call together 
the whole band. 

17 And they clothed him with 
purple, and platted a crown 
of thorns, and put it about his 
head, 

18 And began to salute him, 
Hail, King of the Jews! 

19 And they smote him on 
the head with a reed, and did 
spit upon him, and bowing 
their knees worshipped him. 

20 And when they hadmocked 
him, they took off the purple 
from him, and put his own 
clothes on him, and led him 
out to crucify him. 

21 And they compel one Si- 
mon a Cyrenian, who passed 
by, coming out of the country, 
the father of Alexander and 
Rufus, to bear his cross. 

22 And they bring him unto 


Crucifixion and 


the place Golgotha, which is, 
being interpreted, The place 
ofaskull. 

23 And they gave him to 
drink wine mingled with 
myrrh: but he received i¢ not. 

24 And when they had cruci- 
fied him, they parted his gar- 
ments, casting lots upon them, 
what every man should take. 

25 And it was the third hour, 
and they crucified him, 

26 And the superscription of 
his accusation was written 
over, THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. 

27 And with him they crucify 
two thieves; the one on his 
right hand, and the other on 

_his left. 

28 And the Scripture was ful- 
filled, which saith, And he 
was numbered with the trans- 
gressors. 

29 And they that passed by 
railed on him, wagging their 
heads, and saying, Ah, thou 
that destroyest the temple, 
and buildest it in three days, 

80 Save thyself, and come 
down from the cross. 

81 Likewise also the chief 
priests mocking said among 
themselves with the scribes, 
Te saved others; himself he 
cannot save. 

32 Let Christ the King of Israel 
descend now from the cross, 
that we may see and believe. 
And they that were crucified 
with him reviled him. 

33 And when the sixth hour 
was come, there was darkness 
over the whole land until the 
ninth hour. 

34 And at the ninth hour Je- 
sus cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Eloi, Eloi, lama sa- 
bachthani? whichis, being in- 
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death of Christ. 
terpreted, My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me? 

3 And some of them that 
stood by, when they heard it, 
said, Behold, he calleth Elias. 

36 And one ran and filled a 
sponge full ofvinegar, and put 
iton a reed, and gave him to 
drink, saying, Let alone; let 
us see whether Elias will 
come to take him down. 

87 And Jesus cried with aloud 
voice, and gave up the ghost. 

88 And the vail of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom. 

39 { And when the centurion, 
which stood over against him, 
saw that he so cried out, and 
gave up the ghost, he said, 
Truly this man was the Son 
of God. 

40 There were also women 
looking on afar off: among 
whom was Mary Magdalene, 
and Mary the mother of James 
the less and of Joses, and Sa- 
lome; 

41 Who also, when he was in 
Galilee, followed him, and min- 
istered unto him; and many 
other women which came up 
with him unto Jerusalem. 

42 § And now when the even 
was come, because it was the 
preparation, that is, the day 
before the sabbath, 

43 Joseph of Arimathea, an 
honourable counsellor, which 
also waited for the kingdom 
of God, came, and went in 
boldly unto Pilate, and craved 
the body of Jesus. 

44 And Pilate marvelled if he 
were already dead: and call- 
ing unto him the centurion, he 
asked him whether hehadbeen 
any while dead. 

45 And when he 
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knew ‘it of 


Ohrist’s burial ST. 
the centurion, he gave the 
body to Joseph. 


46 And he bought fine linen, 
and took him down, and wrap- 
ped him in the linen, and laid 
him in a sepulchre which was 
hewn out of arock,androlleda 
stone unto the door of the sep- 
ulchre. 

47 And Mary Magdalene and 
Mary the mother of Joses be- 
held where he was laid. 


CHAPTER XVI. 

1 An angel declareth the resurrection of 
Christ to three women. 9 Christ him- 
aelf appeareth to Mary Magdatene: 12 
to two going into the country ; 14 then 
to the apostles, 15 whom he sendeth 
' forth to preach the gospel: 19 and ae- 
cendeth into heaven. 


ND when the sabbath was 
past, Mary Magdalene, 
and Mary the mother of James, 
and Salome, had bought sweet 
spices, that they might come 
and anoint him, 

2 And very early in the 
morning, the first day of the 
week, they came unto the sep- 
ulchre at the rising of the sun. 

3 And they said among them- 
selves, Who shall roll us away 
the stone from the door of the 
sepulchre? 

4 And when they looked, they 
saw that the'stone was rolled 
away: for it was very great. 

5 And entering into the sep- 
ulchre, they saw a young man 
sitting on the right side, 
clothed in a long white gar- 
ment; and they were af- 
frighted. 

6 And he saith unto them, 
Be’ not affrighted: ye seek 
Jesus of Nazareth, which was 
crucified: he is risen; he is 
not here: behold the place 
where they laid him. 

7 But go your way, tell his 
disciples and Peter that he 
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and resurrection. , 


goeth before you into Galilee: 
there shall ye see him, as he 
said unto you. 

8 And they went out quickly, 
and fled from the sepulchre; 
for they trembled and were 
amazed: neither said they any 
thing to any man; for they 
were afraid. 

9 { Now when Jesus was risen 
early the first day of the week, 
heappearedfirst to Mary Mag- 
dalene, out of whom he had 
cast seven devils. 

10 And she went and told 
them that had been with him, 
as they mourned and wept. 

11 And they, when they had 
heard that he was alive, and 
had been seen of her, believed 
not. 

12 § After that he appeared 
in another form unto two of 
them, as they walked, and 
went ‘into the country. 

13 And they went and told it 
unto the residue: neither be- 
lieved they them. 

14 § Afterward he appeared 
unto the eleven as they sat at 
meat,andupbraidedthem with 
their unbelief and hardness of 
heart, because they believed 
not them which had seen him 
after he was risen. { 

15 And he said unto them, 
Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every 
creature. 

16 He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved; but 
he that believeth not shall be 
damned. 

17 And these signs shall fol- 
low them that believe; In my 
name shall they cast out dey- 
ils; they shall speak with new 
tongues}; 

18 They shall take up ser- 


An angel appeareth 
pents; and if they drink any 
deadly thing, it shall not hurt 
them; they shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall re- 
cover. ~ 

19 § So then, after the Lord 
had spoken unto them, he was 
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to Zachartas, 


received up into heaven, and 
sat on the right hand of God. 

20 And they went forth, and 
preached every where, the 
Lord working with them, and 


‘confirming the word with 


signs folowing. Amen.

67 The prophecy of 
Zacharias, both of Christ, 70 and of 
John. : 


ORASMUCHasmany have 

taken in hand to set forth 
in order a declaration of those 
things which are most surely 
believed among us, 

2 Even asthey deliveredthem 
unto us, Which from the begin- 
ning were eyewitnesses, and 
ministers of the word; 

3 It seemed good to me also, 
having had perfect under- 
standing of all things from 
the very first, to write unto 
thee in order, most excellent 
Theophilus, 

4 That thou mightest know 
the certainty of those things, 
wherein thou hast been in- 
structed. 

5 q tl eps er was in the days 

of Herod, the king of 
Judea, a certain priest named 
Zacharias, of the course of 
Abia: and his wife was of the 
daughters of Aaron, and her 
name was Elisabeth. 

6 And they were both right- 
eous before God, walking in 
all the commandments and 


ordinances of the Lord blame- 
less. 

7 And they had no child, be- 
cause that Elisabeth was bar- 
ren; and they both were now 
well stricken in years. 

8 And it came to pass, that, 
while he executed the priest’s 
office before God in the order 
of his course, 

9 According to the custom of 
the priest’s office, his lot was 
to burn incense when he went 
into the temple of the Lord. 

10 And the whole multitude 
of the people were praying 
without at the time of incense. 

11 And there appeared unto 
him an angel of the Lord 
standing on the right side of 
the altar of incense. 

12 And when Zacharias saw 
him, he was troubled, and fear 
fell upon him. 

13 But the angel said unto 
him, Fear not, Zacharias: for 
thy prayer is heard; and thy 
wife Elisabeth shall bear thee 


ason, and thou shalt call his 


name John. 

14 And thou shalt have joy 
and gladness; and many shall 
rejoice at his birth. 

15 For he shall be great in 
thesight of the Lord, and shall 
drink neither wine nor strong

drink; and he shall be filled 
with the Holy Ghost, even 
from his mother’s womb. 

16 And many of the children 
of Israel shall he turn to the 
Lord their God. 

17 And he shall go before him 
jn the spirit and power of 
Elias, to turn the hearts of the 
fathers to the children, and 
the disobedient to the wisdom 
of the just; to make ready a 
people prepared for the Lord. 

18 And Zacharias said unto 
the angel, Whereby shall I 
know this? for I am an old 
man, and my wife well strick- 
en in years. 

19 And the angel answering 
said unto him, I am Gabriel, 
that-stand in the presence of 
God; and am sent to speak 
unto thee, and to shew thee 
these glad tidings. 

20 And, behold, thou shalt be 
dumb, and not able to speak, 
until the day that these things 
shall be performed, because 
thou believest not my words, 
which shall be fulfilled in 
their season. 

21 And the people waited for 
Zacharias, and marvelled that 
he tarried so long in the tem- 
ple. 

22 And when he came out, he 
could not speak unto them: 
and they perceived that he 
had seen a vision in the tem- 
ple; for he beckoned unto 
them, and remained speech- 
less. 

23 And it came to pass, that, 
as soon as the days of his 
ministration wereaccomplish- 
ed, he departed to his own 
house. 

_ 24 And after those days his 
wife Elisabeth conceived, and 
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visit to Mary. 
hid herself five months, say- 
ing; ! 

25 Thus hath the Lord dealt 
with me in the days wherein 
he looked on me, to take away 
my reproach among men. 

26 And in the sixth month 
the angel Gabriel was sent 
from God into a city of Gal- 
ilee, named Nazareth,. 

27 To a virgin espoused to a 
man whose name was Joseph, 
of the house of David; and 
the virgin’s name was Mary. 

28 And the angel came in un- 
to her, and said, Hail, thow 
that art highly favoured, the 
Lord is with thee: blessed av 
thou among women. 

29 And when she saw him, 
she was troubled at his saying, 
and cast in her mind whas 
manner of salutation this 
should be. 

30 And the angel said unto 
her, Fear not, Mary: for thon 
hast found favour with God. 

31 And, behold, thou shalt 
conceive in thy womb, and 
bring forth a’son, and shalt 
call his name JESUS. 

32 He shall be great, and 
shall be called the Son of the 
Highest; and the Lord God 
shall give unto him the throne 
of his father David: 

33 And he shall. reign over 
the house of Jacob for ever; 
and of his kingdom there shall 
be no end. 

34 Then said Mary unto the 
angel, How shall this be, see- 
ing I know not aman? 

35 And the angel answered 
and said unto her, The Holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee, 
and the power of the Highest 
shall overshadow thee: there- 
fore also that holy thing which

Shall be born of thee shall be 
calied the Son of God. 

86 And, behold, thy cousin 
Elisabeth, she hath also con- 
ceived a son in her old age; 
and this is the sixth month 
with her, who was called bar- 
ren. 

87 For with God nothing shall 
be impossible. 

88 And Mary said, Behold 
the handmaid of the Lord; be 
it unto me according to thy 
word. And the phar depart- 
ed from her, 

89 And Mary arose in those 
days, and went into the hill 
country with haste, into a city 
of Juda; 

_ 49 And entered into the house 
of Zacharias, and saluted Elis- 
abeth. 

41 And it came to pass, that, 
when Elisabeth heard the sal- 
utation of Mary, the babe 
leaped in her womb; and 
Elisabeth was filled with the 
Holy Ghost: 

42 And she spake out with a 
loud voice, and said, Blessed 
art thou among women, and 
blessed is the fruit of thy 
womb. 

43 And whence is this tome, 
that the mother of my Lord 
should come to me? 

44 For, lo, as soon as the 
voice of thy salutation sound- 
ed in mine ears, the babe 
leaped in my womb for joy. 
45 And blessed is she that 
believed: for there shall be a 
performance of those things 
which were told her from the 
Lord. 

46 And Mary said, My soul 
doth magnify the Lord, 

47 And my spirit hath re 
joiced in God my Saviour. 
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Fer thanksgiving, 


48 For he hath regarded the 
low estate of his handmaiden ; 
for, behold, from henceforth 
all generations shall call me 
blessed. 

49 For he that is mighty hath 
done to me great things; and 
holy is his name. 

50 And his mercy is on them 
that fear him from generation 
to generation. 

51 He hath shewed strength 
with his arm; he hath scat- 
tered the proud in the im- 
agination of their hearts. 

52 He hath put down the 
mighty from their seats, and 
exalted them of low de- 
gree. 

53 He hath filled the hungry 
with good things; and the 
rich he hath sent empty away. 

54 He hath holpen his sery- 
ant Israel, in remembrance 
of his mercy ; 

55 As he spake to our fathers, 
to Abraham, and to his seed 
for ever. 

566 And Mary abode with her 
about three months, and re- 
turned to her own house, 

57 Now Elisabeth’s full time 
came that she should be de- 
livered; and she brought forth 
ason. 

58 And her neighbours and © 
her cousins heard how the 
Lord had shewed great mercy 
upon her; and they rejoiced 
with her. 

59 And it came to pass, that 
onthe eighth day they came to 
circumcise the child; and they 
called him Zacharias, after the 
name of his father. 

60 And his mother answered 
and said, Not so; but heshall 
be called John. 

61 And they said unto her,

62 And they made signs to his 
father, how he would have 
him called. 

63 And he asked for a writ- 
ing table, and wrote, saying, 
His name is John. And they 
marvelled all. 

64 And his mouth was open- 
ed immediately, andhistongue 
loosed, and he spake, and 
praised God. 


65 And fear came on all that» 


dwelt round about them: and 
all these sayings were noised 
abroad throughout all the hill 
eountry of Judea. 

66 And all they that heard 
them laid thent up in their 
hearts, saying, What manner 
of child shall this be! And 
the hand of the Lord was with 
him. 

67 And his father Zacharias 
was filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and prophesied, say- 
ing, 

68 Blessed be the Lord God 
of Israel; for he hath visited 
and redeemed his people, 

69 And hath raised up a horn 
of salvation for usin the house 
of his servant David; 

70 As he spake by the mouth 
of his holy prophets, which 
haye been since the world 
began: 

7i That we should be saved 
from our enemies, and from 
the hand of all that hate us; 

72 To perform the mercy 
promised to our fathers, and 
to remember his holy cove- 
nant; 

73 The oath which he sware 
to our father Abraham, 

74 That he would grant unto 
us, that we, being delivered 
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out of the hand of our ene- 
mies, might serve him With- 
out fear, 

7s In holiness and rigtiteonin 
ness before him, all the days 
of our life, 

76 And thou, child, shalt be 
called the prophet of the High- 
est: for thou shalt go before 
the face of the Lord to prepare 
his ways; 

77 To give knowledge of sal- 
vation unto his people by the 
remission.of their sins, 

78 Through the tender mercy 
of our God; whereby the day- 
spring from on high hath vis- 
ited us, 

79 To give light to them that 
sitin darkness and inthe shad- 
ow of death, to guide our feet 
into the way of peace. 

80 And the child grew, and 
waxedstrong inspirit,and was 
in the deserts till the day of 
his shewing unto Israel. 


CHAPTER II. 

1 Augustus taxeth all the Roman empire. 
6 Lhe nativity of Christ. 8 One angel 
relateth it tothe shepherds: 13 many 
sing praises to Ged for +.

7 Andshe brought forth her 
firstborn son, and wrapped 
him in swaddling clothes, and 
laid him in a manger; be- 
cause there was no room for 
them in the inn. 

8 And there werein thesame 
country shepherds abiding in 
the field, keeping watch over 
their flock by night. 

9 And, lo, the angel of the 

-Lord came upon them, and 
the glory of the Lord shone 
round about them; and they 
were sore afraid. 

10 And the angel said unto 
them, Fear not: for, behold, I 
bring you good tidings of great 
joy, which shall be to all peo- 
ple. 

11 For unto youis born this 
day in the city of David a Say- 
jour, which is Christ.the Lord. 

12 And this shall be asign un- 
to you; Yeshall find the babe 
wrapped inswaddling clothes, 
lying in a manger. 

13 And suddenly there was 
with the angel a multitude of 
the heavenly host praising 
God, and saying, 

14 Glory to Godin the highest, 
and on earth peace, good will 
toward men. 

15 And it came to pass, as 
the angels were gone away 
from them into heaven, tne 
shepherdssaid one to another, 
Let us now go even unto Beth- 
lehem, and see this thing 
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which is come to pass, which 
the Lord hath made known 
unto us. 

16 And they came with haste, . 
and found Mary and Joseph, 
and the babe lying in a man- 
ger. 

17 And when they had seen 
it, they made known abroad 
the saying which was told 
them concerning this child. 

18 And all they that heard iz 
wondered at those things 
which were told them by the 
shepherds. 

19 But Mary Kept all these 
things, and pondered then in 
her heart. 

20 And the shepherds return- 
ed, glorifying and praising 
God for all the things that they 
had heard and seen, as it was 
told unto them. 

21 And when eight days were 
accomplished for the circum- 
cising of the child, his name 
was called JESUS, which was 
so named of the angel be 
fore he was conceived in the 
womb. 

22 And when the days of her’ 
purification according to the 
law of Moses were accom- 
plished, they brought him to 
Jerusalem, to present him to 
the Lord; 

23 (As it is written in the law 
of the Lord, Every male that 
openeth the womb shall be 
called holy to the Lord;) 

24 And to offer a sacrifice ac- 
cording to that which is said 
in the law of the Lord, A pair 
of turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons. ; 

25 And, behold, there was a 
man in Jerusalem, whose 
name was Simeon; and the 
same man wasjust anddeyvout,

waiting for the consolation of 
Israel: and the Holy Ghost 
was upon him. 

26 And it was revealed unto 
him by the Holy Ghost, that 
he should not see death, be- 
fore he had seen the Lord's 
Christ. 

27 And he came by the Spir- 
it into the temple: and when 
the: parents brought in the 
child Jesus, to do for him 
after the custom of the law, 

28 Then took he him up in 
his arms, and blessed God, 
and said, 

29 Lord, now lettest thou thy 
servant depart in peace, ac- 
_ cording tothy word: 

30 For mine eyes have seen 
thy salvation, 

81 Which thou hast prepared 
before the face of all people; 

82 A light to lighten the 
Gentiles, and the glory of 
thy people Israel. 

33 And Joseph and his moth- 
er marvelled at those things 
which were spoken of him. 

34 And Simeon blessed them, 

and said unto Mary his moth- 
er, Behold, this child is set for 
the fall and rising again of 

many in Israel; and for a 
sign which shall be spoken 

against; 

35 (Yea, a sword shall pierce 
through thy own soul also;) 
that the thoughts of many 
hearts may be revealed. 

36 And there was one Anna, 
@ prophetess, the daughter of 
Phanuel, of the tribe of Aser: 
she was of a great age, and 
had lived with a husband sey- 
en years from her virginity; 

37 And she was-a widow of 
about fourscore and four 
years, which departed not

prophesy of Christ. ~ 
from the temple, but served — 
God with fastings and prayers 
night and day. 

88 And she coming in that 
instant gave thanks likewise 
unto the Lord, and spake of 
him to all them that looked 
for redemption in Jerusalem. 


39 And when they had per- — 


formed all things according 
to the law of the Lord, they 
returned into Galilee, to their 
own city Nazareth. 
40 And the child grew, and © 


waxed strong in spirit, filled — 


with wisdom; and the gracs 
of God was upon him. 

41 Now his parents went to 
Jerusalem every year at the 
feast of the passover. 

42 And when he was twelve 
years old, they went up to 
Jerusalem after the custom 
of the feast. 

43 And when they had ful- 
filled the days, as they re- 
turned, the child Jesus tar- 
ried behind in Jerusalem ; 
and Joseph and his mother 
knew not of ié. 

44 But they, supposing him 
to have been in the company, 
went a day’s journey; and 
they sought him among their 
kinsfolk and acquaintance.

OW in the fifteenth year 

of the reign of Tiberius 
Cesar, Pontius Pilate being 
governor of Judea, and Her- 
od being tetrarch of Galilee, 
and his brother Philip te- 
trarch of Iturea and of the re- 
gion of Trachonitis, and Lysa- 
nias the tetrarch of Abilene, 

2 Annas and Caiaphas being 
the high priests, the word of 
God came unto John the son 
of Zacharias in the wilder- 
ness. 

3 And he came.into all the 
country about Jordan, preach- 
ing the baptism of repentance 
for the remission of sins; 

4 As it is written in the book 
of the words of Esaias the 
prophet, saying, The voice of 
one crying in the wilderness, 
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John the Baptist. 

5 Every valley shall be filled, 
and every mountain and hill 
Shall be brought low; and 
the crooked shall be made 
straight, and the rough ways 
shall be made smooth; 

6 And all flesh shall see the 
salvation of God. ; 

7 Then said he to the multi- 
tude that came forth to be 
baptized of him, O generation 
of vipers, who hath warned 
you to flee from the wrath to 
come? 

8 Bring forth therefore fruits 
worthy of repentance, and be- 
gin not to say within your- 
selves, We have Abraham to ° 
our father: for I say unto. 
you, That God is able of these 
stones to raise up children 
unto Abraham. 

9 And now also the axe is 
laid unto the root of the trees: 
every tree therefore which 
bringeth not forth good fruit 
is hewn down, and cast into 
the fire. 

10 And the people asked 
him, saying, What shall we 
do then ? 

11 He answereth and saith 
unto them, He that hath two 
coats, let him impart to him 
that hath none; and he that 
hath meat, let him do like- 
wise. 

12 Then came also publicans 
to be baptized, and said unto 
him, Master, what shall we 
do? 

138 And he said unto them, 
Exact no more than that 
which is appointed you. 

14 And the soldiers likewise 
demanded of him, saying, And 
what shall we do? And he

15 And as the people were 
in expectation, and all men 
mused in their hearts of John, 
whether he were the Christ, 
or not; 

16 John answered, saying un- 
to them all, I indeed baptize 
you with water; but one 
mightier than I cometh, the 
latchet of whose shoes I am 
not worthy to unloose: he 
shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost and with fire: 

17 Whose fan is in his hand, 
and he will thoroughly purge 
his floor, and will gather the 
wheat into his garner; but 

‘the chaff he will burn with 
fire unquenchable. 

18 And many other things in 
his exhortation preached he 
unto the people. 

19 But Herod the tetrarch, 
being reproved by him for 

“Herodias his brother Philip’s 
wife, and for all the evils 
which Herod had done, 

20 Added yet this above all, 
that heshutup John in prison. 
21 Now when all the people 
were baptized, it came to pass, 
that Jesus also being baptized, 
and praying, the heaven was 
opened, 

22 And the Holy Ghost de- 
scended in a bodily shape like 
a dove upon him, and a voice 
came from heaven, which 
said, Thou art my beloved 
Son; in theeI am well pleased. 

23 And Jesus himself began 
to be about thirty years of 
age, being (aS was supposed) 
the son of Joseph, which was 
the son of Heli, 

24 Which was the son of Mat- 
that, which was the son of

he commandeth the unclean 
spirits, and they come out. 

@7 And the fame of him went 
out into every place of the 
country round about. 

88 § And he arose out of the 
Synagogue, and entered into 
Simon’s house. And Simon’s 
wife’s mother was taken with 
a great fever; and they be 
sought him for*her. 

33 And he stood over her, 
and rebuked the fever; and it 
left her: and immediately,she 
arose and mimistered unto 
them. 4 

40 ¢ Now when the sun was 
Setting, all they that had any 
Sick with divers diseases 
brought them unto him; and 
he Jaid his hands on every one 
of them, and healed them. 

41 And devils also came out 
of many, crying out, and say- 
ing, Thou art Christ the Son 
ofGod. And herebuking them 
suffered them not to speak: 
for they knew that he was 
Christ. 

42 And when it was day, he 
departed and went into a des- 
ert place: and the people 
sought him, and came unto 
him, and stayed hin., that he 
should not depart from them.

CHAPTER V. 

1 Christ teacheth the people out of Peter's 
ship: 4 in @ miraculous taking of 
fishes, sheweth how he will make him 
and his partners fishers of men: 12 
cleanseth the leper: 16 prayeth in the 
wilderness: 18 healeth one sick of the 
palsy: 27 calleth Matthew the publi- 
can: 29 eateth with sinners, as being 
the physician of souls: 34 foretelleth 
the fastings and afjlictions of the apos- 
tles after his ascension: 86 and liken- 
eth fainthearted and weak disciples to 
old bottles and worn garments. 


Ae it came to pass, that, 
as the people pressed up- 
on him to hear the word of 
God, he stood by the lake of 
Gennesaret, 

2 And saw two ships stand- 
ing by the lake: but the fish- 
ermen were gone out of them, 
and were washing ‘heir nets. 

838 And he entered into one of 
the ships, which was Simon’s, 
and prayed him that he would 
thrust out a little from the 
land. And he sat down, and 
taught the people out of the 
ship. 

4 Now when he had left 
speaking, he said unto Si- 
mon, Launch out into the 
deep, and let down your nets 
for a draught. 

5 And Simon answering said 
unto him, Master, we have 
toiled all the night, and have 
taken nothing: nevertheless 
at thy word I will let down 
the net. 

6 And when they had this 
done, they inclosed a great 
multitude of fishes: and their 
net brake, 

7 And they beckoned unto 
their partners, which were 
in the other ship, that they 
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should come and help them. 
And they came, and filled 
both the ships, so that they 
began to sink. 

8 When Simon Peter saw it, 
he felldown at Jesus’ knees, 
saying, Depart from me; for 
Tam asinful man, O Lord. 

9 For he was astonished, and 
all that were with him, at the 
draught of the fishes which 
they had taken: 

10 And so was also James, 
and John, the sons of Zebe- 
dee, which were partners with 
Simon. And Jesus said unto 
Simon, Fear not; from hence- 
forth thou shalt catch men. 

11 And when they had 
brought their ships to land, 
they forsook all, and followed 
him. 

12 { And it came to pass, 
when he was in a certain city, 
behold aman full of leprosy; 
who seeing Jesus fell on his 
face, and besought him, say- 
ing, Lord, if thou wilt, thou 
canst make me clean. 

13 And he put forth his hand, 
and touched him, saying, I 
will: be thou clean. And im- 
mediately his leprosy depart- 
ed from him. 

14 And he charged him to 
tell no man: but go,and shew 
thyself to the priest, and offer 
for thy cleansing, according 
as Moses commanded, for a 
testimony unto them, 

15 But so much the more 
went there a fame abroad of 
him: and great multitudes 
came together to hear, and to 
be healed by him of their in- 
firmities. : 

16 { And he withdrew him- 
self into the wilderness, and 
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the leper. 

17 And it came to pass on a 
certain day, as he was teach- 
ing, that there were Pharisees 
and doctors of the law sitting 
by, which were come out of 
every town of Galilee, and 
Judea, and Jerusalem: and 
the power of the Lord was 
present to heal them. 

18 J And,behold,men brought 
in a bed aman which was ta- 
ken with a palsy: and they 
sought means to bring him in, 
and to lay him before him. 

19 And when they could not 
find by what way they might 
bring him in because of the 
multitude, they went upon the 
housetop, and let him down 
through the tiling with his 
couch into the midst before 
Jesus. 

20 And when he saw their 
faith, he said unto him, Man, 
thy sins are forgiven thee. 

21 And the scribes and the 
Pharisees began to reason, say- 
ing, Who.is this which speak- 
eth blasphemies? Who can 
forgive sins, but God alone? 

22 But when Jesus perceived 
their thoughts, he answering 
said unto them, What reason 
ye in your hearts ? 

23 Whether is easier, to say, 
Thy sins be forgiven thee; or 
to say, Rise up and walk ? 

24 But that ye may know 
that the Son of man hath pow- 
er upon earth to forgive sins, 
(he said unto the sick of the 
palsy,) [say unto thee, Arise, 
and take up thy couch, and go 
into thine house. 

25 And immediately he rose 
up before them, and took up 
that whereon he lay, and de- 
parted to his own houss, glori- 
fying God, 
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26 And they were all amazed, 
and they glorified God, and 
were filled with fear, saying, 
We have seen strange things 
to day. 

27 { And after these things 
he went forth, and saw a pub- 
lican, named Levi, sitting at 
the receipt of custom: and he 
said unto him, Follow me. 

28 And he left all, rose up, 
and followed him. : 

29 And Levi made him a 
great feast in his own house: 
and there was a great compa- 
ny of publicans and of others 
that sat down with them. 

30 But their scribes and Phar- 
isees murmured against his 
disciples, saying, Why do ye 
eat and drink with publicans 
and sinners ? 

31 And Jesus answering said 
unto them, They that are 
whole need not a physician; 
but they that are sick. 

382 I came not to call the 
righteous, but sinners to re- 

_ pentance. 

33 § And they said unto him, 

Why do the discipies of John 

fast often, and make prayers, 
and likewise the disciples of 
the Pharisees; but thine eat 
and drink ? 

34 And he said unto them, 
Can ye make the children of 
the bridechamber fast, while 
the bridegroom is with them? 

33 But the days will come, 
when the bridegroom shall be 
taken away from them, and 
then shall they fast in those 
days: 

36 { And he spake also a par- 
able unto them; No man put- 
teth a piece of a new garment 
upon an old; if otherwise, 
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his disciples. 
rent, and the piece that was 
taken out of the new agreeth 
not with the old. 

37 And no man putteth new 
wine into old bottles; else the 
new Wine will burst the bot- 
tles, and be spilled, and the 
bottles'shall perish. 

38 But new wine must be put 
into new bottles; and both are 
preserved. 

39 No man also having drunk 
old wine straightway desireth 
new; for he saith, The old is 
better. 


CHAPTER VI. 


1 Christ reproveth the Pharisees’ blind- 
ness about the observation of the sadb- 
bath, by Scripture, reason, and mira- 
ele: 13 chooseth twelve apostles: 17 
healeth the diseased : 20 preacheth to his 
disciples before the people of blessinga 
and curses: 27 how we must love our 
enemies: 46 and join the obedience of 
good works to the hearing of the word : 
lest in the evil day of temptation we 
fall like a house butlt wpon the face of 
the earth, without any he undation. 


ARP it came to pass on the 
second sabbath after the 
first, that he went through the

7 And the scribes and Phari- 
sees watched him, whether he 
would heal on the sabbath 
day; that they might find an 
accusation against him. 

8 But he knewtheir thoughts, 
and said to the man which 
had the withered hand, Rise 
up, and stand forth in the 
midst. And he arose and 
stood forth. 

9 Then said Jesus unto them, 
I will ask you one thing; Is it 
lawful on the sabbath days to 
do good, or to do evil? to save 

' life, or to destroy it? 

10 And looking round about 
upon them all, he said unto 
the man, Stretch forth thy 
hand, And he did so: and 
his hand was restored whole 
as the other. 

11 And they were filled with 
madness; and communed one 
with another what they might 
do to Jesus. 

12 And it came to pass in 
those days, that he went out 
into a mountain to pray, and 
continued all night in prayer 
to God. 

13 { And when it was day, he 
called unto him his disciples: 
and of them he chose twelve, 
whom also he named apos- 
tles ; 

14 Simon, (whom he also 
named Peter,) and Andrew 
his brother, James and John, 
Philip and Bartholomew, 

15 Matthew and Thomas, 
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apostles chosen. 


James the son of Alpheus, and 
Simon called Zelotes, 5 

16 And Judas the brother of 
James, and Judas Iscariot, 
which also was the traitor. | 

17 { And he came down with 
them, and stood in the plain, 
and the company of his disci- 
ples, and a great multitude of 
people out of all Judea and 
Jerusalem, and from the sea 
coast of Tyre andSidon, which 
came to hear him, and to be 
healed of their diseases ; 

18 And they that were vexed 
with unclean spirits: and they 
were healed. 

19 And the whole multitude 
soughtto touch him: forthere 
went virtue out of him, and 
healed them all. 

20 § And he lifted up his 
eyes on his disciples, and said, 
Blessed be ye poor: for yours 
is the kingdom of God. 

21 Blessed are ye that hunger 
now: for ye shall be filled. 
Blessed are ye that weep now : 
for ye shall laugh. 

22 Blessed are ye, when men 
shall hate you, and when they 
Shall separate you from their 
company, and shall reproach 
you, and cast out your name 
as evil, for the Son of man’s 
sake, 

23 Rejoice ye in that day, and 
leap for joy: for, behold, your 
reward is great in heaven: for 
in the like manner did their 
fathers unto the prophets. 

24 But woe unto you that are 
rich! for ye have received 
your consolation. ’ 

25 Woe unto you that are full! 
for yeshall hunger. Woe un- 
to you that laugh now! for ye 
shall mourn and weep. 

26 Woe unto you, when all 
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men shall speak well of you! 
for so did their fathers to the 
false prophets. 

27 § But I say unto you which 
hear, Love your enemies, do 
good to them which hate you, 

28 Bless them that curse you, 
and pray for them which de- 
spitefully use you. 

29 And unto him that smiteth 
thee on the one cheek offer 
also the other; and him that 
taketh away thy cloak forbid 
not to take thy coat also. 

30 Give to every man that 
asketh of thee; and of him 
that taketh away thy goods 
ask them not again: 

31 And as ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye also to 
them likewise. 

32 For if ye love them which 
love you, what thank have 
ye? for sinners also love those 
that love them. 

33 And if ye do good to them 
which do good to you, what 
thank have ye? for sinners 
also do even the same. 

34 And if ye lend to them of 
whom ye hope to receive, 
what thank have ye? for sin- 
ners also lend to sinners, to 
receive as much again. 

3) But love ye your enemies, 
and do good, and lend, hoping 
for nothing again; and your 
reward shall be great, and ye 
shall be the children of the 

Highest: forheiskinduntothe 
unthankful and ¢o the evil. 

36 Be ye therefore merciful, 
as your Father alsoismerciful. 

37 Judge not, and ye shall 
not be judged: condemn not, 
and yeshall not be condemn- 
ed: forgive, and ye shall be 
forgiven: | 

38 Give, and it shall be given 
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unto you; good measure, 
pressed down, and shaken 
together, and running over, 
shall meh give into your 
bosom, For with the same 
measure that ye mete withal 
it shall be measured to you 
again. 


89 And he spake a parable 


untothem; Can the blind lead 
the blind? shall they not both 
fall into the ditch ? 

40 The disciple is not above 
his master: but every one 
that is perfect shall be as his 
master. 

41 And why beholdest thou 
the mote that is in thy broth- 
er’s eye, but perceivest notthe 
beam that is in thine own eye? 

42 Hither how canst thou say 
to thy brother, Brother, let 
me pull out the mote that is 
in thine eye, when thou thy- 
self beholdest not the beam 
that is in thine own eye? 
Thou hypocrite, cast out first 
the beam out of thine own 
eye, and then shalt thou see 
clearly to pull out the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eye. 

43 For a good tree bringeth 
not forth corrupt fruit; nei- 
ther doth a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit, 

44 For every tree is known by 
his own fruit. For of thorns 
men do not gather figs, nor of 
a bramble bush gather they 
grapes. 

45 A good man out of the 
good treasure of his heart 
bringeth forth that which is 
good; and an evil manout of 
the evil treasure of his heart 
bringeth forth that which is 
evil: for of the abundance of 
the heart his mouth speaketh. 

46 J And why call ye me, 
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Lord, Lord, and do not the 
things which I say ? 

47 Whosoever cometh to me, 
and heareth my sayings, and 
doeth them, I will shew you 

to whom he is like: 
* 48 He is like a man which 
built a house, and digged deep, 
and laid the foundation on 

a rock: and when the flood 
arose, the stream beat vehe- 
mently upon that house, and 
could not shake it; for it was 
founded upon a rock. 

49 But he that heareth, and 
doeth not, is like a man that 
Without a foundation built a 
house upon the earth; against 
which the stream did beat 
vehemently, and immediate- 
ly it fell; and the ruin of that 
house was great. 


CHAPTER VII. 


1 Christ findeth a greater faith in the 
centurton a Gentile, than inany of the 
Jews: 10 healeth his servant being ab- 
sent: ll ratseth from death the widow’s 
son at Nain: 19 answereth John’s mes- 
sengers with the declaration of his 
miracles: 24 testifieth to the people 

- what opinion he held of John: 30 in- 
veigheth againet the Jews, who with 
neither the manners of John nor of 

. Jesus could be won: 86 and sheweth by 
occasion of Mary Magdalene, how he is 
a Friend to sinners, not to maintain 
them in sina, but to forgive them thetr 
Sins, upon their faith and repentance. 


OW when he had ended 

all his sayings in the audi- 
ence of the people, he entered 
into Capernaum, 

2 And a certain centurion’s 
servant, who was dear unto 
him, was sick, and ready to 
die. 

38 And when he heard of 
Jesusfhe sent unto him the 
elders of the Jews, beseeching 
him that he would come and 
heal his servant. 

4 And when they came to 
Jesus, they besought him in- 
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stantly, saying, That he was 
worthy for whom he should 
do this: 

56 For he loveth our nation, 
and he hath built us a eye 
gogue. 

6 Then Jesus went with them, 
And when he was now not 
far from the house, the conti 
rion sent friends to him, say-| 
ing unto him, Lord, trouble | 


not thyself; "for I am not) 


worthy that thou shouldest 
enter under my roof: 

7 Wherefore neither thought 
I myself worthy to come unto 
thee: but say in a word, and 
my servant shall be healed. 

8 For I also am a man set 
under authority, having under 
me soldiers, and I say unto 
one, Go, and he goeth; and 
to another, Come, and he 
cometh; and to my servant, 
Do this, and he doeth i¢. 

9 When Jesus heard these 
things, he marvelled at him, 
and turned him about, and 
said unto the people that fol- 
lowed him, I say unto you, I 
have not found so great faith, 
no, not in Israel. 

10 And they that were sent, 
returning to the house, found 
the servant whole that had 
been sick. 

11 § And it came to pass the 
day after, that he went into a 
city called Nain; and many 
of his disciples went with him, 
and much people. 

12 Now when he came nigb 
to the gate of the city, be- 
hold, there was a dead man 
carried out, the only son of 
his mother, and she was 2 
widow: and much people of 
the city was with her. 

18 And when the Lord saw 
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her, he had compassion on 
her, and said unto her, Weep 
not. 

14 And he came and touched 
the bier: and they that bare 
him stood still. And he said, 
Young man, I say unto thee, 
Arise. 

15 And he that was dead sat 
up, and began to speak. And 
he delivered him to his 
mother. 

16 And there came a fear on 
all: and they glorified God, 
saying, That a great prophet 
is risen up among us; and, 
That God hath visited his 
people. 

_ 17 And this rumour of him 
went forth throughout all 
Judea, and throughout all the 
region round about. 

18 And the disciples of John 
shewed him ofall these things. 

19 § And John calling unto 
him two of his disciples sent 
them to Jesus, saying, Art 
thou he that should come? or 
look we for another ? 

20 When the men were come 
unto him, they said, John 
Baptist hath sent us unto 
thee, saying, Art thou he that 
should come? or look we for 
another ? 

21 And in that same hour he 
cured many of their infirmi- 
ties and plagues, and of evil 
spirits; and unto many that 
were blind he gave sight. 

22 Then Jesus answering said 
unto them, Go your way, and 
tell John what things ye have 
seen and heard; how that the 
blind see, the lame walk, the 
lepers are cleansed, the deaf 
hear, the dead are raived, to 
the poor the gospel is preach- 
ed. 
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23 And blessed is he, whoso- 
ever shall not be offended in 
me. 

24 § And when the messen- 
gers of John were departed, 
he began to speak unto the 
peopleconcerning John, What 
went ye out into the wilder- 
ness for to see? A reed shaken 
with the wind? 

25 But what went ye out for 
to see? A man clothed in 
soft raiment? Behold, they 
which are gorgeously appar- 
elled, and live delicately, are 
in kings’ courts. 

26 But what went ye out for 
to see? A prophet? Yea, I 
say unto you, and much more 
than a prophet. 

27 This is he, of whom it is 
written, Behold, I send my 
messenger before thy face, 
which shall prepare thy way 
before thee. 

28 For I say unto you, Among 
those that. are born of women 
there is not a greater prophet 
than John the Baptist: but he 
that is least in the kingdom 
of God is greater than he. 

29 And all the people that 
heard him, and the publicans, 
justified God, being baptized 
with the baptism of John. 

30 But the Pharisees and law- 
yers rejected the counsel of 
God against themselves, be- 
ing not baptized of him. 

31. § And the Lord said, 
Whereunto then shall I liken 
the men of this generation ? 
and to what are they like? 


_ 82 They are like unto chil- 


dren sitting in the market- 
place, and calling one to an- 
other, and saying, We have 
piped unto you, and ye have 
not danced; we have mourn- 
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ed to you, and ye have not 
wept. 

838 For John the Baptist 
came neither eating bread 
nor drinking wine; and ye 
say, He hath a devil. 

34 The Son of man is come 
eating and drinking; and ye 
say, Behold a gluttonous man, 
and & winebibber, a friend of 
publicans and sinners! 

35 But wisdom is justified of 
all her children, 

86 { And one of the Pharisees 
desired him that he would eat 
with him. And he went into 
the Pharisee’s house, and sat 
down to meat. 

87 And, behold, a woman in 
the city, which was a sinner, 
when she knew that Jesws sat 
at meat in the Pharisee’s 
house, brought an alabaster 
box of ointment, 

38 And stood at his feet be- 
hind him weeping, and began 
to wash his feet with tears, 
and did wipe then. with the 
hairs of her head, and kissed 
his feet, and anointed them 
with the ointment. 

89 Now when the Pharisee 
which had bidden him saw it, 
he spake within himself, say- 
ing, This man, if he were a 
prophet, would have known 
who and what manner of 
woman this is that toucheth 
him; for she is a Sinner, 

49 And Jesus answering said 
unto him, Simon, I have 
somewhat to say unto thee. 
And he saith, Master, say on. 

41 There was a certain cred- 
itor which had two debtors: 
the one owed five hundred 
pence, and the other fifty. 

42 And when they had noth- 
ing to pay, he frankly forgave 
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them both. Tell me there- 
fore, which of them will love . 
him most? 

43 Simon answered and said, 
I suppose that he, to whom he 
forgave most. And he said 
unto him, Thou hast rightly 
judged. ; 

44 And he turned to the wo- 
man, and said unto Simon, 
Seest thou this woman? I 
entered into thine house, 
thou gavest me no water for 
my feet: but she hath washed 
my feet with tears, and wiped 
them with the hairs of her 
head. 

45 Thou gavest me no kiss: 
but this woman, since the 
time I came in, hath not 
ceased to kiss my feet. 

46 My head with oil thou 
didst not anoint: but this 
woman hath anointed my feet — 
with ointment. ‘ 

47 Wherefore I say unto thee, 
Her sins, which are many, are 
forgiven; for she loved much: 
but to whom little is forgiven, 
the same loveth little. 

48 And he said unto her, 'Thy 
sins are forgiven. 

49 And they that sat at meat 
with him began to say within 
themselves, Who is this that 
forgiveth sins also? 

50 And_he said to the woman, 
Thy faith hath sayed thee; 
go in peace. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


3 Women minister unto Christ of their 
substance. 4 Christ, after hehad preach- 
ed from place to place, attended with 
his apostles, propoundeth the parable 
of the sower, 16 and of the candle: 21 
declareth who are his mother, and 
brethren: 22 rebuketh the winds: 26 
easteth the legion of devils eut of the 
man into the herd of swine: 37 is res 
jected of the Gadarenes: 43 healeth the 
woman of her bloody issue, 49 and rais- 
eth from death Juirus’ daughter. 


The parable 
ND it came to pass after- 
ward, that he went 


throughout every city and 
village, preaching and shew- 
ing the glad tidings of the 
kingdom of God: and the 
twelve were with him, 

2 And certain women, which 
had been healed of evil spirits 
and infirmities, Mary called 
Magdalene, out of whom went 
seven devils, 

3 And Joanna the wife of 
Chuza Herod’s steward, and 
‘Susanna, and many others, 
Which ministered unto him 
of their substance. 

4 § And when much people 
were gathered together, and 
were come to him out of every 
city, he spake by a parable: 

5 A sower went out to sow 
his seed: and as he sowed, 
some fell by the way side; 
and it was trodden down, and 
the fowls ofthe air devoured it. 

6 And some fell upon a rock; 
and as soon as it was sprung 
up, it withered away, because 
it lacked moisture. 

7 And some fell among 
thorns; and the thorns sprang 
up with it, and choked it. 

§ And other fell on good 
ground, and sprang up, and 
bare fruit a hundredfold. And 
when he had said these things, 
he cried, He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear. 

9 And his disciples asked 
him, saying, What might this 
parable be? 

10 And he said, Unto you itis 
given to know the mysteries 
of the kingdom of God: but to 
others in parables} that see- 
ing they might not see, and 
hearing they might not un- 
derstand, 
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11 Now the parable is this: 
The seed is the word of God. 

12 Those by the way side are 
they that hear; then cometh 
the devil, and taketh away 
the word out of their hearts, 
lest they should believe and 
be saved. 

13 They on the rock are they, 
which, when they hear, re- 
ceive the word with joy; and 
these have no root, which for 
a while believe, and in time 
of temptation fall away. 

14 And that which fell among 
thorns are they, which, when 
they have heard, go forth, 
and are choked with cares 
and riches and pleasures of 
this life, and bring no fruit to 
perfection. 

15 But that on the good 
ground are they, which in an 
honest and good heart, hay- 
ing heard the word, keep i, 
and bring forth fruit with 
patience. 

16 { No man, when he hath 
lighted a candle, covereth it 
with a vessel, or putteth 7 
under a bed; but setteth it on 
a candlestick, that they which 
enter in may see the light. 

17 For nothing is secret, that 
shall not be made manifest; 
neither any thing hid, that 
shall not be known and come 
abroad. 

18 Take heed therefore how 
ye hear: for whosoever hath, 
to him, shall be given; and 
whosoever hath not, from 
him shall be taken even that 
which he seemeth to have. 

19 {§ Then came to him Ats 
mother and his brethren, and 
could not come at him for the 
press. 

20 And it was told him by cée- 
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tain which said, Thy mother 
and thy brethren stand with- 
out, desiring to see thee. 

21 And he answered and said 
unto them, My mother and 
my brethren are these which 
hear the word of God, and 
do it. 

22 | Now it came to pass on a 
eertain day, that he went into 
aship with his disciples: and 
he said unto them, Let us go 
over unto the other side of 
the lake. And they launched 
forth. 

23 But as they sailed, he felt 
asleep: and there came down 
astorm of wind on the lake; 
and they were filled withwater, 
and were in jeopardy. 

24 And they came to him, and 
awoke him, saying, Master, 
Master, we perish. Then he 
arose, and rebuked the wind 
and the raging of the water: 
and they ceased, and there 
was acalm. 

25 And he said unto them, 
Where is your faith? And 
they being afraid wondered, 
saying one to another, What 
manner of man is this! for he 
commandeth even the winds 
and water, and they obey him. 
26 { And they arrived at the 
country of the Gadarenes, 
which is over against Galilee. 

27 And when he went forth 
to land, there met him out of 
the city a certain man, which 
had devils long time, and 
ware no clothes, neither a- 
bode in any house, but in the 
tombs. 

23 When he saw Jesus, he 
eried out, and fell down be- 
fore him, and with a loud 
voice said, What have I to do 


with thee, Jesus, thow Son of | 
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devils cast out. 


yod most high? I beseech 
thee, torment me not. 

29 (For he had commanded 
the unclean spirit to come out 
of the man. For oftentimes 
it had caught him: and he 
was kept bound with chains 
and in fetters; and he brake 
the bands, and was driven of 
the devil into the wilderness.) 
80 And Jesus asked him, say- 
ing, What is thy name? And 
hesaid, Legion: because many 
devils were entered into him. 


| 31 And they besought him 


that he would not command 
them to go out into the deep. 
32 And there was there a herd 
of many swine feeding on the 
mountain: and they besought 
him that he would suffer them 
to enter into them. And he 
suffered them, ‘ 
33 Then went the devils ou 
of the man, and entered into 
the swine: and the herd ran 
violently down a steep place 


‘intothelake,and were choked. 


34 When they that fed them 
saw what was done, they fled, 
and went and told i in the 
city and in the country. 

35 Then they went out to see, 
what was done; and came to 
Jesus, and found the man, out 
of whom the devils were de- 
parted, sitting at the feet of 
Jesus, clothed, and in his right 
mind: and they were afraid, 

386 They also which saw 7 
told them by what means he 
that was possessed of the dey- 
ils was healed. 

37 { Then the whole multi- 
tude of the country of the 
Gadarenes round about be- 
sought him to depart from 
them; for they were taken 
with great fear: and he went 


Jairus’ daughter 
up into the ship, and returned 
back again. 

38 Now the man, out ofwhom 
the devils were departed, be- 
sought him that he might be 
with him: but Jesus sent him 
away, saying, 

89 Return to thine own house, 
and shew how great things 
God hath done unto thee. 
And he went his way, and 
published throughout’ the 
whole city how great things 
Jesus had done unto him. 

49 And it came to pass, that, 
when Jesus was returned, the 
people gladly received him: 
for they were all waiting for 
him. 

41 § And, behold, there came 
a man named Jairus, and he 
was a ruler of the synagogue; 
and he fell down at Jesus’ 
feet, and besought him that 
he would come into his house: 

42 For he had one only daugh- 

x, about twelve years of age, 
andshelayadying. Butashe 
went the peoplethrongedhim. 

43 § And awoman having an 
issue of blood twelve years, 
which had spent all her liv- 
ing upon physicians, neither 
could be healed of any, 

44 Came behind him, and 
touched the border of his gar- 
ment: and immediately her 
issue of blood stanched, 

45 And Jesus said, Whotouch- 
edme? When all denied, Pe- 
ter and they that were with 
him said, Master, the multi- 
tude throng thee and press 
thee, and sayest thou, Who 
touched me? 

46 And Jesus said, Somebody 
hath touched me: for I per- 
ceive that virtue is gone out 
of me, * 
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raised to tive. 


47 And when the woman saw 
that» she was not hid, she 
came trembling, and falling 
down before him, she declar- 
ed unto him before all the peo- 
ple for what cause she had 
touched him, and how she 
was healed immediately. 

48 And he said unto her, 
Daughter, be of good comfort: 
thy faith hath made thee 
whole; go in peace. 

49 { While he yet spake, 
there cometh one from the 
ruler of the synagogue’s house, 
saying to him, Thy daughter 
is dead; trouble not the Mas- 
ter. 

50 But when Jesus heard %, 
he answered him, saying, Fear 
not: believe only, and she 
shall be made whole. 

51 And when he came inte 
the house, he suffered no man 
to goin,save Peter,and James, 
and John, and the father and 
the mother of the maiden. 

52 And all wept, and bewail- 
ed her: but hesaid, Weep not; 
she is not dead, but sleepeth. 

53 And they laughed him to 
scorn, knowing that she was 
dead. 

54 And he put them all out, 
and took her by the hand, and 
called, saying, Maid, arise. 

55 And her spirit came again, 
and she arose straightway: 
and he commanded to give 
her meat. 

56 And her parents were as- 
tonished: but hecharged them 
that they should tell no man 
what was done, 


CHAPTER IX. 


1 Christ sendeth his apostles to work 
miracles, and to preach. 7 Herod destr- 
ed to see Christ.

of his patience. 23 The transfigura- 
tion. 37 He healeth the lunatic: 43 
again forewarneth his disciples of his 
pussion : 46 commendeth humility: 61 
biddeth them to shew mildness towards 
all, without desire of revenge. 57 Di- 
vers would follow him, but wpon con- 
ditions. 


HEWN he called his twelve 
disciples together, and 
gave them power and authori- 
ty over all devils, and to cure 
diseases. 

2 And hesent them to preach 
the kingdom of God, and to 
heal the sick. 

3 And he said unto them, 
Takenothing for your journey, 
neither staves, nor scrip, nei- 
ther bread, neither money; 
neither have two coats apiece. 

4 And whatsoever house ye 
enter into, there abide, and 
thence depart. 

5 And whosoever will not re- 
ceive you, when ye go out of 
that city, shake off the very 
dust from your feet for a testi- 
_ mony against them. 

6 Andthey departed, and went 
through the towns, preaching 
the gospel, and healing every 
where. 

7 J Now Herod the tetrarch 
heard of all that was done by 
him: and he was perplexed, 
because that it was said of 
some, that John was risen 
from the dead; 

8 And of some, that Elias had 
appeared; and of others, that 
one of the old prophets was 
risen again. 

9 And Herod said, John have 
I beheaded; but who is this, 
of whom I hear such things? 
And he desired to see him, 

10 § And the apostles, when 
they were returned, told him 
all that they had done. And 
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(he took them, and went aside

privately into a desert place 
belonging to the city called 
Bethsaida, 

1i And the people, when they 
knew tt, followed him: and he 
received them, and spake un- 
to them of the kingdom of 
God, and healed them that 
had need of healing. 

12 And when the day began 
to wear away, then came the 
twelve, and said unto him, 
Send the multitude away, that 
they may go into the towns 
and country round about, and 
lodge, and get victuals: for 
we are here in a desert place, 

13 But he said unto them, 
Give ye them to eat. And 
they said, We have no more 
but five loaves and two fishes; 
except we should go and buy 
meat for all this people. 

14 For they were about five 
thousand men. And he said 
to his disciples, Make them® 
sit down by fifties in a com- 
pany. 

15 And they did so, and made 
them all sit down. 

16 Then he took the five 
loaves and the two fishes, and 
looking up to heaven, he bless- 
ed them, and brake, and gave 
to the disciples to set before 
the multitude. 

17 And they did eat, and were 
all filled: and there was taken 
up of fragments that remained 
to them twelve baskets. 

18 { And it came to pass, as 
he was alone praying, his dis- 
ciples were with him; and he 
asked them, saying, Whom 
say the people that I am? 

19 They answering said, John 
the Baptist; but some say, 
Elias; and others say, that one

of the old prophets is risen 
again. 

20 He said unto them, But 
whom say ye that lam? Pe- 
ter answering said, The Christ 
of God. 

21 And he straitly charged 
them, and commanded them 
to tell no man that thing; 

22 Saying, The Son of man 
must suffer many things, and 
be rejected of the elders and 
chief priests and scribes, and 
be slain, and be raised the 
third day. 

23 § And he said to them all, 
If any man will come atter 
me, let him deny himself, and 
take up hiscross daily, and fol- 
low me. 

24 For whosoever will save 
his life shall lose it: but who- 
soever will lose his life for my 
sake, the same shall save it. 

25 For what isa man advant- 
aged, if he gain the whole 
world, and lose himself, or be 
cast away ? 

26 For whosoever shall be 
ashamed of me and of my 
words, of him shall the Son of 
man be ashamed, when he 
Shall come in his own glory, 
and in his Father’s, and of the 
holy angels. 

27 But I tell you of a truth, 
there be some standing here, 
which shall not taste of death, 
till they see the kingdom of 
God, 

28 { And it came to pass 
about an eight days after these 
Sayings, he took Peter and 
John and James, and went up: 
into a mountain to pray. 

29 And as he prayed, the 
fashion of his countenance 
was altered, and his raiment 
was White and glistering. 
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of Christ. 

30 And, behold, there talked 
with him two men, which 
were Moses and Elias: 

31 Who appeared in glory, 
and spake of his decease 
which he should accomplish 
at Jerusalem. 

32 But Peter and they that 
were with him were heavy 
with sleep: and when they 
were awake, they saw his glo- 
ry, and the two men that 
stood with him. 

33 And it came to pass, as 
they departed from him, Peter 
said unto Jesus, Master, it is 
good for us to be here: and 
let us make three tabernacles; 
one for thee, and one for 
Moses, and one for Elias: not 
knowing what he said. 

34 While be thus spake, there 
came a cloud, and overshad- 
owed them: and they feared 
as they entered into the cloud, 

38 And there came a yoice 
out of the cloud, saying, This 
is my beloved Son: hear him, 

386 And when the voice was 
past, Jesus was found alone, 
And they kept it close, and 
told no man in those days any 
of those things which they 
had seen. 

37 § And it came to pass, that 
on the next day, when they 
were come down from the 
hill, much people met him, 

38 And, behold, a man of the 
company cried out, saying, 
Master, I beseech thee, look 
upon my son; for he is mine 
only child. 

89 And, lo, a spirit taketh 
him, and he suddenly crieth 
out; and it teareth him that 
he foameth again, and brnis- 
ing him, hardly departeth 
from him, 
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40 And I besought thy disci- 
ples to cast him out; and they 
could not. 

41 And Jesus answering said, 
Ofaithless and perverse gen- 
eration, how long shall I be 
with you, and suffer you? 
Bring thy son hither. 

42 And as he was yet a com- 
ing, the devilthrew him down, 
and tare him. And Jesus re- 
buked the unclean spirit, and 
healed the child, and deliver- 
' ed him again to his father. 

43 § And they were all amaz- 
ed at the mighty power of 
God, But while they wonder- 
ed every one at all things 
Which Jesus did, he said unto 
his disciples, 

44 Let these sayings sink 
down into your ears: for the 
Son of man shall be delivered 
into the hands of men. 

45 But they understood not 
this saying, and it was hid 
from them, that they per- 
ceived it not: and they fear- 
ed to ask him of that saying. 

46 { Then there arose a rea- 
soning among them, which 
ofjthem should be greatest. 

47 And Jesus, perceiving the 
thought of their heart, took a 
child, and set him by him, 

48 And said unto them, Who- 
soever shall receive this child 


in my name receiveth me;° 


and whosoever shall receive 
me, receiveth him that sent 
me: for hethat is least among 
you all, the same shall be 
great. 

49 § And John answered and 
said, Master, we saw one cast- 
ing out devils in thy name; 
and we forbade him, because 
he followeth not with us. 

60 And Jesus said unto him, 
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John rebuked. 
Forbid him not: for he that is 
not against us is for us. 

51 J Andit came to pass, when 
the time was come that he 
should be received up, he 
steadfastly set his face to go 
to Jerusalem, 

52 And sent messengers be- 
fore his face: and they went, 
and entered into a village 
of the Samaritans, to make 
ready for him. 

538 And they did not receive 
him, because his face was as 
though he would go to Jeru- 
salem. 

54 And when his disciples 
James and John saw this, they 
said, Lord, wilt thou that we 
command fire to come down 
from heaven, and consume 
them, even as Elias did ? 

55 But he turned, and rebuked 
them, and said, Ye know not 
what manner of spirit ye are 
of. 

56 For the Son of man is not 
come to destroy men’s lives, 
but to save them. And they 
went to another village. 

57 { And it came to pass, that, 
as they went in the way, a 
certain man said unto him, 
Lord, I will follow thee whith- 
ersoever thou goest. 

58 And Jesus said unto him, 
Foxes have holes, and birds 
of the air have nests; but the 
Son of man hath not where to 
lay his head, 

59 And he said unto another, 
Follow me. But hesaid, Lord, 
suffer me first to go and bury 
my father, 

60 Jesus said unto him, Let 
the dead bury their dead: but 
go thou and preach the King- 
dom of God. 

61 And another also said, 
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Lord, I will follow thee; but; 8 And into whatsoever city 


let me first go bid them fare- 
well, which are at home at 
my house. 

62 And Jesus said unto him, 
No man, having put his hand 
to the plough, and looking 


’ back, is fit for the kingdom of 


God. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Christ sendeth out at once seventy dis- 
ciples to work miracles, and to preach: 
17 admonisheth them to be humble, and 
wherein to rejoice: 21 thanketh hia F'a- 
ther for his grace: 23 magnifieth the 
happy estate of his church: 25 teacheth 
the lawyer how to attain eternal life, 
and to take every one for his neighbour 
that needeth his mercy : 41 reprehend- 
eth Martha, and commendeth Mary her 
éister. 

FTER thesethings the Lord 
appointed other seventy 
also, and sent them two and 
two before his face into every 
city and place, whither he 
himself would come. 
2 Therefore said heuntothem, 

The harvest truly is great, but 

the labourers are few: pray ye 


therefore the Lord of the har- 


vest, that he would send forth 


labourers into his harvest. 


8 Go your ways: behold, I 


' send you forthas lambs among 
wolves. 


4 Carry neither purse, nor 
scrip, nor shoes: and salute 
no man by the way. 

5 And into whatsoever house 
ye enter, first say, Peace be to 
this house. 

6 And if the son of peace be 
there, your peace shall rest 


upon it: if not, it shall turn to | 


you again. 

7 Andin the same house re- 
main, eating and drinking 
such things as they give: for 
the labourer is worthy of his 
hire. Go not from house to 
house, 4 

8 
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ye enter, and they receive you, 
eat such things as are set be- 
fore you: 

9 And heal the sick that are 
therein, and say unto them, 
The kingdom of God is come 
nigh unto you. 

10 But into whatsoever city 
ye enter, and they receive 
you not, go your ways out into 
the streets of the same, and 
say, 

11 Even the very dust of 
your city, which cleaveth on 
us, We do wipe off against you: 
notwithstanding, be yesure of 
this, that the kingdom of God 
is come nigh unto you. 

12 But I say unto you, that it 
shall be more tolerable in that 
day for Sodom, than for that 
city. i 

13 Woe unto thee, Chorazin! 
woe unto thee, Bethsaida! for 
ifthe mighty works had been 
done in Tyre and Sidon, which 
have been done in you, they 
had a great while ago repent- 
ed, sitting in sackcloth and 
ashes. 

14 But it shall be more toler- 
able for Tyre and Sidon at the 
judgment, than for you. 

15 And thou, Capernaum, 
which art exaited to heaven, 
shalt be thrust down to hell. 

16 He that heareth you hear- 
eth me; and he that despiseth 
you despiseth me; and he that 
despiseth me despiseth him 
that sent me. 

17 § And the seventy return- 
ed again with joy, saying, 
Lord, even the devils are sub- 
jectunto us through thy name, 

18 And he said unto them, 
I beheld Satan as lightning 
fall from heaven. 
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i9 Behold, I give unto you 
power to tread on serpents 
and scorpions, and over all 
the power of the enemy; 
and nothing shall by any 
means hurt you, 

20 Notwithstanding, in this 
rejoice not, that the spirits are 
subject unto you; but rather 
rejoice, because your names 
are written in heaven. 

21 { In that hour Jesus re- 
joiced in spirit, and said, I 
thank thee, O Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, that thou 
hast hid these things from the 
wise and prudent, and hast re- 
vealed them unto babes: even 
so, Father; for so it seemed 
good in thy sight. 

22 All things are delivered 
to me of my Father: and no 
man knoweth who the Son is, 
but the Father; and who the 
Father is, but the Son, and he 
to whom the Son will reveal 
him. 

23 ¢ And he turned him unto 
his disciples, and said private- 
ly, Blessed are the eyes which 
see the things that ye see: 

24 Kor I tell you, that many 
prophets and kings have de- 
sired to see those things which 
ye see, and have not seen 
them; and to hear those things 
which ye hear, and have not 
heard them. 

25 { And, behold, a certain 
lawyer stood up, and tempted 
him, saying, Master, what 
shall I do to inherit eternal 
life? 

26 He said unto him, What is 
written in the law? how read- 
est thou ? 

27 And he answering said, 
Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and 
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good Samaritan, 


with all thy soul, and with all 
thy strength, and with all thy 
mind; and thy neighbour as 
thyself. 

28 And he said unto him, 
Thou hast answered right: 
this do, and thou shalt live. 

29 But he, willing to justify 
himself, said unto Jesus, And 
who is my neighbour? 

30 And Jesus answering said, 
A. certain man went down 
from Jerusalem to Jericho, 
and fell among thieves, which 
stripped him of’his raiment, 
and wounded jim, and depart- 
ed, leaving him half dead. 

31 And by chance there came 
down a certain priest that 
way; and when he saw him, 
he passed by on the other side. 

32 And likewise a Levite, 
when he was at the place, 
came and looked on him, and 
passed by on the other side. 

33 But a certain Samaritan, 
as he journeyed, came where 
he was; and when he saw 
him, he had compassion on 
him, 

34 And went to him, and 
bound up his wounds, pouring 
in oil and wine, and set him 
on his own beast, and brought 
him to an inn, and took care 
of him. 

35 And on the morrow when 
he departed, he took out two 
pence, and gave them to the 
host, and said unto him, Take 
care of him: and whatsoever 
thou spendest more, when I 
come again, I will repay thee. 

36 Which now of these three, 
thinkest thou, was neighbour 
unto him that fell among the 
thieves ? 

37 And hesaid, He that shew- 
ed mercy on him. Then said

Jesus unto him, Go, and do 
thou likewise. 

38 {| Now it came to pass, as 
they went, that he entered 
into a certain village: and a 
certain woman named Martha 
received him into her house. 

39 And she had a sister call- 
ed Mary, which also sat at Je- 
sus’ feet, and heard his word. 
40 But Martha was cumber- 
ed about much serving, and 
came to him, and said, Lord, 
dost thou not care tbat my sis- 
ter hath left me to serve 
alone? bid her therefore that 
she help me. , 
41 And Jesus answered and 
said unto her, Martha, Mar- 
tha, thou art careful and 
troubled about many things: 
42 But one thing is needful; 
and Mary hath chosen that 
good part, which shall not be 
taken away from her. 


CHAPTER XI. 

Christ teacheth to pray, and that in- 
stantly: ll assuring that God so will 
giveus goodthings. 14 He, casting out 
a dumb devil, rebuketh the blasphemous 
Pharisees : 28 and shewethwho are bleas- 
ed: 29 preacheth to the people, 37 and 
reprehendeth the outward shew of holt- 
ness in the Pharisees, scribes, and law- 
yers. 


A D it came to pass, that, as 
he was praying in a cer- 
tain place, when he ceased, 
one of his disciples said unto 
him, Lord, teach us to pray, 
as John also taught his disci- 
ples. 

2 And he said unto them, 
When ye pray, say, Our Fa- 
ther which art in heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name. Thy 
kingdom come. Thy will be 
done, asin heaven, so in earth. 
3 Give us day by day our dai- 
ly bread. 

4 And forgive us oursins; for 
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how to pray. 
we also forgive every one that 
is indebted to us. And lead 
us not into temptation; but 
deliver us from evil. 

5 And he said unto them, 
Which of you shall have a 
friend, and shall go unto him 
at midnight, and say unto 
him, Friend, lend me three 
loaves ; 

6 For a friend of mine in his 
journey is come to me, and I 
have nothing to set before 
him? 

7 And he from within shall 
answer and say, Trouble me 
not: the door is now shut, 
and my children are with me 
in bed; I cannot rise and give 
thee. 

8 I say unto you, Though he 
will not rise and give him, 
because he is his friend, yet 
because of his importunity he 
will rise and give him as 
many as he needeth. 

9 And I say unto you, Ask, 
and it shall be given you; 
seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened 
unto you. 

10 For every one that asketh 
receiveth; and he that seek- 
eth findeth; and to him that 
knocketh it shall be opened. 

11 If ason shall ask bread of 
any of you that is a father, 
will he give him a stone? or 
if he ask a fish, will he for a 
fish give him a serpent? 

12 Or if he shall ask an egg, 
will he offer him a scorpion ? 

13 If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts 
unto your children; how 
much more shall your heay- 
enly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him? 

14 § And he was casting out 
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the Pharisees. 


a devil, and it was dumb.{ 25 And when he cometh, he 


And it came to pass, when 
the devil was gone out, the 
dumb spake; and the people 
wondered. 

15 But some of them said, He 
casteth out devils through 
Beelzebub the chief of the 
devils. 

16 And others, tempting him, 
sought of him a sign from 
heaven, 

17 But he, knowing their 
_ thoughts, said unto them, 
_ Every kingdom divided a- 

gainst itself is brought to 
desolation; and a house di- 
vided against a house falleth. 

18 If Satan also be divided 
against himself, how shall his 
kingdom stand? because ye 
say that I cast out devils 
through Beelzebub. 

19 And if I by Beelzebub cast 
out devils, by whom do your 
sons cast them out? therefore 
shall they be your judges, 

20 But if I with the finger of 
God cast out devils, no doubt 
the kingdom of God is come 
upon you. 

21 When a strong man 
armed keepeth his palace, 
his goods are in peace: 

22 But when a stronger than 
he shall come upon him, and 
overcome him, hetaketh from 
him all his armour wherein 
he trusted, and divideth his 
spoils. 

23 He that is not with me is 
against me; and he that gath- 
ereth not with me scattereth. 

24 When the unclean spirit is 
gone out of a man, he walk- 
eth through dry places, seek- 
ing rest; and finding none, he 
saith, I will return unto my 
house whence I came out. 
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findeth it swept and garnish- 
ed. 

26 Then goeth he, and tak- 
eth to him seven other spirits 
more wicked than himself; 
and they enter in, and dwell 
there: and the last state of 
that man is worse than the 
first, 

27 { And it came to pass, as 
he spake these things, a cer- 
tain woman of the company 
lifted up her voice, and said 
unto him, Blessed is the 
womb that bare thee, and 
the paps which thou hast 
sucked. 

28 But he said, Yea, rather, 
blessed are they that hear the 
word of God, and keep it. 

29 ¢ And when the people 
were gathered thick together, 
he began to say, This is an 
evil generation: they seek a 
sign; and there shall no 
sign be given it, but the sign 
of Jonas the prophet. 

30 For as Jonas was a sign 
unto the Ninevites, so shall 
also the Son of man be to this 
generation. 

31 The queen of the south 
shall rise up in the judgment 
with the men of this genera- 
tion, and condémn them: for 
she came from the utmost 
parts of the earth to hear the 
wisdom of Solomon; and, be- 
hold, a greater than Solomon 
is here, 

32 The men of Nineveh shall 
rise up in the judgment with 
this generation, and shall con- 
demn it: for they repented at 
the preaching of Jonas; and, 
behold, a greater than Jonas 
is here. 

33 No man, when he hath 


Christ reproveth 
lighted a candle, putteth if 
in a secret place, neither un- 
der a bushel, but on a candle- 
stick, that they which come 
in may see the light. 

34 The light of the body is 
the eye: therefore when thine 
eye is single, thy whole body 
also is full of light; but when 
thine eye is evil, thy body also 
is full of darkness. 

35 Take heed therefore, that 
the light which is in thee be 
not darkness. 

86 If thy whole body there- 
fore be full of light, having no 
part dark, the whole shall be 
full of light, as when the 
bright shining of a candle 
coth give thee light. 

37 { And as he spake, a cer- 
tain Pharisee besought him to 
dine with him: and he went 
in, and sat down to meat. 

88 And when the Pharisee 
saw it, he marvelled that he 
had not first washed before 
dinner. 

39 And the Lord said unto 
him, Now do ye Pharisees 
make clean the outside of the 
cup and the platter; but your 
inward part is full of raven- 
ing and wickedness. 

40 Ye fools, did not he, that 
made that which is without, 
make that which is within 
also ? 

41 But rather give alms of 
such things as ye have; and, 
behold, all things are clean 
unto you. 

42 But woe unto you, Phari- 
sees! for ye tithe mint and 
rue and all manner of herbs, 
and pass over judgment and 
the love of God: these ought 
ye to have done, and not to 
leave the other undone, 
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43 Woe unto you, Pharisees! 
for ye love the uppermost 
seats in the synagogues, and 
greetings in the markets. 

44 Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
are as graves which appear 
not, and the men that walk 
over them are not aware of 
them. 

45 { Then answered one of 
the lawyers, and said unto 
him, Master, thus saying thou 
reproachest us also, 

46 And he said, Woe unto 
you also, ye lawyers! for ye 
lade men with burdens griey~ 
ous to be borne, and ye your- 
selves touch not the burdens 
with one of your fingers. 

47 Woe unto you! for yebuild 
the sepulchres of the proph- 
ets, and your fathers killed 
them. 

48 Truly ye bear witness that 
ye allow the deeds of your fa- 
thers: for they indeed killed 
them, and ye build their sep- 
ulchres. 

49 Therefore also said the 
wisdom of God, I will send 
them prophets and apostles, 
and some of them they shall 
slay and persecute: 

50 That the blood of all the 
prophets, which was shed 
from the foundation of the 
world, may be required of this 
generation ; 

51 From the blood of Abel 
unto the blood of Zacharias, 
which perished between the 
altar and the temple: verily 
I say unto you, It shall be re- 
quired of this generation. 

52 Woe unto you, lawyers! 
for ye have taken away the 
key of knowledge: ye entered 
not in yourselves, and them 
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that were entering in ye hin- 
dered. 

53 And as he said these things 
unto them, the scribes and the 
Pharisees began to urge him 
vehemently, and to provoke 
him to speak of many things: 

54 Laying wait for him, and 
seeking to catch something 
out of his mouth, that they 
might accuse him. 


CHAPTER XII. 

1 Christ preacheth to his disciples to 
avoid hypocrisy, and fearfulness in 
publishing his doctrine: 13 warneth the 
people to beware of covetousness, by 
the parable of the rich man who set up 
greater barns. 22 We must not be over 
careful of earthly things, 31 but seck 
the kingdom of God, 33 gtve alms, 36 be 
veady at a knock to open to our Lord 
whensoever he cometh. 41 Christ’s min- 
isters are to see to thetr charge, 49 and 
look for persecution. 54 The people 
mast take this time of grace, 58 because 
it is a fearful thing to die without rec- 
onctliation. 

N the mean time, when 
there were gathered to- 
gether an innumerable multi- 
tude of people, insomuch that 
they trode one upon another, 
_he began to say unto his disci- 
ples first of all, Beware ye of 
the leaven of the Pharisees, 
which is hypocrisy. 

2 For there is nothing cover- 
ed, that shall not be revealed ; 
neither hid, that shall not be 
known. 

38 Therefore, whatsoever ye 
havespoken in darkness shall 
be heard in the light; and that 
which ye have spoken in the 
ear in closets shall be pro- 
claimed upon the housetops. 

4 And I say unto you my 
friends, Be not afraid of them 
that kill the bedy, and after 
that have no more that they 
can do. 

5 But I will forewarn you 
whom vye shall fear: Fear 
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and covetousness. 
him, which after he hath kill- 
ed hath power to cast into 
hell; yea, I say unto you, 
Fear him. 

6 Are not five sparrows sold 
for two farthings, and not one 
of them is forgotten before 
God? ots ist 

7 But even the very hairs of 
your head are all numbered. 
Fear not therefore: ye are of 
more value than many spar- 
rows. 

8 Also I say unto you, Who- 
soever shall confess me before 
men, him shall the Son of 
man also confess before the 
angels of God: 

9 But he that denieth me 
before men shall be denied 
before the angels of God. 

10 And whosoever shall speak 
a word against the Son of 
man, it shall be forgiven him: 
but. unto him that blasphem- 
eth against the Holy Ghost it 
shall not be forgiven. 

11 And when they bring you 
unto the synagogues, and unto 
magistrates, and powers, take 
ye no thought how or what 
thing ye shall answer, or what 
ye shall say: 

12 For the Holy Ghost shali 
teach you in the same hour 
what ye ought to say. 

13 § And one of the company 
said unto him, Master, speak 
to my brother, that he divide 
the inheritance with me. 

14 And he said unto him, 
Man, who made mea judge or 
a divider over you? 

15 And he said unto them, 
Take heed, and beware of 
covetousness : for a man’s life 
consisteth not in the abund- 
ance of the things which he 
possesseth. ‘ 


 Exhortation against 


16 And he spake a parable 
unto them, saying, The ground 
of a certain rich man brought 
forth plentifully : 

17 And he thought within 
himself, saying, What shall I 
do, because I have no room 
where to bestow my fruits? 

18 And he said, This will I 
do: Iwill pull down my barns, 
and build greater; and there 
willl bestow all my fruits and 
my goods. 

19 And I will say to my soul, 
Soul, thou hast much goods 
laid up for many years; take 
thine ease, eat, drink, and be 
merry. 

20 But God said unto him, 
Thow fool, this night thy soul 
shall berequired of thee: then 
whose shall those things be, 
which thou hast provided ? 

21 So is he that layeth up 
treasure for himself, and is 
not rich toward God. 

22 § And he said unto his dis- 
ciples, Therefore I say unto 
you, Take no thought for your 
life, what ye shall eat; nei- 
ther for the body, what ye 
shall put on. 

23 The life is more than meat, 
and the body is more than rai- 
ment, 

24 Consider the ravens: for 
they neither sow nor reap; 
which neitherhavestorehouse 
nor barn; and God feedeth 
them: how much more are 
ye better than the fowls ? 

25 And which of you with 
taking thought can add to his 
stature one cubit? 


26 If ye then be not able to | 


do that thing which is least, 
why take ye thought for the 
rest? . 

27 Consider the lilies how 
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they grow: they toil not, they 
spin not; and yet I say unto 
you, that Solomon in all his 
glory was not arrayed like 
one of these. 

28 If then God so clothe the 
grass, Which is to day in the 
field, and to morrow is cast 
into the oven; how much 
more will he clothe you, O ye 
of fittle faith ? 

29 And seek not ye what ye 
shail eat, or what ye shall 
drink, neither be ye of doubt- 
ful mind. 

30 For all these things do . 
the nations of the world seek 
aiter: and your Father know- 
eth that ye have need of these 
things. 

81 [ But rather seek ye the . 
kingdom ofGod; and all these 
things shall be added unto you. 

32 Fear not, little flock; for 
it is your Father’s good pleas- 
ure to give you the kingdom. 

33 Sell that ye have, and give 
alms; provide yourselves bags 
Which wax not old, a treasure 
in the heavens that faileth 
not, where no thief approach- 
eth, neither moth corrupteth. , 

34 For where your treasure is, 
there will your heart be also. 

35 Let your loins be girded 
about, and your lights burn- 
ing;~ 

386 And ye yourselves like 
unto men that wait for their 
lord, when he will return 
from the wedding; that, when 
hecometh and knocketh, they 
may open unto him immedi- 
ately. 

37 Blessed are those servants, 
whom the lord when he com- 
eth shall find watching: veri- 
ly Isay unto you, that heshall 
gird himself, and make them 
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to sit down to meat, and will 
come forth and serve them. 

88 And if he shall come in 
the second watch, or come in 
the third watch, and find them 
so, blessed are those servants. 

39 And this know, that if the 
goodman of the house had 
known what hour the thief 
would come, he would have 
watched, and not have suf- 
fered his house to be broken 
through. 

' 40 Be ye therefore ready also: 
for the Son of man cometh at 
an hour when ye think not. 

41 § Then Peter said unto 
him, Lord, speakest thou this 
parable unto us, or even to all? 

42 And the Lord said, Who 
then is that faithful and wise 
steward, whom his lord shall 
make ruler over his house- 
hold, to give them their por- 
tion of meat in due season ? 
43 Blessed is that servant, 
whom his lord when he com- 
eth shall find so doing. 

44 Of a truth I say unto you, 
that he will make him ruler 
over all that he hath. 

45 But and if that servant 
say in his heart, My lord de- 
layeth his coming; and shall 
begin to beat the menservants 
and maidens, and to eat and 
drink, and to be drunken; 

46 The lord of that servant 
will come in a day when he 
looketh not for him, and at an 
hour when he is not aware, 
and will eut him in sunder, 
and will appoint him his por- 
tion with the unbelievers. 

47 And that servant, which 
knew his lord’s will, and pre- 
pared not himself, neither did 
according to his will, shall be 
beaten with many stripes. 
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of ministers. 

48 But he that knew not, and 
did commit things worthy of 
stripes, shall be beaten with 
few stripes. For unto whom- 
soever much is given, of him 
shall be much required; and 
to whom men have commit- 
ted much, of him they wili 
ask the more. 

49 { I am come to send fire 
on the earth; and what will 
I, if it be already kindled? 

50 But I have a baptism to 
be baptized with; and how 
am I straitened till it be ac- 
complished ! 

51 Suppose ye that I am 
come to give peace on earth? 
I tell you, Nay; but rather 
division: 

52 For from henceforth there 
shall be five in one house di- 
vided, three against two, and 
two against three. 

53 The father shall be divid- 
ed against the son, and the 
son against the father; the 
mother against the daughter, 
and the daughter against the 
mother; the mother in law 
against her daughter in law, 
and the daughter in law 
against her mother in law. 

54 § And he said also to the 
people, When ye see a cloud 
rise out of the west, straight- 
way ye say, There cometh a 
shower; and so it is. 

55 And when ye see the south 
wind blow, ye say, There will 
be heat; and it cometh to pass, 

56 Ye hypocrites, ye can dis- 
cern the face of the sky and 
of the earth; but how is it 
that ye do not discern this 
time?

11 He healeth the crooked wo- 
man: 18 sheweth the powerful working 
of the word in the hearts of his chosen, 
by the parable of the grain of mustard 
seed, and of leaven: 24 exhorteth to 


enter in at the atrait gate, 31 and re- 
preveth Herod and Jerusalem, 


HERE were present at 
that season some that 
told him of the Galileans, 
whose blood Pilate had min- 
gled with their sacrifices, 

2 And Jesus answering said 
unto them, Suppose ye that 
these Galileans were sinners 
above all the Galileans, be- 
cause they suffered such 
things ? 

3 I tell you, Nay: but, except 
ye repent, ye shall all like 
wise perish. 

4 Or those eighteen, upon 
whom the tower in Siloam 
fell, and slew them, think ye 
that they were sinners above 
all men that dwelt in Jeru- 
salem? 

- 51 tell you, Nay: but, except 
ye repent, ye shall all like- 
wise perish. 

' 6 § He spake also this para- 
ble; A certain man had a fig 
tree planted in his vineyard; 
and he came and sought fruit 
thereon, and found none. 

7 Then said he unto the dress- 
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er of his vineyard, Behold, 
these three years I come seek- 
ing fruit on this fig tree, and 
find none: cut it down; why 
cumbereth it the ground ? 

8 And he answering said un- 
to him, Lord, let it alone this 
year also, till [ shall dig about 
it, and dung it: 

9 And if it bear fruit, weil: 
and if not, then after that thou 
shalt cut it down. 

10 And he was teaching in 
one of the synagogues on the 
sabbath. 

11 { And, behold, there was 
a woman which had a spirit 
of infirmity eighteen years, 
and was bowed together, and 
could in no wise lift up her- 
self. 

12 And when Jesus saw her, 
he called her to him, and said 
unto her, Woman, thou art 
loosed from thine infirmity. 

13 And he laid his hands on 
her: and immediately she 
was made straight, and glori- 
fied God. 

14 And the ruler of the syna- 
gogue answered with indigna- 
tion, because that Jesus had 
healed on the sabbath day, 
and said unto the people, 
There are six days in which 
men ought to work: in them 
therefore come and be healed, 
and not on the sabbath day. 

15 The Lord then answered 
him, and ‘said, Thou hypo- 
crite, doth not each one of 
you on the sabbath loose his 
ox, or his ass from the stall, 
and lead him away to water- 
ing ? 

16 And ought not this wo- 
man, being a daughter of 
Abraham, whom Satan hath 
bound, lo, these eighteen 
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years, be loosed from this 
bond on the sabbath day ? 

- 17 And when he had said 
these things, all his adver- 
saries were ashamed: and all 
the people rejoiced for all the 
glorious things that were done 
by him. 

18 {| Then said he, Unto what 
is the kingdom of God like? 
and whereunto shall I resem- 
ble it? ’ 

19 It is like a grain of mus- 
tard seed, which a man took, 
and cast into his garden; and 
it grew, and waxed a great 
tree; and the fowls of the air 
‘lodged in the branches of it. 

20 And again he said, Where- 
unto shall I liken the king- 
dom of God? 

21 It is like leaven, which a 
woman took and hid in three 
measures of meal, till the 
whole was leavened. 

22 And he went through the 
cities and villages, teaching, 
and journeying toward Jeru- 
salem. 

23 Then said one unto him, 
Lord, are there few that be 
saved? And he said unto 
them, 

24 Strive to enter in at the 
strait gate: for many, I say 
unto you, will seek to enter in, 
and shall not be able. 

25. When once the master of 
the house is risen up, and hath 
shut to the door, and ye begin 
to stand without, and to knock 
at the door, saying, Lord, 
Lord, open unto us; and, he 
shall answer and say unto you, 
I know you not whenceyeare: 

26 Then shall ye begin to say, 
We have eaten and drunk in 
thy presence, and thou hast 
taught in our streets.

6 And they could not answer 
him again to these things. 

7 { And he put forth a para- 
ble to those which were bid- 
den, when he marked how 
they chose out the chief 
rooms; saying unto them, 

8 When thou art bidden of 
any man to a wedding, sit not 
down in the highest room; 
lest a more honourable man 
than thou be bidden of him; 

9 And he that bade thee and 
him come and say to thee, 
Givethis man place; andthou 
begin with shame to take the 
lowest room. 

10 But when thou art bidden, 
go and sit down in the lowest 
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marriage super. 
room; that when he that bade 
thee cometh, he may say un- 
to thee, Friend, go up higher: 
then shalt thou have worship 
in the presence of them that 
sit at meat with thee, 

11 For whosoever exalteth 
himself shall be abased; and 
he that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted. 

12 J Then said he also to him 
that bade him, When thou 
makest a dinner or a supper, 
eall not thy friends, nor thy 
brethren neitherthy kinsmen, 
nor thy rich neighbours; lest 
they also bid thee again, and a 
recompense be made thee. 

13 But when thou makest a 
feast, call the poor, the maim- 
ed, the lame, the blind: 

14 And thou shalt be blessed; 
for they cannot recompense 
thee: for thou shalt be recom- 
pensed at the resurrection of 
the just. 

15 { And when one of them 
that sat at meat with him 
heard these things, he said un- 
to him, Blessed is he that shall 
eat bread in the kingdom of 
God. 

16 Then said he unto him, A 
certain man made agreat sup- 
per, and bade many: 

17 And sent his servant at sup- 
per time to say to them that 
were bidden, Come; for all 
things are now ready.

32 Or else, while the other is 
yet a great way off, he send- 
eth an ambassage, and de- 
sireth conditions of peace. 

383 So likewise, whosoever he 
be of you that forsaketh not 
all that he hath, he cannot be 
my disciple. 

34 { Salt is good: but if the 
salt have lost his savour, 
wherewith’ shall it be season- 
ed? 

35 Itis neither fit for the land, 
nor. yet for the dunghill; bué 
men castitout. Hethat hath 
ears to hear, let him hear.

8 § Hither what woman hay- 
ing ten pieces of silver, if she 
lose one piece, doth not light 
acandle, andsweep the house, 
and seek diligently till she 
find it ? 

9 And when she hath found 
té, She calleth her friends and 
her neighbours together, say- 
ing, Rejoice with me; for I 
have found the piece which I 
had lost. 

10 Likewise, I say unto you, 
there is joy in the presence of 
the angels of God over one 
sinner that repenteth. 

11 { And he said, A certain 
man had two sons: 

12 And the younger of them 
said to his father, Father, give 
me the portion of goods that 
falleth tome. And he divided 
unto them his living. 

13 And not many days after 
the younger son gathered all 
together, and took his journey 
into a far country, and there 
wasted his substance with ri- 
otous living. 

14 And when he had spent 
all, there arose a mighty fam- 
ine in that land; and he began 
to be in want.

'6 And he said, A hundred 


measures of oil. And he said 
unto him,Take thy bill, and sit 
down quickly, and write fifty. 

7 Then said he to another, 
And how much owest thou? 
And he said, A hundred meas- 
ures of wheat. And he said 
unto him, Take thy bill, and 
write fourscore. 

8 And the lord commended 
the unjust steward, because 
he had done wisely: for the 
children of this world are in 
their generation wiser than 
the children of light. 

9 And I say unto you, Make 
to yourselves friends of the 
mammon of unrighteousness; 
that, when ye fail, they may 
receive you into everlasting 
habitations. 

10 He that is faithful in that 
which is least is faithful also 
in much: and he that is un- 
just in the least is unjust also 
in much. 

11 If therefore ye have not 
been faithful in the unright- 
eous mammon, who will com- 
mit to your trust the true 
riches 2 

12 And if ye have not been 
faithful in that which is an- 
other man’s, who shall give 
you that which is your own? 

13 ¢ No servant can serve 
two masters: for either he 
will hate the one, and love the 
other; or else he will hold to 
the one, and despise the other. 
Ye cannot serve God and 
maimmon. 

14 And the Pharisees also, 
who were covetous, heard all 
these things: and they derid- 
ed him, ©

15 And he said unto them, 
Ye are they which justify 
yourselves before men; _ but 
God knoweth your hearts: 
for that which is highly es- 
teemed among men is abom- 
ination in the sight of God. 

16 The law and the prophets 
were until John: since that 
time the kingdom of God is 
preached, and every man 
presseth into it. 

17 And it is easier for heaven 
and earth to pass, than one 
tittle of the law to fail. 

18 Whosoever putteth away 
his wife, and marrieth an- 
other, committeth adultery: 
and whosoever marrieth her 
that is put away from her hus- 
band committeth adultery. 

19 { There was a certain rich 
man, which was clothed in 
purple and fine linen, and 
fared sumptuously every day: 
20 And there was a certain 
beggar named Lazarus, which 
waslaidathisgate,full ofsores, 
21 And desiring to be fed 
with the crumbs which fell 
from the rich man’s table: 
moreover the dogs came and 
licked his sores. 

22 And it came to pass, that 
the beggar died, and was car- 
ried by the angels into Abra- 
ham’s bosom: the rich man 
also died, and was buried;

26 And beside all this, be- 
tween us and you there is a 
great gulf fixed: so that they 
which would pass from hence 
to you cannot; neither can 
they pass to us, that wouki 
come from thence. 

27 Then he said, I pray thee 
therefore, father, that thou 
wouldest send him to my fa- 
ther’s house: 

28 For L have five brethreni: 
that he may testify unto them, 
lest they also come into this 
place of torment. 

29 Abraham saith unto him, 
They have Moses and the 
prophets; let them hear them, 

30 And he said, Nay, father 
Abraham: but if one went 
unto them from the dead, 
they will repent. 

31 And he said unto him, If 
they hear not Moses and the 
prophets, neither will they be 
persuaded, though one rose 
from the dead. i

Nevertheless, 
when the Son of man cometh, 
shallhe find faith on theearth? 

9 And he spake this parable 
unto certain which trusted in 
themselves that they were 
righteous, and despised others: 

10 Two men went up into the 
temple to pray; the one a 
Pharisee, and the other a pub- 
lican. 

11 The Pharisee stood and 
prayed thus with himself, God, 
I thank thee, thatI am not as 
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other men are, extortioners, 
unjust, adulterers, or even as 
this publican. 

12 I fast twice in the week, I 
give tithes ofall that I possess. 

13 And the publican, standing 
afar off, would not lift up so 
much as his eyes unto heaven, 
but smote upon his breast, 
saying, God be merciful to me 
a sinner. 

14 I tell you, this man went 
down to his house justified 
rather than the other: for 
every one that exalteth him- 
self shall be abased; and he 
‘that humbleth himself shall 
be exalted. 

15 And they brought unto 
him also infants,thathe would 
touchthem: but when his disci- 
ples saw it, they rebuked them. 

16 But Jesus called them unto 
him, and said, Suffer little 
children to come unto me, 
and forbid them not: for of 
such is the kingdom of God. 

17 Verily I say unto you, 
“Whosoever shall not receive 
the kingdom of God as a little 
child shall in no wise enter 
therein. 

1s And acertain ruler asked 
him, saying, Good Master, 
what shall I do to inherit 
-eternal life? 

19 And Jesus said unto him, 
Why callest thou me good? 
none is good, save one, that is, 
God. 

20 Thou knowest the com- 
mandments, Do not commit 
adultery, Do not kill, Do not 
steal, Do not bear false wit- 
ness, Honour thy father and 
thy mother. 

. 21 And hesaid, All these have 
' Y kept from my youth up. 
22 Now when Jesus heard 
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of riches. 


these things, he said unto him, 
Yet lackest thou one thing: 
sell all that thou hast, and dis- 
tribute unto the poor,and thou 
shalt have treasure in heaven: 
and come, follow me. 

23 And when he heard this, 
he was very sorrowful: for he 
was very rich. 

24 And when Jesus saw that 
he was verysorrowful,hesaid, 
How hardly shall they that 
have riches enter into the 
kingdom of God! 

25 For it is easier for a camel 
to go through a needle’s eye, 
than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God. 

26 And they that heard itsaid, 
Who then can be saved? 

27 And he said, The things 
which are impossible with 
men are possible with God. 

23 Then Peter said, Lo, we 
have leftall,and followed thee, 

29 And he said unto them, 
Verily I say unto you, There 
is no man that hath left house, 
or parents, or brethren, or 
wife, or children, for the king- — 
dom of God’s sake, 

30 Who shall notreceiveman- 
ifold more in this present time, 
and in the world to come life 
everlasting. 

31 § Then hetook unto him the 
twelve, andsaiduntothem, Be- 
hold, we go up to Jerusalem, 
and all things that are written 
by the prophets concerning 
the Son of man shall be ac- 
complished. 

32 For he-shall be delivered 
unto the Gentiles, and shall-be 
mocked, and spitefully en- 
treated, and spitted on: 

33 Andtheyshall scourgehim, 
and put him to death; and the 
third day he shall rise again. 


Of Zaccheus 


34 And they understood none 
of these things: and this say- 
ing was hid from them, nei- 
ther knew they the things 
which were spoken. 

85 § And it came to pass, that 
as he wascome nigh unto Jeri- 
cho, a certain blind man sat 
by the way side begging: 

36 And hearing the multitude 
pass by, he asked what it 
meant. 

87 And they told him, that 
Jesus of Nazareth passeth by. 
88 And he cried, saying, Je- 
sus, thow Son of David, have 
mercy on me. 

89 And they which went be- 
fore rebuked him, that he 
should hold his peace: but he 
cried so much the more, Thou 
Son of David, have merey on 
me. 

40 And Jesus stood, and com- 
manded him to be brought 
unto him: and when he was 
come near, he asked him, 

41 Saying, What wilt thou 
that I shall do unto thee? 
And he said, Lord, that I may 
‘receive my sight. 

42 And Jesus said unto him, 
Receive thy sight: thy faith 
hath saved thee. 

43 And immediately he re- 
ceived his sight, and followed 
him, glorifying God: and all 
‘the people, when they saw it, 
gave praise unto God. 


CHAPTER XIX. 
1 Of Zaccheus a publican. 11 The ten 
pieces of money. 28 Christ rideth into 
Jerusalem with triwmph: 41 weepeth 
over tt: 45 driveth the buyers and sell- 
ers out of the temple: 47 teaching dat- 
lyinit. The rulers would have destroy- 
ed him, but for fear of the people. 
ND Jesus entered and pass- 
ed through Jericho. 
2 And, behold, there was a 


man named Zaccheus, which 
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the publican. 


was the chief among the pub- 
licans, and he was rich. 

3 And he sought to see Jesus 
who he was; and could not 
for the press, because he was 
little of stature. 

4 And he ran before, and 
climbed up into a sycamore 


tree to see him; for he was 


to pass that way. 

5 And when Jesus came to 
the place, he looked up, and 
saw him, and said unto him, 
Zaccheus, make haste, and 
come down ;-for to day I must 
abide at thy house. 

6 And he made haste, and 
came down, and received him 
joyfully. 

7 And when they saw i?, they 
all murmured, saying, That 
he was gone to be guest with a 
man that is a sinner. 

8 And Zaccheus stood, and 


‘said unto the Lord; Behold, 


Lord, the half of my goods I 
give tothe poor; andif Ihave 
takenany thing from any man 
by false accusation, I restore 
him fourfold. 

9 And Jesus said unto him, 
This day is salvation come to 
this house, forasmuch as he 
also is ason of Abraham, 

10 For the Son of man is 
come to seek and to save that 
which was lost. 

1i And as they heard these 
things, he added and spake a 
parable, because he was nigh 
toJerusalem, and becausethey 
thought that the kingdom of 
God should immediately ap- 
pear. 

12 He said therefore, A cer- 
tain nobleman went into afar 
country to receive for himself 
a kingdom, and to return. 

13 And hecalled his ten sery- 
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ants, and delivered them ten 
pounds, and said unto them, 
Occupy till I come. 

14 But his citizens hated him, 
and sent a message after him, 
saying, We will not have this 
man to reign over us. 

15 And it came to pass, that 
when he was returned, having 
received the kingdom, then he 
commanded these servants to 
be called unto him, to whom 
he had given the money, that 
he might know how much 
every man had gained by 
trading. 

16 Then came the first, say- 
ing, Lord, thy pound hath 
gained ten pounds. 

17 And he said unto him, 
Well, thou good servant: be- 
eause thou hast been faithful 
in a very little, have thou au- 
thority over ten cities. 

18 And the second came, say- 
ing, Lord, thy pound hath 
gained five pounds. 

19 And he said likewise to 
him, Be thou also over five 
cities. ; 

20 And another came, saying, 
Lord, behold, hereisthy pound, 
which I have kept laid up ina 
napkin: 

21 For I feared thee, because 
thou art an austere man: thou 
takest up that thou layedst 
not down, and reapest that 
thou didst not sow. 

22 And he saith unto him, 
Out of thine own mouth will 
I judge thee, thow wicked 
servant. Thou knewest that 
I was an austere man, taking 
up that I laid not down, and 
reaping that I did not sow: 

23 Wherefore then gavest not 
thou my money into the bank, 
that at my coming I might 
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have required mine own with 
usury ? 

24 And he said unto them 
that stood by, Take from him 
the pound, and give i to him 
that hath ten pounds. 

25 (And they said unto him, 
Lord, he hath ten pounds.) 

26 For Isay unto you, That 
unto every one which hath 
shall be given; and from him 
thathathnot,eventhathehath 
shall be taken away from him. 

27 But those mine enemies, 
which would not that Ishould 
reign over them,bring hither, 
and slay them before me. 

28 § And when he had thus 
spoken, he went before, as- 
cending up to Jerusalem. 

29 And it came to pass, when 
he was come nigh to Beth- 
phage and Bethany, at the 
mount called the mount of 
Olives, he sent two of his dis- 
ciples, 

30 Saying, Go ye into the vil- 
lage over against you; in the 
which at your entering ye 
shall find a colt tied, whereon 
yet never man sat: loose him, 
and bring him hither. 

31 And if any man ask you, 
Why do ye loose him? thus 
shallyesay unto him, Because 
the Lord hath need of him. 

32 And they that were sent 
went their way, and found 
even as hehad said unto them. 

33 And as they were loosing 
the colt, the owners thereof 
said unto them, Why loose ye 
the colt? 

34 And they said, The Lord 
hath need of him. 

8 And they brought him to 
Jesus: andthey cast their gar- 
ments upon the colt, and they 
set Jesus thereon.

36 And as he went, they spread 
their clothes in the way. 

387 And when he was come 
nigh, even now at the descent 
of the mount of Olives, the 
whole multitude of the disci- 
ples began to rejoice and 
praise God with a loud voice 
for all the mighty works that 
they had seen; 

38 Saying, Blessed be the King 
that cometh in the’name of 
the Lord: peace in heaven, 
and glory in the highest. 

39 And some of the Pharisees 
from among the multitude 
said unto him, Master, rebuke 
thy disciples. 

40 And he answered and said 
unto them, I tell you that, if 
these should hold their peace, 
. thestones would immediately 
ery out. 

41 §{ And when he was come 
near, he beheld the city, and 
‘wept over it, 

42 Saying, If ‘thou hadst 
known, even thou, at least in 


this thy day, the things which- 


belong unto thy peace! but 
now they are hid from thine 
eyes. 

43 For the days shall come 
upon thee, that thine enemies 
shall cast a trench about thee, 
and compass thee round, and 
keep thee in on every side, 

44 And shall lay thee even 
with the ground, and thy chil- 
dren within thee; and they 
shall not leave in thee one 
stone upon another; because 
thou knewest not the time of 
thy visitation. 

45 And he went into the tem- 
ple, and began to cast out 
them that sold therein, and 
them that bought; 
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written, My house is the house 
of prayer; but ye have made 
it a den of thieves. 

47 And he taught daily in the 
temple. But the chief priests 
and the scribes and the chief 
of the peoplesought to destroy 
him, 

48 And could not find what 
they might do: for all the 
people were very attentive to 
hear him. 

CHAPTER XX, 


1 Christ avoucheth his authority by a 
question of John’s baptism.

Neither tell I you by what 
authority I do these things. 

9 Then began he to speak to 
the people this parable; A cer- 
tain man planted a vineyard, 
and let it forth to husband- 
men, and went into afar coun- 
try for a long time. 

10 And atthe season he sent 
a servant to the husbandmen, 
that they should give him of 
the fruit of the vineyard: but 
the husbandmen beat him, 
and sent him away empty. 

11 And again he sent anoth- 
er servant: and they beat 
him also, and entreated him 
shamefully, and senthimaway 
empty. 

12 And again he sent a third: 
and they wounded him also, 
and cast him out. 

13 Then said the lord of the 
vineyard, What shallI do? I 
will send my beloved son: it 
may be they will reverence 
him when they see him.

15 So they cast him out of 
the vineyard, and killed him. 
What therefore shall the lord 
of the vineyard do unto them? 

16 Heshall come and destroy 
these husbandmen, and shall 
give the vineyard to others. 
And when they heard it, they 
said, God forbid. 

17 And he beheld them, and 
said, What is this then that is 
written, The stone which the 
builders rejected, the same is 
becomethe head of the corner? 

18 Whosoever shall fall upon 
that stone shall be broken; 
but on whomsoever it shall 
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of the vineyard. 
fall, it will grind him to 
powder. k 

19 J And the chief priests 
and the scribes the same hour 
sought to lay hands on him; 
and they feared the people: 
for they perceived that he had 
spoken this parable against 
them. 

20 And they watched him, 
and sent forth spies, which 
should feign themselves just 
men, that they might take 
hold of his words, that so they 
might deliver him unto the 
power and authority of the 
governor. 

21 And they asked him, say- 
ing, Master, we know that 
thou sayest and teachest right- 
ly, neither acceptest thou the 


person of any; but teachest the: 


way of God truly: 

22 Is it lawful for us to give 
tribute unto Cesar, or no? 

23 But he perceived their 
craftiness, and said unto them, 
Why tempt ye me? 

24Shew mea penny. Whose 
image and superscription hath 
it? They answered and said, 
Cesar’s. 

25 And he said unto them, 
Render therefore unto Cesar 
the things which be Cesar’s, 


and unto God the things- 


which be God’s. 

26 And they could not take 
hold of his words before the 
people: and they marvelled 
at: his answer, and held their 
peace. 

27 § Then came to hin cer- 
tain of the Sadducees, which 


‘deny that there is any resur- 


rection; and they asked him, 
28 Saying, Master, Moses 
wrote unto us, If any man’s 
brother die, having a wife, 


Of the resurrection. 


and he die without chiidren, 
that his brother should take 
his wife, and raise up seed un- 
to his brother. 

29 There were therefore sey- 
en brethren: and the first 
took a wife, and died with- 
out children. 

30 And the second took her 
to wife, and he died childless. 
81 And the third took her; 
and in like manner the seven 
also: and they left no chil- 
dren, and died. 

32 Last of all the woman died 
also. 

33 Therefore in the resurrec- 
tion whose wife ofthem is she? 
for seven had her to wife. 

34 And Jesus answering said 
unto them, The children of 
this world marry, and are 
given in marriage: 

3) But they which shall be 
accounted worthy to obtain 
that world, and the resurrec- 
tion from the dead, neither 
marry, nor are given in mar- 
riage: 

36 Neither can they die any 
more: for they are equal un- 
to the angels; and are the 
children of God, being the 
children of the resurrection. 
37 Now. that the dead are 
raised, even Moses shewed 
at the bush, when he calleth 
the Lord the God of Abra- 
ham, and the God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob. 

88 For he is not a God of the 
dead, but.of the living: forall 
live unto him. 

39 § Then certain: of the 
scribes answering said, Mas- 
ter, thou hast well said. 

40 And after that they durst 
not ask him any question at all. 

41 And he said unto them, 
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How say they that Christ is 
Davyid’s son? 

42 And David himself saith 
in the book of Psalms, The 
LorpD said unto my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right hand, 

43 Till I make thine enemies 
thy footstool. 

44 David therefore calleth 
him Lord, how is he then 
his son? 

45. § Then in the audience of 
all the people he said unto 
his disciples, 

46 Beware of the seribes, 
which desire to walk in long 
robes, and love greetings in 
the markets, and the highest 
seats in the synagogues, and 
the chief rooms at feasts; 

47 Which devour widows’ 
houses, and for a shew make 
long prayers: the same shall 
receive greater damnation. 


CHAPTER XXT. 

1 Christ’ commendeth the poor widow. 5 
He foretelleth the destruction of the 
temple, and of the. city Jerusalem : 23 
the signs also which shall be before the 
last day. 34 He exhorteth them to be 
watchful.

6 As for these things which 
ye behold, the days will come, 
in the which there shall not 
be left one stone upon an- 
other, that shall not be thrown 
down. 

7 And they asked him, say- 
ing, Master, but when shall 
these things be? and what 
sign will there be when these 
things shall come to pass? 

8 And he said, Take heed 
that ye be not deceived: for 
many shall comein my name, 
saying, I am Christ; and the 
time draweth near: go ye not 
therefore after them. 

9 But when ye shall hear of 
wars and commotions, be not 
terrified: for these things 
must first come to pass; but 
the end is not by and by. 

10 Then said he unto them, 
Nation shall rise against na- 
tion, and kingdom panes 
kingdom: 

il And great palheunices 
shall be in divers places, and 
famines, and pestilences; and 
fearful sights and great signs 
shall there be from heaven. 

12 But before all these, they 
shall lay their hands on you, 
and persecute you, delivering 
you up to the synagogues, and 
into prisons, being brought 
before kings and rulers for 
my name’s sake. 

13 And it shall turn to you 
for a testimony. 

14 Settle it therefore in your 
hearts, not to meditate before 
what ye shall answer: 

15 For I will give you a 

‘mouth and wisdom, which 
all your adversaries shall 
not be able to gainsay nor 
resist. 

16 And ye shall be betrayed 
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both by parents, and brethren, 
and kinsfolks, and friends; 
and some of you shall they 
cause to be put to death, 

17 And ye shall be hated of 
all men for my name’s sake.» 

18 But there shall not a hair 
of your head perish. 

19 In your patience possess 
ye your souls. 

20 And when ye shall see Je- 
rusalem compassed with ar- 
mies, then know that the des- 
olation thereof is nigh. 

21 Then let them which are 
in Judea flee to the mount- 
ains; and let them which are 
in the midst of it depart out; 
and let not them that are in 
the countries enter thereinto. 

22 For these be the days of 
vengeance, that all things 
which are written may be 
fulfilled. 

23 But woe unto them that 
are with child, and to them 
that give suck, in those days! 
for there shall be great dis- 
tress in the land, and wrath 
upon this people. 

24 And they shall fall by the 
edge of the sword, and shall 
be led away captive into all 
nations: and Jerusalem shall 
be trodden down of the Gen- 
tiles, until the times of the 
Gentiles be fufilled. 

25 § And there shall be signs 
in the sun, and in the moon, 
and in the stars; and upon 
the earth distress of nations, 
with perplexity; the sea and 
the waves roaring; 

26 Men’s hearts failing them 
for fear, and for looking after 
those things which are coming 
on the earth: for the powers 
of heaven shall be shaken. 

27 And then shall they see the

Son of man coming in a cloud 
with power and great glory. 

28 And when these things be- 
gin to come to pass, then look 
up, and lift up your heads; 
for your redemption draweth 
nigh. 

29 And he spake to them a 
parable; Behold the fig tree, 
and all the trees; 

30 When they now shoot 
forth, ye see and know of your 
own selves that summer is 
now nigh at hand. 

81 So likewise ye, when ye 
see these things come to pass, 
know ye that the kingdom of 
God is nigh at hand. 

32 Verily I say unto you, 
This generation shall not pass 
away, till all be fulfilled. 

33 Heaven and earth shall 
pass away; but my words 
shall not pass away. 

34 § And take heed to your- 
Selves, lest at any time your 
hearts be overcharged with 
surfeiting, and drunkenness, 
and cares of this life, and so 
that day come upon you una- 
wares, 

35 For as a snare shall it 
come on all them that dwell 
on the face of the whole 
earth. 

386 Watch ye therefore, and 
pray always, that ye may be 
accounted worthy to escape 
all these things that shall 
come to ‘pass, and to stand be- 
fore the Son of man. 

37 And in the daytime he was 
teaching in the temple; and 
at night he went out, and a- 
bode in the mount that is call- 
ed the mount of Olives.

12 And he shall’shew you a 
large upper room furnished: 
there make ready. 

13 And they went, and found 
as he had said unto them: and 
they made ready the pass- 
over. 

14 And when the hour was 
come, he sat down, and the 
twelve apostles with him. 

15 And he said unto them, 
With desire I have desired to 
eat this passover with you be- 
fore I suffer: 

16 For E say unto you, I will 
not any more eat thereof, un- 
til it be fulfilled in the king- 
dom of God. 

17 And he took the cup, and 
gave thanks; and said, Take 
this, and divide it among your- 
selves: 

18 For I say unto you, I will 
not. drink of the fruit of the 
vine, until the kingdom of 
God shall come.

22 And truly the Son of man 
goeth, as it was determined: 
but woe unto that man by 
whom he is betrayed! 

23 And they began to inquire

them it was that should do: 
this thing, 

24 § And there was also a 
strife among them, which of 
them should be accounted the.

25 And he said unto them,,. 
The kings of the Gentiles ex- 
ercise lordship over them; 
and they that exercise author- 
ity upon them are called ben- 
efactors. 

26 But ye shall not beso: but 
he that is greatest among you, 
let him be as the younger; 
and he that is chief, as he that 
doth serve. 

27 For whether is greater, he 
thatsitteth at meat, or he that 
serveth ? is not he that sitteth 
at meat? but I am among yeu 
aS he that serveth. 

28 Ye are they which have 
continued with me in my 
temptations.

purse, and scrip, and shoes, 
lacked ye any thing? And 
they said, Nothing.. 

36 Then said he unto them, 
But now, he that hath a purse, 
let him take if, and likewise 
his scrip: and he that hath no 
sword, let him sell his gar- 
ment, and buy one. 

87 For I say unto you, that 
this that is written must yet 
be accomplished in me, And 
he was reckoned among the 
transgressors: for the things 
concerning me have an end. 

88 And they said, Lord, be- 
hold, here are two swords. 
And he said unto them, It is 
enough. 

39 § And he came out, and 
went, as he was wont, to the 
mount of Olives; and his dis- 
ciples also followed him. 

40 And when he was at the 
place, he said unto them, Pray 
that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion. ; 

41 And he was withdrawn 
from them: about a stone’s 
cast, and kneeled down, and 
prayed, 

42 Saying, Father, if thou be 
willing, remove this cup from 
me: nevertheless,notmy will, 
but thine, be done. 

43 And there appeared an an- 
gel unto him from heaven, 
strengthening him. 

44 And being in an agony he 
prayed more earnestly: and 
his sweat was as it were great 
drops of blood falling down to 
the ground. 

45 And when herose up from 
prayer, and was come to his 
disciples, he found them sleep- 
ing for sorrow, 

46 And said unto them, Why 
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I sent you without: 


Judas betrayeth him, 


sleep ye? rise and pray, lest ye 
enter into temptation, 

47 | And while he yet spake, 
behold a multitude, and he 
that was called Judas, one of 
the twelve, went before them, 
and drew near unto Jesus to 
kiss him. 

48 But Jesus said unto him, 
Judas, betrayest thou the Son 
of man with a kiss? 2 

49 When they which were 
about him saw what would 
follow, they said: unto him, 
Lord, shall we smite with the 
sword? 

50 { And one of them smote 
the servant of the high priest, 
and cut off his right ear. 

51. And Jesus: answered and 
said, Suffer ye thus far. And 
he touched his ear, and healed 
him, 

52 Then Jesus said unto the 
chief priests, and captains of 
the temple, and the elders, 
which were come to him, Be 
ye come out, as against a thief, 
with swords and staves ? 

53 When I was daily with 
you in thetemple, yestretehed 
forth no hands against me: 
but this is your hour, and the 
power of darkness, 

54 J Then took they him, and 
led- him, and brought him into’, 
the high priest’s house. And 
Peter followed afar off. 

55 And when they had kindled 
a fire in the midst of the hall, 
and were set down together, 
Peter sat' down among them. 

56 But a certain maid beheld 
him as he sat by the fire, and. 
earnestly looked upon him, 
and said, This man. was also 
with him. 

57 And he denied him, saying, 
Woman, I know him not.- 
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Peter denieth Christ. 


58 And after alittle while an- 
other saw him, and said, Thou 
art also of them. And Peter 
said, Man, I am not. 

59 And about the space of one 
hour after another confidently 
affirmed, saying, Of a truth 
this fellow also was with him; 
for he is a Galilean. 

60 And Petersaid,Man, I know 
not what thou sayest. And 
immediately, while he yet 
spake, the cock crew. 

61 And the Lord turned, and 
looked upon Peter. And Pe- 
ter remembered the word of 
the Lord, how he had said un- 
to him, Before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. 

62 And Peter went out, and 
wept bitterly. 

63 { And the men that held 
Jesus mocked him, and smote 
him. 

64 And when they had blind- 
folded him, they struck him 
on the face, and asked him, 
saying, Prophesy, who is it 
that smote thee? 

65 And many other things 
blasphemously spake they 
against him. 

66 { And as soon as it was 
day, the elders of the peeple 
and the chief priests and the 
scribes came together, and led 
him into their council, saying, 

67 Art thou the Christ? tell 
us. And he said unto them, 
If I tell you, ye will not be- 
lieve: 

68 And if I also ask you, ye 
will not answer me, nor let 
me £0. 

69 Hereafter shall the Son of 
man sit on the right hand of 
the power of God. 

70 Then said they all, Art 
thou then the Son of God? 
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Christ before Pilate. 
And he said unto them, ‘Ye 
say that I am. 

71 And they said, What need 
we any further witness ? for 
we ourselves have heard of 
his own mouth. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 

1 Jesus is accused before Pilate, and sent 
to Herod. 8 Herod mocketh him. 12 
Herod and Pilate are made friends. 13 
Barabbas is desired of the people, and 
is loosed by Pilate, and Jesus is given 
to becructfied. 27 He telleth the women, 
that lament him, the destruction of 
Jerusalem: 34 prayeth for his enentics. 
39 Two evil doersare crucified withhim. 
46 Hisdeath. 50 Ais burial. 


ND the whole multitude of 
them arose, and led him 
unto Pilate. 

2 And they began to accuse 
him, saying, We found this fel- 
low perverting the nation, 
and forbidding to give tribute 
to Cesar, saying that he him- 
selfis Christ a king. 

3 And Pilate asked him, say- 
ing, Art thou the King of the 
Jews? And he answered him 
and said, Thou sayest it. 

4 Then said Pilate to the chief 
priests and ¢o the people, I 
find no fault in this man. 

5 And they were the more 
fierce, saying, He stirreth up 
the people, teaching through- 
out all Jewry, beginning from 
Galilee to this place. 

6 When Pilate heard of Gali- 
lee, heasked whether the man 
were a Galilean. 

7 And as soon as he knew that 
he belonged unto Herod’s ju- 
risdiction, he sent him to 
Herod, who himself also was 
at Jerusalem at that time. 

8 { And when Herod saw Je- 
sus, he was exceeding glad: 
for he was desirous to see him 
of a long season, because he 
had heard many things of

him; and he hoped to have, 21 But they cried, saying, 


seen some miracle done by 
him. ° 

9 Then he questioned with 
him in many words; but he 
answered him nothing. 

10 And the chief priests and 
scribes stood and vehemently 
accused him. 

11 And Herod with his men 
of war set him at nought, and 
mocked him, and arrayed him 
in a gorgeous robe, and sent 
him again to Pilate. 

12 { And the same day Pilate 
and Herod were made friends 
together; for before they were 
atenmity between themselves. 

13 { And Pilate, when he had 
ealled together the chief 
priests and the rulers and 
the people, 

14 Said unto them, Ye have 
brought this man unto me, as 
one that perverteth the peo- 
ple; and, behold, I, having 
examined him before you, 
have found no fault in this 
man touching those things 
whereof ye accuse him: 

15 No, nor yet Herod: for I 
sent you to him; and, lo, noth- 


ing worthy of death is done 


unto him. 

16 I will therefore chastise 
him, anc release him. 

17 (For of necessity he must 
release one unto them at the 
feast.) 

18 And they cried out.all at 
once, saying, Away with this 
man, and release unto us Ba- 
rabbas: 

19 (Who for a certain sedition 
made in the city, and for mur- 
der, was cast into prison.) 

20 Pilate therefore, willing to 
release Jesus, Spake again to 
them. 





Crucify him, crucify him. 

22 And he said unto them the 
third time, Why, what evil 
hath he done? I have found 
no cause of death in him: I 
will therefore chastise him, 
and let him go. 

23 And they wereinstant with 
loud voices, requiring that he 
might be crucified: and the 
voices of them and of the chief 
priests prevailed. 

24 And Pilate gave sentence 
that it should be as they re- 
quired. 

25 And he released unto them 
him that forsedition and mur- 
derwas cast into prison, whom 
they had desired; but he de- 
livered Jesus to their will. 

26 And as they led him away, 
they laidhold upon oneSimon, 
a Cyrenian, coming out of the 
country, and on him they laid 
the cross, that he might bear 
it after Jesus. 

27 { And there followed him 
a great company of people, 
and of women, which also be- 
wailed and lamented him. 

28 But Jesus turning unto 
them said, Daughters of Jeru- 
salem, weep not for me, but 
weep for yourselves, and for 
your children. 

29 For, behold, the days are 
coming, in the which they 
shall say, Blessed «#7e the bar- 
ren, and the wombs that never 
bare, andthe paps which never 
gave suck, 

80 Then shall they begin to 
say to the mountains, Fall on 
us; and to the hills, Cover us. 

31 For if they do these things 
in a green tree, what shall be 
done in the dry ? 

32 And there were also two 
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others, malefactors, led with 
him to be put to death. 

33 And when they were come 
to the place, which is called 
Calvary, there they crucified 
him, and themalefactors, one 
on the right hand, and the 
other on the left. 

34 { Then said Jesus, Father, 
forgive them; for they know 
not what they do. And they 
parted his raiment, and cast 
lots. 

35 And the people stood be- 
holding. And the rulers also 
withthem derided him, saying, 
He saved others; let him save 
himself, if he be Christ, the 
chosen of God. 

86 And the soldiers also mock- 
ed him, coming to him, and 
offering him vinegar, 

37 And saying, If thou be the 
King of the Jews, save thyself. 

38 And a superscription also 
was written over him in let- 
ters of Greek, and Latin, and 
Hebrew, THISIS THEKING 
OF THE JEWS. 

39 § And one of the malefac- 
tors which were hanged railed 
en him, saying, If thou be 
Christ, save thyself and us. 

40 But the other answering 
rebuked him, saying, Dost not 
thou fear God, seeing thou art 
in the same condemnation ? 

41 And we indeed justly; for 
we receive the due reward of 
our deeds: but this man hath 
done nothing amiss. 

42 And he said unto Jesus, 
Lord,remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom. 

43 And Jesus said unto him, 
Verily I say unto thee, To day 
shalt thou be with me in para- 
dise. 

44 And it was about the sixth 
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hour, and there was a dark- 
ness over all the earth until 
the ninth hour. 

45 And the sun was darkened, 
and the vail of the temple was 
rent in the midst. 

46 § And when Jesus had 
cried with a loudivoice, he said, 
Father, into thy hands I com- 
mend my spirit: and having 
said thus, he gave up theghost. 

47 Now when the centurion 
saw what was done, he glori- 
fied God, saying, Certainly 
this was a righteous man. 

48 And all the people that 
came together to that sight, 
beholding the things which 
were done, smote theirbreasts, 
and returned. 

49 And all his acquaintance, 
and the women that followed 
him from Galilee, stood afar 
off, beholding these things. 

50 { And, behold, there was a 
man named Joseph, a coun- 
sellor; and he was a good man, 
and ajust: 

51 (The same had not con- 
sented to the counsel and deed 
ofthem:) hewasof Arimathea, 
a city of the Jews; who also 
himself waited for the king- 
dom of God. 

52 This man went unto Pilate, 
and begged the body of Jesus. 

53 And he took it down, and 
wrapped itin linen, and laid it 
in a sepulchre that was hewn 
in stone, wherein never man 
before was laid. 

54 And that day was the prep- 
aration, and the sabbath drew 
on. 

55 And thewomen also, which 
came with him from Galilee, 
followed after, and beheld the 
sepulchre, and how his body 


was laid. y 


Christ's resurrection, 


56 And they returned, and 
prepared spices and oint- 
ments; and rested thesabbath 
day according to the com- 
mandment. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 


1 Christ’s resurrection isa declared by 
two angels to the women that come to 
the sepulchre. 9 These report it to 
others. 13 Christ himself appeareth to 
the two disciples that went to Emmaue: 
86 afterwards he appeareth to the 
apostles, and reproveth their wnbelief : 
47 giveth them a charge: 49 promiseth 
the Holy Ghost: 51 and so ascendeth 
into heaven. 


Now upon the first day of 
the week, very early in 
the morning, they came unto 
the ‘sepulchre, bringing the 
spices which they had pre- 
pared, and certain others with 
them. 

2And they found the stone 
rolled .away from the ‘sep- 
ulchre. 

38 And they entered in, and 
found not the body of the Lord 
Jesus. 

4 And it came to pass, as 
they were much perplexed 
thereabout, behold, two men 
stood by them in shining gar- 
ments: 

5 And as they were afraid, 
and bowed down their faces to 
theearth, they said unto them, 
Whyseek ye the living among 
the dead ? 

6 He is not here, but is risen: 
remember how he spake unto 
you when he was yeé in Gali- 
lee, 

7 Saying, The Son of man 
must be delivered into the 
hands of sinful men, and be 
_ erucified, and the third day 
rise again. 

8 And they remembered his 
Pte. 

9 ‘And returned from the sep- 

ulchre, and told .all these 
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and appearance. 


things unto the eleven, and 
to all the rest. 

10 It was Mary Magdalene, 
and Joanna, and Mary the 
mother of James, and other 
women that were with them, 
which told these things unto 
the apostles. 

11 And their words seemed 
to them as idle tales, and they 
believed them not. 

12 Then arose Peter, and ran 
unto thesepulchre; and stoop- 
ing down, he beheld the linen 
clothes laid by themselves, 
and departed, wondering in 
himself at that which was 
come to pass. 

13 § And, behold, two of 
them went that same day to 
a village called Hmmaus, 
which was. from Jerusalem 
about threescore furlongs. 

14 And they talked together 
of all these things which sie 
happened. 

15 And it came to pass, that: 
while they communed together 
and reasoned, Jesus himself 
drew near, and went with 
them. 

16 But their eyes were hold- 
en that they should not know 
him, 

17 And he said unto them, 
What manner of communica- 
tions are these that ye have 
one to another, as ye walk, 
and are sad? 

18 And the one of them, 
whose name was Cleopas, 
answering said unto him, Art 
thou only a stranger in Jeru- 
salem, and hast not known 
the things which are come to 
pass there in these days? 

19 And he said unto them, 
What things? And they said 
unto him, Concerning Jesus 
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of Nazareth, which was a 
prophet mighty in deed and 
word before God and all the 
people: 

20 And how the chief priests 
and our rulers delivered him 
to be condemned to death, and 
have crucified him. 

21 But we trusted that it had 
been he which should have 
redeemed Israel: and beside 
all this, to day is the third day 
Since these things were done. 

22 Yea, and certain women 
also of our company made us 
astonished, which were early 
at the sepulchre; 

23 And when they found not 
his body, they came, saying, 
that they had also seen a 
vision of angels, which said 
that he was alive. 

24 And certain of them which 
were with us went to the sep- 
ulchre, and found it even so 
as the women had said: but 
him they saw not. 

25 Then he said unto them, 
O fools, and slow of heart to 
believe all that the prophets 
have spoken: 

26 Ought not Christ to have 
suffered these things, and to 
enter into his glory ? 

27 And beginning at Moses 
and all the prophets, he ex- 
pounded unto them in all the 
Scriptures the things concern- 
ing himself. 

28 And they drew nigh unto 
the village, whither they 
went: and he made as though 
he would have gone further. 

29 But they constrained him, 
saying, Abide with us; for it 
is toward evening, and the 
day is far spent. And he 
went in to tarry with them. 

30 And it came to pass, as he 
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to his disciples 


sat at meat with them, he 
took bread, and blessed it, 
and brake, and gave to them. 

31 And their eyes were open- 
ed, and they knew him; and 
he vanished out of their sight. 

32 And they said one to an- 
other, Did not our heart burn 
within us, while he talked 
with us by the way, and while 
he opened to ustheScriptures? 

33 And they rose up the same 
hour, and returned to Jerusa- 
lem, and found the eleven 
gathered together, and them 
that were with them, 

34 Saying, The Lord is risen 
indeed, and hath appeared to 
Simon. 

35 And they told what things 
were done in the way, and how 
he was known of them in 
breaking of bread, 

36 § And as they thus spake, 
Jesus himself stood in the 
midst of them, and saith unto 
them, Peace be unto you. 

87 But they were terrified and 
affrighted, and supposed that 
they had seen a spirit. 

88 And he said unto them, 
Why are ye troubled? and 
why do thoughts arise in your 
hearts ? 

39 Behold my hands and my 
feet, that itis I myself: handle 
me, and see; for aspirit hath 
not flesh and bones, as ye see 
me have. 

40 And when he had thus 
spoken, he shewed them his 
hands and his feet. 

41 And while they yet be- 
lieved not for joy, and won: . 
dered, he said unto them, 
Have ye here any meat? 

42 And they gave him a piece 
of a broiled fish, and of a 
honeycomb. 


\ 


after his resurrection. 


43 And he took it, and did 
eat before them. 

44 And he said unto them, 
These are the words which I 
spake unto you, while I was 
yet with you, that all things 
must be fulfilled, which were 
written in the law of Moses, 
and tn the prophets, and in 
the psalms, concerning me. 
45 Then opened he their un- 
derstanding, that they might 
understand the Scriptures, 

46 Andsaid unto them,Thus it 
iswritten,andthusit behooved 
Christ to suffer, and to rise 
from the dead the third day: 

7 And that repentance and 
remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among 
all nations, beginning at Jeru- 
salem. 
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His ascension. 


48 And ye are Witnesses of 
these things. 

49 § And, behold, I send the 
promise of my Father upen 
you: but tarry ye in the city 
of Jerusalem, until ye be en- 
dued with power from on 
high. 

50 ¢ And he led them out 
as'far as to Bethany, and he 
lifted up his hands, and bless- 
ed them. 

51 And it came to pass, while 
he blessed them, he was part- 
ed from them, and carried up 
into heaven. 

52 And they worshipped him, 
and returned to Jerusalem 
with great joy: 

538 And were continually in 
the temple, praising and 
blessing God. Amen.

CHAPTER I. 

1 The divinity, humanity, and office of 
Jesus Christ. 15 The testimony of 
John. 39 The calling of Andrew, 
Peter, $c. 


N the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was 
God. 
2 The same was in the be- 
ginning with God. 
8 All things were made by 
him; and without him was not 
any thing made that was made. 
4 In him was life; and the 
life was the light of men. 
5 And the light shineth in 
darkness; and the darkness 
comprehended it not. 
64 There was aman sent from 
God, whose name was John. 
7 The same came for a wit- 
pness, to bear witness of the 
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Light, that all men through 
him might believe. 

8 He was not that Light, but 
was sent to bear witness of 
that Light. 

9 That was the true Light, 
which lighteth every man 
that cometh into the world. 

10 He was in the world, and 
the world was made by him, 
and the world knew him not. 

11 He came unto his own, and 
his own received him not. 

12 But as many as received 
him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on 
his name: 

18 Which were born, not of 
blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, 
but of God. 
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14 And the Word was made 
flesh, and dwelt among us, 
(and we beheld his glory, the 
glory as of the only begotten 
of the Father,) full of grace 
and truth. 

15 § John bare witness of 
him, and cried, saying, This 
was he of whom I spake, He 
that cometh after me is pre- 
ferred before me; for he was 
before me. 

16 And of his falness have 
all we received, and grace for 
grace. 

17 For the law was given by 
Moses, but grace and truth 
eame by Jesus Christ. 

18 No man hath seen God at 
any time; the only begotten 
Son, which is in the bosom of 


' the Father, he hath declared 


him. 

19 { And this is the record of 
John, when the Jews sent 
priests and Levites from Je- 
rusalem to ask him, Who art 
thou ? 

20 And he confessed, and de- 
nied not; but confessed, I am 
not the Christ. 

21 And they asked him, What 
then? Art thou Elias? And 
he saith, I am not. Art thou 
that Prophet? And he an- 
swered, No. 

22 Then said they unto him, 
Who art thou? that we may 
give an answer to them that 
sent us.. What sayest thou of 
thyself? 

23 He said, I am the voice of 
one crying in the wilderness, 
Make straight the way of the 
Lord, as said the prophet 
Esaias, 

24 And they with: were sent 
were of the Pharisees. 

2 And they asked him, and 
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of Christ. 


said unto him, Why baptizest 
thou then, if thou be not that 
Christ, nor Elias, neither that 
Prophet ? 

26 John answered them, say- 
ing, [ baptize with water: but 
there standeth one among 
you, whom ye know not; 

27 He it is, who coming after 
me is preferred before me, 
whose shoe’s latchet Iam not 
worthy to unloose. 

28 These things were done 
in Bethabara beyond Jordan, 
where John was baptizing. 

29 { The next day John seeth 
Jesus coming unto him, and 
saith, Behold the Lamb of 
God, which taketh away ‘the 
sin’ of the world! 

30 This is he of whom I said, 
After me cometh aman which 
is preferred before me; for he 
was before me. 

31 And I knew him not: but 
that he should be made mani- 
fest to Israel, therefore am I 
come baptizing with water. 

32 And John bare record, 
saying, I saw the Spirit de- 
scending from heaven like a 
dove, and it abode upon him; 

33 And I knew him not: but 
he that sent me to baptize 
with water, the same said un- 
to me, Upon whom thou shalt 
see the Spirit descending, and 
remaining on him, the same 
is he which baptizeth with thg, 
Holy Ghost. 

34 And I saw, and bare record 
that this is the Son of God. 

35 § Again the next day after, 
John stood, and two of his 
disciples; 

36 And looking upon Jesus 
as he walked, he saith, Be- 
hold the Lamb of God! 

37 And the two. disciples 
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Calling of Andrew, 


heard him speak, and they 
followed Jesus. 

38 Then Jesus turned, and 
saw them following, and saith 
unto them, What seek ye? 
They said unto him, Rabbi, 
(which is to say, being inter- 
preted, Master,) where dwell- 
est thou? 

39 He saith unto them, Come 
and see. They came and saw 
where he dwelt, and abode 
with him that day: for it was 
about the tenth hour. 

40 One of the two which 
heard John speak, and fol- 
lowed him, was Andrew, Si- 
mon Peter’s brother. 

41 He first findeth his own 
brother Simon, and saith un- 
to him, We have found the 
Messias, which is, being inter- 
preted, the Christ. 

42 And he brought him to Je- 
sus. And when Jesus beheld 
him, he said, Thou art Simon 
the son of Jona: thou shalt be 
called Cephas, which is by in- 
terpretation, A stone. 

43 J The day following Jesus 
would go forth into Galilee, 
and findeth Philip, and saith 
unto him, Follow me. 

44 Now Philip was of Beth- 
saida, the city of Andrew and 
Peter. 

45 Philip findeth Nathanael, 
and saith unto him, We have 
found him, of whom Moses in 
the law, and the prophets, did 
write, Jesus of Nazareth, the 
son of Joseph. 

46 And Nathanael said unto 
him, Can there any good thing 
come out of Nazareth? Philip 
saith unto him, Come and 
see, 

_ 47 Jesus saw Nathanael com- 
ing to him, and saith of him, 
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Peter, and others. 


Behold an Israelite indeed, in 
whom is no guile! 

48 Nathanael saith unto him, 
Whence knowest thou me? 
Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Before that Philip called 
thee, when thou wast under 
the fig tree, I saw thee. 

49 Nathanael answered and 
saith unto him, Rabbi, thou 
art the Son of God; thou art 
the King of Israel. 

50 Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Because I said un- 
to thee, Isaw thee under the 
fig tree, believest thou? thou 
shalt see greater things than 
these. 

51 And he saith unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Hereafter ye shall see heaven 
open, and the angels of God 
ascending and descending up- 
on the Son of man. 

CHAPTER II. 


1 Christ turneth water into wine, 12 de- 
parteth into Capernaum, and to Jeru- 
salem, 14 where he purgeth the temple 
of buyers and sellers. 19 He foretelleth 
his death and reaurrection. 23 Many 
believed because of his miracles, but he 
would not trust himeelf with them. 


ND the third day there was 

a marriage in Cana of 

Galilee; and the mother of Je- 
sus was there: 

2 And both Jesus was called, 
and his disciples, to the mar- 
riage. 

3 And when they wanted 
wine, the mother of Jesussaith 
unto him, They have no wine. 

4 Jesus saith unto her, Wo- 
man, what have I to do with 
thee? mine hour is not yet 
come, 

5 His mother saith unto the 
servants, Whatsoever hesaith 
unto you, do it. 

6 And there were set there 
six waterpots of stone, after 
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Christ purgceth 
the manner of the purifying 
of the Jews, containing two or 
three firkins apiece. 

7 Jesus saith unto them, Fill 
the waterpots with water. 
And they filled them up to the 
brim. 

8 And he saith unto them, 
Draw out now, and bear unto 
the governor of the feast. 
And they bare it. 

9 When the ruler of the feast 
had tasted the water that was 
made wine, and knew not 
whence it was, (but the serv- 
ants which drew the water 
knew,) the governor of the 
feast called the bridegroorn, 

10 And saith unto him, Every 
man at the beginning doth set 
forth good wine; and when 
men have well drunk, then 
that which is worse: but thou 
hast kept the good wine until 
now. 

j1 This beginning of miracles 
did Jesus in Cana of Galilee, 
and manifested forth his glo- 
ry; and his disciples believed 
on him. 

12 § After this he went down 
to Capernaum, he, and his 
mother, and his brethren, and 
his disciples; and they con- 
tinued there not many days. 

13 { And the Jews’ passover 
was at hand, and Jesus went 
up to Jerusalem, 

14 And found in the temple 
those that sold oxen and sheep 
and doves, and the changers 
of money sitting: 

15 And when he had madea 
scourge of small cords, he 
drove them all out of the tem- 
ple, and the sheep, and the 
oxen; and poured out the 
changers’ money, and over- 
threw the tables; ‘ 
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the temple. 

16 And said unto them that 
sold doves, Take these things 
hence; make not my Father’s 
house a house of merchandise. 

17 And his disciples remem- 
bered that it was written, The 
zeal of thine house hath eaten 
me up. 

18 § Then answered the Jews 
and said unto him, What sign 
shewest thou unto us, seeing 
that thou doest these things ? 

19 Jesus answered and said 
unto them, Destroy this tem- 
ple, and in three days I will 
raise it up. 

20 Then said the Jews, Forty 
and six years was this temple 
in building, and wilt thou rear 
it up in three days ? 

21 But he spake of the temple 
of his body. 

22 When therefore he was ris- 
en from the dead, his disciples 
remembered that he had said 
this unto them; and they be- 
lieved the Scripture, and the 
word which Jesus had said. 

23 { Now when he was in Je- 
rusalem at the passover, in 
the feast day, many believed 
in his name, when they saw 
the miracles which he did. 

24 But Jesus did not commit 
himself unto them, because he 
knew all men, 

25 And needed not that any 
should testify of man; for he 
knew what was in man, 


CHAPTER IT. 

1 Christ teacheth Nicodemus the necessi- 
ty of regeneration. 14 Of faith in his 
death. 16 The great love of God to- 
wards the world. 18 Condemnation for 
unheltef. 23 The baptism, witness and 
doctrine of John concerning Christ, 

HERE was a man of the 
Pharisees, named Nicode- 
mus, a ruler of the Jews: 


2 The same came to Jesus by 
N 


Christ’s conference 
night, and said unto him, Rab- 
bi, we know that thou art a 
teacher come from God: for 
no man can do these miracles 
that thou doest, except God be 
with him. — 

3 Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man 
be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God. 

4 Nicodemus saith unto him, 
How can a man be born when 
heis old? can he enter the sec- 
ond time into his mother’s 
womb, and be born? 

5 Jesusanswered, Verily, veri- 
ly, [say unto thee, Except a 
man be born of water and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God. 

6 That which is born of the 
flesh is flesh; and that which 
is born of the Spirit is spirit. 

7 Marvel not that Isaid unto 
thee, Ye must be born again. 

8 The wind bloweth where 
it listeth, and thou hearest the 
sound thereof, but canst not 
tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth: so is every 
one that is born of the Spirit. 

9 Nicodemus answered and 
said unto him, How can these 
things be? 

10 Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Art thou a master 
of Israel, and knowest not 
these things ? 

di Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, We speak that we do 
know,and testify that we have 
seen; and ye receive not our 
witness. 

12 If I have told you earthly 


things,and ye believe not,how : 


shall ye believe, if I tell you 
of heavenly things ? 
13: And no man hath ascend- 
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ed up to heaven, but he that 
came down from heaven, even 
the Son of man which is in 
heaven. 

14 { And as Moses lifted up 
the serpent in the wilderness, 
even so must the Son of man 
be lifted up: 

15 That whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but 
have eternal life. 

16 { For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not 
perish, but have CROTON 
life. 

17 For God sent not his Son 
into the world to condemn the 
world; but that the world 
through him might be saved. 

18 § He that believeth on 
him is not condemned: but he 
that believeth not is condemn- 
ed already, because he hath 
not. believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of 
God. 

19 And this is the condemna- 
tion, that light is come into 
the world, and men loved 
darkness rather than light, be- 
cause their deeds were evil. 

20 For every one that doeth 
evil hateth the light, neither 
cometh to the light, lest his 
deeds should be reproved. 

21 But he that doeth truth 
cometh to the light, that his 
deeds may be made manifest, 
that they are wrought in God. 

22 { After these things came 
Jesus and his disciples into 
the land of Judea; and there 
he: tarried with them, and 
baptized. 


. 28 § And John also was bap- 


tizing in Enon near to Salim, 
because there was much water 
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John’s doctrine 


there: and they came, and 

were baptized, 

24 For John was not yet cast 
into prison. 

25 { Then there arose a ques- 
tion between some of John’s 
disciples and the Jews about 
purifying. 

26 And they came unto John, 
and said unto him, Rabbi, he 
that was with thee beyond Jor- 
dan, to whom thou barest wit- 
ness, behold, the same baptiz- 
eth, and all men come to him. 
27 John answered and said, 
A man can receive nothing, 
except it be given him from 
heaven. 

28 Ye yourselves bear me wit- 
ness, that I said, Iam not the 
Christ, but that I am sent. be- 
fore him. 

29 He that hath the bride is 
thebridegroom: but the friend 
of the bridegroom, which 
standeth and heareth him, re- 
joiceth greatly because of the 
pbridegroom’s voice: this. my 
joy therefore is fulfilled. 

30 He must increase, but I 
must decrease. 

31 Hethat comethfrom above 


is above all: he that is of the} 


earth is earthly, and speaketh 
of the earth: he that cometh 
from heaven is above all. 

32 And what he hath seen and 
heard,thathetestifieth; and no 
man receiveth his testimony. 

33 Hethat hath received his 
testimony hath set to his seal 
that God is true. 

34 For he whom God hath 
sent speaketh the words of 
God: for God giveth not the 
Spirit by measure unto him. 

35 The Father loveth theSon, 
and hath given all things. into 
his hand. 
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36 He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life: and 
he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him. 

CHAPTER IV. 


1 Christtalkethwitha woman of Samaria, 
and revealeth himself unto her, 27 His 
disciples marvel. 31 He declareth to 
them hia zeal to God’s glery. 39 Many 
Samaritans believe onhim. 43 He de- 
parteth into Galilee, and healeth the 
ruler’s son that lay sick at Capernawm- 


HEN therefore the Lord 

knew how the Pharisees 
had heard that Jesus made 
and baptized more disciples 
than John, 

2 (Though Jesus himself bap- 
tized not, but his disciples,) 

3 He left Judea, and depart- 
ed again into Galilee. 

4 And he must needs go 
through Samaria. 

5 Then cometh he to a city 
of Samaria, which is called 
Sychar, near to the pareel of 
ground that Jacob gave to his 
son Joseph. 

6 Now Jacob’s well was there. 


' Jesus therefore, being wearied 


with his journey, sat thus on 
the well: and it was about the 
sixth hour. 

7 There cometh a woman of 
Samaria to draw water: Jesus 
saith unto her, Give me to 
drink, 

8 (For his disciples were gone 
away unto the city to buy 
meat.) 

9 Then saith the woman of 
Samaria unto him, How is it 
that thou, being a Jew, askest 
drink of me, which am a wo- 
man of Samaria? for the Jews 
have no dealings with the Sa- 
maritans, 

10 Jesus answered and said 
unto her, If thou knewest the 
gift of God, and who it is. that 


Christ talketh with 


saith to thee,Give meto drink; 
thou wouldest have asked of 
him, and he would have given 
thee living water. 

1i1 The woman saith unto 
him, Sir, thou hast nothing to 
draw with, and the well is 
deep: from whence then hast 
thou that living water ? 

12 Art thou greater than our 
father Jacob, which gave us 
the well, and drank thereof 
himself, and his children, and 
his cattle? 

13 Jesus answered and said 


unto her, Whosoever drinketh 


of this water shall thirst again: 

14 But whosoever drinketh 
of the water that I shall give 
him shall never thirst; but 
the water that I shall give 
him shall bein him a well of 
water springing up into ever- 
lasting life. 

15 The woman saith unto 
him, Sir, give me this water, 
that I thirst not, neither come 
hither to draw. 

16 Jesus saith unto her, Go, call 
thy husband, and come hither. 

17 The woman answered and 
said, [haveno husband. Jesus 
said unto her, Thou hast well 
said, I have no husband: 

18 For thou hast had five 
husbands; and he whom thou 
now hast is not,thy husband: 
in that saidst thou truly. 

19 The woman saith unto 
him, Sir, I perceive that thou 
art. a prophet. 

20 Our fathers worshipped in 
this mountain; and ye say, 
that in Jerusalem is the place 
where men ought to worship. 

21 Jesus saith unto her, Wo- 
man, believe me, the hour 
cometh, when ye shall nei- 


ther in this mountain, nor 
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yet at Jerusalem, worship the 
Father. 

22 Ye worship ye know not 
what: we know what we wor- 
ship; for salvation is of the 
Jews. 

23 But the hour cometh, and 
nowis, when the true worship- 
pers shall worship the Father 
in spirit and in truth: for the 
Father seeketh such to wor- 
ship him. 

24 God és a Spirit: and they 
that worship him must wor- 
ship Aim in spirit and ir 
truth. f 

25 The woman saith unto 
him, I know that Messias com- 
eth, which is called Christ: 
when he is come, he will tell 
us all things. 

26 Jesus saith unto her, I that 
speak unto thee am he. 

27 { And upon this came his 
disciples, and marvelled that 
he talked with the woman: 
yet no man said, What seek- 
est thou? or, Why talkest 
thou with her? 

23 The woman then left her 
waterpot, and went her way 
into the city, and saith to 
the men, 

29 Come, see a man, which 
told me. all things that ever I 
did: is not this the Christ ? 

30 Then they went out of the 
city, and came unto him. 

3L { In the mean while his 
disciples prayed him, saying, 
Master, eat. 

32 But he said unto them, I 
have meat to eat that ye know 
not of. 


_ 88 Therefore said the disciples 


one to another, Hath any man 
brought him aught to eat? 

34 Jesus saith unto them, My © 
meat is to do the will of him 
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that sent me, and to finish his 
work, 

35 Say not ye, There are yet 
four months, and then cometh 
harvest? behold, I say unto 
you, Lift up your eyes, and 
look on the fields; for they are 
white already to harvest. 

36 And he that reapeth re- 
ceiveth wages, and gathereth 
fruit unto life eternal: that 
both he that soweth and he 
that reapeth may rejoice to- 
vether. 

37 And herein is that saying 
true, One soweth, and another 
reapeth. 

388 I sent you to reap that 
whereon ye bestowed no la- 
bour: other men laboured, 
and ye are entered into their 
labours. 

39 § And many of the Samar- 
itans of that city believed on 
him for the saying of the wo- 
man, which testified, He told 
me all that ever I did. 

40 So when the Samaritans 
were come unto him, they be- 
sought him that he would tar- 
ry with them: and he abode 
there two days. 

41 And many more believed 
because of his own word; 

42 And said unto the woman, 
Now we believe, not because 
of thy saying: for we have 
heard himourselves, and know 
that this is indeed the Christ, 
the Saviour of the world. 

48 € Now after two days he 
departed thence, and went in- 
to Galilee. 

44 For Jesus himself testified, 
that a prophet hath no honour 
in his own country. 

45 Then when he was come 
into Galilee, the Galileans re- 
ceived him, having seen all 
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the things that he did at Jeru- 

salem at the feast: for they 

also went unto the feast. 

46 So Jesus came again into 
Cana of Galilee, where he 
made the water wine. And 
there was a certain nobleman, 
whose son was sick at Capers 
naum, 

47 When he heard that Jesus 
was come out of Judea into 
Galilee, he went unto him, 
and besought him that he 
would come down, and heal 
his son: for he was at the 
point of death. 

48 Then said Jesus unto him, 
Except ye see signs-and won- 
ders, ye will not believe, 

49 The nobleman saith unto 
him, Sir, come down ere my 
child die. 

50 Jesus saith unto him, Go 
thy way ; thy son liveth... And 
the man believed the “word 
that Jesus had spoken unto 
him, and he went his way. 

51 And as he was now going 
down, his servants met him, 
and told him, saying, Thy son 
liveth. 

52 Then inquired he of them 
the hour when he began to 
amend. And they said unto: 
him, Yesterday at the seventh 
hour the fever left him. 

53 So the father knew that it 
was at the same hour, in the 
which Jesus said unto him, 
Thy son liveth: and himself 
believed, and his whole house. 
54 This is again the second 
miracle that Jesus did, when 
he was come out of Judea in- 
to Galilee, 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Jesus on the sabbath ‘day cureth him 
that wag diseased eight and thirty yeare. 
10 The Jews therefore cavil, and per- 
secute him for tt. 17 He answereth 


An impotent 


for himself, and reproveth them, shew- 

tng by the testimony of his Father, 32 

of Joha, 36 of his works, 39 and of the 
‘criptures, who he is. 


FTER this there was a feast 
of the Jews; and Jesus 
went up to Jerusalem. 

2 Now there is at Jerusalem 
by the sheep market a pool, 
which is called in the Hebrew 
tongue Bethesda, having five 
porches. 

3 In these lay a great multi- 
tude ofimpotent folk, ofblind, 
halt, withered, waiting for the 
moving of the water. 

4 For an angel went down at 
a certain season into the pool, 
and troubled the water: who- 
soever then first after the 
troubling of the water stepped 
in was made whole of what- 
soever disease he had. 

5 And a certain man was 
there, which had an infirmi- 
ty thirty and eight years. 

6 When Jesus saw him lie, 
and knew that he had been 
now a long time in that case, 
he saith unto him, Wilt thou 
be made whole? 
7Theimpotent man answered 
him, Sir, Lhave no man, when 
the water is troubled, to put 
me into the pool: but while I 
- am coming, another steppeth 
down before me. 

8 Jesus saith unto him, Rise, 
take up thy bed, and walk. 

9 And immediately the man 
was made whole, and took up 
his bed, and walked: and on 
the same day was the sab- 
bath. 

10 { The Jews therefore said 
unto him that was cured, ‘It is 
the sabbath day : it is not law- 
ful for the earry thy bed. 

11 He answered them, He 
that made me whole, thesame 
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said unto me, Take up thy 
bed, and walk. a 

12 Then asked they him, 
What man is that which said 
unto thee, Take up thy bed, 
and walk ? 

13 And he that was healed 
wist not who it was: for Jesus 
had conveyed himself away, a 
multitude being in that place. 

14 Afterward Jesus findeth 
him in the temple, and said 
unto him, Behold, thou art 
made whole: sin no more; lest 
a worse thing come unto thee. 

15 The man departed, and 
toldtheJews that it was Jesus, 
which had made him whole. 

16 And therefore did the Jews 
persecute Jesus, and sought to 
slay him, because he had done 
these things on the sabbath 
day. ‘ 

17 { But Jesus answered them 
My Father worketh hitherto, 
and I work. 

18 Therefore the Jews sought 
the more to kill him, because 
he not only had broken the 
sabbath, butsaid also that God 
was his Father, making him- 
self equal with God. 

19 Then answered Jesus and 
saiduntothem, Verily, verily, 
Isay unto you, The Son can do 
nothing ofhimself, but whathe 
seeth the Father do: for what 
things soever he doeth, these 
also doeth the Son likewise, 

20 For the Father loveth the 
Son, and sheweth him all 
things that himself doeth: 
and he will shew him greater — 
works than these, that yemay 
marvel, 

21 For as the Father raiseth 
up the dead, and quickeneth 
them; even so the Son quick 
eneth whom he will, . ipa 
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22 For the Father judgeth no 
man, but hath committed all 
judgment unto the Son: 

23 That all men should hon- 
our the Son, even as they hon- 
our the Father. He that hon- 
oureth not theSon honoureth 
not the Father which hath 
sent him. » 

24 Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that hearethmy word, 
and believeth on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and 
shall not come into condem- 
nation; but is passed from 
death unto life. 

2 Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, The hour is coming, and 
now is, when the dead shall 
hear the voice of the Son of 
God: and they that hear shall 
live. 

26 For as the Father hath life 
in himself; so hath he given 
to the Son to have life in him- 
self; 


27 And hath given him au- | 


thority to execute judgment 
also, because he is the Son of 
man, 

28 Marvel not atthis: for the 
hour is coming, in the which 
all that are in the graves shall 
hear his voice, 

29 And shall come forth; they 
that have done good, unto the 
resurrection of life; and they 
that have done evil, unto the 
resurrection of damnation. 

30 I can of mine own self do 
nothing: as I hear, I judge: 
and my judgment is just; be- 
eause I seek not mgne own 
will, but the will of the Fa- 
ther which hath sent me. 

31 If I bear witness of myself, 
my witness is not true. 

32. § There is another. that 
beareth witness of me; and I 
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his power. 
know that the witness which 
he witnesseth of me is true. 

33 Ye sent unto John, and he 
bare witness unto the truth. _ 

34 But I receive not testimo- 
nyfrom man: but these things 
I say, that ye might be saved. 

39 He was a burning and a 
shining light: and ye were 
willing for a season. to rejoice 
in his light. 

36 { ButI have greater wit- 
ness than that of John: for the 
works which the Father hath 
given me to finish, the same 
works that I do, bear witness 
of me, that the Father hath 
sent me. 

37.And the Father himself, 
which hath sent me, hath 
borne witnessofme. Yehave 
neither heard his voice at any 
time, nor seen his shape, 

38 And ye have not his word 
abiding in you: for whom he 
hath sent, him ye believe not. 

39 { Search theScriptures; for 
in them ye think ye have eter- 


‘nal life: and they are they 


which testify of me, 
40 And ye will not come to 


}me, that ye might have life, 


41 I receive not honour from 
men, 

42 But I know you, that ye 
havenottheloveol Godinyou. 

43 [am come in my Father’s 
name, and ye receive me not: 
if another shall come in his 
own name, him yewill receive. 

44 How can yebelieve, which 
receive honour one of another, 
and seek not the honour that 
cometh from God only ? 

45 Do not think that TI witl 
aecuse you to the Father: 
there is one that aecuseth you, 
even Moses, in whom ye trust. 

46 For had ye believed Moses,

ye would have believed me: 
for he wrote of me. 

47 But if ye believe not his 
writings, how shall ye believe 
my words? 


CHAPTER VI. 


1 Christ feedeth five thousand men with 
five loaves and two fishes. 15 There- 
upon the ople would have made him 
king. 16 But withdrawing himself, he 

‘qwalketh on the sea to his disctplea: 26 
reproveth the people flocking after him, 
and all ee gcety hearers of his word: 
82 declureth himeelf to be the bread of 
life to believers. 66 Many disciples de- 
Y vas from him. 68 Peter confesseth 

im. 10 Judasie a devil, 


FTER these things Jesus 
went over the sea of Gali- 
lee, Which is the sea of Tiberias. 
2 Anda great multitude fol- 
lowed him, because they saw 
his miracles which he did on 
them that were diseased. 

8 And Jesus went up into a 
mountain, and there he sat 
with his disciples, 

4 And the passover, a feast of 
the Jews, was nigh. 

5 { When Jesus then lifted 
up Ais eyes, and saw a great 
company come unto him, he 
saith unto Philip, Whence 
shall we buy bread, that these 
may eat? 

6 And this he said to prove 
him: for he himself knew 
what he would do. 

‘7 Philip answered him, Two 
hundred pennyworth of bread 
is not sufficient for them, that 
every one of them may takea 
little. 

8 One of his disciples, An- 
drew, Simon Peter’s brother, 
saith unto him, 

9 There is a lad here, which 
hath five barley loaves, and 
two small fishes: but what are 
they among so many ? 

10 And Jesus said, Make the 
mensitdown. Now there was 
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much grass in the place. So 
the men sat down, in number 
about five thousand. 

11 And Jesus took the loaves; 
and when he hadgiven thanks, 
he distributed to the disciples, 
and the disciples to them that 
were set down; and likewise 
of the fishes as much as they 
would. 

12 When they were filled, he 
said unto his disciples, Gather 
wp the fragments that remain, 
that nothing be lost. 

13 Therefore they gathered 
themtogether,andfilledtwelve 
baskets with the fragments of 
the five barley loaves, which 
remained over and above un- 
to them that had eaten. 

14 Then those men, when they 
had seen the miracle that Je- 
sus did, said, This is of a truth 
that Prophet that should come 
into the world. 

15 { When Jesus therefore 
perceived that they would 
come and take him by force, 
to make him a king, he de- 
parted again into a mountain 
himself alone. 

16 And when even was now 
come, his disciples went down 
unto the sea, 

17 And entered into a ship, 
and went over the sea toward 
Capernaum. And it was now 
dark, and Jesus was not come 
to them. 

18 And the sea arose by rea- 
son of a great wind that blew. 

19 SO when they had rowed 
about five and twenty or thir- 
ty furlongs, they see Jesus 
walking on the sea, and draw- 
ing nigh unto the ship: and 
they were afraid. 

20 But he saith unto them, Ft 
is I; be not afraid. ity

Christ declareth 


21 Then they willingly re- 
ceived him into the ship: and 
immediately the ship was at 
the land whither they went. 

22 { The day following, when 
the people, which stood on the 
other side of the sea, saw that 
there was none other boat 
there, save that one whereinto 
his disciples were entered, and 
that Jesus went not with his 
disciples into the boat, but 
that his disciples were gone 
away alone; 

23 Howbeit there came other 
boats from Tiberias nigh unto 
the place where they did eat 
bread, after that the Lord had 
given thanks: 

24 When the people therefore 
saw that Jesus was not there, 
neither his disciples, they also 
took shipping, and came to Ca- 
pernaum, seeking for Jesus. 

25 And when they had found 
him on the other side of the 
sea, they said unto him, Rab- 
bi, when camest thou hither ? 

26 Jesus answered them and 
said, Verily, verily, I say un- 
to you, Ye seek me, not be- 
cause ye saw the miracles, 
but because ye did eat of the 
loaves, and were filled. 

27 Labour not for the meat 
which perisheth, but for that 
meat which endureth unto 
everlasting life, which the 
Son of man shall give unto 
you: for him. hath God the 
Father sealed. 

28 Then said they unto him, 
What shall we. do, that we 
might work the works of God? 

29. Jesus answered and said 
unto them, This is the work 
of God, that ye believe on him 
whom he hath sent, 

30 They said therefore unto 
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himself to be 
him, What sign shewest thou 
then, that we may see, and 
believe thee? what dost thou 
work ? ; : 

31 Our fathers did eat manna 
in the desert; as it is written, 
He gave them bread from 
heaven to eat. 

32 Then Jesus said unto 
them, Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, Moses gave you not 
that bread from heaven; but 
my Father giveth you the 
true bread from heaven. 

33 For the bread of God is 
he which cometh down from 
heaven, and giveth life unto 
the world. 

34. Then said they unto him, 
Lord, evermore give us this 
bread. 

35 And Jesus said unto them, 
Iam the bread of life: he that 
cometh to me shall never 
hunger; and he that. believ- 
eth on me shall never thirst. 

36 But I said unto you, That 
ye also have seen me, and be- 
lieve not. 

37 All that the Father giveth 
me shall come to me; and 
him that cometh to me I will 
in no wise cast out, 

88. For I came down from 
heaven, not to do mine own 
will, but.the will of him that 
sent me. 

39 And this is the Father's 
will which hath sent me, that 
of all which he hath given 
me I should lose nothing, but 
should raise it up again at the 
last day. 

40 And this is the will of him 
that sent me, that every one 
which seeth the Son, and be- 
lieveth on him, may have 
everlasting life: and I will 
raise him up at the last day,

41 The Jews then murmured 
at him, because he said, I am 
the bread which came down 
from heaven. 

42 And they said, Is not this 
Jesus, theson of Joseph, whose 
father and mother we know? 
how is it then that he saith, I 
came down from heaven ? 

43 Jesus therefore answered 
and said unto them, Murmur 
not among yourselves. 

44 No man can come to me, 
except the Father which hath 
sent me draw him: and I will 
raise him up at the last day. 

45 It is written in the proph- 
ets, And they shall be all 
taught of God. Every man 
therefore that hath heard, 
and hath learned of the Fa- 
ther, cometh unto me. 

46 Not that any man hath 
seen the Father,save he which 
is of God, he hath seen the 
Father. 

47 Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that believeth on me 
hath everlasting life. 

48 I am that bread of life. 

49 Your fathers did eat man- 
na in the wilderness, and are 
dead. 

50 This is the bread which 
cometh down from heaven, 
that a man may eat thereof, 
and not die. 

51 I am the living bread 
which came down from heay- 
en: if any man eat of this 
bread, he shall live for ever: 
and the bread that I will give 
is my flesh, which I will give 
for the life of the world. 

52 The Jews therefore strove 
among themselves, saying, 
How can this man give us his 
flesh to eat? 
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to believers. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Except ye eat the flesh of the 
Son of man, and drink his 
blood, ye have no life in you. 

54 Whoso eateth my flesh, 
and drinketh my blood, hath 
eternal life; and I will raise 
him up at the last day. 

55 For my flesh is meat in- 
deed, and my blood is drink 
indeed. 

56 He that eateth my flesh, 
and drinketh my blood, dwell- 
eth in me, and I in him. 

57 As the living Father hath 
sent me, and I live by the Fa- 
ther; so he that eateth me, 
even he shall live by me. 

58 This is that bread which 
came down from heaven: not 
as your fathers did eat manna, 
and are dead: he that eateth of 
this bread shall live for ever. 

59 These things said he in 
the synagogue, as he taught 
in Capernaum., 

60 Many therefore of his dis- 
ciples, when they had heard 
this, said, This is a hard say- 
ing; who can hear it ? 

61 When Jesus knew in him- 
self that his disciples mur- 
mured at it, he said unto 
them, Doth this offend you? 

62 What and if ye shall see 
the Son of man ascend up 
where he was before ? 

63 It is the Spirit that quick- 
eneth; the flesh ‘profiteth 
nothing: the words that I 
speak unto you, they are 
spirit, and they are life. 

64 But there are some of you 
that believe not. For Jesus 
knew from the beginning who 
they were that believed not, 
and who should betray him. 

65 And he said, Therefore 


63 Then Jesus said unto them, | said I unto you, that no man 
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can come unto me, except 
it were given unto him of my 
Father. 

66 { From that time many of 
his disciples went back, and 
walked no more with him. 

67 Then said Jesus unto the 
twelve, Will ye also go away ? 

68 Then Simon Peter an- 
swered him, Lord, to whom 
shall we go? thou hast the 
words of eternal life. 

69 And we believe and are 
sure that thou art that Christ, 
the Son of the living God. 

70 Jesus answered them, 
Have not I chosen youtwelve, 
and one of you is a devil? 

71 He spake of Judas Iscariot 
the son of Simon: for he it was 
that should betray him, being 
one of the twelve. 

CHAPTER VII. 


1 Jesus reproveth the ambition and bold- 
ness of his kinsmen: 10 goeth up from 
Galilee to the feast of tabernacles ; 14 
teachethin the temple. 40 Divera optn- 
tons of him:among the people. 45 The 
Phariseesare angry that their officers 
took him not, and chide with Nicodemue 
for taking hie part, 


eae these things Jesus 
walked in Galilee: for he 
would not walk in Jewry, be- 
cause the Jews sought “a kill 
him, 

2 Now the Jews’ feast of ‘tab- 
ernacles was at hand. 

3 His brethren therefore said 
unto him, Depart hence, and 
go into Judea, that thy disci- 
ples also may see the works 
that thou doest. 

4 For there is no man that do- 
eth any thing in secret, and 
he himself seeketh to be 
known openly. If thou do 
these things, shew thyself to 
the world. 

5 For neither did his brethren 
believe in him, 
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his kinsmen. 


6 Then Jesus said unto them, 
My time is not yet come: but 
your time is always ready. 

7 The world cannot hate you; 
but me it hateth, because TI 
testify of it, that the works 
thereof are evil. 

8 Go ye up unto this feast: I 
go not up yet unto this feast; 
formy timeisnot yet full come. 

9 When he had said these 
words unto them, he abode 
stitlin Galilee. 

10 { But when his brethren 
were gone up, then went he al- 
so up unto the feast, not open- 
ly, but as it were in secret. 

11 Then the Jews sought him 
at the feast, and said, Where 
is he? 

12 And there was much mur- 
muring among the people con- 
cerning him: for some said, 
Heisagood man: others said, 
Nay; but he deceiveth the 
people. 

13 Howbeit no man spake 
openly of him for fear of the 
Jews. 

14 { Now about the midst of 
the feast Jesus went up into 
the temple, and taught. 

15 And the Jews marvelled, 
saying, How knoweth this 
man letters, having never 
learned ? 

16 Jesus answered them, and 
said, My doctrine is not mine, 
but his that sent me. 

17 If any man will do his will, 
he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God, or eheth- 
er I speak of myself. 

18 He that speaketh of him- 
self seeketh his. own glory: 
but he that seeketh his glory 
that sent him, the same is 
true, and no appeal Nes? a 
is in him, 


Christ teacheth 


19 Did not Moses give you the 
law, and yet none of you keep- 
eth thelaw? Why go ye about 
to kill me? 

20 The people answered and 
said, Thou hast a devil: who 
goeth about to kill thee? 

21 Jesus answered and said 
unto them, I have done one 
work, and ye all marvel. 

22 Moses therefore gave unto 
you circumcision; (not be- 
cause it is of Moses, but of the 
fathers;) and ye on the sab- 
bath day circumcise a man. 

23 If a man on the sabbath 
day receive circumcision, that 
the law of Moses should not 
be*broken; are ye angry at 
me, because I have made a 
man every whit whole on the 
sabbath day ? 

24 Judge not according to the 
appearance, but judge right- 
eous judgment. 

25 Then said some of them 
of Jerusalem, Is not this he, 
whom they seek to kill? 

26 But, lo, he speaketh boldly, 
andtheysay nothing untohim. 
Do the rulers know indeed 
that this is the very Christ ? 

27 Howbeit we know thisman 
whenceheis: but when Christ 
cometh, no man knoweth 
whence he is. 

28 Then cried Jesus in the 
femple as he taught, saying, 
Ye both know me, and ye 
know whencelam: and I am 
not ‘come of myself, but he 
that: sent me is true, whom ye 
know not. 

29 But I know him; for Iam 
fromhim, and hehath sent me, 

30 ‘Then ‘they sought to take 
him: ‘but 1 no man laid hands 
on pace <a his hour was 

9 not yet come. 
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in the temple. 


31 Andmany of the people be- 
lieved on him, and said, When 
Christ cometh, will he domore 
miracles than these which this 
man hath done? 

32 { The Pharisees heard that 
the people murmured such 
things concerning him; and 
the Pharisees and the chief 
priests sent officers to take 
him. 

33 Thensaid Jesus unto them, 
Yet a little while am I with 
you, and then I go unto him 
that sent me. 

34 Ye shall seek me,and pr all: 
not find me: and where I am, 
thither ye cannot come, 

35 Then said the Jews among. 
themselves, Whither will he 
go,that we shall not find him? 
will he go unto the dispersed, 
among the Gentiles,and teach 
the Gentiles ? 

36 What manner of saying is 
this that hesaid, Yeshallseek — 
me, and shall not find me- 
and where I am, thither ye 


‘cannot come ? 


37 In the last day, that great 
day of the feast, Jesus stood 
and cried, saying, If any man 
thirst, let him come unto me, 
and drink. 

38 He that believeth on me, 
as the Scripture hath said, 
out of his belly shall flow 
rivers of living water. 

39 (But this spake he of the 
Spirit, which they that believe 
on him should receive: for 
the Holy Ghost was not yet 
given; because that Jesus was 
not yet glorified.) 

40J Many of'the people there- 
fore, when they heard. this 
saying, said, Of a truth this is 
the Prophet. : 

41 Others said, This is the 
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Christ. But some said, Shall 
Christ come out of Galilee ? 

42 Hath not the Scripture 
said, That Christ cometh of 
the seed of David, and out of 
the town of Bethlehem, where 
David was? 

43 So there was a division 
among the people because of 
him, 

44.And some of them would 
have taken him; but no man 
laid hands on him. 

45 { Then came the officers 
to the chief priests and Phari- 


- gees; and they said unto them, 


Why haveyenotbrought him? 
46 Theofficers answered, Nev- 
er man spake like this man, 

47 Then answered them the 
Pharisees, Are ye also de- 
ceived ? 

48 Have any of the rulers or 
of the Pharisees believed on 
him? 

49 But this people who know- 
eth not the law are cursed. 
50 Nicodemus saith unto them, 
(he that came to Jesus by 
night, being one of them,) 

51 Doth our law judge any 
man, before it hear him, and 
know what he doeth ? 

52 They answered and said 
unto him, Art thou also of 
Galilee? Search, and look: 
for out of Galilee ariseth no 
prophet, 

538 And every man went unto 
his own house. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

1 Chriet delivereth the woman taken in 

adultery. 12 He preacheth himaelf the 

light of the world, and justifieth his doc- 

trine: 33 answereth the Jews that 

boaated of Abraham, 59 and conveyeth 
himself from their cruelty. 

ESUS went unto the mount 

of Olives. 
2 And early in the morning 
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taken in-aduliery. 


and all the people came unto 
him; and he sat down, and 
taught them. 

3 And the scribes and Phase 
sees brought unto him a wo- 
man taken in adultery; and 
when they had set her in the 
midst, 

4 They say unto him, Mas- 
ter, this woman was taken in 
adultery, in the very act. 

5 Now Moses inthe law com- 
manhded us, that such should 
be stoned: but what sayest 
thou? 

6 This they said, tempting 
him, that they might have to 
accuse him. But Jesus stoop- 
ed down, and with his finger 
wroteon the ground, as though 
he heard them not. 

7 So when they continued 
asking him, he lifted up him- 
self, and said unto them, He 
thatis without sin among you, 
let him first cast astone at her. 

8 And again hestooped down, 
and wrote on the ground, 

9 And they which heard it, 
being convicted by thei own 
conscience, went out one by 
one, beginning at the eldest, 
even unto the last: and Jesus 
was left alone, andthe woman 
standing in the midst. 

10 When Jesus had lifted up 
himself, and saw none but the 
woman, he saidunto her, Wo- 
man, where are those thine 
accusers? hath no man con- 
demned thee? 

11 She said, No man, Lord. 
And Jesus said unto her, Nei- 
ther do I condemn thee: go, 
and sin no more. 

12 { Then spake Jesus rsheth 
unto them, saying, I am the 
light of the world: he that fol- 


Christ justifieth 
loweth me shall not walk in 
darkness, but shall have the 
light of life. 

18 The Pharisees therefore 
said unto him, Thou bearest 
record of thyself; thy record 
is not true. 

14 Jesus answered and said 
unto them, Though I bear rec- 
ord of myself, yet my record 
is true: for I know whence I 
came, and whither I go; but 
ye cannot tell whence I come, 
and whither I go. 

15 Ye judge after the flesh; I 
judge no man. 

16 And yet if I-judge, my 
judgment is true: for I am 
not alone, but I and the Fa- 
ther that sent me. 

17 It.is also written in your 
law, that the testimony of two 
men is true. 

18 Lam one that bear witness 
of myself, and the Father that 
sent me beareth witness of 
me. 

19 Then said they unto him, 
Where is thy Father? Jesus 
answered, Ye neither know 
me, nor my Father: ifye had 
known me, ye should have 
known my Father also. 

20 These words spake Jesus 
in the treasury, as he taught 
in the temple: and no man 
laid hands on him; for his 
hour was not yet come. 

21 Then said Jesus again un- 
to them, I go my way, and ye 
shall seek me, andshali die in 
your sins: whither I go, ye 
cannotcome. . 

22 Then said the Jews, Will 
he kill himself? because he 
saith, Whither T go, ye cannot 
come. § / 

23 And he said unto them, Ye 
_ are from beneath; I am from 


OF it 
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above: ye are of this world; I 
am not of this world. 

24 ITsaid therefore unto you, 
that ye shall die in your sins: 
for if ye believe not that Tam 
he, ye shall die in your sins. 

25 Then said they unto him, 
Who art thou? And Jesus 
saith unto them, Even the same 
that I said unto you from the 
beginning. 

26 Ihave many things to say 
and to judge of you: but he 
that sent me is true; and I 
speak to the world those 
things which I have heard of 
him. 

27 They understood not that 
he spake to them of the Fa- 
ther. 

28 Then said J esus unto them, 
When ye have lifted up the 
Son of man, then shall ye 
know that I am he, and that I 
do nothing of myself; but as 
my Father hath taught me, 
I speak these things. 

29 And he that sent me is 
with me: the Father hath not 
left me alone; for I do always 
those things that please him. 

30 As hespake these words, 
many believed on him. 

31 Then said Jesus to, those 
Jews which believed on him, 
If ye continue in my word, 
thenareyemy disciplesindeed; 

82 And ye shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall 
make you free, 

33 { They answered him, We 

be Abraham’s seed, and were 
never in bondage to any man: 
how sayest thou, Ye shall be 
made free? 
34 Jesus answered them, Ver- 
ily, verily, I say unto you, 
Whosoever comnaitteth sin is 
the servant of sin. 
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35 And the servant abideth 
not in the house for ever: but 
the Son abideth ever. 

36 If the Son therefore shall 
make you free, ye shall be free 
indeed. 

37 I know that ye are Abra- 
ham’ Sseed; butyeseek to kill 
me, because my word hath no 
place in you. 

388 I speak that which I have 
seen with my Father: and ye 
do that which ye have seen 
with your father. 

a9 They answered and said 
unto him, Abraham is our fa- 
ther. Jesus saith unto them, 
If ye were Abraham’s,chil- 
dren, ye would do the works 
of Abraham. 

40 But now yeseek to kill me, 
aman that hath told you the 
truth, which I have heard of 
God: this did not Abraham. 

41 Ye do the deeds of your fa- 
ther. Then said they to him, 
We benot born of fornication; 
we have one Father, even God. 

42. Jesus said unto them, If 
God were your Father, ye 
would loveme: for I proceed- 
ed forth and came from God; 
neither came I of myself, but 
he sent me. 

43 Why do ye not understand 


- my speech? even because ye 


cannot hear my word. 

44 Ye are of your father the 
devil, and the lusts of your fa- 
ther yewill do: he wasamur- 
derer from the beginning, and 
abode not in the truth, be- 
cause there is no truth in him, 
When he speaketh a lie, he 
speaketh of his own: for he 
is a liar, and the father of it. 

45 And because I tell you the 
truth, ye beligve me not. 

46 Which of youn convinceth 
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me of sin? And if I say the 
truth, why do ye not believe 
me? 

47 He that is of God heareth 
God's words: ye therefore 
hear them not, because ye are 
not of God. 

48 Then answered the Jews, 
and said unto him, Say we 
not well that thou art a Sa- 
maritan, and hast a devil? 

49 Jesus answered, I have not 
a devil; but I honour my Fa- 
ther, and ye do dishonour 
me. 

50 And I seek not mine own 
glory: there is one that seek- 
eth and judgeth. 

51 Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, If a man keep my say- 
ing, he shall never see death. 

52 Then said the Jews unto 
him, Now we know that thou 
hast a devil. Abraham is 
dead, and the prophets; and 
thou sayest, If a man keep 
my saying, he shall never 
taste of death. 

53 Art thou greater than our 
father Abraham, which is 
dead? and the prophets are 
dead: whom makest thou 
thyself? 

54 Jesus answered, If I hon- 
our myself, my honour is 
nothing: it is my Father that 
honoureth me; of whom ye 
say, that he is your God: 

55 Yet ye have not known 
him; but I know him: and if 
I should say, I know him not, 
I shall be a liar like unto you: 
but I know him, and keep his 
saying. 

56 Your father Abraham re- 
joiced to see my day: and he 
saw it, and was glad. 

57 Then said the Jews unto 
him, Thou art not yet fifty 


A man born blind 


years old, and hast thou seen 
Abraham ? 

58 Jesus said unto them, Ver- 
ily, verily, I say unto you, Be- 
fore Abraham was, I am. 

59 Then took they up stones 
to cast at him: but Jesus hid 
himself, and went out of the 
temple, going through the 
midst of them, and so passed 


by. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 The man that was born blind restored 
to sight. 8 He is browght to the Phari- 
sees. 13 They are offended at tt, and 
excommunicate him: 35 but he is re- 
ceived of Jesus, and confesseth him. 39 
Who they are whom Christ enlighteneth. 


ND as Jesus passed by, he 
saw @ man which was 
blind from his birth. 

2 And his disciples asked 
him, saying, Master, who did 
sin, this man, or his parents, 
that he was born blind ? 

38 Jesus answered, Neither 
hath this man sinned, nor his 
parents: but that the works 
of God should be made mani- 
fest in him. 

4 IT must work the works of 
him that sent me, while it is 
day: the night cometh, when 
no man can work. 

5 As longas lam inthe world, 
I am the light of the world. 

6 When he had thus spoken, 
he spat on the ground, and 
made clay of the spittle, and 
he anointed the eyes of the 
blind man with the clay, 

7 Andsaid unto him, Go, wash 
in the pool of Siloam, (which 
is by interpretation, Sent.) 
He went his way therefore, 
and washed, and came seeing. 

8 { The neighbours therefore, 
and they which before had 
seen him that he was blind, 
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9 Some said, This is he: oth- 
ers said, He is like him: but 
he said, I am he. 

10 Therefore said they unto 
him, How were thine eyes 
opened? 

11 He answered and said, A 
man that is called Jesus made 
clay, and anointed mine eyes, 
and said unto me, Go to the 
pool of Siloam, and wash: 
and I went and washed, and 
I received sight. 

12 Then said they unto him, 
Where is he? He said, I 
know not. 

13 { They brought to the 
Pharisees him that aforetime 
was blind. 

14 And it was the sabbath 
day when Jesus made the 
clay, and opened his eyes, 

15 Then again the Pharisees 
also asked him how he had 
received his sight. He said. 
unto them, He put clay upon 
mine eyes, and I washed, and 
do see. 

16 Therefore said some of the 
Pharisees, This man is not of 
God, because he keepeth not 
the sabbath day. Others said, 
How can a man that is a sin- 
ner do such miracles? And 
there was a division among 
them. 

17 They say unto the blind 
man again, What sayest thou 
of him, that he hath opened 
thine eyes? He said, Heisa 
prophet. 

18 But the Jews did not be-_ 
lieve concerning him, that he 
had been biind, and received 


‘his sight, until they called the 


parents of him that had re- 


| ceived his sight. 


said, Is not this he that sat | 19 And they asked them, say- 


and begged? 


i ae 


Is this your son, who ye 
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say was born blind? how then 
doth he now see? 

20 His parents answered 
them and said, We know that 
this is our son, and that he 
was born blind: 

21 But by what means he now 
seeth, we know not; or who 
hath opened his eyes, we know 
not: he is of age; ask him: 
he shall speak for himself. 

22 These words spake his par- 
ents, because they feared the 
Jews: forthe Jews had agreed 
already, that if any man did 
confess that he was Christ, he 
should be put out of the syna- 
gogue. 

23 Therefore said his parents, 
He is of age; ask him. 

24 Then again called they the 
man that was blind, and said 
unto him, Give God the 
praise: we know that this 
man is a ginner. 

25 He answered and said, 
Whether he be a Sinner o7 no, 
I know not: one thing JI 
know, that, whereas I was 
blind, now I see. 

26 Then said they to him 
again, What did he to thee? 
how opened he thine eyes ? 

27 He answered them, I have 
told you already, and ye did 
not hear: wherefore would 
ye hear i¢ again ? will ye also 
be his disciples ? 

28 Then they reviled him, 
and said, Thou art his disci- 
ple; but we are Moses’ disci- 
ples. 

29 We know that God spake 
unto Moses: as for this fellow, 
we know not from whence he 
is. 

30 The man answered and 
said unto them, Why herein | 
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is a marvellous thing, that ye 
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know not from whence he is, 
and yet he hath opened mine 
eyes. 

31 Now we know that God 
heareth not sinners: but if 
any man be a worshipper of 
God, and doeth his will, him 
he heareth. ; 

32 Since the world began was 
it not heard that any man 
opened the eyes of one that 
was born blind. 

33 If this man were not of 
God, he could do nothing. 

34 They answered and said 
unto him, Thou wast alto- 
gether born in sins, and dost 
thou teach us? And they cast 
him out. 

30 Jesus heard that they had 
cast him out; and when he 
had found him, he said unto 
him, Dost thou believe on the 
Son of God? 

386 He answered and said, 
Who is he, Lord, that I might 
believe on him ? 

37 And Jesus said unto him, 
Thou hast both seen him, and 
it is he that talketh with thee, 

88 And he said, Lord, I be- 
lieve. And he worshipped 
him. 

39 { And Jesus said, Forjudg- 
ment I am come into this 
world, that they which see 
not might see; and that they 
whichseemightbe madeblind. 

40 And some of the Pharisees 
which were with him heard 
these words, and said unto 
him, Are we blind also? 

41 Jesus said unto them, Ifye 
were blind, ye should have no 
sin: but now ye say, We see; 
therefore your sin remaineth. 


CHAPTER X. 
1 Christ is the door, and the good shep- 
herd. 19 Divers opinions of him. 24 


Christ the door, and 


He proveth by his works that he is Christ 
the Son of God; 39 escapeth the Jews, 
40 and went again beyond Jordan, 
where many believed on him. 


ERILY, verily, I say unto 

you, He that entereth not 

by the door into the sheepfold, 

but climbeth up some other 

way, the same is a thief anda 
robber. 

2 But he that entereth in by 
the door is the shepherd of 
the sheep. 

3'To him the porter openeth; 
and the sheep hear his voice: 
and hecallethhisownsheepby 
name, and leadeth them out. 

4 And when he putteth forth 
his own sheep, he goeth before 
them, and the sheep follow 
him: for they know his voice. 

5 And a stranger will they 
not follow, but will flee from 
him; for they Know not the 
voice of strangers. 

6 This parable spake Jesus 
unto them; but they under- 
stood net what things they 
were which he spake unto 
them. 

7 Then said Jesus unto them 
again, Verily, verily, I say 
unto you,I am the door of the 
sheep. 

8 All that evercamebefore me 
are thieves androbbers: but 
the sheep did not hear them. 

9 I am the door: by me if 
any man enter in, he shall be 
saved, and shall go in and out, 
and find pasture. 

10 The thief cometh not, but 
for to steal, and to kill, and to 
destroy : I am come that they 
might have life, and that they 
might have it more abund- 
antly. ; 

11 I am the good shepherd: 
the good shepherd giveth his 
life for the sheep. 
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the good shepherd. 


12 But he that is a hireling, 
and not the shepherd, whose 
own the sheep are not, seeth 
the wolf coming, and leaveth 
the sheep, and fleeth; and the 
wolf catcheth them, and scat- 
tereth the sheep. 

13 The hireling fleeth, because 
he is a hireling, and careth 
not for the sheep. 

14 I am the good shepherd, 
and know my sheep, and am 
known of mine. 

15 As the Father knoweth 
me, even so know I the Fa- 
ther: and I lay down my life 
for the sheep. 

16 And other sheep I have, 
which are not of this fold: 
them also I must bring, amd 
they shall hear my voice; and 
there shall be one fold, and 
one shepherd. 

17 Therefore doth my Father 
love me, because I lay down 
my life, that I might take it 
again. : - 

18 No man taketh it from me, 
but [lay it down of myself. TI 
have power to lay it down, and 
I have power to take it again. 
This commandment have I 
received of my Father. 

19 § There was a division 
therefore again among the 
Jews for these sayings. 

20 And many of them said, 
He hath a devil, and is mad; 
why hear ye him? 

21 Others said, These are not 
the words of him that hatha 
devil. Can a devil open the 
eyes of the blind? 

22 § And it was at Jerusalem 
the feast of the dedication, 
and it was winter. 

23 And Jesus walked in the 
temple in Solomen’s porch, ~ 

24 Then came the Jews round 


Christ’s wnity 

‘about him, andsaid unto him, 
How long dost thou make us 
to doubt? If thou be the 
Christ, tell us plainly. 

25 Jesus answered them, [told 
you, and ye believed not: the 
works that I doinmy Father’s 

name, they bear witness of me, 
» 26 But ye believe not, because 
ye are not of my sheep, as I 
said unto you. 

27 My sheep hear my voice, 
and I know them, and they 
follow me: 

28 And I give unto them eter- 
hal life; and they shall never 
perish, neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my hand. 

29 My Father, which gave 
them me,is greater than all; 
and no man is able to pluck 
them out of my Father’s hand. 

30 Land my Father are one. 

81 Then the Jews took up 
stones again to stone him. 

s2Josusansweredthem,Many 
good works have Ishewed you 
from my Father; for which of 
those works do ye stone me?

7 If ye abide in me, and my 
words abide in you, ye shall 
ask what ye will, and it shall 
be done unto you. 

8 Herein is my Father glori- 
fied, that ye bear much fruit; 
so shall ye be my disciples. 

9 As the Father hath loved 
me,so have I loved you: con- 
tinue ye in my love. 

10 If ye keep my command- 
ments, ye shall abide in my 
love; even as I have kept my 
Father’s commandments, and 
abide in his love. 

11 These things have I spok- 
en unto you, that my joy 
might remain in you, and that 
your joy might be full. 

12 This is my commandment, 
That ye love one another, as 
I have loved you. 

13 Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay 
down his life for his friends. 

14 Ye are my friends, if ye 
do whatsoever I command 
you, 

15 Henceforth I call yeu not 
servants; for the servant 
knoweth not what his lord 
doeth: but I have called you 
friends; for all things that I 
have heard of my Father I 
have made known unto you. 

16 Ye have not chosen me, 
but I have chosen you, and 
ordained you, that ye should 
go and bring forth fruit, and 
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ofthe Father in my name, he 
; may give it you. 

17 These things I command 
you, that ye love one another. 

18 If the world hate you, ye 
know that it hated me before 
it hated you. 

19 If ye were of the world, 
the world would love his 
own; but because ye are not 
of the world, but I have chos- 
en you out of the world, there- 
fore the world hateth you. 

20 Remember the word that 
I said unto you, The servant 
is not greater than his lord. 
If they have persecuted me, 
they will also persecute you; 
if they have Kept my saying, 
they will keep yours also. 

21 But all these things will 
they do unto you for my 
name’s sake, because they 
know not him that sent me. 

22 If I had not come and 
spoken unto them, they had 
not had sin; but now they 
have no cloak for their sin. 
; 23 He that hateth me hateth 
my Father also. 

24 If I had not done among 
them the works which none 
other man did, they had not 
had sin: but now have they 
both seen and hated both me 
and my Father. 

25 But this cometh to pass, that 
theword might befulfilled that 
is written in their law, They 
hated me without a cause. 

26 But when the Comforter is 
come, whom I will send unto 
you from the Father, even the 
Spirit of truth, which proceed- 
eth from the Father, he shall 
testify of me:

5 And now, O Father, glorify 
thou me with thine own self 
with the glory which I had 
with theebefore theworld was. 

6 Lhavemanifested thy name 
unto the men which thou gay- 
est me out of the world: thine 
they were, and thou gavest 
them me; and they have kept 
thy word. 

7 Now they have known that 
all things whatsoever thou 
hast given me are of thee. 

8 For I have given unto them 
the words which thou gavest 
me; and they have received 
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them, and have known surely 
that I came out from thee, 
and they have believed that 
thou didst send me, 

91 pray for them: I pray not 
for the world, but for them 
which thou hast given me; 
for they are thine. 

10 And all mine are thine, 
and thine are mine; and lam 
glorified in them. : 

11 And now Lam no more in 
the world, but these are in the 
world, and I come to thee. 
Holy Father, keep through 
thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me, that they 
may be one, as we ave. 

12 While I was with them in 
the world, I kept them in thy 
name: those that thou gavest 
me I have kept, and none of 
them is lost, but the son of 
perdition; that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled. 

13 And now come I to thee; 
and these things I speak in the 
world, that they might have 
my joy fulfilled in themselves, 

14 I have given them thy 
word; and the world hath 
hated them, because they are 
not of the world, even as Iam 
not of the world.

18 As thou hast sent me into 
the world, even so have I also 
sent them into the world. 

19 And for their sakes I sanc- 
tify myself, that they also 
might be sanctified through 
the truth. 
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alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through 
their word; 

21 That they all may be one}; 
as thou, Father, at in me, 
and I in thee, that they also 
may be one in us: that the 
world may believe that thou 
hast sent me. 

22 And the glory which thou 
gavest meI have given them; 
that they may be one, even as 
we are one: 

23 I in them, and thou in me, 
that they may be made perfect 
in one; and that the world 
may know that thou hast sent 
me, and hast loved them, as 
thou hast loved me. 

24 Father, I will that they al- 
so, whom thou hast given me, 
be with me where I am; that 
they may behold my glory, 
which thou hast given me: for 
thou lovedst me before the 
foundation of the world. 

25 O righteous Father, the 
world hath not known thee: 
but I have known thee, and 
these have known that thou 
hast sent me. 

26 And I have declared unto 
them thy name, and will de- 
clare it; that the love where- 
with thou hast loved me may 
be in them, and I in them.

4 Jesus therefore, knowing 
all things that should come 
upon him, went forth, and said 
unto them, Whom seek ye? 

5 They answered him, Jesus 
of Nazareth. Jesus saith un- 
to them, IT amjfe. And Judas 
also, which betrayed him, 
stood with them. 

6 Assoon then as he had said 
unto them, I am he, they went 
backward, and fell to the 
ground. 

7 Then asked he them again, 
Whom seek ye? And they 
said, Jesus of Nazareth. 

§ Jesus answered, I have told 
you that I am he: if therefore 
ye seek me, let these go their 
way: 

9 That the saying might be 
fulfilled, which he spake, Of 
them which thou gayest me 
have I lost none. 

10 Then Simon Peter having 
a sword drew it, and smote 
the high priest’s servant, and 
cut off his right ear. Theserv- 
ant’s hame was Malchus. 

11 Then said Jesus unto Peter, 
Put up thy sword into the 
sheath : the cup which my Fa- 
ther hath given me, shall I 
not drink it? 

12 Then the band and the 
captain and officers of theJews 
took Jesus, and bound him, 

13 And ledhim away to Annas 
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Peter denieth him, 
first; for he was father in law 
to Caiaphas, which was the 
high priest that same year, 

14 Now Caiaphas was he, 
which gave counsel to the 
Jews, that it was expedient 
that one man should die for 
the people. 

15 { And Simon Peter follow- 
ed Jesus, and so did another 
disciple: that disciple was 
known unto the high priest, 
and went in with Jesus into 
the palace of the high priest. 

16 But Peter stood atthe door 
without. Then went out that 
other disciple, which was. 
known unto the high priest, 
and spake unto her that kept 
the door,and brought in Peter. 

17 Then saith the damsel that 
kept the door unto Peter, Art 
not thou also one of this man’s 
disciples? Hesaith, lam not. 

18 And the servants and offi- 
cers stood there, who had 
made a fire of coals, for it was 
cold; and they warmed them- 
selves: and Peter stood with 
them, and warmed himself. 

19 § The high priest then 
asked Jesus of his disciples, 
and of his doctrine. 

20 Jesus answered him, I 
spake openly to the world; I 
ever taught in the synagogue, 
and in the temple, whither the 
Jews always resort; and in 
secret have I said nothing. 

21 Why askest thou me? ask 
them which heard me, what I 
have said unto them: behold, 
they know what I said. 

22 And when he had thus 
spoken, one of the officers 
which stood by struck Jesus 
with the palm of his hand, 
saying, Answerest thou the 
hign priest so?

37 Pilate therefore said unto 
him, Art thou a king then? 
Jesus answered, Thou sayest 
that lamaking. To thisend 
was I born, and for this cause 
came I into the world, that I 
should bear witness unto the 
truth. Every one that is of 
the truth heareth my voice. 

38 Pilatesaith unto him, What 
is truth? And when he had 
said this, he went out again 
unto the Jews, and saith unto 
them, I find in him no fault 
at all.

2 And the soldiers platted a 
crown of thorns, and put it on 
his head, and they put on him 
a purple robe, 

3 And said, Hail, King ofthe 
Jews! and they smote him 
with their hands. 

4 Pilate therefore went forth 

again, and saith unto them, 
Behold, I bring him forth to 
you, that ye may know that I 
find no fault in him. 
6 Then came Jesus forth, 
wearing the crown of thorns, 
and the purple robe. And 
Pilate saith unto them, Behold 
the man! 

6 When thechiefprieststhere- 
fore and officers saw him, they 
cried out, saying, Crucify him, 
 erucify him. Pilatesaith unto 
them, Take ye him, and cruci- 
fy him: for I find no fault in 
him. 

7 The Jews answered him, 
We have a law, and by our 
law he ought to die, because he 
made himself the Son of God. 


8 § When Pilate therefore- 


heard that saying, he was the 
more afraid; 

9 And went again into the 
judgment hall, and saith unto 
Jesus, Whence art thou? But 
Jesus gave him no answer. 

10 Then saith Pilate untohim, 
Speakest thou not unto me? 
_ knowest thou not that I have 
power to crucify thee, and 
have power to release thee? 

1i Jesus answered, Thou 
couldest have no power at all 
against me, except it were giv- 
en thee from above: therefore 
he that delivered me unto 
thee hath the greater sin. 

12 And from thenceforth Pi- 
late sought to release him: but 
the Jews cried ont, saying, If 
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and crucified, 


thou let this man go, thou art. 
not Cesar’s friend: whosoever 
maketh himself a king speak- 
eth against Cesar. 

13 { When Pilate therefore 
heard that saying, he brought 
Jesus forth, and sat down in 
the judgment seat in a place 
that is called the Pavement, 
but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 

14 And it was the prepara- 
tion ofthe passover, and about 
the sixth hour: and he saith 
unto the Jews, Behold your 
King! 

15 But they cried out, Away 
with him, away with him, cru- 
cify him. Pilate saith ‘unto. 
them, Shall I crucify your 
King? The chief priests an- 
swered, We haye no king but 
Cesar. 

16 Then delivered he him 
therefore unto them to be ernu- 
cified. And they took Jesus, 
and led him away. 

17 And he bearing his cross 
went forth into a place called 
the place of a skull, which is 
called in the Hebrew Golgo- 
tha: 

18 Where they crucified him, 
and two others with him, on 
either side one, and Jesus in 
the midst. 

19 § And Pilate wrote a title, 
and put ié on the cross. And 
the writing was, JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. 

20 This title then read many 
of the Jews; for the plaee 
where Jesus was crucified was 
nigh to the city: and it was 
written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. 

21 Then said the chief priests 
of the Jews to Pilate, Write 
not, The King of the Jews; 
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‘ but that he said, I am King of 
the Jews. ! 

22 Pilate answered, What I 
have written I have written. 

23 { Then the soldiers, when 
they had crucified Jesus, took 
his garments, and made four 
parts, to every soldier a part; 
and also his coat: now the 
coat was without seam, woven 
from the top throughout. 

24 They said therefore among 
themselves, Let us not rend it, 
but cast lots for it, whose it 
Shall be: that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled, which saith, 
They parted my raiment a- 
mongthem,andformy vesture 
they didcastlots. Thesethings 
therefore the soldiers did. 

25 { Now there stood by the 
eross of Jesus his mother, and 
his mother’s sister, Mary the 
wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. 

26 When Jesus therefore saw 
his mother, and the disciple 
standing by, whom he loved, 
he saith unto his mother, Wo- 
man, behold thy son! 

27 Then saith he to the disci- 
ple, Beholdthy mother! And 
from that hour that disciple 
took her unto his own home. 

28 { After this, Jesus know- 
ing that all things were now 
accomplished, that the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, saith, 
TI thirst. 

29 Now there was set a ves- 
sel full of vinegar: and they 
filled a sponge with vinegar, 
and put it upon hyssop, and 
put i¢ to his mouth. 

30 When Jesus therefore had 
received the vinegar, he said, 
It is finished: and he bowed 
hishead,andgaveuptheghost. 

81 The Jews therefore, be- 
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be taken away. 


32 Then came the soldiers, — 
and brake the legs of the first, — 


and of the other which was 
erucified with him. 


83 But when they came to Je- © 


sus, and saw that he was dead 
already, they brake not his 
legs: 

34 But one of the soldiers 
with aspear pierced his side, 
and forthwith came there out 
blood and water. 

35 And he that saw it bare rec- 
ord, and his record is true; and 
he knoweth that hesaith true, 
that ye might believe. 

36 For these things were done, 
that the Scripture should be 
fulfilled, A bone of him shall 
not be broken.

38 J And after this Joseph of 
Arimathea, being a discipleof 
Jesus, but secretly for fear of 
the Jews, besought Pilate that 
he might take away the body 
of Jesus: and Pilate gave him 
leave.

39 And there came also Nic- 
odemus, (which at the first 
came to Jesus by night,) and 
brought a mixture of myrrh 
and aloes, about a hundred 
pound weight. 

40 Then took they the body 
of Jesus, and wound it in linen 
clothes with the spices, as the 
manner of the Jews isto bury.

8 Peter therefore went forth, 
and that other disciple, and 
came to the sepulchre,

and the other disciple did out- 
run Peter, and came first to 
the sepulchre. 

§ And he stooping down, and 
‘looking in, saw the linen 
clothes lying; yet went he 
not in. 

6 Then cometh Simon Peter 
following him, and went into 
the sepulchre, and seeth the 
linen clothes lie, 

7 And the napkin, that was 
about his head, not lying with 
the linen clothes, but wrapped 
together in a place by itself. 

8 Then went in also that 
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and resurrection.

9 For as yet they knew not 
the Scripture, that he must 
rise again from the dead. 

10 Then the disciples went 
away again unto their own 
home.

16 Jesus saith unto her, Mary. 
She turned herself, and saith 
unto him, Rabboni; which is 
to say, Master. 

17 Jesus saith unto her, Touch 
me not; for I am not yet as- 
cended to my Father: but go 
to my brethren, and say unto 
them, I ascend unto my Fa- 
ther, and your Father; and to 
my God, and your God. 

18 Mary Magdalene cameand 
told the disciples that she had 
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seen the Lord, and that he had 
spoken these things unto her. 

19 { Then the same day at 
evening, being the first day of 
the week, when the doors were 
shut where the disciples were 
assembled for fear of the Jews, 
came Jesus and stood in the 
midst, and saith unto them, 
Peace be unto you. 

20 And when he had so said, 
he shewed unto them his 
hands and his side. Then 
were the disciples glad, when 
they saw the Lord. 

21 Then said Jesus to them 
again, Peace be unto you: as 
my Father hath sent me, even 
so send I you. 

22 And when he had said 
this, he breathed on them, 
and saith unto them, Receive 
ye the Holy Ghost: 

23 Whosesoever sins ye re- 
mit, they are remitted unto 
them; and whosesoever sins 
ye retain, they are retained. 

24 { But Thomas, one of the 
twelve, called Didymus, was 
not with them when Jesus 
came. 

25 The other disciples there- 
fore said unto him, We have 
seen the Lord. But he said 
unto them, Except I shall see 
in his hands the print of the 
nails, and put my finger into 
the print of the nails, and 
. thrust my hand into his side, 
I will not believe. 

26 § And after eight days 
again his disciples were with- 
in, and Thomas with them: 
then came Jesus, the doors be- 
ing shut, and stood in the 
midst, and said, Peace be unto 
you. 

27 Then saith he to Thomas, 
Reach hither thy finger, and 
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behold my hands; and reach 
hither thy hand, and thrust 
into my side; and be not faith- 
less, but believing. 

28 And Thomas answered 
and said unto him, My Lord 
and my God. 

29 Jesus saith unto him, 
Thomas, because thou hast 
seen me, thou hast believed: 
blessed are they that have not 
seen, and yet have believed. 


30 § And many other signs 


truly did Jesus in the presence 

of his disciples, which are not 

written in this book: 

31 But these are written, that 
ye might believe that Jesus is 
the Christ, the Son of God; 
and that believing ye might 
have life through his name, 

CHAPTER XXTI. 

1 Christ appearing again to his disciplea 
was known of them by the great draught 
of fishes. 12 He dineth with them: 1 
earnestly commandeth Peter to feed his 
lambs and sheep: 18 foretelleth him of 


hie death: 22 rebuketh his curtosity 
touching John. 25 The concluston. 


FTER these things Jesus 
shewed himself again to 
the disciples at the sea of 
Tiberias; and on this wise 
shewed he himself. 
2 There were together Simon 
Peter, and ‘Thomas called 
Didymus, and Nathanael of 
Cana in Galilee, and the sons 


of Zebedee, and two other of . 


his disciples. 

38 Simon Peter saith unto 
them, I go a fishing. They 
say unto him, We also go 
with thee. They went forth, 
and entered into a ship imme- 
diately; and that night they 
caught nothing. 

4 But when the morning was 
now come, Jesus stood on the 
shore; but the disciples knew 
not that it was Jesus. ~ rb

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5 Then Jesus saith unto them, 
Children, have ye any meat? 
They answered him, No. 

6 And he said unto them, 
Cast the net on the right side 
of the ship, and ye shall 
find. They cast therefore, 
and now they were not able 
to draw it for the multitude of 
fishes. 

7 Therefore that disciple 
whom Jesus loved saith unto 
Peter, It is the Lord. Now 
when Simon Peter heard that 
it was the Lord, he girt his 
fisher’s coat unto him, (for he 
was naked,) and did cast him- 
self into the sea. 

8 And the other disciples 
came in a little ship, (for they 
were not far from land, but 
as it were two hundred cu- 
dits,) dragging the net with 
fishes, 

9 As soon then as they were 
come to land, they saw a fire 
of coals there, and fish laid 
thereon, and bread. 

10 Jesus saith unto them, 
Bring of the fish which ye 
have now caught. 

11 Simon Peter went up, and 

drew the net to land full of 
great fishes, a hundred and 
fifty and three: and for all 
there were so many, yet was 
not the net broken.

And none 
of the disciples durst ask him, 
Who art thou? knowing that 
it was the Lord. 

13 Jesus then cometh, and 
taketh bread, and giveth 
them, and fish likewise. 

14 This is now the third time 
that Jesus shewed himself to 
his disciples, after that he was 
risen from the dead.

15 { So when they had dined, 
Jesus saith to Simon Peter, Si- 
mon, son of Jonas, lovest thou 
me more than these? He 
saith unto him, Yea, Lord; 
thou knowest that I love thee. 
He saith unto him, Feed my 
lambs. 

16 He saith to him again the 
second time, Simon, son of 
Jonas, lovest thou me? He 
saith unto him, Yea, Lord; 
thou Knowest that I love thee. 
He saith unto him, Feed my 
sheep. 

17 Hesaith unto him thethird 
time, Simon, son of Jonas, 
lovest thou me? Peter. was 
grieved because he said unto 
him the third time, Lovest 
thou me? And he said unto 
him, Lord, thou knowest all 
things; thou knowest that I 
love thee. Jesus saith unto 
him, Feed my sheep. 

18 Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, When thou wast young, 
thou girdedst thyself, and 
~walkedst whither thou would- 
est: but when thou shalt be 
old, thou shalt stretch forth 
thy hands, and another shall 
gird thee, and carry thee whith- 
er thou wouldest not. 

19 This spake he, signifying 
by what death he should glori- 
fy God. And when he had 
spoken this, he saith unto 
him, Follow me. 

20 Then Peter, turning about, 
seeth the disciple whom Je- 
sus loved following; which 
also leaned on his breast at 
supper, and said, Lord, which 
is he that betrayeth thee? 

21 Peter seeing him saith to 
Jesus, Lord, and what shalé 
this man do? 

22, Jesus saith unto him, If I

abroad among the brethren, 
that that disciple should not 
die: yet Jesus said not unto 
him, Heshall not die; but, If I 
will that he tarry till I come, 
what is that to thee?

CHAPTER I. 


1 Christ, preparing his apostles to the be- 
holding of his ascension,gathereth them 
together into the mount Olivet, com- 
mandeth them to expect in Jerusalem 
the sending down of the Holy Ghost, 
promiseth after few days to send tt: by 
virtue whereof they should be witnesses 
unto him, even to the utmost parts of 
the earth. 9 After his ascenston they 
are warned by two angels to depart, 
and to set their minds upon his second 
coming. 12 They accordingly return, 
and, giving themselves to prayer. choose 
Matthias apostle in the place of Judas. 


HE former treatise have I 

made, O Theophilus, of all 

that Jesus began both to do 
and teach, 

2 Until the day in which he 
was taken up, after that he 
through the Holy Ghost had 
given commandments unto 
the apostles whom he had 
chosen: ‘ 

3 To whom also he shewed 
himself alive after his passion 
by many infallible proofs, be- 
ing seen of them forty days, 
and speaking of the things 
pertaining to the kingdom of 
God: 

4 And, being assembled to- 
gether with them, commanded 
them that they should not de- 
part from Jerusalem, but wait 
for the promise of the Father, 
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will that he tarry till I come, ; testifieth of these things, and — 





into heaven. 4 
wrote these things: and we 
know that his testimony is i 
true. 
25 And there are also many | ‘ 
other things which Jesus did, — 
the which, if they should Del 
written every one, I suppose 
thateventheworlditselfcould — 
not contain the books that — 
should be written. Amen. ~ 
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which, saith he, ye have heard 
of me. 

5 For John truly baptized 
with water; but ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost 
not many days hence. 

6 When they therefore were | 
come together, they asked orm 
him, saying, Lord, wilt thou 
at this time restore again the 
kingdom to Israel ? 

7 And hesaid unto them, It is” 
not for you to know the times 
or the seasons, which the Fa- 
therhath putinhisown power. 

8 But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both .in— 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, 
and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part ofthe earth. 

9 And when he had spoken 
these things, while they be- 
held, he was taken up; anda 
cloud received him out of their 
sight. 

10 And while they looked 
steadfastly toward heaven as 
he went up, behold, two men 
stood by them in white ap- 
parel; 

11 Which also said, Ye men 
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of Galilee, why stand ye gaz- 
ing up inte heaven? this same 
Jesus, which is taken up from 
you into heaven, shallso come 
in like Manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven. 

. 12 Then returned they unto 
Jerusalem from the mount 
called Olivet, which is from 
Jerusalem a sabbath day’s 
journey. 

13 And when they were come 
in, they went up into an upper 
room, where abode both Peter, 
and James, and John, and 
Andrew, Philip, and Thomas, 
Bartholomew, and’ Matthew, 
James the son of Alpheus, and 
Simon Zelotes, and Judas the 
brother of James. 

_14 These all continued with 
one accord in prayer and sup- 
plication, with the women, 
and Mary the mother of Jesus, 
and with his brethren. 

15 { And in those days Peter 
stood up in the midst of the 
disciples, and said, (the num- 
ber of names together were 

-about a hundred and twenty,) 

16 Men and brethren, this 
Scripture must needs have 
been fulfilled, which the Holy 
Ghost by the mouth of David 
spake before concerning Ju- 
das, which was guide to them 
that took Jesus. 

17 For he was numbered with 
us, and had obtained part of 
this ministry. 

18 Now this man purchased a 
field with the reward of iniq- 
uity; and falling headlong, he 
burst asunder in the midst, 
and all his bowels gushed out. 

19 And it was known unto all 
the dwellers at Jerusalem; in- 
somuch as that field is called, 
-in their proper tongue, Acel- 
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to be an apostle. 


dama, that is to say, The field 

of blood. ‘ 

20 For it is written in the 
book of Psalms, Let his habita- 
tion be desolate, and let no 
man dwell therein: and, His 
bishoprick let another take? 

21 Wherefore of these men 
whichhave companied withus 
all the time thatthe Lord Jesus 
went in and out among us, 

22 Beginning from the bap- 
tism of John, unto that same 
day that he was taken up from 
us, must one be ordained to be 
a Witness with us of his resur- 
rection. 

23 And they appointed two,’ 
Joseph called Barsabas, who 
was surnamed Justus, and 
Matthias. 

24 And they prayed, and said, 
Thou, Lord, which knowest 
the hearts of all men, shew 
whether ofthesetwo thou hast 
chosen, 

25 That he may take part of 
this ministry and apostleship, 

-from which Judas by trans- 
gression fell, that he might go 
to his own place. 

26 And they gave forth their 
lots; and the lot fell upon Mat- 
thias; and he was numbered 
with the eleven apostles. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 The apostles, filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and speaking divers languages, are ad- 
mired by sume, and derided by others, 
14 Whom Peter disproving, and shew- 
ing that the apostles spake by the pow- 
er of the Holy Ghost, that Jeaus was 
risen from the dead, ascended intoheav- 
en, had poured down the same Holy 
Ghost, and was the Messias, a man 
known to them to be approved of God 
by his miracles, wonders, and signa, . 
and not crucified without his determin- 
ate counseland foreknowledge: 37 he 
baptizeth a great number that were con- 
verted. 41 Who afterwards devoutly 
and charitably converse together : the 
apostles working many miracles, and 
God daily increasing hia church.

cost was fully come, they. 


were all with one accord in 
one place. 

2 And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as of a 
rushing mighty wind, and it 
filled all the house where they 
were sitting. 

3 And there appeared unto 
them cloven tongues like as 
of fire, and it sat upon each of 
them. 

4 And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and be- 
gan to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance. 

5 And there were dwelling at 
Jerusalem Jews, devout men, 
out of every nation under 
heaven. 

6 Now when this was noised 
abroad, the multitude came 
together, and were confound- 
ed, because that every man 
heard them speak in his own 
language, 

7 And they were all amazed 
and marvelled, saying one to 
another, Behold, are not all 
these which speak Galileans ? 

8 And how hear we every 
maninourown tongue, where- 
in we were born ? 

9 Parthians, and Medes, and 
Elamites, and the dwellers in 
Mesopotamia, and in Judea, 
and Cappadocia, in Pontus, 
and Asia, 

10 Phrygia, and Pamphylia, 
in Egypt, and in the parts 
of Libya about Cyrene, and 
strangers of Rome, Jews and 
proselytes, 

11 Cretes and Arabians, we 
do hear them speak in our 


tongues the wonderful works 
of God. 
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12 And they were all amazed, 
and were in doubt, saying one 
to another, What meaneth 
this ? 


13 Others mockingsaid, These — 


men are full of new wine. 


14 J But Peter, standing up 


with the eleven, lifted up his 
voice, and said unto them, Ye 


men of Judea, and all ye that: 


dwell at Jerusalem, be this 
known unto you, and hearken 
to my words: 

15 For these are not drunken, 
as ye suppose, seeing itis but 
the third hour of the day.

24 Whom God hath raised up, 
having loosed the pains of 
death: because it was not pos- 
sible that he should be holden 
ofit. 

25 For Dayid speaketh con- 
cerning him, I foresaw the 
Lord always before my face; 
for he is on my right hand, 
that Ishould not be moved: 

26 Therefore did my heart re- 
joice, and my tongue was glad; 
moreover also my flesh shall 
rest in hope: 

27 Because thou wilt not 
leave my soul in hell, neither 
wilt thou suffer thine Holy 
One to see corruption. 

28 Thou hast made known to 
me the ways of life; thou 
shalt make me full ofjoy with 
thy countenance. 

29 Men and brethren, let me 
freely speak unto you of the 
patriarch David, that. he is 
both dead and buried, and his 
sepulchre is with us unto this 
day. 

30 Therefore being a proph- 


-et, and knowing that God had 


sworn with an oath to him, 
that of the fruit of his loins, 
according to the flesh, he 
would raise up Christ to sit 
on his throne; 

81 He, seeing this before, 
spake of the resurrection of 
Christ, that his soul was not 
left in hell, neither his flesh 
did see corruption. 

82 This Jesus hath God raised 
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the day of Pentecost. 
up, whereof we all are wit- 
nesses, 

33 Therefore beingby theright 
hand of God exalted, and hay- 
ing received of the Father the 
promise of the Holy Ghost, 
he hath shed forth this, which 
ye now see and hear. 

34 For David is not ascended 
into the heavens: but he saith 
himself, The Lorp said unto 
my Lord, Sit thou on my right 
hand, 

35 Until I make thy foes thy 
footstool. 

36 Therefore let allthe house 
of Israel know assuredly, that, 
God hath made that same Je- 
sus, whom ye have crucified, 
both Lord and Christ. 

37 { Now when they heard 
this, they were pricked in their 
heart, and said unto Peter and 
tothe rest of the apostles, Men 
and brethren, what shall we 
do ? 

38 Then Peter said unto them, 
Repent, and be baptized every 


Fone of you in the name of Je- 


sus Christ for the remission 
of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

39 For the promise is unto 
you, andto your children, and 
to all that are afar oif, even as 
many as the Lord our God 
shall call. 

49 And with many other 
words did he testify and ex- 
hort, saying, Save yourselves 
from this untoward genera- 
tion. 

41 § Then they that gladly 
received his word were bap- 
tized: and the same day there 
were added wnio them about 
three thousand souls. 

42, And they continued stead- 
fastly in the apostles’ doctrine 
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The lame 


and fellowship, and in break- 
ing of bread, and in prayers. 

43 And fear came upon ev- 
ery soul: and many wonders 
and signs were: done by the 
apostles. - 

44 And all that believed 
were together, and had all 
things common; 

45 And sold their possessions 
and goods, and parted them 
to all men, as every man had 
need. 

46 And they, continuing daily 
with one accord in the temple, 
and breaking bread from 
house to-house, did eat their 
meat with gladness and sin- 
-gileness of heart, 

47 Praising God, and having 
favour with all the people. 
And the Lord added to the 
church daily such as should 
be saved. 

CHAPTER ITIt, 


1 Peter preaching to the people that came 
to sce alame man restored to his feet, 
12 professeth the cure not to have been 
wrought by his or John’s own power, 
or holiness, but by God, and his Son 
Jesus, and through faith in his name: 
13 withal + ard ing them for cruci- 
Sying Jesus. Which because they 
did it thr cist tgnorance, and. that 
thereby were fulfilled God’s determin- 
ate counsel, and the Seriptures: 19 he 
exhorteth them by repentance and faith 
to seek remission of their sins, and sal- 
vation in the same Jesus.

8 And he leaping up stood, 
and walked, and entered with 
them into the temple, walk- 
ing, and leaping, and praising 
God. 

9 And all the people saw him 
walking and praising God: 

10 And they knew that it was 
he which sat for alms at the 
Beautiful gate of the temple: 
and they were filled with 
wonder and amazement at 
that which had happened un- 
to him. 

11 And as the lame man 
which was healed held Peter 
and John, all the people ran 
together unto them in the 
porch that is called Solomon’s, 
greatly wondering. 

12 { And when Peter saw i#, 
he answered unto the people, 
Ye men of Israel, why mar- 
vel ye at this? or why look ye 
so earnestly on us, as though 
by our own power or holiness 
we had made this man to 
walk ? 

13 The God of Abraham, and 


of Isaac, and of Jacob, the 
God of our fathers, hath glo- 


rified his Son Jesus; whom 


ye delivered up, and denied 


him in the presence of Pilate;

let him go. | 

14 But ye denied the Holy 
One and the Just, and desired 
a murderer to be granted un- 
to you; [ 

15 And killed the Prince of 
‘life, whom God hath. raised 
from the dead; whereof we 
are witnesses, 

16 And his name, through 
faith in his name, hath made 
this man strong, whom ye 
see and know: yea, the faith 
which is.by him hath given 
him this perfect soundness in 
the presence of you all. 

17 And now, brethren, I. wot 
that through ignorance ye did 
it, aS did also your rulers. 

18 But those things, which 
God before had shewed by the 
mouth ofall his prophets, that 
Christ should suffer, he hath 
so fulfilled. 

19 { Repent ye therefore, and 
be converted, that your sins 
may be blotted out, when the 
times of refreshing shall come 
from the presence ofthe Lord; 
20 And he shall send Jesus 
Christ, which before was 
preached unto you: 

21 Whom the heaven must 
receive until the times of res- 
titution of all things, which 
God hath spoken by the 
mouth of all his holy proph- 
ets since the world began. 

22 For Moses truly said unto 
the fathers, A Prophet shall 
the Lord your God raise up 
unto you of your brethren, 
like unto me; him shall ye 
hear in all things whatsoever 
he shall say unto you. 

23 And it shall come to pass, 
that every soul, which will not 
hear that Prophet, shall be 
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The rulers offended, 


destroyed from among the 

people. us 

24 Yea, and all the prophets 
from Samuel and those that 
follow after, as many as have 
spoken, have likewise foretold 
of these days. 

25. Ye are the children of the 
prophets, and of the covenant 
which God made with our fa- 
thers, saying unto Abraham, 
And in thy seed shall all the 
kindreds of the earth be 
blessed. 

26 Unto you first God, hav- 
ing raised up his Son Jesus, 
sent him to bless you, in turn- , 
ing away every one of you 
from his iniquities. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 The rulers of the Jews offended with 
Peter’s sermon, 4 (thowgh thousands 
of the people were converted that heard 
the word,) imprison him and John. 
After, upon examination Peter boldly 
avouching the lame man to be healed 
by the name of Jesus, and that by the 
same Jesus only we must be eternally 
saved, 13 they command him and John 
to preach no more in that name, add= 
ing also threatening, 23 whereupon the 
church fleeth to prayer. 31 And God, 
by moving the place where they were 
assembled, testified that he heard their 
prayer: confirming the church with 


the gift of the Holy Ghost, and with 
mutual love and charity. 


ND as they spake unto the 
people, the priests, and the 
captain of the temple, and the 
Sadducees, came upon then:, 
2 Being grieved: that they 
taught the people, and preach- 
ed through Jesus the resur- 
rection from the dead. 
3 And they laid hands on 
them, and put them in hold 


/unto the next day: for it was 


now eventide. 

4 Howbeit many of them. 
which heard the word believ- 
ed; and the number of the 
men was about five thousand, 

5 J And it came to pass on’ 
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Peter and John 


the morrow, that their rulers, 
and elders, and scribes, 

6 And Annas the high priest, 
and Caiaphas, and John, and 
Alexander, and as many as 
were of the Kindred of the 
high priest, were gathered to- 
gether at Jerusalem. 

7 And when they had set 
them in the midst, they ask- 
ed, By what power, or by what 
name, have ye done this? 

8 Then Peter, filled with the 
Holy Ghost, said unto them, 
Ye rulers of the people, and 

j elders of Israel, 

9 If we this day be examined 
of the good deed done to the 
impotent man,by what means 
he is made whole; 

10 Be it known unto you all, 
and to all the people of Israel, 
that by the name of Jesus 


Christ of Nazareth, whom ye 


crucified, whom God raised 
from the dead, even by him 
doth this man stand here be- 
fore you whole. 

11 This is thestone which was 
set at nought of you builders, 
which is become the head of 
the corner. 

12 Neither is there salvation 
in any other: for there isnone 
other name under heaven giv- 
en among men, whereby we 
must be saved. 

13 { Now when they saw the 
boldness of Peter and John, 
and perceived that they were 
unlearned and ignorant men, 
they marvelled; and theytook 
knowledge of them, that they 
had been with Jesus. 

14 And beholding the man 
which was healed standing 
with them, they could say 
nothing against it. 

15 But when,they had com- 
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before the council. — 
manded them to go aside out 
of the council, they conferred — 
among themselves, fe 

16 Saying, What shall we do — 

to these men ? for that indeed — 
a notable miracle hath been — 
done by them is manifest to — y 
all them that dwell in Jerusa- ®

17 But that it spread no Tr 
ther among the people, let us © 
straitly threaten them, thats 
they speak henceforth to no ; 
man in this name. 

18 And they called them, and 
commanded them not to speak 7 
at allnorteach in the name of — 
Jesus, i 

19 But Peter and John an- 
swered and said unto them, — 
Whether it be right in the — 
sight of God to hearken unto — 
you more than unto God, © 
judge ye. 

20 For we cannot but speak 
the things which we have seen 
and heard. 

21 So when they had further 
threatened them, they let 
them go, finding nothing how 
they might punish them, be- 
cause of the people: for all 
men glorified God for that 
which was done. 

22 For the man was above 
forty years old, on whom this 
miracleofhealing wasshewed. 

23 § And being let go, they 
went to their own company, 
and reported all that the chief 
priests and elders had said 
unto them, 

24 And when they heard that, 
they lifted up their voice to 
God with oneaccord, and said, 
Lord, thou art God. which hast 
made heaven, and earth, and 
thesea, and all that in them is; 

25 Who by the mouth of thy

servant David hast said, Why 
did the heathen rage, and the 
people imagine vain things? 

26 The kings of the earth 
stood up, and the rulers were 
gathered together against the 
Lord, and against his Christ. 

27 For of a truth against thy 
holy child Jesus, whom thou 
hast anointed, both Herod, 
and Pontius Pilate, with the 
Gentiles, and the people of Is- 
rael, were gathered together, 

28 For to do whatsoever thy 
hand and thy counsel determ- 
ined before to be done. 

29 And now, Lord, behold 
their threatenings: and grant 
unto thy servants, that with 
all boldness they may speak 
thy word, 

30 By stretching forth thine 
handtoheal; andthatsignsand 
wonders may be done by the 
name of thy holy child Jesus. 

31 J And when they had pray- 
ed,theplace was shaken where 
they were assembled together; 
and they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost,andtheyspake 
theword of God with boldness. 

32 And the multitude of them 
that believed were of one heart 
and of one soul: neither said 
any of them that aught of the 
things which he possessed was 
his own; but they had all 
things common. 

33 And with great power gave 
the apostles witness of the 
resurrection of the Lord Je- 
sus: and great grace was up- 
on them all. 

34 Neither was there any 
among them that lacked: for 
as Many as were possessors of 
lands or houses sold them, 
and brought the prices of the 
things that were sold, 
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orayeth to God. 


85 And laid them down at the 
apostles’ feet: and distribution 
was made unto every man ac- 
cording as he had need. 

386 And Joses, who by the 
apostles was*surnamed Bar- 
nabas, (which is, being inter- 
preted, The son of consola- 
tion,) a Levite, and of the 
country of Cyprus, 

37 Having land, sold it, and, 
brought the money, and laid it 
at the apostles’ feet. 


CHAPTER V. 


1 After that Ananias and Sapphira his 
wife for their hypocrisy at Peter’s re- 
buke had fallen down dead, 12 and that 
the rest of the apostles had wrought 
many miracles, 14 to the increase of the 
faith: 17 the apostles are again tmpris- 
oned, 19 but delivered by an angel bid- 
ding them to preach openly to all: 21 
when, after their teaching accordingly 
in the temple, 29 and before the council, 
33 they are in danger to be killed, 
through the advice of Gamaliel,a great 
cownsellor among the Jews, they be kept 
alive, 40 and are but beaten: for which 
they glorify God, and cease no day 
from preaching. 


UT a certain man named 
Ananias, with Sapphira 
his wife, sold a possession, 

2 And kept back part of the 
price, his wife also being privy 
to it, and brought a certain 
part, and laid it at the apos- 
tles’ feet. 

38 But Peter said, Ananias, 
why hath Satan filled thine 
heart to lie to the Holy Ghost, 
and to keep back part of the 
price of the land ? 

4 While it remained, was it 
not thine own? and after it 
was sold, was it not in thine 
own power? why hast thou 
conceived this thing in thine 
heart? thou hast not lied unto 
men, but unto God. 

5 And Ananias hearing these 
words fell down, and gave up 
the ghost: and great fearcame 
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are imprisoned. 


on all them that heard these} 16 There came also a multi- 


things. 

6 And the young men arose, 
wound him up, and earried 
him out, and buried him. 

7 And it was about the space 
of three hours after, when his 
wife, not knowing what was 
‘done, came in. 

8 And Peter answered unto 
her, Tell me whether ye sold 
the land for ‘so much? And 
She said, Yea, for so much. 

9 Then Peter said unto her, 
Ffow is it that ye have agreed 
together to tempt the Spirit 
of the Lord? behold, the feet 
ef them which have buried 
thy husband are at the door, 
and shall carry thee out. 

10 Then fell shedownstraight- 
way at his feet, and yielded up 
the ghost: and the young men 
eame in, and found her dead, 
and, carrying her forth, buried 
her by her husband. 

11 And great fear came upon 
all the church, and upon as 
many as heard these things. 

12 § And by the hands of the 
apostles were many signs and 
wonders wrought among the 
people; (and they were all 
with one accord in Solomon’s 
porch. 

13 And of the rest durst no 
man join himself to them: but 
the people magnified them. 

14 And believers were the 
more added to the Lord, mul- 
titudes both of men and wo- 
men;) 
15Insomuch that theybrought 
forth the sick into the streets, 
‘and laid them. on beds and 
couches, that at the least the 
shadow of Peter passing by 
might overshadow some of 


them, 
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tude out of the cities round 
about unto Jerusalem, bring- 


ing sick folks, and them which — 


were vexed with unclean spir- 
its: and they were healed 
every one. 

174 Then the high priest rose 


up, and allthey that were with — 


him, (which is the sect of the 
Sadducees,) and were filled 
with indignation, 


18 And laid. their hands on — 


the apostles,.and put them in 
the common prison. ; 
19 But the angel of the Lord 


by night opened the prison © 


doors,and brought them forth, 
and said, 

20 Go, stand and speak in the 
temple to the people all the 
words of this life. 

21 And when they heard that, 
they entered into the temple 
early in the morning, and 
taught. But the high priest 
came,and they that were with 
him, and called the council 
together, and all the senate of 
the children of Israel, and 
sent tothe prison tohayve them 
brought. 

22 But when the officers came, 
and found them not in the 
prison, they returned, andtold, 

23 Saying, The prison truly 


found we shut with all safety, — 
and the keepers standing with- — 
out before the doors: but when © 
we had opened, we found no © 


man within. 


24 Now when the high priest | 


and the captain of the temple 
and the chief priests heard 
these things, they doubted of 
them whereunto this would 
grow. 

25 Then came one and told 
them, saying, Behold, themen 


The apostles beaten, 
whom ye put in prison are 
standing in the temple, and 
teaching the people. 

26 Then went the captain with 
the officers, and brought them 
without violence: for they 
feared the people, lest they 
should have been stoned. 

27 And when they had brought 

them, they set them before the 
council: and the high priest 
asked them, * 
28 Saying, Did not we straitly 
command you that ye should 
not teach in this name? and, 
behold, ye have filled Jerusa- 
lem with your doctrine, and 
intend to bring this man’s 
blood upon us. 

29 { Then Peter and the other 
apostles answered and said, 
We ought to obey God rather 
than men. 

80 The God of our fathers 
raised up Jesus, whom yeslew 
and hanged on a tree. 

31 Him hath God exalted 
with his right hand to be a 
Prince and a Saviour, for to 
give repentance to Israel, and 
forgiveness of sins. 

32 And we are his witnesses of 
these things; and so is also the 
Holy Ghost, whom God hath 
given to them that obey him. 

33 § When they heard that, 
they were cut fo the heart, and 

took counsel to slay them. 
34 ‘Then stood there up one in 
the council, a Pharisee, named 
Gamaliel, a doctor of the law, 
had in reputation among all 
the people, and commanded 
to put the apostles forth a lit- 
tle space ; 

35 And said unto them, Ye 
men of Israel, take heed to 
yourselves what ye intend to 
do as touching these men. 
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cand dismissed. 


36 For before these days rose 
up Theudas, boasting himself 
to be somebody; to whom a 
number of men, about four 
hundred, joined themselves: 
who was slain; and all, as 
many as obeyed him, were 
scattered, and brought to 
nought. ’ 

87 After this man rose up Ju- 
das of Galilee in the days of 
the taxing, and drew away 
much people after .him: he 
also perished; and all, even as 
many as obeyed him, were 
dispersed. - 

38 And now-I say unto you, 
Refrain from these men, and 
let them alone: for if this 
counsel or this -work be of 
men, it will come to nought: 

39 But if it be of God, ye can- 
not overthrow it; lest haply 
ye be found even to fight 
against God. 

40 And to him they agreed: 
and when they had called the 
apostles,and beaten them,they 
commanded that they should 
not speak in the name of Je- 
sus, and let them go. 

41 { And they departed from 
the presence of the council, 
rejoicing that they were count- 
ed worthy to suffer shame for 
his name. 

42 And daily in the temple, 
and in every house, they ceas- 
ed not to teach’ and preach 
Jesus Christ. 

CHAPTER VI. 


1 The aposties, desirous to have the poor 
regarded for thetr bodily sustenance, 
as alao careful themselves to diapense 
the word of God, the food of the soul, 3 
appoint the office of deaconshtp to seven 
chosen men. 5 Of whom Stephen, a 
man full of faith, and of the Holy 
Ghost, is one. 12 Who is taken of those, 
whom he confounded in disputing, 13 
and after falsely accused of blasphemy 
against the law and the temple. 
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ND in those days, when the 
number of the disciples 
was multiplied, there arose a 
murmuring of the Grecians 
against the Hebrews, because 
their widows were neglected 
in the daily ministration. 

2 Then,the twelve called the 
multitude of the disciples wn- 
to them, and said, It is not 
reason that we should leave 
the word of God, and serve 
tables. 

8 Wherefore, brethren, look 
ye out among you seven men 
of honest report, full of the 
Holy Ghost and wisdom, 
whom we may appoint over 
this business. 

4 But we will give ourselves 
continually to prayer, and to 
the ministry ofthe word. 

5 § And the saying pleased 
thewholemultitude: and they 
chose Stephen, a man full of 
faith and of thé Holy Ghost, 
and Philip, and Prochorus, 
and Nicanor, and Timon, and 
Parmenas, and Nicolas a pros- 
elyte of Antioch ; 

6 Whom they set before the 
apostles: and when they had 
prayed, they laid their hands 
on them. 

7 And the word of God in- 
creased; and the number of 
the disciples multiplied in Je- 
rusalem greatly; and a great 
company of the priests were 
obedient to the faith. 

8 And Stephen, full of faith 
and power, did great wonders 
and miracles among the peo- 
ple. 

9 { Then there arose certain 
of the synagogue, which is 
called the synagogue of the 
Libertines,and Cyrenians,and 
'Alexandrians, and of them of 
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Cilicia and of Asia, disputing 
with Stephen. ' 
10 And they were not able to 


resist the wisdom and the — 


spirit by which he spake, 


11 Then they suborned men, i 
whichsaid,Wehaveheardhim | 
speak blasphemous words a- © 
gainst Moses,and against God. — 

12 And they stirred up the > 
people, and the elders, and the © 


scribes, and Came upon hiz, 
and caught him, and brought 
him to the council, 

13 And set up false witnesses, 
which said, This man ceaseth 
not to speak blasphemous 
words against this holy place, 
and the law: 

14 For we have heard him 


Say, that this Jesus of Naza- 


reth shall destroy this place, 
and shall change the customs 
which Moses delivered us. 

15 And all that sat in the 
council, looking steadfastly 
on him, saw his face as it had 
been the face of an angel. 


CHAPTER VIL. 

1 Stephen, permitted to answer to the acs 
cusation of blasphemy, 2 sheweth that 
Abraham worshipped God rightly, and 
how God chose the fathers 20 before 
Moses was born, and before the taber- 
nacle and temple were built: 37 that 
Moses himeelf witnessed of Christ: 44 
and that all outward ceremonies were 
ordatned according to the heavenly pat- 
tern, to last but for atime: 51 repre- 
hending their rebellion, and murdering 
of Christ, the Just One, whom the proph- 
ets foretold should come into the world. 
54 Whereupon they stone him to death, 
who commendeth hia soul to Jeaus, and 
humbly prayeth for them. 


HEN said the high priest, 
Are these things so? 

2 And hesaid, Men, brethren, 
and fathers, hearken; The 
God of glory appeared unto 
our father Abraham, when he 
was in Mesopotamia, before 
he dwelt in Charran,

before the council. 4 
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| Stephen's apology. THE 
3 And said unto him, Get thee 
out of thy country, and from 
thy kindred, and come into 


the land which I shall shew | 


thee. 

4 Then came he out of the 
land of the Chaldeans, and 
dwelt in Charran: and from 
thence, when his father was 
dead, he removed him into 
this land, wherein ye now 
dwell. 

5And he gavehimnoneinher- 
itance in it, no, not so much as 
to set his foot on: yet he prom- 
ised that he would give it to 
him for a possession, and to 
his seed after him, when as 
yet he hac xo child. 

6 And Goa spake on this wise, 
That his seed should sojourn 
in a strange land; and that 
they should bring them. into 
bondage, and entreat them 
evil four hundred years. 

7 And the nation to whom 
they shall be in bondage will 
IT judge, said God: and after 
that shall they come forth, 
and serve me in this place. 

8 And he gave him the cove- 
nant of circumcision: and so 
Abraham begat Isaac, and 
circumeised him the eighth 
day; and Isaac begat Jacob; 
and Jacob begat the twelve 
patriarchs. 

_ 9 And the patriarchs, moved 
with envy, sold Joseph into 
Egypt: but God was with him, 

10 And delivered him out of 
all his. afflictions, and gave 
him fayour and wisdom in 
the sight of Pharaoh king of 
Egypt; and he made him 
governor over Egypt and all 
his house. 

11 Now there came a dearth 
over all the land of Egypt 
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and Chanaan, and great afflic- 
tion: and our fathers found 
no sustenance, 

12 But when Jacob heard 
that there was corn in Egypt, 
he sent out our fathers first, 

18 And at the second time 
Joseph was made known to 
his brethren; and Joseph’s 
kindred was made known 
unto Pharaoh. 

14 Then sent Joseph, and 
called his father Jacob to him, 
and all his. kindred, three- 
score and fifteen souls. 

15 So Jacob went down into 
Egypt, and died, he, and our 
fathers, ' 

16 And were carried over into 
Sychem, and laid in the sepul- 
chre that Abraham bought for 
asum of money of the sons of 
Emmor, the father of Sychem. 

17 But when the time of the 
promise drew nigh, which 
God had sworn to Abraham, 
the people grew and multi- 
plied in Egypt, 

18 Till another king arose, 
which knew not Joseph. 

19 The same dealt subtilely 
with our kindred, and evil 
entreated our fathers, so that 
they cast out their young chil- 
dren, to the end they might 
not live» 

20 In which time Moses was 
born, and was exceeding fair, 
and nourished up in his fa- 
ther’s house three months: 

21 And when he was cast 
out, Pharaoh’s daughter took 
him up, and nourished him 
for her own son. 

22 And Moses was learned in 
all the wisdom of the Egyp- 
tians, and was mighty in 
words and in deeds. 

23 And when he was full 
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forty years old, it came into 
his heart to visit his brethren 
the children of Israel. 

24 And seeing one of them 
suffer wrong, he defended 
him, and avenged him that 
was oppressed, and smote 
the Egyptian: 

25 For he supposed his breth- 
ren would have understood 
how that God by his hand 
would deliver them; but they 
understood not. 

26 And the next day he shew- 
ed himself unto them as they 
strove, and would have set 
them at one again, saying, 
Sirs, ye are brethren; why do 
ye wrong one to another? 

27 But he that did his neigh- 
bour wrong thrust him away, 
saying, Who made thee aruler 
and a judge over us? 

28 Wilt thou kill me, as thou 
didst the Egyptian yesterday ? 
29 Then fled Moses at this 
saying, and was a stranger 
in the land of Madian, where 
he begat twosons. - 

30 And when forty years 
were expired, there appeared 
to him in the wilderness of 
mount Sina an angel of the 
Lord ina flame offireinabush. 

381 When Moses saw it, he 
wondered at the sight: and 
as he drew near to behold it, 
the voice of the Lord came 
unto him, 

82 Saying, I am the God of 
thy fathers, the God of Abra- 
ham, and the God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob. Then 
Moses trembled, and durst 
not behold. 

33 Then said the Lord to him, 
Put off thy shoes from thy 
feet: for the place where thou 
standest is holy ground. 
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34 I have seen, I have seen 
the affliction of my people 


which is in Egypt, and I have 


heard their groaning, and am 


come down to deliver pend i 


And now come, I will se 
thee into Egypt. 

35 This Moses whom they re- 
fused, saying, Who made thee 
a ruler and ajudge? the same 
did God send to bea ruler anid 
a deliverer by the hand of the 
angel which appeared to him 
in the bush. 


36 He brought them out, after ~ 


that he had shewed wonders 
and signs in the land of Hgypt,

and in the Red sea, and in the 4 


wilderness forty years. 

37 { This is that Moses, which 
said unto the children of Is- 
rael, A Prophet shall the Lord 
your God raise up unto you of 
your brethren, like unto me; 
him shall ye hear. 

38 This is he, that was in the 
church in the wilderness with 
the angel which spake to him 
in the mount Sina, and wiih 
our fathers: who received the 
lively oracles to give unto us: 

39 Towhom our fathers would 
not obey, but thrust him from 
them, and in their hearts turn- 
ed back again into Egypt, 

40 Saying unto Aaron, Make 
us gods to go before us: for as 
for this Moses, which brought 
us out of the land of Egypt, 
we wot not what is become of 
him. 

41 And they made a caif in 
those days, and offered sacri- 
fice unto the idol, and rejoiced 
in the works of their own 
hands. 

42 Then God turned, and gave 
them up to worship the host 


of heaven; as it is written in 
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the book of the prophets, O ye 
house of Israel, have ye offer- 
ed to meslain beasts and sacri- 
fices by the space of forty years 
in the wilderness? 

43 Yea, ye took up the taber- 
nacle of Moloch, and the star 
of your god Remphan, figures 


which ye made to worship 


them: and I will carry you 
away beyond Babylon. 
44 Our fathers had the taber- 


_ nacle of witness in the wilder- 


ness, as he had appointed, 


“speaking unto Moses, that he 
Should make it according to 


the fashion that he had seen. 

45 Which also our fathers that 
came after brought in with 
Jesus into the possession of 
the Gentiles, whom God drave 
out before the face of our fa- 
thers, unto the days of David; 

46 Who found favour before 
God, and desired to find a tab- 
ernacle for the God of Jacob. 

47 But Solomon built him a 
house. 

48 Howbeit the Most High 
dwelleth not in temples made 
With hands; as saith the 
prophet, 

49 Heaven is my throne, and 
earth is my footstool: what 
house will ye build me? saith 
the Lord: or what is the place 
of my rest? 4 

50 Hath not my hand made 
all these things ? 

51 { Ye stiffhecked and un- 
circumcised in heart and ears, 
ye do always resist the Holy 
Ghost: as your fathers did, so 
do ye. 

52 Which of the prophetshave 
not your fathers persecuted? 
and they have slain them 
which shewed before of the 
coming of the Just One; of 
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He is stoned, 


whom ye have been now the 

betrayers and murderers: 

53 Who have received the 
law by the disposition of an- 
gels, and have not kept it. 

54 { When they heard these 
things, they were cut to the 
heart, and they gnashed on 
him with their teeth. 

55 But he, being full of the 
Holy Ghost, looked up stead- . 
fastly into heaven, and. saw 
the glory of God, and Jesus 
standing on the right hand of 
God, 

56 And said, Behold, I see the 
heavens opened, and the Son 
of man standing on the right 
hand of God. 

57 Then they cried out with a 
loud voice, and stopped their 
ears, and ran upon him with 
one accord, ; 

58 And cast him out of the 
city, and stoned him: and the 
witnesses laid down their 
clothes at a young man’s feet, 
whose name was Saul. 

59 And they stoned Stephen, 
calling upon God, and saying, 
Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. 

60 And he kneeled down, and 
cried with a loud voice, Lord, 
lay not this sin to their charge. 
And when he had said this, he 
fell asleep. 

CHAPTER. VIII. 

1 By occasion of the persecution in Jeru- 
salem, the church being planted in Sa- 
maria, 5 by Philip the deacon, who 
preached, did miracles, and baptized 
many, among the rest Simon the sorcer- 
er, a great seducér of the people: 14 
Peter and John come to confirm and 
enlarge the church: where, by prayer 
and imposition of hands giving the 
Holy Ghost, 13 when Simon would have 
bought the like power of them, 20 Peter 
sharply reproving his hypocrisy, and 
covetousness, and exhorting him to re 
pentance, together with John preaching 
the word of the Lord, retwrn to Jerusa- 


lem. 26 But the angel sendeth Philip to 
teach and buptize the Ethiopian eunuch. 
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ND Saul was consenting 
unto his death. And at 
that time there was a great 
persecution against the church 
which was at Jerusalem; and 
they were all scattered abroad 
throughout the regions of Ju- 
dea and Samaria, except the 
apostles,’ 

2 And devout men carried 
Stephen fohisburial,and made 
great lamentation over him. 

3 As for Saul, he made havoc 
of the church, entering into 
every house, and haling men 
and-women committed them 
to prison. 

4 Therefore they that were 
scattered abroad went every 
where preaching the word. 

5 Then Philip went down to 
the city of Samaria, and 
preached Christ unto them, 

6 And the people with one 
accord gave heed unto those 
things which Philip spake, 
hearing and seeing the mira- 
cles which he did. 

7 For unclean spirits, crying 
with loud voice, came out of 
many that were possessed with 
them: and many taken with 
palsies, and that were lame, 
were healed. 

8 And there was great joy in 
that city. 

9 But there was a certain 
man, called Simon, which be- 
foretime in the same city used 
sorcery, and bewitched the 
people of Samaria, giving out 
that himself was some great 
one: 

10 To whom they all gave 
heed, from the least to the 
greatest, saying, This man is 
the great power of God. 

li And ‘to him they had re- 

’ gard, because that offong time 
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he had bewitched them» with 
sorceries. 
12 But when they pelievea

God, and the name of Jesus © 
Christ, they were baptized, — 


both men and women, 

13 Then Simon himself be- 
lieved also: and when he was 
baptized, he continued with 
Philip, and wondered, behold- 
ing the miracles and signs 
which were done. 

14 Now when the apostles 
which wereat Jerusalemheard 
that Samaria had received the 
word of God, they sent unto 
them Peter and John; 

15 Who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, that 
they might receive the Holy 
Ghost: 

16 (For as yet he was fallen 
upon none of them: only they 
were baptized in the name of 
the Lord Jesus.)

17 Then laid they their hands — 


on them, and they received 
the Holy Ghost. 

18 And when Simon saw that 
through laying on of the apos- 
tles’ hands the Holy Ghost was 
given, he offered them money, 

19 Saying, Give me also this 
power, that on whomsoever I 
lay hands, he may receive the 
Holy Ghost. 

20 But Peter said unto him, 
Thy money perish with thee, 
because thou hast thought 
that the gift of God may be 
purchased with money. 

21 Thou hast neither part nor 
lot in this matter: for thy 
heart is not right in the sight 
of God. 

22 Repent therefore of this 
thy wickedness,and pray God,

if perhaps the thought of thine 
heart may be forgiven thee. 

23 For I perceive that thou 
art in the gall of bitterness, 
and ia the bond of iniquity. 

24 Then answered Simon, and 
said, Pray ye to the Lord for 
me, that none of these things 
Which ye have spoken come 
upon me. 

25 And they, when they had 
testified and preached the 
word of the Lord, returned to 
Jerusalem, and preached the 
gospel in many villages of the 
Samaritans. 

26 And the angel of the Lord 
spake unto Philip, saying, 
Arise, and go toward the 
south, unto the way that go- 
eth down from Jerusalem un- 
to Gaza, which is desert. 

27 And he arose and went: 
and, behold, a man of Ethio- 
pia, a eunuch of great author- 
ity under Candace queen of 
the Ethiopians, who had the 
charge of all her treasure, 
and had come to Jerusalem 
for to worship, 

28 Was returning, and sitting 
in his chariot read Esaias the 
prophet. ; 

29 Then the Spirit said unto 
Philip, Go near, and join thy- 
self to this chariot. 

30 And Philip ran thither to 
him, and heard him read the 
prophet Esaias, and said, Uh- 
derstandest thou what thou 
readest ? 

31 And he said, How can I, 
except some man _ should 
guide me? And he desired 
Philip that he would come up 
and sit with him. 

382. The place of the Scripture 
which he read was this, He 
was led as a sheep to the 
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slaughter; and like a lamb 
dumb before his shearer, so 
opened he not his mouth: 

33. In his humiliation his 
judgment: was taken away: 
and who shall declare his 
generation? for. his life is 
taken from the earth. 

84 And the eunuch answered 
Philip, and said, I pray thee, 
of whom speaketh the proph- 
et this? of himself, or of some 
other man ? 

35 Then Philip opened his 
mouth, and began at thesame 
Scripture, and preached unto 
him Jesus. 

36 And as they went on thet. 
way, they came unto a cer- 





tain water: and the eunuch 
said, See, here is water; what 
doth hinder me to be bap- 
tized ? ; 

87 And Philip said, If thou 
believest with all thine heart, 
thou mayest. And he answer- 
ed and said, I believe that Je- 
sus Christ is the Son of God. 

388 And he commanded the 
chariot to stand still: and 
they went down both into the 
water, both Philip and the 
eunuch; and he baptized him. 

39 And when they were come 
up out of the water, the Spirit 
of the Lord caught away Phil- 
ip, that the eunuch saw him 
no more: and he went on his 
way rejoicing. 

40 But Philip was found at 
Azotus: and passing through 
he preached in all the cities, 
till he came to Cesarea, 


CHAPTER. IX. 


1 Saul, going towards Damascus, 4 18 
stricken down to the carth, 10 ts called 
to the apostleship, 18 and is baptized b 
Ananias. 20 He preacheth Chriat bold- 
ty. 23 The Jews lay watt to killhim: 

29 80 do the Grecians, but he escapeth 
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both. 81 The church having rest, Peter 
healeth Eneas of the palsy, 36 and. re- 
storeth Tabitha to life. : 
ack Saul, yet breathing out 
threatenings and slaugh- 
ter against the disciples of the 
Lord,wentuntothehigh priest, 
2 And desired of him letters 
to Damascus to the syna- 
gogues, that if he found any 
of this way, whether they 
were men or women, he 
might bring them bound un- 
to Jerusalem. 
8 And as he journeyed, he 


camenear Damascus: and sud- } 


denly thereshined roundabout 
him a light from heaven: 

4 And he fell to the earth, 
and heard a voice saying un- 
to him, Saul, Saul, why perse- 
cutest thou me? 

5 And he said, Who art thou, 
Lord? And the Lord said, I 
am Jesus whom thou perse- 
cutest: it is hard for thee to 
kick against the pricks. 

6 And he trembling and as- 
tonished said, Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do? And 
the Lord said unto him, Arise, 
and go into the city, and it 
shall be told thee what thou 
must do. 

7 And the men which jour- 
neyed with him stood speech- 
less, hearing a voice, but see- 
ing no man. 

8 And Saul arose from the 
earth; and when his eyes were 
opened, he saw no man: but 
they led him by the hand, and 
brought hin into Damascus. 

9 And he was three days 
without sight, and neither did 
eat nor drink. 

10 { And there was a certain 
disciple at Damascus, named 
Ananias; and to him said the 
Lord in a vision, Ananias. 
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of Saul. 
And he said, Behold, I am 
here, Lord. : 

11 And the Lord said unto 
him, Arise, and go into the 
street which is called Straight, 
and inquire in the house of 


Judas for one called Saul, of | 
Tarsus: for, behold, he pray-— 


eth, 
12 And hath seen in a vision 
aman hamed Ananias com- 


ing in, and putting his hand © 


on him, that he might receive 
his sight. 

13 Then Ananias answered, 
Lord, I have heard by many 
of this man, how much evil 
he hath done to thy saints at 
Jerusalem : 

14 And here he hath author- 


ity from the chief priests to — 


bind all that call on thy name. 

15 But the Lord said unto 
him, Go thy way: for he is a 
chosen vessel unto me, to bear 
my name before the Gentiles, 
and kings, and the children 
of Israel: 

16 For I will shew him how 
great things he must suffer 
for my name’s sake. i 

17 And Ananias went his 
way, and entered into the 
house; and putting his hands 
on him said, Brother Saul, the 
Lord,even Jesus, thatappeared 
unto thee in the way as thou 
camest, hath sent me, that 
thou mightest receive thy 
sight, and be filled with the 
Holy Ghost. 

18 Andimmediately there fell 
from his eyes as it had been 
seaies: and he received sight 
forthwith, and arose, and was 
baptized. 

19 And when he had received 
meat, he was strengthened, 
Then was Saul certain days

with the disciples which were 
at Damascus. 

20 Andstraightway hepreach- 
ed Christ in the synagogues, 
that he is the Son of God. 

21 But all that heard him 
were amazed, and said; Is not 
this he that destroyed them 
which called on this name in 
Jerusalem, and came hither 
for that intent, that he might 
bring them bound unto the 


chief priests ? 


22 But Saul increased the 
more in strength, and con- 
founded the Jews which dwelt 
at Damascus, proving that 
this is very Christ. 

23 § And after that many 
days were fulfilled, the Jews 
took counsel to kill him: 

24 But their laying wait was 
known of Saul. And they 
watched the gates day and 
night to kill him. 

25 Then the disciples took 
him by night, and let him 
down by the wall in a bas- 
ket. 

26 And when Saul was come 
to Jerusalem, he assayed to 
join himself to the disciples: 
but they were all afraid of 
him, and believed not that he 
was a disciple. 

27 But Barnabas took him, 
and brought him to the apos- 
tles, and declared unto them 
how hehad seen the Lord in 
the way, and that he had 
spoken to him, and how he 
had preached boldly at Da- 
yoascus in the name of Jesus. 

28 And he was with them 
coming in and going out at 
Jerusalem, 

29 And hespake boldly in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, and 
disputed against the Grecians: 
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but they went about to slay 
him. 

30 Which when the brethren 
knew, they brought him down 
to Cesarea, and sent him forth 
to Tarsus. 

31 Then had the churches 
rest throughout all Judea and 
Galilee and Samaria,and were 
edified; and walking in the 
fear of the Lord, and in the 
comfort of the Holy Ghost, - 
were multiplied. 

32 § And it came to pass, as 
Peter passed throughout all 
quarters, he came down also 
to the saints which dwelt at, 
Lydda. 

33 And there he found a cer- 
tain man named Eneas, which 
had kept his bed eight years, 
and was sick of the palsy. 

34 And Peter said unto him, 
Eneas, Jesus Christ maketh 
thee whole: arise, and make 
thy bed. And he arose im- 
mediately. 

35 And all that dwelt at Lyd- 
da and Saron saw him, and 
turned to the Lord. 

36 § Now there was at Joppa 
a certain disciple named Tahb- 
itha, which by interpretation 
is called Dorcas: this woman 
was full of good works and 
almsdeeds which she did. 

37 And it came to pass in 
those days, that she was sick, 
and died: whom when they 
had washed, they laid her in 
an upper chamber. 

38 And forasmuch as Lydda 
was nigh to Joppa, and the 
disciples had heard that Peter 
was there, they sent unto him 
two men, desiring Aim that he 
would not delay to come to 
them. é 

39 Then Peter arose and went 
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Cornelius sendeth 
with them. When he was 
come, they brought him into 
theupper chamber: and allthe 


widows stood by him weeping, | 


and shewing the coats and 

garments which Dorcas made, 

while she was with them. 

40 But Peter put them all 
forth, and kneeled down, and 
prayed; and turning him to 
the body said, Tabitha, arise. 
And she opened hereyes: and 
when shesaw Peter,shesatup. 

41 And he gave her jis hand, 
and lifted her up; and when 
he had called the saints and 
widows, hepresented heralive. 

42 Andit was known through- 
out all Joppa; and many be- 
lieved in the Lord, 

43 And it came to pass, that 
he tarried many days in Jop- 
pa with one Simon a tanner. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Cornelius, a devout man, 5 being com- 
manded by an angel, sendeth for Peter: 
11 who by a vision 15, 20is taught not to 
despise the Gentiles. 34 As he preach- 
eth Christ to Cornelius and hie com- 


pany, 44 the Holy Ghost falleth on them, 
48 and they are baptized. 


HERE was a certain man 

in Cesarea called Corneli- 

us, a centurion of the band 
ealled the Italian band, 

2 A devout man, and one that 
feared God with all his house, 
which gave much alms to the 
people, and prayed to God al- 
ways. 

3 He saw in a vision evident- 
ly, about the ninth hour of the 
day, an angel of God coming 
in to him, and saying unto 
him, Cornelius. 

4 And when helooked onhim, 
he was afraid, and said, What 
isit, Lord? And he said un- 
to him, Thy prayers and thine 
alms are come up for a memo- 
vial before God. 
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for Peter. 
5 And now send men to Jop- 
pa, and call for one Simon, 


‘whosesurname is Peter: 


6 He lodgeth with one Simon 
atanner, whose house is by the 
sea side: he shall tell thee 
what thou oughtest to do. | 

7 And when the angel which 
spake unto Cornelius was de-- 
parted, he called two of his 
household servants, and a de- 
vout soldier of them that 
waited on him continually ; 

8 And when he had declared 
all these things unto them, he 
sent them to Joppa. 

9 { On the morrow, as they! 
went on their journey, and 
drew nigh unto the city, Peter 
went up upon the housetop to - 
pray about the sixth hour: ( 

10 And he became very hun-_— 
gry, and would have eaten: 
but while they made ready, 
he fell into a trance, 

11 And saw heaven opened, 
and a certain vessel descend-— 
ing unto him, as. it had been a_ 
great sheet knit at the four 
corners, and let down to the 
earth: 

12 Wherein were all manner 
of fourfooted beasts of the 
earth, and wild beasts, and. 
creeping things, and fowls oF 
the air. 

13 And there came a voice tol 
him, Rise, Peter; kill, and eat, — 

14 But Peter said, Not so, 
Lord; for I have never eaten” 
any thing that is common om 
unclean. 

15 And the voice spake unto 
him again the second time, | 
What God hath cleansed, that 
call not thou common. a 

16 This was done thrice: and 
the vessel was received al 
again into heaven... 
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17 Now while Peter doubted 
in himself what this vision 
which he had seen should 
mean, behold, the men which 
were sent from Cornelius 
had made inquiry for Simon’s 
house, and stood before the 
gate, 

is And called, and asked 
whether Simon, which was 
surnamed Peter, were lodged 
‘there. 

19 § While Peter thought on 
the vision, the Spirit said unto 
him, Behold, three men seek 
thee, 

20 Arise therefore, and get 
thee down, and go with them, 
doubting nothing: for I have 
sent them. 

21 Then Peter went down to 
the men which were sent unto 
him from Cornelius; and said, 
Behold, I am he whom ye 
seek: what is the cause where- 
fore ye are come? 

22 And they said, Cornelius 
the centurion, a just man, and 
one that feareth God, and of 
good report among all the na- 
tion of the Jews, was warned 
from God by a holy angel to 
send for thee into his house, 
and to hear words of thee. 

23 Then called he them in, 
and lodged them. Andon the 
morrow Peter went away with 
them, and certain brethren 
from Joppa accompanied him. 

24 And the morrow after they 
entered into Cesarea. And 
Cornelius waited for them, 
and had called together his 
kinsmen and near friends. 

2% And as Peter was coming 
in, Cornelius met him, and 
fell down at his feet, and wor- 

shipped him. 


26 But Peter took him up, 
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saying, Stand up; I myself 
also am aman. 

27 And as he talked with him, 
he went in, and found many 
that were come together. 

28 And hesaid unto them, Ye 
know how that it is an unlaw- 
ful thing for a man that is a 
Jew to keep company,or come 
unto one of another nation; | 
but God hath shewed me that 
I should not call any man 
common or unclean. 

29 Therefore came I wnto you 
without gainsaying, as soon 
as I was sent for: I ask there- 
fore for what intent ye have 
sent for me? 

30 And Cornelius: said, Four 
days ago I was fasting until 
this hour; and at the ninth 
hour I prayed.jn my house, 
and, behold, a man stood 
before me in bright cloth- 
ing, 

31 And said, Cornelius, thy 
prayer is heard, and thine 
alms are had in remembrance 
in the sight of God. 

32 Send therefore to Joppa, 
and call hither Simon, whose 
surnameis Peter; he is lodged 
in the house of one Simon a 
tanner by the sea side: who, 
when he cometh, shall speak 
unto thee. 

33 Immediately therefore I 
sent to thee; and thou hast 
well done that thou art come. 
Now therefore are we all here: 
present before God, to hear all 
things that are commanded 
thee of God. 

34 § Then Peter opened his 
mouth, and said, Of a truth I 
perceive that God is no re- 
specter of persons: 

35 But in every nation he 
that feareth him, and work-

eth righteousness, is accepted 
with him. 

36 The word which God sent 
unto the children of Israel, 
preaching peace by Jesus 
Christ: (he is Lord of all:) 

37 That word, 7 say, ye know, 
which was published through- 
out all Judea, and began from 
Galilee, after the baptism 
which John preached ; 

38 How God anointed Jesus of 
Nazareth with the Holy Ghost 
and with power: who went 
about doing good, and healing 
all that were oppressed of the 
devil; for God was with him. 

39 And we are witnesses of 
all things which he did both 
in the land of the Jews, and in 
Jerusalem; whom they slew 
and hanged on a tree: 

40 Him Godraisedup the third 
day, and shewed him openly; 

41 Not to all the people, but 
unto witnesses chosen before 
of God, even to us, who did eat 
and drink with him after he 
rose from the dead. 

42 And he commanded us to 
preach unto the people, and 
to testify that it is he which 
was ordained of God to be the 
Judge of quick and dead. 

43Tohim giveallthe prophets 
witness, that through hisname 
whosoever believeth in him 
Shallreceive remission of sins. 

44 § While Peter yet spake 
these words, the Hely Ghost 
fell on all them which heard 
the word. 

45 And they of the circum- 
cision which believed were 
astonished, aS many as came 
with Peter, because that on 
the Gentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak 
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to Cornelius. 
with tongues,,and magnify 
God. Then answered Peter, 
47 Can any man forbid water, 
that these should not be bap- 
tized, which have received the | 
Holy Ghost as wellas we? 
48 And he commanded, them | 
to be baptized in the name of” 
the Lord. Then prayed they 
him to tarry certain days. 
CHAPTER XI. 


1 Peter, being accused for going into the ; 
Gentiles, 5 maketh his defence, 18 which — 
is accepted. 19 The gospel being spread 
into Phenice, and Cyprus, and Antioch, 
Barnabas is sent to confirm them. 26 ; 
The disciples there are first called” 
Christians. 27 They send relief to the 
brethren in Judeatn time of famine. — 


AND the apostles and breth-— 
ren that were in Judea 
heard that the Gentiles had 
also received the word of God. 

2 And when Peter was come © 
up to Jerusalem, they that 
were of the circumcision con- ~ 
tended with him, 

3 Saying, Thou wentest in to © 
men uncircumcised, and didst ! 
eat with them. 

4 But Peter rehearsed the 
matter from the beginning, 
and expounded it by order 
unto them, saying, 

5 I was in the city of Joppa — 
praying: and in atrance I saw — 
a vision, A certain vessel de- 
scend, as it had been a great ~ 
sheet, let down from heaven ~ 
by four corners; and it came — 
even to me: , 

6 Upon the which when I had ~ 
fastened mine eyes, I consider- | 
ed, and saw fourfooted beasts © 
of the earth, and wild beasts, - 
and creeping things, and fowls A 
of the air. 4 

7 And I heard a voice saying © 
unto me, Arise, Peter; slay 
and eat. 

8 But I said, Not So, Lord: ‘

Peter defendeth his 
for nothing common or un- 
clean hath atany time entered 
into my mouth.” 

9 But the voice answered me 
again from heaven, What God 
hath cleansed, that call not 
thou common. 





times: and all were ciety up 
again into heaven. 

11 And, behold, in thedintely 
there were three men already 
come unto the house where I 
was, sent from Cesarea unto 
me. 

‘12 And the Spirit bade me go 

with them, nothing doubting. 

Moreover these six brethren 
accompanied me, and we en- 

tered into the man’s house: 

13 And he shewed us how he 
had seen an angel in his house, 
whichstood andsaidunto him, 
Send men to Joppa, and call 

for Simon, whose surname is 

Peter; 

14 Who shall tell thee words, 
whereby thouand allthy house 

shall be saved. 

15 And as I began to speak, 
the Holy Ghost fell on them, 
as on us at the beginning. 

16 Then remembered I the 
word of the Lord, how that he 
said, John indeed baptized 
with water; but ye Shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
‘17 Forasmuch then as God 
gave them the like gift as he 
did unto us, who believed on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, what 
was I, that I could withstand 
God? 

18 When they heard these 
things, they held their peace, 
and glorified God, saying, 
Then hath God also to the 
Gentiles granted repentance 
unto life. 
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10 And this was done three 


preaching to Gentiles. 


19 { Now they which were 
scattered abroad upon the per- 
secution that arose about Ste- 
phen travelled as far as Phe- 
nice,and Cyprus, and Antioch, 
preaching the word to none 
but unto the Jews only. 

20 And some of them were 
men of Cyprus and Cyrene, 
which, when they were come 
to Antioch, spake unto the 
Grecians, preaching the Lord 
Jesus, 

21 And the hand of the Lord 
was with them: and a great 
number believed, and turned 
unto the Lord. 

22 § Then tidings of these: 
things came unto the ears of 
the church which was in Jeru- 
salem: and they sent forth 
Barnabas, that he should go 
as far as Antioch. 

23 Who, when he came, and 
had seen the grace of God, was 
glad, and exhorted them all, 
that with purpose ofheart they 
would cleave unto the Lord. 

24 For hewas a good man,and 
full of the Holy Ghost and of 
faith: and much people was 
added unto the Lord. 

25 Then departed Barnabas to 
Tarsus, for to seek Saul: 

26 And when he had found 
him, he brought him unto 
Antioch. Andit came to pass, 
that a whole year they as- 
sembled themselves with the 
church, and taught much peo- 
ple. And the disciples were 
ealled Christians first in Anti- 
och. 

27 § And in these days came 
prophets from Jerusalem un- 
to Antioch. 

28 And there stood up one 
of them named Agabus, and 
signified by the Spirit that 
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there should be great dearth 
throughout all’ the. world: 
which came to pass in the 
days of Claudius Cesar. 

29 Then the disciples, every 
man according to his ability, 
determined to send relief unto 
the brethren which dwelt in 
Judea: 

30 Which also they did, and 
sent it to the elders by the 
hands of Barnabas and Saul. 


CHAPTER XII. 


1 King Herod persccuteth the Christians, 
killeth James, and imprisoneth Peter ; 
whom an angel delivereth upon the 
prayers of the church. 20 In his pride 
taking to himself the honour due to 
God, he ts stricken by an angel, and 
dieth miserably, 24 After his death, 
the word of God prospereth. 


OW about that time Herod 

the king stretched forth 

his hands to vex certain of the 
church. 

2 And he killed James the 
brotherofJohn withthe sword. 

3 And because he saw it 
pleased the Jews, he proceed- 
ed further to take Peter also. 
(Then were the days of un- 
leavened bread.) 

4 And when he had appre- 
hended him, he put him in 
prison, and delivered him to 
four quaternions of soldiers to 
keep him; intending after 
Easter to bring him forth to 
the people. 

5 Peter therefore was kept in 
prison: but prayer was made 
without ceasing of the church 
unto God for him. 

6 And when Herod would 
have brought him forth, the 
same night Peter was sleeping 
between two soldiers, bound 
with twochains: andthe keep- 
ers before the door kept the 
prison, 

7 And, behold, the angel of 
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and deliverance. 


the Lord came upon him, and 
a light shined in the prison: 
and he smote Peter on the 
side, and raised him up, say- 
ing, Ariseup quickly. And his 
chains fell off from his hands. 

8 And the angel said unto 
him, Gird thyself, and bind on 
thy sandals: and so he did. 
And he saith unto him, Cast 
thy garment about thee, and 
follow me. 

9 And he went out, and fol- 
lowed him; and wist not that 
it was true which was done by 
theangel; but thought he saw 
a@ vision, 

10 When they were past the 
first and the second ward, 
they came unto the iron gate 
that leadeth unto the city; 
which opened to them of his 
own accord: and they went 
out, and passed on through 
one street; and forthwith the 
angel departed from him, 

11 And when Peter was come 
to himself, he said, Now I 
know of a surety, that the 
Lord hath sent his angel, and 
hath delivered me out of the 
hand of Herod, and from all 
the expectation of the people 
of the Jews. 

12 And when he had consid- 
ered the thing, he came to the 
house of Mary the mother of 
John, whose surname was 
Mark; where many were 
gathered together praying. 

13 And as Peter knocked at 
the door of the gate, a dam- 
sel came to hearken, named 
Rhoda. 

14 And when she knew Pe- 
ter’s voice, she opened not the 
gate for gladness, but ran in, 
and told how Peter stood be- 
fore the gate. 


The miserable 


15 And they said unto her, 
Thou art mad. But she con- 
stantly affirmed that it was 
even so. Then said they, It is 
his angel. 

16 But Peter continued knock- 
ing: and when they had open- 
ed the door, and saw him, they 
were astonished. 

17 But he, beckoning unto 
them with the hand to hold 
theirpeace,declareduntothem 
howthe Lord had brought him 
out of the prison. And he 
said, Go shew these things un- 
to James, and to the brethren. 
And he departed, and went 
into another place. 

18 Now as soon as it was day, 
there was no small stiramong 

the soldiers, what was become 
of Peter. 

19 And when Herod had 
sought for him, and found 
him not, he examined the 
keepers, and commanded 
that they should be put to 
death. And he went down 
from Judea to Cesarea, and 
there abode. 

20 { And Herod was highly 
displeased with them of Tyre 
and Sidon: but they came 
with one accord to him, and, 
havingmadeBlastustheking’s 
chamberlain their friend, de- 
Sired peace; because their 
country was nourished by the 
king’s country. r 

21 And upon a set day Herod, 
arrayed in royal apparel, sat 
upon his throne, and made an 
oration unto them, 

22 And the people gave a 
shout, saying, It is the voice 
of a god, and not of a man. 

23 And immediately the an- 
_ gel of the Lord smote him, 
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death of Herod. 


glory: and he was eaten of 
worms, and gave up the ghost. 

24 { But the word of God 
grew and multiplied. 

25 And Barnabas and Saul re- 
turned from Jerusalem, when 
they had fulfilled thei minis- 
try, and took with them John, 
whose surname was Mark. 


CHAPTER XTITI. 

1 Paul and Barnabas are chosen to go to 
the Gentiles. 7 Of Sergius Paulus, and 
Elymas the sorcerer. 14 Paul preach- 
eth at Antioch, that Jesus is Christ. 42 
The Gentiles believe: 45 but the Jewa 
gainsay and blaspheme : 46 whereupon 
they turn to the Gentiles. 48 ds many 
as were ordained to life believed. 


OW there were in the 

churchthatwasat Antioch 
certain prophets and teach- 
ers; aS Barnabas, and Simeon 
that was called Niger, and 
Lucius of Cyrene, and Mana- 
en, which had been brought 
up with Herod the tetrarch, 
and Saul. 

2 As they ministered to the 
Lord, and fasted, the Holy 
Ghost said, Separate me Bar- 
nabas and Saul for the work 
whereunto I havecalledthem. 

8 And when they had fasted 
and prayed, and laid their 
hands on them, they sent 
them away. 

4 J So they, being sent forth 
by the Holy Ghost, departed 
unto Seleucia; and from 
thence they sailed to Cyprus. 

5 And when they were at Sal- 
amis, they preached the word 
of God in the synagogues of 
the Jews: and they had also 
John to their minister. 

6 Andwhen they had gone 
through the isle unto Paphos, 
they found a certain sorcerer, 
a false prophet, a Jew, whose 
name was Bar-jesus: 


_ because he gave not God the! 7 Which was with the deputy 
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of the country, Sergius Pau- 
lus, a prudent man; who call- 
ed for Barnabas and Saul, and 
desired to hear the word of 
God. ; d 

‘8 But Elymas the ‘sorcerer 
(for so is his name by inter- 
pretation) withstood them, 
seeking to turn away the depu- 
ty from the faith, 

9 Then Saul, (who also is call- 
ed Paul,) filled with the Holy 
Ghost, set his eyes on him, 

10 And said, O full of all sub- 
tilty and all mischief, thou 
child of the devil, thow enemy 
of all righteousness, wilt thou 
not cease to pervert the right 
ways ofthe Lord ? 

11 And now, behold, the hand 
of the Lord is upon thee, and 
thou shalt be blind, not seeing 
the sun for a season. And im- 
mediately there fell on him a 
mist and a darkness; and he 
went about seeking some to 
lead him by the hand, 

12 Then the deputy, when he 
saw what was done, believed, 
being astonished at the doc- 
trine of the Lord. 

13 Now when Paul and his 
company loosed from Paphos, 
they came to Perga in Pam- 
phylia: and John departing 
from them returned to Jeru- 
salem. . 

14 J But when they departed 
from Perga, they came to An- 
tioch in Pisidia, and went in- 
to the synagogue on the sab- 
bath day, and sat down. 

15 And after the reading of 
the law and the prophets, the 
rulers of the synagogue sent 
unto them, saying, Ye men 
and bretbren, if ye have any 
word of exhortation for the 
people, say on. 
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at Antioch, that 


16 Then’ Paul stood up, and 
beckoning with his hand said, 
Men of Israel, and ye that 
fear God, give audience, 

17 The God of this people of 
Israel chose our fathers, and 
exalted the people when they 
dwelt as strangers in the land 
of Egypt, and with a high arm 
brought he them out of it. 

18 And about the time of 
forty years suffered he their 
manners in the wilderness, 

19 And when he had destroy- 
ed seven nations in the land’ 
of Chanaan, he divided their 
land to them by lot. 

20 And after that he gave un- 
to them judges about the space 
of fourhundred and fifty years, 
until Samuel the prophet. 

21 And afterward they desir- 
éd a king: and God gave unto 
them Saul the son of Cis, a 
man ofthe tribe of Benjamin, 
by the space of forty years. 

22 And when he had remoy- 
ed him, he raised up unto 
them David to be their king; 
to whom also he gave testi- 
mony, and said, I have found 
David the son of Jesse, a man 
after mine own heart, which 
shall fulfil all my will. 

23 Of this man’s seed hath 
God, according to his promise, 
raised unto Israel a Saviour, 
Jesus: 

24 When John had first 
preached before his coming 
the baptism of repentance to 
all the people of Israel. 

25 And as John fulfilled his 
course, he said, Whom think 
ye that Lam? I am not he 
But, behold, there cometh one 
after me, whose shoes of his 
feet I am not worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, chil

Jesus is Christ, 
dren of the stock of Abraham, 
and whosoever among you 
feareth God, to you is the 
word of this salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Je- 
rusalem, and their rulers, be- 
cause they knew him not, nor 
yet the voices of the prophets 
which are read every sabbath 
day, they have fulfilled them 
in condemning him. 

28 And though they found no 
cause of death in him, yet de- 
sired they Pilate that he 


‘should be slain. 


29 And when they had ful- 
filled all that was written of 
him, they took him down 
from the tree, and laid Aim in 
a) sepulchre. 

30 But God reyned him from 
the dead: 

31 And he was seen many 
days of them which came up 
with him from Galilee to Je- 
rusalem, who are his witness- 
es unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you 
glad tidings, how that the 


promise which was made un- 


to the fathers, 

33 God hath fulfilled the same 
unto us their children, in that 
he hath raised up Jesus again; 
as it is also written in the sec- 
ond psalm, Thou art my Son, 
this day have I begotten thee. 

34 And as concerning that he 
raised him up from the dead, 
“now no more to return to cor- 
ruption, he said on this wise, 
I will give you the sure mer- 
cies of David. 

35 Wherefore he saith also in 
another psalm, Thou shalt not 
suffer thine Holy One to see 
corruption, 

386 For David, after he had 


_ served his own generation by 
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The Gentiles believe. 


the will of God, fell on sleep, 
and was laid unto his fathers, 
and saw corruption: 

37 But he, whom God raised 
again, saw no corruption. 

38 { Be it known unto you 
therefore, men and brethren, 
that through this man is 
preached unto you the for- . 
giveness of sins: y 

39 And by him all that believe 
are justified from all things, 
from which ye could not be 
justified by the law of Moses. 

40 Beware therefore, lest that 
comeupon you, whichis spok- 
en of in the prophets; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and 
wonder, and perish: for I 
work a work in your days, a 
work which ye shall in no 
wise believe, though a man 
declare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were 
gone out of the synagogue, the 
Gentiles besought that these 
words might be preached to 
them the next sabbath. 

43 Now when the congrega- 
tion was broken up, many of 
the Jews and religious pros- 
elytes followed Paul and Bar- 
nabas; who,speaking to them, 
persuaded them to continuein 
the grace of God. 

44 J And the next sabbath day 
came almost the whole city 
together to hear the word of 
God. 

45 But when the Jews saw the 
multitudes, they were filled 
with envy, and spake against 
those things which were spok- 
en by Paul, contradicting and 
blaspheming. 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas 
waxed bold, and said, It was: 
necessary thatthe word of God 
should first have been spoken: 
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The Jews raise 
to. you: but seeing ye put it 
from you, and judge your- 
selves unworthy of everlast- 
ing life, lo, we turn to the 
Gentiles. ; 

47 For so hath the Lord com- 
manded us, saying, I have set 
thee to be a light of the Gen- 
tiles, that thou shouldest be 
for salvation unto the ends of 
the earth. 

48 And when the Gentiles 

*heard this, they were glad, 
and glorified the word of the 
Lord: and as many as were 
ordained to eternal life be- 
lieved. 

49 And the word of the Lord 
was published throughout all 
the region. 

50 But the Jews stirred up the 
devout and honourable wo- 
men, and the chief men of the 
city, and raised persecution 
against Paul and Barnabas, 
and expelled them out of their 
coasts. 

51 But they shook off the dust 
of their feet against them, and 
came unto Iconium. 

52 And the disciples were 
filled with joy, and with the 
Holy Ghost. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

1 Paul and Barnabas are persecuted 
from Iconium. 8 At Lystra Paul heal- 
eth a cripple, wherewpon they are re- 
puted as gods. 19 Paul ta stoned, 21 
They pass through divers churches, 
confirming the disciples in faith and 
patience. 26 Returning to Antioch, they 
report what God had done with them. 


Mf Aw it came to pass in Ico- 
nium, that they went both 
together mto the synagogue 
of the Jews, and'so spake, that 
a great multitude both of the 
Jews and also of the Greeks 

believed. 
2 But the unbelieving Jews 


stirred up the Gentiles, and 
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a persecution. 


made their minds evil affect- 
ed against the brethren. 

8 Long time therefore abode 
they speaking boldly in the 
Lord, which gave testimony 
unto the word of his grace, and 
granted signs and wonders to 
be done by their hands. 

4 But the multitude of the 
city was divided: and part 
held with the Jews, and part 
with the apostles. 

5 And when there was an as- 
sault made both of the Gen- 
tiles, and also of the Jews with 
their rulers, to use them de- 
spitefully, and to stone them, 

6 They were ware of it, and 
fled unto Lystra and Derbe, 
cities of Lycaonia, and unto 
the region that lieth round 
about: 

7 And there they preached 
the gospel. 

8 § And there sat a certain 
man at Lystra, impotent in 
his feet, being a cripple from 
his mother’s womb, who ney- 
er had walked: 

9Thesame heard Paul speak: 
who steadfastly beholding 
him, and perceiving that he 
had faith to be healed, 

10 Said with a loud voice, 
Stand upright on thy feet. 
And he leaped and walked. 

11 And when the people saw 
what Paul had done, they lift- 
ed up their voices, saying in 
the speech of Lycaonia, The 
gods are come down to us in 
the likeness of men. 

12 And they called Barnabas, 
Jupiter; and Paul, Mercurius, 
because he was the chief 
speaker. 

13 Then the priest of Jupiter, 
which was before their city, 
brought oxen and garlands 


Pel is stoned 


unto the gates, and would 
have done sacrifice with the 
people. 

44 Which when the apostles, 
Barnabas and Paul, heard of, 
they rent their clothes, and 
ran in among the people, cry- 
ing out, 

15 And saying, Sirs, why do 
ye these things? We also are 
men of like passions with you, 
and preach unto you that ye 
should turn from these van- 
ities unto the living God, 
which made heaven, and 
earth, and the sea, and all 
things that are therein: 

16 Who in times past suffered 
all nations to walk in their 
own ways. 

17 Nevertheless he left not 
himself without witness, in 
that he did good, and gave us 
rain from heaven, and fruit- 
ful seasons, filling our hearts 
with food and gladness. 

18 And with these sayings 
scarce restrained they the 
people, that they had not done 
sacrifice unto them. 

19 § And there came thither 
certain Jews from Antioch 
and Iconium, who persuaded 
the people, and, having stoned 
Paul, drew him out of thecity, 
supposing he had been dead. 

20 Howbeit, as the disciples 
stood round about him, he 
rose up, and came into the 
city: and the next day he 
departed with Barnabas to 
Derbe. 

21 Andwhen they had preach- 
ed the gospel to that city, and 
-had taught many, they return- 
ed again to Lystra, and to Ico- 
‘nium, and Antioch, 

22 Confirming the souls of the 
disciples, and exhorting them 
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at Lystra. 
to continue in the faith, and 
that we must through much 
tribulation enter intothe king- 
dom of God. 

23 And when they had ordain- 
edthem eldersinevery church, 
and had prayed with fasting, 
they commended them to the 
Lord, on whom they believed. 

24 And after they had passed 
throughout Pisidia, they came 
to Pamphylia, 

25 And when they had preach- 
ed the word in Perga, they 
went down into Attalia: 

26 And thence sailed to Anti- 
och, from whence they had 
been recommended to the 
grace of God for the work 
which they fulfilled. 

27 And when they werecome, 
and had gathered the church 
together, they rehearsed all 
that God had done with them, 
and how he had opened the 
door of faith unto the Gentiles. 

28 And there they abode long 
time with the disciples. 
CHAPTER XV. 


1 Great diasension ariseth touching cir- 
cumetaton. 6 The apostles consult about 
tt, 22 and send their determination by 
letters to the churches. 36 Paul and 
Barnabas, thinking to visit the brethren 
together, fall at strife, and depart 
asunder. 


ND certain men which 
came down from Judea 
taught the brethren, and said, 
Except ye be circumcised aft- 
er the manner of Moses, ye 
cannot be saved. 
2 When therefore Paul and 
Barnabas had no small dis- 
sension and disputation with 
them, they determined . that 
Paul and Barnabas, and cer- 
tain other of them, should go 
up to Jerusalem unto the 
apostles and elders: about this 
question. ae 
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Great dissension 


3 And being brought on their 
way by the church, they pass- 
ed through Phenice and Sama- 
ria, declaring the conversion 
of the Gentiles: and they 
caused great joy unto all the 
brethren. 

4 And when they were come 
to Jerusalem, they were re- 
ceived of the church, and of 
the apostles and elders, and 
they declared all things that 
God had done with them. 

5 But there rose up certain of 
the sect ofthe Pharisees which 
believed, saying, That it was 


needful to circumcise them,’ 


and to command them to keep 
the law of Moses. 

6 7 And the apostles and eld- 
ers came together for to con- 
sider of this matter. 

7 And when there had been 
much disputing, Peter rose up, 
and said unto them, Men and 
brethren, ye know how that 
a good while ago God made 
choice among us, that the 
Gentiles by my mouth should 
hear the word of the gospel, 
and believe. 

§ And God, which knoweth 
the hearts, bare them witness, 
giving them the Holy Ghost, 
even as he did unto us; 

§ And put no difference be- 
tween us and them, purifying 
their hearts by faith. 

10 Now therefore why tempt 
ye God, to put a yoke upon 
theneck ofthe disciples, which 
neither our fathers nor we 
were able to bear? 

1i But webelievethatthrough 
the grace of the Lord Jesus 
Christ we shall be saved, even 
as they. 

12 { Then all the multitude 
kept silence, and gave audi- 
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ence to Barnabas and Paul, 
declaring what miracles and 
wonders God had wrought 
among the Gentiles by them. © 

13 § And after they had held 
their peace, James answered, 
saying, Men and brethren, 
hearken unto me: 

14 Simeon hath declared how 
God at the first did visit the 
Gentiles, to take out of them 
a’ people for his name. 

15 And to this agree the words 
ofthe prophets; asitis written, 

16 After this I will return, and 
will build again the tabernacle 
of David, which isfallen down; 
and I will build again the ruins 
thereof, and I will set it up: 

17 That the residue of men 
might seek after the Lord, and 
all the Gentiles, upon whom 
my name is called, saith the 
Lord, who doeth all these 
things. 

18 Known unto God are all 
his works from the beginning 
of the world. 

19 Wherefore my sentence is, 
that we trouble not them, 
which from among the Gen- 
tiles are turned to God: 

20 But that we write unto 
them, that they abstain from | 
pollutions of idols, and from 
fornication, and from things 
strangled, and from blood. 

21 For Moses of old time hath 
in every city them that preach 
him, being read in the syna- 
gogues every sabbath day. 

22 Then pleased it the apos- 
tlesand elders, with the whole 
church, to send chosen men of 
their own company to Anti- 
och with Paul and Barnabas; 
namely, Judas surnamed Bar- 
sabas, and Silas, chief men 
among the brethren » 


| The case of Gentile THE 


23 And they wrote letters by 
them after this manner; The 
apostles and elders and breth- 
ren send greeting unto the 
brethren which are of the 
Gentiles in Antioch and Syria 
and Cilicia: 

24 Forasmuch as we have 
heard, that certain which went 
out from us have troubled 
you with words, subverting 
your souls, saying, Ye must be 
circumcised, and keep thelaw; 
to whom we gave no such 
commandment: 

25 It seemed good unto us, 
being assembled with one ac- 
cord, to send chosen men unto 
you with our beloved Bar- 
nabas and Paul, 

' 26 Men that have hazarded 
their lives for the name ofour 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

27 We have sent therefore 
Judas and Silas, who shall 
also tell you the same things 
by mouth. 

28 For it seemed good to the 
Holy Ghost, and to us, to lay 
upon you'no greater burden 
than these necessary things ; 
29 That ye abstain from meats 
offered to idols, and from 
blood, and from things stran- 
gled, and from fornication: 
from which if ye keep your- 
Selves, yeshalldo well. Fare 
ye well, 

380 So when they were dis- 
missed, they cameto Antioch: 
and when they had gathered 
the multitude together, they 
delivered the epistle: 

31 Which when they had read, 
they rejoiced for the consola- 
tion. | 

32 And Judas and Silas, be- 
ing prophets also themselves, 
exhorted the brethren with 
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many words, and confirmed 

them. 

33 And after they had tarried 
there a space, they were let go 
in peace from the brethren 
unto the apostles. 

34 Notwithstanding it pleased 
Silas to abide there still. 

3> Paul also and Barnabas 
continued in Antioch, teach- 
ing and preaching the word 
of the Lord, with many others 
also. 

36 { And some days after, Paul 
said unto Barnabas, Let us go 
again and visit our brethren 
in every city where we have 
preached the word ofthe Lord, 
and see how they do. 

87 And Barnabas determined 
to take with them John, whose 
surname was Mark. 

88 But Paul thought not good 
to take him with them, who 
departed from them from 
Pamphylia, and went not with 
them to the work. 

89 And the contention was so 
sharp between them, that they 
departed asunder one from the 
other: and so Barnabas took 
Mark,andsailed unto Cyprus; 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and 
departed, being reeommended 
by the brethren unto the grace 
of God. 

41 And he went through Syr- . 
ia and Cilicia, confirming the 
churches. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Paul having cirewmcised Timothy, T 
and being called by the Spirit from one 
country to another, 14 converteth Lydia, 
16 casteth out a spirit of divination. 
19 For which cause he and Silas are 
whipped andimprisoned. 26 The prison 
doors are opened. 31 The jatlerts con- 
verted, 31 and they are delivered, 


HEN came he to Derbe and 
Lystra: and, behold, a cer- 
tain disciple was there, named 
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Timotheus,theson ofacertain 
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at Phttippt. 
12 And from thence to Phi- 


woman, which was a Jewess, | lippi, which is the chief city © 


and believed; but his father 
was & Greek : 

2 Which was well reported 
of by the brethren that were 
at Lystra and Iconium. 

3 Him would Paul have to go 
forth with him; and took and 

, circumcised him because of 
the Jews which were in those 
quarters: for they knew all 
that his father was a Greek. 

4 And as 4hey went through 
the cities, they delivered them 
the decrees for to keep, that 
were ordained of the apostles 
and elders which were at Jeru- 
salem. 

5 And so were the churches 
established in the faith, and 
increased in number daily. 

6 Now when they had gone 
throughout Phrygia and the 
region of Galatia, and were 
forbidden of the Holy Ghost 
to preach the word in Asia, 

7 After they were come to 
Mysia, they assayed to go in- 
to Bithynia: but the Spirit 
suffered them not. 

8 And they passing by Mysia 
came down to Troas. 

9 And a vision appeared to 
Paul in the night; There stood 
aman of Macedonia, and pray- 
ed him, saying, Come over in- 
to Macedonia, and help us. 

10 And after he had seen the 
vision, immediately we en- 
deavoured to go into Mace- 
donia, assuredly gathering 
that the Lord had called us 
for to preach the gospel unto 
them. 

il Therefore loosing from 
Troas, we came with astraight 
course to Samothracia, and 
the next day to Neapolis; 
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of that part of Macedonia, — 
and a colony: and we were — 
in that city abiding certain 
days. 

13 And on the sabbath we 
went out of the city by a river 
side, where prayer was wont 
to be made; and we sat down, 
and spake unto the women — 
which resorted thither. ‘ 

14 § And a certain woman 
named Lydia, a seller of pur- 
ple, of the city of Thyatira, 
which worshipped God, heard 
us: Whose heart the Lord 
opened, that she attended 
unto the things which were 
spoken of Paul. 

15 And whenshewasbaptized, 
and her household, she be- 
sought us, saying, If ye have 
judged me to be faithful to the 
Lord, come into my house, 
and abide there. Andshecon- 
strained us. 

16 { And it came to pass, as 
we went to prayer, a certain 
damsel possessed with a spirit 
of divination met us, which 
brought her masters much 
gain by soothsaying: 

17 The same followed Paul 
and us, and cried, saying, 
These men are the servants of 
the most high God, which 
shew unto us the way of sal- 
vation. 

18 And this did she many 
days. But Paul, being grieved, 
turned and said to the spirit, I 
command thee in the name 
of Jesus Christ to come out of 
her. And he came out the 
same hour. 

19 { And when her masters 
saw thatthehope of their gains 
was gone, they caught Paul 
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and Silas, and drew them into 
the marketplace unto the rul- 
ers 

20'And brought them to the 
magistrates, saying, These 
men, being Jews, do exceed- 
ingly trouble our city, 

21 And teach customs, which 
are not lawful for us to re- 
ceive, neither to observe, be- 
ing Romans. 

22 And the multitude rose up 
together against them; and 
the magistrates rent off their 
clothes, and commanded to 
beat them. ; 

23 And when they had laid 
many stripes upon them, they 
cast them into prison, charging 
the jailer to keep them safely: 

24 Wha, having received such 
a charge, thrust them into the 
inner prison, and made their 
feet fast in the stocks. 

2 § And at midnight Paul 
and Silas prayed, and sang 
praises unto God: and the 
prisoners heard them. 

'26 And suddenly there was a 
great earthquake, so that the 
foundations of the prison were 
shaken: and immediately all 
the doors were opened, and 
every one’s bands were loosed. 

27 And the keeper of the pris- 
on awaking out of his sleep, 
and seeing the prison doors 
open, he drew out his sword, 
and would have killed him- 
self, supposing that the pris- 
oners had been fied. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Do thyself no 
harm: for we are all here, 

29 Then he called for a light, 
and sprang in, and cametrem- 
bling, and fell down before 
Paul and Silas, 

30 And brought them out, and 
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of the jailer. 
said, Sirs, what must I do to 
be saved? 

31 And they said, Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved, and thy 
house. 

32 And they spake unto him 
the word of the Lord, and to 
all that were in his house. 

33 And he took them thesame 
hour of the night, and washed | 
their stripes; and was bap- 
tized, he and all his, straight- 
way. 

34 And when he had brought 
them into his house, he set 
meatbeforethem,and rejoiced, 
believing in God with all his 
house. 

35 And when it was day, the 
magistrates sent theserjeants, 
saying, Let those men go. 

36 And the keeper of the pris- 
on told this saying to Paul, 
The magistrates have sent to 
let you go: now therefore de- 
part, and go in peace, 

37 But Paul said unto them, 
They have beaten us openly 
uncondemned, being Romans, 
and have cast us into prison ; 
and now do they thrust us out 
privily? nay verily; but let 
them come themselves and 
fetch us out. 

88 And the serjeants told 
these words unto the magis- 
trates : and they feared, when 
they heard that they were , 
Romans. 

89 And they came and be- 
soughtthem, and brought them 
out, and desired them to depart 
out of the city. 

40 And they went out of the 
prison, and entered into the 
house. of Lydia: and when they 
had seen the brethren, they 
comforted them,and departed. 
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CHAPTER XVII. 


1 Paul preacheth at Thessalonica, 4 where 
some believe, and others persecute him. 
10 He is sent to Berea, and preacheth 
there. 13 Being persecuted at Thessa- 
lonica, 15 he cometh to Athens, and dis- 
puteth, and preacheth the living God 
to them unknown, 34 whereby many are 
converted unto Christ, 


Now when they had passed 
through Amphipolis and 

Apollonia, they came to Thes- 
Salonica, where was a syna- 
gogue of the Jews: 

2 And Paul, as his manner 
was, went in unto them, and 
three sabbath days reasoned 
with them out of the Scrip- 
tures, 

8 Opening and alleging, that 
Christ must needs have suffer- 
ed, and risen again from the 
dead; and that this Jesus, 
whom I preach unto you, is 
Christ, 

4 Andsome of them believed, 
and consorted with Paul and 
Silas; andofthedevoutGreeks 
a great multitude, and of the 
chief women not a few. 

5 { But the Jews which be- 
lieved not, moved with envy, 
took unto them certain lewd 
fellows of the baser sort, and 
gathered a company, and. set 
all the city on an uproar, and 
assaulted the house of Jason, 
and sought to bring them out 
to the people. 

6 And when they found them 
not, they drew Jason and cer- 
tain brethren unto the rulers 
of the city, crying, These that 
have turned the world upside 
down are come hither also; 

7 Whom Jason hath receiv- 
ed; and these all do contrary 
to the decrees of Cesar, saying 
that there is another king, 
ane Jesus, ; 

8 And they troubled the peo- 
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at Berea. 
ple and the rulers of the city, 
when they heard these things, 

9 And when they had taken 
security of Jason, and of the 
others, they let them go. 

10 { And the brethren imme- © 
diately sent away Paul and 
Silas by night unto Berea: — 
who coming thither went into © 
the synagogue of the Jews. ; 

11 These were more noble 
than those in Thessalonica, in 
that they received the word 
with all readiness ofmind, and 
searched the Scriptures daily, 
whether those.things were so. 

12 Therefore many of them 
believed; also of honourable 
women which were Greeks, 
and of men, not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thes- 
salonica had knowledge that 
the word of God was preached 
of Paul at Berea, they came 
thither also, and stirred up 
the people. 

14 And then immediately the 
brethren sent away Paul to 
go as it were to the sea: but 
Silas and Timotheus abode 
there still. 

15 And they that conducted 
Paul brought him unto Ath- 
ens: and receiving a com- 
mandment unto Silas and 
Timotheus for to come to him 
with all speed, they departed. 

16 § Now while Paul waited 
for them at Athens, his spirit 
was stirred in him, when he 
saw the city wholly given to 
idolatry. 

17 Therefore disputed he in 
the synagogue with the Jews, 
and with the devout persons, 
and in the market daily with 
them that met with him. j 

18 Then certain philosophers 
of the Epicureans, and of the 
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Stoics, encounteredhim. And 
some said, What will this 
babbler say? other some, He 
seemeth to be a setter forth 
of strange gods: because he 
preached unto them Jesus, 
and the resurrection. 

! 49 And they took him, and 
brought him unto Areopagus, 
saying, May we know what 
this new doctrine, whereof 
thou speakest, is ? 

20 For thou bringest certain 
strange things to our ears: we 
would know therefore what 
these things mean. 

21 (For all the Athenians, and 
strangers which were there, 
spent their time in nothing 
else, but either to tell or to 
hear some new thing.) 

22 ¢ Then Paul stood in the 
midst of Mars’ hill, and said, 
Ye men of Athens, I perceive 
that in all things ye are too 
superstitious. 

23 For as I passed by, and be- 
held your devotions, I found 
an altar with this inscription, 
TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. 
Whom therefore ye ignorant- 
ly worship, him declare‘I un- 
to you. 

24 God that made the world 
and all things therein, seeing 
that he is Lord of heaven and 
earth, dwelleth not in temples 
made with hands; 

25 Neither is worshipped with 
men’s hands, as though he 

“needed any thing, seeing he 
giveth to all life, and breath, 
and all things; 

26 And hath made of one 
blood all nations of men for 
to dwell on all the face of the 
earth, and hath determined 
thetimesbeforeappointed,and 
the bounds oftheir habitation; 
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at Athens. 
27 That they should seek the 

Lord, if haply they might feel 

afterhim,and findhim,though 

he be not far from every one 

of us: ’ 5 
28 For in him we live, and 

move, and have our being; as 

certain also of your own poets 
have said, For we are also his 
offspring. ; 

29 Forasmuch then as we are 
the offspring of God, we ought 
not to think that the Godhead 
is like unto gold, or silver, or 
stone, graven by art and man’s 
device. 

30 And the times of this ig- 
norance God winked at; but 
now commandeth all men 
every where to repent: 

31 Because he hath appoint- 
ed a day, in the which he will 
judge the world in righteous- 
ness by that man whom he 
hath ordained; whereof he 
hath given assurance unto all. 
men, in that he hath raised 
him from the dead. 

32 § And when they heard 
of the resurrection of the 
dead, some mocked: and oth- 
ers said, We will hear thee 
again of this matter. 

33 So Paul departed from 
among them. 

31 Howbeit certain men clave 
unto him, and believed: a- 
mong the which was Dionys- 
ius the Areopagite, and a 
‘woman named Damaris, and 
others with them. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

8 Paul laboureth with his hands, and 
preacheth at Corinth to the Gentiles. 
9 The Lord encourageth him in a vi- 
ston. 12 He és accused before Gallio 
the deputy, but ia dismissed. 18 After- 
wards passing from city to city he 
atrengtheneth the disciples. 24 Apol- 
los, being more perfectly inatructed by 


Aquila and Priscilla, 28 preachetl 
Christ with great efficacy. abind 
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v1 Use these things Paul 
departed from Athens, 
and came to Corinth; 

2 And found a certain Jew 
named Aquila, born in Pon- 
tus, lately come from Italy, 
With his wife Priscilla, (be- 
cause that Claudius had com- 
manded all Jews to depart 
from Rome,) and came unto 
them. 

3 And because he was of the 
same craft, he abode with 
them, and wrought: (for by 
their occupation they were 
tentmakers.) 

4 And he reasoned in the 
synagogue every sabbath, and 
persuaded the Jews and the 
Greeks. 

5 And when Silas and Timo- 
theus were come from Mace- 
donia, Paul was pressed in 
the spirit, and testified to the 
Jews that Jesus was Christ. 

6 And when they opposed 
themselves, and blasphemed, 
he shook his raiment, and said 
unto them, Your blood ve up- 
on your own heads; I am 
clean: from henceforth I will 
go unto the Gentiles. 

7 J And he departed thence, 
and entered into a certain 
mavs house, named Justus, 
one that worshipped God, 
whose house joined hard to 
the synagogue. 

8 And Crispus, the chiefruler 
of the synagogue, believed ont 
the Lord with all his house; 
and many of the Corinthians 
hearing believed, and were 
baptized. 

9 Then spake the Lord to 
Paul in the night by a vision, 
Be not afraid, but speak, and 
hold not thy peace: 

10 For I am with thee, and 
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at Corinth. 
no man shall set on thee.to 


hurt thee: for I have much 


people in this city. 


11 And he continued there a 
year and six months, teaching 
the word of God among them, — 


12 { And when Gallio was the: 
deputy of Achaia, the Jews

him to the judgment seat, 

13 Saying, This fellow per- 
suadeth men to worship God 
contrary to the law. 

14 And when Paul was now 
about to open his mouth, Gal- 
lio said unto the Jews, If it 
were a matter of wrong or 
wicked lewdness, O ye Jews, 
reason would that I. should. 
bear with you: 

15 But if it be a question of 
words and names, and of your 
law, look ye to it; for I willbe 
no judge of such matters. 

16 And he drave them from 
the judgment seat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took 
Sosthenes, the chief ruler of 
the synagogue, and beat him 
before the judgment seat. 
And Gallio cared for none of 
those things. 

18 § And Paul after this tar- 
ried there yet a good while, 
and then took his leave of the 
brethren, and sailed thence 
into Syria, and with him Pris- 
cillaand Aquila; havingshorn 
his head in Cenchrea: for he 
had a vow. : 

19 And he came to Ephegus, 
and left them there: but he 
himself entered into the syna-

20 When they desired him to 
tarry longer time with hee 
he consented not; 


gogue, and reasoned with the —

21 But bade them farewell, 
saying, I must by all means 
keep this feast that cometh in 
Jerusalem: but I will return 
again unto you, if God will. 
And he sailed from Ephe- 
SUS. 418 

22 And when he had landed 
at Gesarea, and gone up, and 
saluted the church, he went 
down to Antioch. 

23 And after he had spent 
some time there, he departed, 
and went over aii the country 
of Galatia and Phrygia in 
order, strengthening all the 
disciples, 

24 § And a certain Jew 
‘named Apollos, born at Alex- 
andria, an eloquent man, and 
mighty in the Scriptures, 
came to Ephesus. 

25 This man was instructed 
in the way of the Lord; and 
being fervent in the spirit, he 
spake and taught diligently 
the things of the Lord, know- 
ing only the baptism of John. 
26 And he began to speak 
boldly in the synagogue: 
whom when Aguila and Pris- 
cilla had heard, they took 
him unto them, and expound- 
ed unto him the way of God 
more perfectly. 

27 And when he was dis- 
posed to pass into Achaia, the 
brethren wrote, exhorting the 
disciples to receive him: who, 
When he was come, helped 
them much which, had belieyv- 
ed through grace: 

23 For he mightily convinced 
the Jews, and that publicly, 
shewing by the Seriptures 
that Jesus was Christ.

24 Demetrius, for love of gain, 

raiseth an uproar against Paul, 35 

which ts appeased by the townclerk. 

i: eae it came to pass, that, 

while Apollos was at 
Corinth, Paul having passed 
through the upper coasts 
came to Ephesus; and find- 
ing certain disciples, 

2 He said unto them, Have 
ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed? And they 
said unto him, We have not 
so much as heard. whether 
there be any Holy Ghost. 

3 And he said unto them, 
Unto what then were ye bap- 
tized? And they said, Unto 
John’s baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, John ver- 
Wy baptized with the baptism 
of repentance, saying unto 
the people, that they should 
believe on him which should 
come after him, that is, on 
Christ Jesus. 

5 When they heard ¢his, they 
were baptized in the name of 
the Lord Jesus. 

6 And when Paul had laid 
his hands upon them, the Ho- 
ly Ghost came on them; and 
they spake with tongues, and 
prophesied. 

7 And allthe men were about 
twelve. 

8 And he wentinto the syna- 
gogue, and spake boldly for 
thespace of three months, dis- 
puting and persuading the 
things concerning the king- 
dom of God. 

9 But when divers were hard- 
ened, and believed not, but 
spake evil of that way before 
the multitude, he departed 


from them, and separated vue 
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disciples, disputing daily in 
the school of one Tyrannus. . 
10 And this continued by the 


. space of two years; so that 


all they which dwelt in Asia 
heard the word of the Lord 
Jesus, both Jews and Greeks. 

11 And God wrought special 
miracles by the hands of Paul: 

12 So that from his body were 
brought unto the sick hand- 
kerchiefs or aprons, and the 
diseases departed from them, 
and the evil spirits went out 
of them. 

13 § Then certain of the vaga- 
bond Jews, exorcists, took up- 
on them to call over them 
which had evil spirits the 
name of the Lord Jesus, say- 
ing, We adjure you by Jesus 
whom Paul preacheth. 

‘14 And there were seven song 
of one Sceva, a Jew, and chief 
of the priests, which did so. 

15 And the evilspirit answer- 
ed and said, Jesus Iknow, and 
Paul I know; but who are 
ye? 

16 And the: man in whom the 
evilspirit was leaped on them, 
and overcame them, and pre- 
vailed against them, so that 
they fled out of that house na- 
ked and wounded. 

17 And this was known to all 
the Jews and Greeks also 
dwelling at Ephesus ; and fear 
fell on them all, and the name 

»f the Lord Jesus was magni- 


* fied. 


1s And many that believed 
eame, and confessed, and 
shewed their deeds. 

19 Many of them also which 
used curious arts brought their 
pooks together, and burned 
them before all men: and they 
counted the price of them, and 
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Demetrius raiseth an 


found it fifty thousand pieces 
of silver. 

20 So mightily arew the. word 
of God and prevailed. 

21 § After these things. were — 
ended, Paul purposed in the 
spirit, when he had passed 
through Macedonia and Acha- 
ia, to go to Jerusalem, say- 
ing, After I have been there, I 
must also see Rome, 

22 So he sent into Macedonia 
two of them that ministered 
untohim, Timotheusand Eras- 
tus; but he himself stayed in 
Asia for a season. 

23 And the same time there 
arose no small stir about that 
way. 

24 For a certain man nam- 
ed Demetrius, a silversmith, 
which made silver shrines for 
Diana, brought no small gain 
unto the eraftsmen ; 

25 Whom he called together 
with the workmen of like oc- 
cupation, and said, Sirs, ye 
know that by this craft we 
have our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear, 
that not alone at Ephesus, but 
almost throughout all Asia, 
this Paul hath persuaded and 
turned away much people, 
saying that they be no gods, 
which are made with hands: 

27 So that not only this our 
craft is in danger to be set at 
nought; but also that the tem- 
ple of the great goddess Diana 
should be despised, and her — 
magnificence should be de- 
stroyed, whom all Asia and 
the world worshippeth. 

28 And when they heard these 
sayings, they were full of 
wrath, and cried out, saying, 
Great is Diana of the Ephe- 
sians, |. ae 


uproar against Paul. 


29 And the whole city was 
filled with confusion: and 
having caught Gaius and Aris- 
tarchus, men of Macedonia, 
Paul’s companions in travel, 
they rushed with one accord 
into the theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have 
entered in unto the people, 
the disciples suffered him not. 
31 And certain of the chief of 
Asia, which were his friends, 
sent unto him, desiring him 
that he would not adventure 
himself into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one 
thing, and some another: for 
the assembly was confused; 
and the more part knew not 
wherefore they were come to- 
gether. 

33 And they drew Alexander 
out of the multitude, the Jews 
puttinghimforward. AndAl- 
exander beckoned with the 
hand, and would have made 
his defence unto the people. 
34 But when they knew that 
he was a Jew, all with one 
voice about the space of two 
hours cried out, Great is Di- 
ana of the Ephesians. 

35 And when the townclerk 
had appeased the people, he 
said, Ye men of Ephesus, what 
man is there that knoweth not 
how thatthe city of the Ephe- 
sians is a worshipper of the 
great goddess Diana, andofthe 
image which fell down from 
Jupiter ? 

86 Seeing then that these 
things cannot be spoken a- 
gainst, ye ought to be quiet, 
and to do nothing rashly, 

37 For ye have brought hither 
these men, which are neither 
robbers of churches, nor yet 
blasphemers of your goddess, 
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The tumult appeased, 


388 Wherefore if Demetrius, 
and the craftsmen which are 
with him, have a matter a- 
gainst any man, 
open, and there are deputies : 
let them implead one an- 
other. 

39 But if ye inquire any thing 
concerning other matters, it 
shall be determinedin alawful 
assembly. 

40 For we are in danger tobe 
called in question for this day’s 
uproar, there being no cause 
whereby we may give an ac- 
count of this concourse. : 

41 And when he had thus 
spoken, he dismissed the as- 
sembly. 


CHAPTER XX, 

1 Paul goeth to Macedonia. 7 He celebra- 
teth the Lord’s supper, and preacheth., 
9 Eutychus having fallen down dead, 

310 ts raisedtolife. 17 At Miletum he 
calleth the elders together, telleth them 
what shall befall to himself, 28 commit- 
teth God's flock to them, 29 warneth 
them of false teachers, 32 commendeth 
them to God, 36 prayeth with them, and 
goeth his way. 


OP. after the uproar was 
ceased, Paul called unto 
him the disciples, and embrac- 
ed them, and departed for to 
go into Macedonia. 

2 And when he had goneover 
those parts, and had given 
them much exhortation, he 
came into Greece, 

38 And there abode three 
months. And when the Jews' 
laid wait for him, as he was 
about to sail into Syria, he 
purposed to return through 
Macedonia, 

4 Andthere accompanied him 
into Asia Sopater of Berea; 
and of the Thessalonians, 
Aristarchus and Secundus; 
and Gaius of Derbe, and 'Timo- 
theus; and of Asia, Seems 
and Trophimus. ‘ 
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Paul's charge to the THE 


5 These going before tarried 
for us at Troas. 

6 And we sailed away from 
Philippi after the days of un- 
leavened bread, and came un- 
to them to Troas in five days; 
where we abode seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of 
the week, when the disciples 
came together to break bread, 
Paul preached unto them, 
ready to depart on the mor- 
row; and continued his speech 
until midnight. 

8 And there were many lights 
in the upper chamber, where 
they were gathered together. 

9 And there sat in a window 
a certain young man named 
Eutychus, being fallen into a 
deep sleep: and as Paul was 
long preaching, he sunk down 
with sleep, and fell down from 
the third loft, and was taken 
up dead. 

10 And Paul went down, and 
fell on him, and embracing 
him said, Trouble not your- 
selves; for his life is in him, 

ji When he therefore was 
come up again,and hadbroken 
bread, and eaten, and talked 
a long while, even till break 
of day, so he departed. 

12 And they brought the 
young man alive, and were 
not a little comforted. 

13 J And we went before to 
ship, and sailed unto Assos, 
there intending to take in 
Paul: forso had he appointed, 
minding himself to go afoot, 

14 And when he met with us 
at Assos, we took him in, and 
came to Mitylene, 

15 And we sailed thence, and 
camethe next dayover against 
Chios; and the next day we 
arrived at Samos, and tarried 
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elders of Ephesus. 


at Trogyllium; and the next 
day we came to Miletus. | 

16 For’ Paul had determined 
to sail by Ephesus, because he 
would not spend the time in 
Asia: for he hasted, if it were 
possible for him, to be at Jeru- - 
salem the day of Pentecost. 

17 § And from Miletus he 
sent to Ephesus, and called 
the elders of the church, 

18 And when they were come 
to him, he said unto them, Ye 
know, from the first day that 
I came into Asia, after what 
manner I have been with you 
at all seasons, 

19 Serving the Lord with all 
humility of mind, and with 
many tears, and temptations, 
which befell me by the lying 
in wait of the Jews: 

20 And how I kept back noth- 
ing that was profitable unto 
you, but have shewed you, and 
have taught you publicly, and 
from house to house, 

21 Testifying both to the Jews, 
and also to the Greeks, repent- 
ance toward God, and faith to- 
ward our Lord Jesus Christ. 

22 And now, behold, I go 
bound in the spirit unto Jeru- 
salem, not knowing the things 
that shall befall me there: 

23 Save that the Holy Ghost 
witnesseth in every city, say- 
ing that bonds and afflictions 
abide me. 

24 But none of these things 
move me, neither count I my 
life dear unto myself, so that 
I might finish my course with 
joy, and the ministry, which I 
have received of the Lord Je- 
sus, to testify the gospel of the 
grace of God. 

25 And now, behold, I know 
that ye all, among whom I

have gone preaching the king- 
dom of God, shall see my face 
no more, 

26 Wherefore I take you to 
record this day, that Ian pure 
from the blood of all men. 

27 For I have not shunned to 
declare unto you all the coun- 
sel of God. 

23 { Take heed therefore un- 
to yourselves, and to all the 
flock, over the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the church of 
God, which he hath purchased 
with his own blood. 

29 For I know this, that aft- 
er my departing shall grievous 
wolves enter in among you, 
not sparing the flock. 

30. Also of your own selves 
shall men arise, speaking per- 
verse things, to draw away 
disciples after them. 

31 Therefore watch, and re- 
member, that by the space of 
three years I ceased not to 
warn every one night and day 
with tears, ; 

32 And now, brethren, I com- 
mend you to God, and to the 
word of his grace, which is 
able to build you up, and to 
giveyouan inheritance among 
all them which are sanctified. 

33 I have coveted no man’s 

Silver, or gold, or apparel. 
84 Yea, ye yourselves know, 
that these hands have minis- 
tered unto my necessities, and 
to them that were with me. 

35 I have shewéd you all 
things, how that so labouring 
ye ought to support the weak, 
and to remember the words 
of the Lord Jesus, how he said, 
It is more blessed to give than 
to receive. 

26 { And when he had thus 
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to the elders. 

spoken, he kneeled down, and 

prayed with them all. 

37 And they all wept sore, 
and fell on Paul’s neck, and 
kissed him, 

388 Sorrowing most of all for 
the words which he spake, 
that they should see his face 
no more. And they accom- 
panied him unto the ship, 

CHAPTER XXT. 

1 Paul will not by any meane be dissuaded 
from going to Jerusalem. 9 Philip's 
daughters prophetesses. 17 Paul com- 
eth to Jerusalem : 27 where he is appre- 
hended, and in great danger, 81 but by 


the chief captain ta reseued, and per- 
mitted to &peak to the people. 


ND it came to pass, that 
after we were gotten from 
them, and had launched, we 
came with a straight course 
unto Coos, and the day follow- 
ing unto Rhodes, and from 
thence unto Patara: 

2 And finding a ship sailing 
over unto Phenicia, we went 
aboard, and set forth. 

3 Now when we had discoy- 
ered Cyprus, we left it on the 
left hand,and sailedintoSyria, 
and landed at Tyre: for there 
the ship was to unlade her 
burden. 

4 And finding disciples, we 
tarried there seven days: who 
said to Paul through the Spir- 
it, that he should not go up to 
Jerusalem. 

5 And when we had accom- 
plished those days, we depart- 
ed and went our way; and 
they all brought us on our 
way, with wives and children, 
till we were out of the city: 
and we kneeled down on the 
shore, and prayed. 

6 And when we had taken 
our leave one of another, we 
took ship; and they returned 
home again. 
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7 And when we had finished 
our course from Tyre, we 
came to Ptolemais, and salut- 
ed the brethren, and abode 
with them one day. 

8 And the next day we that 
were of Paul’s company de- 
parted, and came unto Ces- 
area; and we entered into the 
house of Philip the evangelist, 
which was one of the seven; 
and abode with him. 

§ And the same man had 
four daughters, virgins, which 

“did prophesy. 

10 And as we tarried there 
many days, there came down 
from Judea a certain prophet, 
named Agabus. 

11 And when he was come 
unto us, he took Paul’s girdle, 
and bound his own hands and 
feet, and said, Thus saith the 
Holy Ghost, So shall the Jews 
at Jerusalem bind the man 
that owneth this girdle, and 
Shall deliver him into the 
hands of the Gentiles. 

12 And when we heard these 
things, both we, and they of 
that place, besought him not 
to go up to Jerusalem, 

13 Then Paul answered, What 
mean ye to weep and to break 
mine heart? for I am ready 
not to be bound only, but also 
to die at Jerusalem for the 
name of the Lord Jesus. 

14 And when he would not 
de persuaded, we ceased, say- 
ing, The will of the Lord be 
done, 

15 And after those days we 
took up our carriages, and 
went up to Jerusalem. 

16 There went with us also 
certain of the disciples of Ces- 
area, and brought with them 
one Mnason of Cyprus, an old

to Jerusalem. 


dixctple, with whom we should 
lodge. 

17 And when we were come 
to Jerusalem, the brethren re- 
ceived us gladly. 

18 And the day following Paut 
went in with us unto James; 
and allthe elders were present. 

19 And when he had saluted 
them, hedeclared particularly - 
what things God had wrought 
among the Gentiles by his 
ministry. 

20 And when they heard it, 
they glorified the Lord, and 
said unto him, Thou seest, 
brother, how many thousands 
of Jews there are which be- 
lieve; and they are all zeal- 
ous of the law: 

21 And they are informed of 
thee, that thou teachest all 
the Jews which are among 
the Gentiles to forsake Moses, 
saying that they ought not to 
circumcise their children, nei- 
ther towalk after the customs, 

22 What is it therefore? the 
multitude must needs come 
together: for they will hear 
that thou art come. 

23 Do therefore this that we 
say to thee: We have four men 
which have a vow on them; 

24 Them take, and purify 
thyself with them, and be at 
charges with them, that they 
may shave their heads: and 
all may know that ‘those 
things, whereof they were in- 
formed concerning thee, are 
nothing; but that thou thy- 
self also walkest orderly, and 
keepest the law. 

2 As touching the Gentiles 
which believe, we have writ- 
ten and concluded that they 
observe no such thing, save 
only that they keep them-

selves from things offered to 
idols, and from blood, and 
from. strangled, and from 
fornication. 

26 Then Paul took the men, 
and the next day purifying 
himself with them entered in- 
to the temple, to signify the 
accomplishment of the days 
of purification, until that an 
offering should be offered for 
every one of them. 

27 And when the seven days 
were almost ended, the Jews 
which were of Asia, when they 
saw him in the temple, stirred 
up all the people, and laid 
hands on him, 

28 Crying out, Men of {srael, 
Aelp: This is the man, that 
teacheth all men every where 
against the people, and the 
law, and this place: and fur- 
ther brought Greeks also into 
the temple, and hath polluted 
this holy place. 

29 (For they had seen before 
with him in the city Troph- 
imus an Ephesian, whom 
they supposed that Paul had 
brought into the temple.) 

# And all the city was moy- 
ed, and the people ran to- 
gether: and they took Paul, 
and drew him out of the tem- 
ple: and forthwith the doors 
were shut, 

31 And as they went about to 
kill him, tidings came unto 
the chief captain of the band, 
that all Jerusalem was in an 
uproar: a 
32 Who immediately took 
soldiers and centurions, and 
ran down unto them: and 
when they saw the chief cap- 


tain and the soldiers, they left 


beating of Paul. 
33 Then the chief captain 
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came near, and took him, and 
commanded him to be bound 
with two chains; and de- 
manded who he was, and 
what he had done, 

34 And some cried one thing, 
some another, among the 
multitude: and when hecould 
not know the certainty for the 
tumult, he commanded him 
to be carried into the castle. 

35 And when he came upon 
the stairs, so it was, that he 
was borne of the soldiers for 
the violence of the people. 

36 For the multitude of the 
people followed after, crying, 
Away with him. 

37 And as Paul was to be led 
into the castle, he said unto 
the chief captain, May I speak 
unto thee? Who said, Canst 
thou speak Greek? | 

38 Art not thou that Egyp- 
tian, which before these days 
madest an uproar, and leddest 
out into the wilderness four 
thousand men that were mur- 
derers ? 

39 But Paul said, Tam aman 
which am a Jew of Tarsus, @ 
city in Cilicia, a citizen of no 
mean city; and, I beseech 
thee, suffer me to speak unto 
the people. 

40 And when he had given 
him license, Paul stood on the 
stairs, and beckoned with the 
hand unto the people. And 
when there was made a great 
silence, he spake unto them in 
the Hebrew tongue, saying, 


CHAPTER XXII. 

1 Paul declareth at large, how he was cone 
verted to the faith, 17 and called to his 
apostleship. 22 At the very mention 
ing of the Gentiles, the people exclaim 
onhim. 24 He should have been scourg- 
ed, 25 but claiming the privilege of a- 
Roman, he escapeth, 
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EN, brethren, and fathers, 
hear ye my defence which 
Imake now unto you. 

2 (And when they heard that 
hespake in the Hebrew tongue 
to them, they kept the more 
silence: and he saith,) 

3 I am verily a man which 
am a Jew, born in Tarsus, @ 
city in Cilicia, yet brought up

maliel, and taught according 
to the perfect manner of the 
law of the fathers, and was 
zealous toward God, as ye all 
are this day. 

4 And I persecuted this way 
unto the death, binding and 
delivering into prisons both 
men and women. 

5 As also the high priest doth 
bear me witness, and all the 
estate of the elders: from 
whom also I received letters 
unto the brethren, and went 
to Damascus, to bring them 
which were there bound unto 
Jerusalem, for to be punished. 

6 And it came to pass, that, 
as I made my journey, and 
was come nigh unto Damascus 
about noon, suddenly there 
shone from heaven a great 
light round about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, 
and heard a voice saying unto 
me,Saul,Saul,why persecutest 
thou me? 
: § And I answered, Who art 
thou, Lord? Andhesaidunto 
me, I am Jesus of Nazareth, 
whom thou persecutest. 

9 And they that were with 
me saw indeed the light, and 
were afraid; but they heard 
not the voice of him that 
spake to me. 

10 And I said, What shall I 
do, Lord? And the Lord said 
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his conversion. 
unto me, Arise, and go into 
Damascus; and there it shall 
betold thee of all things which 
are appointed for thee to do. 

11 And when I could not see 
for the glory of that light, be- 
ing led by the hand of them 
that were with me, I came in- 
to Damascus. 

{2 And one Ananias, a devou 
man according to the law, 
having a good report of all the 
Jews which dwelt there, 

13 Came unto me, and stood, 
and said unto me, Brother 
Saul, receive thy sight. And 
the same hour I looked up 
upon him. 

14 And he said, The God of 
our fathers hath chosen thee, 
that thou shouldest know his 
will, and see that Just One, 
and shouldest hear. the voice 
of his mouth, 

145 For thou shalt be his wit- 
ness unto all men of what thou 
hast seen and heard. 

16 And now why. tarriest 
thou? arise, and be baptized, 
and wash away thy sins, call- 
ing on the name of the Lord. 
17 And it came to pass, that, 
when I was come again to 
Jerusalem, even while I pray- 
ed in the temple, I was ina 
trance; | 
18 And saw him saying unto 
me, Make haste, and get thee 
quickly out of Jerusalem : fox 
they will not receive thy testi- 
mony concerning me. 
i9 And I said, Lord, they 
know. that I imprisoned ané 
beat in every synagogue them 
that believed on thee: 

20 And when the blood of thy 
martyr Stephen was shed, / 
also was standing by, and con 
senting unto his death, ant 









He ciaimeth 


kept theraiment of them that 
slew him. 

21 And he said unto me, De- 
part: for I will send thee far 
hence unto the Gentiles. 

22 And they gave him audi- 
ence unto this word, and éhen 
lifted up their voices, and said, 
Away with such a fellow from 
the earth: for it is not fit that 
he should live. 

23 And as they cried out, and 
castoff their clothes,and threw 
dust into the air, 

24 The chief captain com- 
manded him to be brought 
into the castle, and bade that 
he should be examined by 
scourging; that he might 
know wherefore they cried so 
against him. 

25 And as they bound him 
with thongs, Paul said unto 
the centurion that stood by, 
Is it lawful for you to scourge 
a man that is a Roman, and 
uncondemned ? 
.26 When the centurion heard 
that, ae went and told the chief 
captain, saying, Take heed 
what thou doest; for this man 
is a Roman. 

27 Then the chief captain 
eame, and said unto him, Tell 
me, art thou a Roman? He 
said, Yea. 

28 And the chief captain an- 
swered, With a great sum ob- 
tained I this freedom. And 
Paul said, But I was free born, 

29 Then Straightway they de- 

_ parted from him which should 
Have examined him: and the 
' chief captain also was afraid, 
_after he knew that he was a 
' Roman, and because he had 
- bound him. B34 

30 On the morrow, because 
he would have known the. 
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certainty wherefore he was 
accused of the Jews, he loosed 
him from jis bands, and com- 
manded the chief priests and 
all their council to appear, 
and brought Paul down, and 
set him before them. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 

1 As Paul pleadeth his cause, 2 Anantas 
commandeth them to smite him. 7 Dis- 
sension among his accusers. 11 God 
encourageth him. 14 The Jews’ laying 
watt for Paul 20 ts declared unio the 
chief captain. 27 He sendeth him to 
Feliz the governor. 


Ay D Paul, earnestly behold- 
ing the council, said, Men 
and brethren, I have lived in 
all good conscience before God 
until this day, 

2 And. the high priest An- 
anias commanded them that 
stood by him to smite him on 
the mouth. 

3 Then said Paul unto him, 
God shall smite thee, thou 
whited wall: for sittest thou 
to judge me after the law, and 
commandest me to be smitten 
contrary to the law? 

4 And they that stood by 
said, Revilest thou God’s high 
priest ? ; 

5 Then said Paul, I wist not, 
brethren, that he was the high 
priest: for it is written, Thou 
shalt not speak evil of the 
ruler of thy people. 

6 But when Paul perceived : 
that the one part were Sad- 
ducees, and the other Phari- 
sees, he cried out in thecouncil, 
Men and brethren, I am a 
Pharisee, the son of a Phari- 
see: of the hope and resurrec- 
tion of the dead I am called in 
question. 

7 And when he had so said, 
there arose a dissension be- 
tween the Pharisees and. the 
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Sadducees: and the multitude 
was divided. 

8 For the Sadducees say that 
there is no resurrection, nei- 
ther ange}, nor spirit: but the 
Pharisees confess both. 

9 And there arosea great cry : 
and the scribes that were of 
the Pharisees’ part arose, and 
strove, saying, We find no 
evil inthis man: butifa spirit 
oranangelhathspokento him, 
let us not fight against God. 

10 And when there arose a 
great dissension, the chief cap- 
tain, fearing lest Paul should 
have been pulled in pieces of 
them,commanded the soldiers 
to go down, and to take him by 
force from among them, and 
to bring him into the castle. 

11 And the night following 
the Lord stood by him, and 
said, Be of good cheer, Paul: 
for as thou hast testified of me 
in Jerusalem, so must thou 
bear witness also at Rome. 

12 And when it was day, cer- 
tain of the Jews banded to- 
gether, and bound themselves 
under acurse,saying that they 
would neither eat nor drink 
till they had killed Paul. 

138 And they were more than 
forty which had made this 
conspiracy. 

14 And they came to thechief 
priests and elders, and said, 
We have bound ourselves un- 
der a great curse, that we will 

‘eat nothing until we have 
slain Paul. 

15 Now therefore ye with the 
council signify to the chief 
captain that he bring him 
down unto you to morrow, as 
though yewould inquiresome- 
thing more perfectly concern- 
ing him: and we, or ever he 
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come near, are ready to kill 
him. df 

16 And when Paul’s sister’s 
son heard of their lying in 
wait, he went and entered into 
the castle, and told Paul. 

17 Then Paul called one ofthe 
centurions unto him, and said, 
Bring this young man untothe 
chief captain: for he hath a 
certain thing to tell him. 

18 So he took him, and 
brought him to the chief cap- 
tain, and said, Paul the pris- 
oner called me unto him, and. 
prayed me to bring this young 
man unto thee, who hath 
something to say unto thee. 

19 Then the chief captaintook 
him by the hand, and went 
with him aside privately, and 
asked him, What is that thou 
hast to tell me? 

20 And he said, The Jews 
have agreed to desire theethat 
thou wouldest bring down 
Paul to morrow into the coun- 
cil, as. though they would in- 
quire somewhat of him more 
perfectly. e 

21 But do not thou yield unto 
them: for there lie in wait for 
him of them more than forty 
men, which have boundthem- | 
selves with an oath, that they 
will neither eat nor drink till 
they have killed him: and 
now are they ready, looking 
for a promise from thee. 

22 So the chief captain then 
let the young man depart,and © 
charged him, See thou tell no 
man that thou hast shewed 
these things to me, 

23 And he called unto. him. 
two centurions, saying, Make 
ready two hundred soldiers to 
go to Cesarea, and horsemen 
threescore and ten, and spear- 
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men two hundred, at the third 
hour of the night; 

24 And provide them beasts, 
that they may set Paul on, 
and bring him safe unto Felix 
the governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after 
this manner: 

26 Claudius Lysias unto the 
most excellent governor Felix 
sendeth greeting. 

97 This man was taken of the 
Jews, and should have been 
killed of them: then came I 
with an army, and rescued 
him, haying understood that 
he was a Roman. 

28 And when I would haye 
known the cause wherefore 
they accused him, I brought 
him forth into their council: 

29 Whom I perceived to be 
accused of questions of their 
law, but to have nothing laid 
to his charge worthy of death 
or of bonds. 

30 And when it was told me 
how that the Jews laid wait 
for the man, I sent straight- 
way to thee, and gave com- 
mandment to his accusers also 
to say before thee what they 
had against him. Farewell. 

$1.Then the soldiers, as it was 
commanded them, took Paul, 
and brought him by night to 
Antipatris, 

32 On the morrow they left 
the horsemen to go with him, 
and returned to the castle: 
‘33 Who, when they came to 
Cesarea, and delivered the 
epistle to the governor, pre- 
sented Paul also before him, 

34 And when the governor 
had read the letter, he asked of 
what province he was. And 
when he understood that he 
was of Cilicia; 
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35 I will hear thee, said he, 
when thine accusers are also 
come, And he commanded 
him to be kept in Herod’s 
judgment hall, 1 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 Paul being accused by Tertullus the 
orator, 10 answereth for his life and 
doctrine. 24 He preacheth Christ to the 
governor and his wife. 26 The governor 
hopeth for a bribe, but invain. 27 At 
last, going out of his office, he leaveth 
Paul in prison. 


AS after five days Ananias 
the high priest descended 
with the elders, and with a cer- 
tain orator named Tertullus, 
who informed the: governor 
against Paul. 

2 And when he was called 
forth, Tertullus began to ac- 
cuse him, saying, Seeing that 
by thee we enjoy great quiet- 
ness, and that very worthy 
deeds are done unto this na- 
tion by thy providence, 

3 We accept it always, andin 
all places, most noble Felix, 
with all thankfulness. 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be 
not further tedious unto;thee, 
I pray thee that thou wouldest 
hear us of thy clemency a few 
words. 

5 For we have found this man 
apestilent fellow, and a mover 
ofsedition among all the Jews 
throughout the world, and a 
ringleader of the sect of the | 
Nazarenes: 

6 Who also hath gone about 
to protane the temple: whom 
we took, and would have judg- 
ed according to our law. 

7 But the chief captain Lysias 
came upon us, and with great 
violence took him away out 
of our hands, 

8 Commanding his accusers 
to come unto thee: by exam- 
ining of whom thyself mayest 
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take knowledge of all these 
things,whereof we accusehim. 

9 And the Jews also assented, 
saying that these things were 
80.1)". 

10 Then Paul, after that the 
governor had beckoned unto 
him to speak, answered, For- 
asmuch as I know that thou 
hast been of many years a 
judge unto this nation, I do 
the more cheerfully answer 
for myself: « 

11 Because that thou mayest 
understand, that there are yet 
but twelve days since I went 
up to Jerusalem for to wor- 
ship. 

12 And they neither found me 
in the temple disputing with 
any man, neither raising up 
the people, neither in the syn- 
agogues, nor in the city: 

13 Neither can they prove the 
things whereof they now ac- 
cuse me, 

14 But this [confess unto thee, 
that after the way which they 
call heresy, so worship I the 
God of my fathers, believing 
all things which are written in 
the law and in the prophets: 

15 And have hope toward 
God, which they themselves 
also allow, that there shall be 
a resurrection of the dead, 
both of the just and unjust. 

16 And herein do I exercise 
myself, to have always a con- 
science void of offence toward 
God, and toward men. 

17 Now after many years I 
came to bring alms to my na- 
tion, and offerings. 

18 Whereupon certain Jews 
from Asia found me purified 
in the temple, neither with 
multitude, nor with tumult. 

19 Who ought to have been 
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before Felix. 


here before thee, and object,” 
if they had aught against me. 

20 Or else let these same here 
say, if they have found any 
evil doing in me, while Istood 
before the council, 

2l Except it be for this one 
voice, that I cried standing 
among them, Touching the 
resurrection of the dead Iam 
called in question by you this 
day. 

22 And when Felix heard 
these things, having more per- 
fect knowledge of that way, he 
deferred them, and said, When 
Lysias the chief captain shall 
come down, I will know the 
uttermost of your matter. 

23 And he commanded a cen- 
turion to keep’ Paul, and to 
let him have liberty, and that 
he should forbid none of his 
acquaintance to minister or 
come unto him, 

24 And after certain days, 
when Felix came with his 
wife Drusilla, which was a 
Jewess, he sent for Paul, and 
heard him concerning the 
faith in Christ. 

25 And as he reasoned of 
righteousness, temperance, j 
and judgment to come, Felix 
trembled, and answered, Go ~ 
thy way for this time; when 
I have a convenient season, I 
will call for thee. 

26 He hoped also that money ~ 
should have been given hin: — 
of Paul, that. he might loose 
him: wherefore he sent for 
him the oftener, and commun- 
ed with him, 

27 But after two years ied 
cius Festus came into Felix’ — 
room: and Felix, willing to 
shew the Jews a pleasure, left 
Paul bound.

CHAPTER XXV. 

2 The Jews accuse Paul before Festus. 
8 He answereth for himself, 11 and 
appealeth unto Cesar, 14 Afterwards 
Festus openeth his matter to king 
Agrippa, 23 and he ts brought forth. 
25 Festus cleareth him to have done 
nothing worthy of death. 


OW when Festus wascome 
p into the province, after 
three days he ascended from 

Cesarea to Jerusalem. 

2 Then the high priest and 
the chief of the Jews inform- 
ed him against Paul, and be- 
sought him, 

3 And desired favour against 
him, that he would send for 
him to Jerusalem, laying wait 
in the way to kill him. 

4 But Festus answered, that 
Paul should be kept at Cesa- 
rea, and that he himself 
would depart shortly ¢/ither. 

5 Let them therefore, said he, 
which among you are able, go 
down with me, and accuse this 
man, if there be any wicked- 
ness in him. 

6 And when he had tarried 
among them more than ten 
days, he went down unto 
Cesarea; and the next day 
Sitting on the judgment seat 
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commanded, Paul to be 
brought. r 
7 And when he was come, 
the Jews which came down 
‘trom Jerusalem stood round 
about, and laid many and 
grievous complaints against 
Paul, which they could no 
prove. i 
8 While he answered for 
himself, Neither against the 
law of the Jews, neither a- 
gainst the temple, nor yet 
against Cesar, have I offended 
any thing at all. 

9 But Festus, willing to do 
the Jews apleasure, answered | 


auto Cesar. 


Paul, and said, Wilt thou go 
up to Jerusalem, and there be 
judged of these things before 
me? 

10 Then said Paul, I stand at 
Cesar’s Judgment seat, where 
I ought to be judged: to the 
Jews have I done no wrong, 
as thou very well knowest. 

11 For if I bean offender, or 
have committed any thing 
worthy of death, I refuse not 
to die: but if there be none of 
these things whereof these 
accuse me, no man may de- 
liver meunto them. Iappeal 
unto Cesar. 

12 Then Festus, when he had’ 
conferred with the council, 
answered, Hast thou appealed 
unto Cesar? unto Cesar shalt 
thou go. 

13 And after certain days 
king Agrippa and Bernice 
came unto Cesarea to salute 
Festus. 

14 And when they had been 
there many days, Festus de- 
clared Paul’s cause unto the 
king, saying, There is acertain 
man left in bonds by Felix: 

15 About whom, when I was 
at Jerusalem, the chief priests 
and the elders of the Jews in- 
formed me, desiring to have 
judgment against him. 

16 To whom I answered, It is 
not the manner of the Ro- 
mans to deliver any man to 
die, before that he which is ac- 
cused have the accusers face 
to face, and have license to 
answer for himself concerning 
the crime laid against him. 

17 Therefore, when they were 
come hither, without any de- 
lay on the morrow I sat on the 
judgmentseat, andcommand- 
ed the manto be brought forth, 
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18 Against whom when the 
accusers stood up, they 


brought none accusation of 
such things as I supposed: 

19 But had certain questions 
against him of their own su- 
perstition, and of one Jesus, 
which was dead, whom Paul 
affirmed to be alive. 

20 And because I doubted of 
such manner of questions, I 
asked him whether he would 
go to Jerusalem, and there be 
judged of these matters. 

21 But when Paul had appeal- 
ed to be reserved unto the 
hearing of Augustus, I com- 
manded him tobe kept tillI 
might send him to Cesar. 

22 Then Agrippa. said unto 
Festus, I would also hear the 
man myself. To morrow, 
said he, thou shalt hear him. 

23 And on themorrow, when 
Agrippa was come, and Ber- 
nice, with great pomp, and 
was entered into the place of 
hearing, with the chief cap- 
tains, and principal men of 
the city, at Festus’ command- 
ment Paul was brought forth, 

24 And Festus said, King 
Agrippa, and all men which 
are here present with us, ye 
see this man, about whom 
all the multitude of the Jews 
have dealt with me, both at 
Jerusalem, and also here, cry- 
ing that he ought not to live 
any longer, 

25 But when I found that he 
had committed nothing wor- 
thy of death, and that he 
himself hath appealed. to 
Augustus, I have determin- 
ed to send him, 

26 Of whom Lhaveno certain 
thing to write unto my lord, 


Wherefore I have brought 
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him forth before you, and 
specially before thee, O king 
Agrippa, that, after examin- 
ation had, I might have some- 
what to write. 

27 For it seemeth to me un- 
reasonable to send a prisoner, 
and not withal to signify the 
crimes laid against him, 


CHAPTER XXVI. 

2 Paul, in the presence of Agrippa, de- 
clareth his life from his childhood, 12 
and how miraculously he was converted, 
and called to his apoatleship. 24 Fes- 
tus chargeth him to be mad, whereunto 


he answereth modestly. 23 Agrippais . 


almost persuaded to be a Christian, 31 
The whole company pronounce him 
innocent. 


HEN Agrippa said unto 

Paul, Thou art permitted 
to speak for thyself. Then 
Paul stretched forth the hand, 
and answered for himself: 

21 think myself happy, king 
Agrippa, because. I shall an- 
swer for myself this day be- 
fore thee touching all the 
things whereof I am accused 
of the Jews: 

3 Especially because I know 
thee to be expert in all cus- 
toms and questions which are 
among the Jews: wherefore I 


beseech thee to hear me pa- 


tiently. 

4 My manner of life from my 
youth, which was at the first 
among mine own nation at Je- 
rusalem, know all the Jews; 

5 Which knew me from the 
beginning, if they would testi- 
fy, that after the most strait- 
est sect of our religion I lived 
a Pharisee. 


6 And now I stand and am | 


judged for the hope of the 
promise made of God unto 
our fathers : i 
7 Unto which promise our 
twelve tribes, instantly sery- 


Paul's defence 
ing God day and night, hope 
to come. For which hope’s 
sake, king Agrippa, I am ac- 
cused of the Jews. 

8 Why should it be thought a 
thing incredible with you, that 
God should raise the dead ? 

9 I verily thought with my- 
self, that I ought to do many 
things contrary to the name 
of Jesus of Nazareth. 

10 Which thing I also did in 
Jerusalem: and many of the 
saints did I shut up in prison, 
haying received authority 
from. the chief priests; and 
when they were put to death, 
I gave my voice against them. 

11 And I punished them oft 
in every synagogue, and com- 
pelled them to blaspheme; 
and being exceedingly mad 
against them, I persecuted 
them even unto strange cities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to 
Damascus with authority and 
commission from the chief 
priests, 

138 At midday, O king, I saw 
in the way a light from heav- 


en, above the brightness of 


the sun, shining round about 
me and them which journey- 
ed with me. 
14 And when we were all fall- 
en to the earth, I heard a 
voice speaking unto me, and 
saying in the Hebrew tongue, 
Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me? it is hard for thee 
to kick against the pricks. 
‘16 And I said, Who art thou, 
Lord? And he said, I am Je- 
sus whom thou persecutest. 
16 But rise, and stand upon 
thy feet: for I have appeared 
unto thee for this purpose, to 
make thee a minister and a 
witness both of these things 
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before Agrippa. 
which thou hast seen, and of 
those things in the which I 
will appear unto thee; 

17 Delivering thee from the 
people, and from the Gentiles, 
unto whom now I send thee, 

18 T'o open their eyes, and to 
turn tiem from darkness to 
light, and from the power of 
Satan unto God, that they 
may receive forgiveness of 
sins, and inheritance among 
them which are sanctified by 
faith that is m me, 

19 Whereupon, O king Agrip- 
pa, I was not disobedient unto 
the heavenly vision: 

20 But shewed first unte 
them of Damascus, and at Je- 
rusalem, and throughout all 
the coasts of Judea, and then 
to the Gentiles, that they 
should repent. and turn to 
God, and do works meet for 
repentance. 

21 For these causes the Jews 
caught me in the temple, and 
went about to kill me. 

22 Having therefore obtained 
help of God, I continue unto 
this day, witnessing both to 
small and great, saying none 
other things than those which 
the prophets and Moses did 
say should come: 

23 That Christ should suffer, 
and that he should be the first 
that should rise from the dead, 
and should shew light unto the 
people, and to the Gentiles. 

24 And as he thus spake for 
himself, Festus said with a 
loud voice, Paul, thou art be- 
side thyself; much learning 
doth make thee mad. 

25 But he said, Iam not mad, 
most noble Festus; but speak 
forth the words of truth and 
soberness. 


s 


Paul's voyage 
% For the king knoweth of 
these things, before whom al- 
so I speak freely: for I am 
persuaded that none of these 
things are hidden from him; 
for this thing was not done in 
a corner. 

27 King Agrippa, believest 
thou the prophets? I know 
’ that thou believest. 

28 Then Agrippa said unto 
Paul, Almost thou persuadest 
me to be a Christian. 

29 And Paul said, I would to 
God, that not only thou, but 
also all that hear me this day, 
were both almost, and alto- 
gether such as I am, except 
these bonds. 

30 And when he had thus 
spoken, the king rose up, and 
the governor, and Bernice, 
and they that sat with them: 

31 And when they were gone 
aside, they talked between 
themselves, saying, This man 
doeth nothing worthy of 
death or of bonds. 

32 Then said Agrippa unto 
Festus, This man might have 
been set at liberty, if he had 
not appealed unto Cesar. 


CHAPTER XXVIII. 

1 Paul shipping toward Rome, 10 fore- 
telleth of the danger of the voyage, 11 
but is not believed. 14 They are tossed 
toand fro with tempest, 41 and suffer 
shipwreck, 22, 34, 44 yet all come safe 
to land. 


ND when it was determ- 
ined that we should sail 
into Italy, they delivered Paul 
and certain other prisoners 
unto one named Julius, a cen- 
turion of Augustus’ band. 
2 And entering into a ship 
of Adramyttium, we launch- 
ed, meaning to sail by the 
coasts of Asia; one Aristar- 
chus, a Macedonian of Thes- 
salonica, being with us. 
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toward Rome. 

3 And the next day we touch- 
ed at Sidon. And Julius court- 
eously entreated Paul, and 
gave him liberty to go unto 
his friends to refresh himself, 

4 And when we had launched 
from thenée, we sailed under 


Cyprus, because the ‘winds 
were contrary. 
5 And when we had sailed © 


over the sea of Cilicia and 
Pamphylia, we came to Myra, 
a city of Lycia. 

6 And there the centurion 
found a ship of Alexandria 
sailing into Italy; and he put 
us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed 
slowly many days; and scarce 
were come over against Cni- 
dus, the wind not suffering us, 
we sailed under Crete, over 
against Salmone; 

8 And,hardly passing it, came 
unto a place which is called 
the Fair Havens; nigh where- 
unto was the city of Lasea. 

9 Now when much time was 
spent, and when sailing was 
now dangerous, because the 
fast was now. already past, 
Paul admonished them, 

10 And said unto them, Sirs, 


I perceive that this voyage © 


will be with hurt and much 
damage, not only ofthe lading 
and ship, but also of our lives. 

11 Nevertheless the centurion 
believed the master and the 
owner of the ship, more than 
those things which were spok- 
en by Paul. 

12 And because the haven 
was not commodious to winter 


in, the more part advised to- 


depart thence also, if by any 
means they might attain to 
Phenice, and there to winter}; 
which is a haven of Crete, and 
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lieth toward the southwest 
and northwest. 

13 And when the south wind 
‘blew softly, supposing that 
they had obtained theia pur- 
pose, loosing thence, they sail- 
ed close by Crete. 

14 But not long after there 
arose against it at estuous 
wind, called Eurodiition. 

15 And when the ship was 
caught, and could not bear up 
into the wind, we let her drive. 

16 And running under @ cer- 
tain island which is called 
Clauda, we had much work 
to come by the boat: 

17 Which when they had tak- 
en up, they used helps, under- 
girding the ship; and, fearing 
lest they should fall into the 
quicksands, strake sail, and 
so were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly 
tossed with a tempest, the next 
day they lightened the ship; 

19 And the third day we cast 
out with our own hands the 
tackling of the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor 
stars in many days appeared, 
and no small tempest lay on 
us, all hope that we should be 
saved was then taken away. 
,21 But after long abstinence, 
Paul stood forth in the midst 
of them, and said, Sirs, ye 
should have hearkened unto 
me, and not have loosed from 
Crete, and to have gained this 
‘harm and loss. 

22 And now I exhort you to 
be of good cheer: for there 
shall be no loss of any man’s 
lifeamong you, but of theship. 

23 For there stood by me this 
night the angel of God, whose 
Iam, and whom I serve, 

2% Saying, Fear not, Paul; 
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a shipwreck, 
thou must be brought before 
Cesar; and, lo, God hath giv- 
en thee all them that ‘sail 
with thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, be of good 
cheer; forI believe ‘God, thatit 
shall beeven as it was told me, 

26 Howbeit we must be cast 
upon a certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth 
night was come, as we were 
driven up and down in Adria, 
about midnight the shipmen 
deemed that they drew near 
to some country; 

28 And sounded, and found 7¢ 
twenty fathoms: and when 
they had gone a little further, 
they sounded again, and found 
it fifteen fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lest weshould 
have fallen*’upon rocks, they 
cast four anchors out of the 
stern, and wished for the day. 

30 And as the shipmen were 
about to flee out of the ship, 
when they had let down the 
boat into the sea, under colour 
asthoughthey would have cast 
anchors out of the foreship, - 

81 Paul said to the centurion 
and to the soldiers, Except 
these abide in the ship, ye 
cannot be saved. 

32 Then the soldiers cut off 
the ropes of the boat, and let 
her fall off. 

33 And while the day was 
coming on, Paul besought them 
all to take meat, saying, This 
day is the fourteenth day that 
ye haye tarried and continued 
fasting, having taken nothing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to 
take some meat; for this is for 
your health: for there shall 
not a hair fall from the head 
ofany ofyou. , 

35 And when he had thus 
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spoken, he took bread, and 
gave thanks to God in pres- 
ence of them all; and when 
he had broken it, he began to 
eat. ts 

36 Then were they all of good 
cheer, and they also took some 
meat. A? 

37 And we were in all in the 
ship two hundred threescore 
and sixteen souls. 

38 And when they had eaten 
enough, they lightened the 
ship, and cast out the wheat 
into the sea. 

39 And when it was day, they 
knew not the land: but they 
discovered acertaincreek with 
a shore, into the which they 
were minded, if it were possi- 
ble, to thrust in the.ship. 

40 And when they had taken 
up the anchors, they commit- 
ted themselves unto the sea, and 
loosed the rudder bands, and 
hoised up the mainsail to the 
wind, and made toward shore. 

41 And falling into a place 
where two seas met, they ran 
the ship aground; and the 
forepart stuck fast, and re- 
mained unmoveable, but the 
hinder part was broken with 
the violence of the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel 
was to kill the prisoners, lest 
any of them should swim out, 
and escape. 

43 But the centurion, willing 
to save Paul, kept them from 
their purpose; and command- 
ed that they which couldswim 
should cast themselves first in- 
. to the sea, and get to land: 

44 And the rest, some on 
boards, and some on broken 
pieces of the ship. And so it 
came to pass, that they es- 
caped all safe to land. © 
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A viper on his hand, 


CHAPTER XXVIII. 

1 Paul after his shipwreck ts kindly en 
tertained of the barbarians. 5 The 
viper on his hand hurteth him not. 8 
He healeth many diseases tn the island. 
ll They depart towards Rome. 17 He 
declareth to the Jews the cause of hia 
coming. 24 After hia preaching some 
were persuaded, and some believed not. 
30 Yet he preacheth there two years. 


ND n they were escap- 
ed, then they knew that 

the island was called Melita. 
2 And the barbarous people 
shewed us no little kindness: 
for they kindled a fire, and 
received us every one, be- 
cause of the present rain, and 
because of the cold, 
3 And when Paui had gath- 
ered a bundle of sticks, and 
laid them on the fire, there 
came a viper out of the heat, 
and fastened on his hand. 
4 And when the barbarians 
saw the venomous beast hang 
on his hand, they said among 
themselves, No doubt this 
man is a murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped the 
sea, yet vengeance suffereth 
not to live. 
5 And he shook off the beast 
into the fire, and felt no harm. 
6 Howbeit they looked when 
he should have swollen, or 
fallen down dead suddenly: 
but after they had looked 
a great while, and saw no 
harm come to him, they 
changed their minds, and 
said that he was a god. 
7 In the same quarters were | 


possessions of the chief man ~ 


of the island, whose name 
was Publius; who received 
us, and lodged us three days _ 
courteously. ; 
8 And it came to pass, that. 

the father of Publius lay sick. 
of a fever and of a bloody 
flux: to whom Paul entered 
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in, and prayed, and laid his! gainst the people, or customs 


hands on him, and healed 
him. 

9 So when this was done, oth- 
ers also, which had diseases 
in the island, came, and were 
healed: 

10 Who also honoured us 
with many hono - and 
when we departed, tlfey laded 
us With such things aS were 
necessary. 

ii And after three months we 
departed in a Ship of Alexan- 
dria, which had wintered in 
the isle, whose sign was Cas- 
tor and Pollux. 

12 And landing at Syracuse, 
we tarried there three days. 

13 And from thence we fetch- 
ed a compass, and came to 
Rhegium: and after one day 
the south wind blew, and we 
came the next day to Puteoli: 

14 Where we found brethren, 
and were desired to tarry with 
them seven days: and so we 
went toward Rome. 

15 And from thence, when 
the brethren heard of-us, they 
came to meet us as far as Ap- 
pii Forum, and the Three 
Taverns; whom when Paul 
saw, he thanked God, and 
took courage. 

16 And when we came to 
Rome, the centurion deliver- 
ed the prisoners to the cap- 
tain of the guard: but Paul 
was suffered to dwell by him- 
self with a soldier that kept 
him. 

17 And it came to pass, that 
after three days Paul called 
the chief of the Jews togeth- 

er: and when they were come 
together, he said unto them, 
Men and brethren, though I 
have committed nothing a- 


of our fathers, yet was I de- 


livered prisoner from Jerusa- 
lem into the hands of the 
Romans: 

18 Who, when they had ex- 
amined me, would have let 
me go, because there was no 
cause of death in me. 

19 But when the Jews spake 
against it, I was constrained 
to appeal unto Cesar; not that 
I had aught to accuse my na- 
tion of. 

20 For this cause therefore 
have I called for you, to see 


you, and to speak with you: 


because that for the hope of 
Israel IT am bound with this 
chain. 

21 And’ they said unto him, 
We neither received letters 
out of Judea concerning thee, 
neither any of the brethren 
that came shewed or spake 
any harm of thee. 

22 But we desire to hear of 
thee what thou thinkest: for 
as concerning this sect, we 
know that every where. it is 
spoken against. 


23 And when they had ap-_ 


pointed him a day, there came 
many to him into his lodging; 
to whom he expounded and 
testified the kingdom of God, 
persuading them concerning 
Jesus, both out of the law of 
Moses, and out of the proph- 
ets, from reorning till evening. 
24 And some believed the 
things which were spoken, 
and some believed not. 
25 And when they agreed not

27 For the heart of this peo- 
ple is waxed gross, and their 
ears are dull of hearing, and 
their eyes have they closed; 
lest they should see with their 
eyes, and hear with ‘heir ears, 
and understand with their 
heart, and should be con- 
verted, and I should heal 
them. 

28 Be it knewn therefore un- 
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for the Romans. 


to you, that the salvation of 
God is sent unto the Gentiles, 
and tWat they will hear it. 

29 And when he had said 
these words, the Jews depart- 
ed, and had great reasoning 
among themselves. 

30 And Paul dwelt two whole 
years in his own hired house, 
and received all that came 
in unto him, 

31 Preaching the kingdom of 
God,and teaching those things 
which concern the Lord Jesus 
Christ, with all confidence, no 
man forbidding him,

CHAPTER I. 

1 Paul commendeth his calling to the Ro- 
mans, 9 and his destre to come to them. 
16 What his gospel is, and the righteous- 
ness-whichit sheweth. 185 Godts angry 
with all manner of sin. 21 What were 
the sine of the Gentiles. 

AUL, a servant of Jesus 

Christ, called to be an 

apostle, separated unto the 
gospel of God, 

2 (Which he had promised 
afore by his prophets in the 
holy Scriptures, ) 

3 Concerning his Son Jesus 
Christ our Lord, which was 
made of the seed of David ac- 
cording to the flesh; 

4 And declared to be the Son 
of God with power, according 
to the Spirit of holiness, by the 
resurrection from the dead: 

5 By whom we have received 
grace and apostleship, for obe- 
dience to the faith among all 
nations, for his name: 

6 Among whom are ye also 
the called of Jesus Christ: 

7 To all that be in Rome, 
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beloved of God, called to be 
saints: Grace to you, and 
peace, from God our Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God 
through Jesus Christ for you 
all,that your faith is spoken of 
throughout the whole world. 

9 For God is my witness, 
whom I serve with my spirit 
in the gospel of his Son, that 
without ceasing I make men- 
tion of you always in my 
prayers; 

10 Making request, if by any 
means now at length I might 
have a prosperous journey by 
the will of God to come unto 
you. 

11 For I long to see you, that 
I may impart unto you some 
spiritual gift, to the end ye 
may be established; 

12 That is, that I may be 
comforted together with you 
by the mutual faith both of 
you and me. 

13 Now I would not haye you

ignorant, brethren, that often- 
times I purposed to come un- 
to you, (but was let hitherto,) 
that I might have some fruit 
among you also, even as a- 
mong other Gentiles. 

14 I am debtor both to the 
Greeks, and to the Barbari- 
ans; both to the wise, and to 
the unwise. ie 
15 So, as much as in me is, I 
am ready to preach the gospel 
to you that are ome also. 
16 For I am not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ: for it is 
the power of God unto salva- 
tion to every one that believ- 
eth; to the Jew first, and also 
to the Greek. 

17 For therein is the righte- 
ousness of God revealed from 
faith to faith: as itis written, 
The just shall live by faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is re- 
vealed from heaven against 
all ungodliness and unright- 
eousness of men, who hold the 
truth in unrighteousness; 

19 Because that which may 
be known of God is manifest 
in them; for God hath shew- 
ed it unto them. 

20 For the invisible things of 
him from the creation of the 
world are clearly seen, being 
understood by the things that 
are made, even his eternal 
power and Godhead; so that 
they are without excuse: 

21 Because that, when they 
knew God, they glorified him 

-notasGod, neither werethank- 
ful; but became vain in their 
imaginations, and their fool- 
ish heart was darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to 
be wise, they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of 
the uncorruptible God into an 
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of the Gentiles. 


image made like to corrupti- 
ble man, and to birds, and 
fourfooted beasts, and sain 
ing things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave 
them up to  uncleanness, 
through the lusts of their own 
hearts, to dishonour their own 
bodies between themselves: _ 

25 Who changed the truth of’ 
God into a lie, and worshipped 
and served the creature more 
than the Creator, who is bless- 
ed for ever. Amen. 

26 For this cause God gave 
them up unto vile affections: 
for even their women did 
change the natural use into 
that which is against nature: 

27 And likewise also the men, 
leaving the natural use of the 
woman, burned in their lust 
one toward another; men with 
men working that which is 
unseemly, and receiving in 
themselves that recompense 
of their error which was meet, 

23 And even as they did not 
like to retain God in their 
knowledge, God gave them 
over to a reprobate mind, to 
do those things which are not 
convenient; 

29 Being filled with all 
unrighteousness, fornication, 
wickedness, covetousness,ma- 
liciousness; full of envy, mur- 
der, debate, deceit, malignity ; 
whisperers, 

30 Backbiters, haters of God, 
despiteful, proud, boasters, in- 
ventors of evil things, disobe- 
dient to parents, 

31 Without. understanding, 
covenant-breakers, without 
natural affection, implacable, 
unmerciful : ; 

32 Who, knowing the judg, 
ment of God, ven they which >

CHAPTER II. 


1 They that sin, though they condemn tt 
in others, cannot excuse themselves, 6 
and much less escape the judgment of 
God,9 whether they be Jews or Gentiles. 
14 The Gentiles cannot escape, 17 nor 
yet the Jews, 25 whom their circumcision 
shall not profit, if they keep not the law. 


HEREFORE thou art in- 
excusable, O man, whoso- 
-ever thou art that judgest: for 
wherein thou judgest another, 
thou condemnest thyself; for 
thou that judgest doest the 
same things. 

2 But we are sure that the 
judgment of God is according 
to truth against them which 
commit such things. 

3 And thinkest thou this, O 
man, that judgest them which 
do such things, and doest the 
Same, that thou shalt escape 
the judgment of God? 

4 Or despisest thou the riches 
of his goodness and forbear- 
ance and longsuffering; not 
knowing that the goodness 
of God leadeth thee to repent- 
ance? 

5 But, after thy hardness and 
impenitent heart, treasurest 
up unto thyself wrath against 
the day of wrath and revela- 
tion ofthe righteous judgment 
of God; 

6 Who will render to every 
man according to his deeds: 

7 To them who by patient 
continuance in well doing seek 
for glory and honour and im- 
mortality, eternal life: 

8 But unto them that are con- 
tentious, and do not obey the 
truth, but obey unrighteous- 
ness, indignation and wrath, 

9 Tribulation and anguish, 
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the judgment of God. 


upon every soul of man that 
doeth evil; of the Jew first, 
and also of the Gentile; 

10 But glory, honour, and 
peace, to every man thatwork- 
eth good; to the Jew first, and 
also to the Gentile: 

11 For there is no respect of 
persons with God, 

12 For aS many as have sin- 
ned without law shall also per- 
ish without ; and as many 
as have sinned in the lawshall 
be judged by the law; 

13 (For not the hearers of the 
law are just before God, but 
the doers of the law shall be 
justified. 

14 For when the Gentiles, 
which have not the law, do by 
nature the things contained in 
the law, these, having not the 
law,arealaw unto themselves: 

15 Which shew the work of 
the law written in their hearts, 
their conscience also bearing 
witness, and ¢heir thoughts the 
mean while accusing or else 
excusing one another ;) 

16 In the day when God shall 
judge the secrets of men by 
Jesus Christ according to my 
gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art called a 


Jew, and restest in the law, © 


and makest thy boast of God, 
18 And knowest his will, and 


approvest the things that are © 


more excellent, being instruct 


ed out of the law;

22 Thou that sayest a man 
should not commit adultery, 
dost thou commit adultery ? 
thou that abhorrest idols, dost 
thou commit sacrilege? 

23 Thou that makest thy 
boast of the law, through 
breaking the law dishonour- 
est thou God? 

24 For the name of God is 
blasphemed among the Gen- 
tiles through you, as it is writ- 
ten. 

25 For circumcision verily 
profiteth, if thou keep the 
law: but if thou be a breaker 
of the law, thy circumcision 
is made uncircumcision. 

26 Therefore, ifthe uncircum- 
cision keep the righteousness 
of the law, shall not his un- 
circumcision be counted for 
circumcision ? 

27 And shall not uncircum- 
cision which is by nature, if 
it fulfil the law, judge thee, 
who by the letter and cir- 
cumcision dost transgress the 
law ? 

28 For he is not a Jew, which 
is one outwardly; neither is 
that circumcision, which is 
outward in the flesh: 

29 But he is a Jew, which is 
one inwardly; and circumcis- 
ion is that of the heart, in the 
spirit, and not in the letter; 
whose praise is not of men, 

but of God. 


CHAPTER III. 

1 The Jews’ prerogative: 3 which they 
have not lost; 9 howbett the law con- 
vinceth them also of sin: 20 therefore 
no flesh ts justified by the law, 28 but 
all, without difference, by faith only: 
81 and yet the law te not abolished, 


. 
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The Jews’ prerogative, 
|, heared advantage then 
hath the Jew? or what 
profit is there of circumcision? 
2 Much every way: chiefly, 
because that unto them were 
committed the oracles of God. 
8 For what if some did not 
believe? shall their unbelief 
make the faith of God without, 
effect ? 

4 God forbid: yea, let God be 
true, but every man a liar; as 
it is written, That thou might- 
est be justified in thy sayings, 
and mightest overcome when 
thou art judged, 

5 But if our unrighteousness 
commend the righteousness 
of God, what shall we say? 
Zs God unrighteous who tak- 
eth vengeance? (I speak as 
a@ man) 

6 God forbid: for then how 
shall God judge the world?’ 

7 For if the truth of God hath 
more abounded through my 
lie unto his glory; why yetam 
I also judged as a sinner? 

8 And not rather, (as we be 
slanderously reported, and as 
some affirm that we say,) Let 
us do evil, that good may 
come? whose damnation is 
just. 

9 What then? are we better 
than they? No, in no wise: 
for we have before proved 
both Jews and Gentiles, that 
they are all under sin; 

10 As it is written, There is 
none righteous, no, not one: 

11 There is none that under- 
standeth, there is none that 
seeketh after God. 

12 They are all gone out of 
the way, they are together 
become unprofitable; there is 
none that doeth good, no, not 


one. 
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No flesh justified 


13 Their throat is an open 
sepulchre; with their tongues 
they haveused deceit; the pois- 
on of asps is under their lips: 

14 Whose mouth is full of 
cursing and bitterness: 

15 Their feet are swift to shed 
blood: i 

16 Destruction and misery 
@re in their ways: 

17 And the way of peace have 
they not known: 

18 There is no fear of God be- 
fore their eyes. 

19 Now we know that what 
things soever the law saith, it 
saith to them who are under 
the law: that every mouth 
may be stopped, and all the 
world may become guilty be- 
fore God. 

20 Therefore by the deeds of 
the law there shall no flesh be 
justified in his sight: for by 
thelaw is theknowledge ofsin. 

21 But now the righteousness 
of God without the law is 
manifested, being witnessed 
by the law and the prophets; 

22 Even the righteousness of 
God which is by faith of Jesus 
Christ unto all and upon all 
them that believe; for there 
is no difference: 

23 For all have sinned, and 
come short of theglory ofGod; 

24 Being justified freely by 
his grace through the redemp- 
tion that is in Christ Jesus: 

25 Whom God hath set forth 
t be @ propitiation through 
faith in his blood, to declare 
his righteousness for the re- 
mission of sins that are past, 
through the forbearance of 
God; 

2% To declare, J say, at this 
time his righteousness: that 
he might be just, and the just- 
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by the lew, 


ifier of him which believeth 

in Jesus. 

27 Where is boasting then? 
It is excluded. By what law? 
of works? Nay; but by the 
law of faith. 

28 Therefore we conclude 
that a man is justified by faith 
without the deeds of the law. 

29 Ts he the God of the Jews 
only? is he not also of the 
Gentiles? Yes, of the Gentiles 
also: 

30 Seeing it is one God, which 
shall justify the circumcision 
by faith, and uncircumcision 
through faith. 

31 Do we then make void the 
law through faith? God for- 
bid: yea, we establish the law. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 Abraham's faith was imputed to him 
Sor righteousness, 10 before he was cir 
cumcised. 13 By faith only he and hia 
seed received the promise. 16 Abra- 
ham is the father of all that believe. 


24 Our faith also shall be imputed to us 
for righteousness. 


\ HAT shall we say then 

that Abraham our fa- 
ther, as pertaining to the 
flesh, hath found ? 

2 Forif Abraham were justi- 
fied by works, he hath whereof 
to glory; but not before God. 

3 For what saith the Scrip- 
ture? Abraham believed God, 
and it was counted unto him ~ 
for righteousness. 

4 Now to him that worketh 
is the reward not reckoned of 
grace, but of debt. : 

5 But to him that worketh > 
not, but believeth on him that_ 
justifieth the ungodly, his faith | 
is counted for righteousness, 

6 Even as David also describ- 
eth the blessedness ofthe man, | 
unto whom God imputeth 
righteousness without works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they 


Abraham was 
whose iniquities are forgiven, 
and whose sins are covered. 

8 Blessed isthe man to whom 
the Lord will not impute sin, 

9 Cometh this blessedness then 
upon the circumcision only, 
or upon the uncircumcision 
also? for we say that faith 
was reckoned to Abraham for 
righteousness. 

10 How was it then reck- 
oned? when he was in cir- 
cumcision, or in uncircum- 
cision? Not in circumcision, 
but in uncircumcision. 

11 And he received the sign 
of circumcision, a seal of the 
righteousness of the faith 
which he had yet being uncir- 
cumcised:; that he might be 
the father of all them that be- 
lieve, though they be not cir- 
cumcised; that righteousness 
might be imputed unto them 
also: 

12 And the father of circum- 
cision to them who are not 
of the circumcision only, but 
who also walk in the steps of 
that faith of our father Abra- 
ham, which he had being yet 
‘uncircumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he 

should be the heir of the 
world, was not to Abraham, 
or to his seed, through the 
jaw, but through the right- 
eousness of faith. 
14 For if they which are of 
the law be heirs, faith is made 
yoid, and the promise made 
of none effect : 

15 Because the law worketh 
wrath: for where no law is, 
there is no transgression. 

16 Therefore itis of faith, that 
| itmightbe by grace; to the end 
' the promise might be sure to 
. all the seed; not to that only 
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justified by faith. 
Which is of the law, but to 
that also which is of the faith 
of Abraham; who is the fa- 
ther of us all, 

17 (As it is written, I have 
made thee a father of many 
nations,) before him whom 
he believed, even God, who 
quickeneth ‘the dead, and 
calleth those things which be 
not as though they were: 

18 Who against hope believed 
in hope, that he might become 
the father of many nations, 
according to that which was 
spoken, So shall thy seed be. 

19 And being not weak in 
faith, he considered not his’ 
own body now dead, when he 
was about a hundred years 
old, neither yet the deadness 
of Sarah’s womb: 

20 He staggered not at the 
promise of God through unbe- 
lief; but was strong in faith, 
giving glory to God; 

21 And being fully persuaded, 
that what he had promised, 
he was able also to perform. 

22 And therefore it was im- 
putedto him for righteousness. 

23 Now it was not written for 
his sake alone, that it was im- 
puted to him; 

24 But for us also, to whom it 
shall be imputed, if we believe 
on him that raised up Jesus 
our Lord from the dead; 

25 Who was delivered for ou; 
offences, and was raised again 
for our justification. 


CHAPTER V. 


1 Being justified by faith, we have peace 
with God, 2 and joy in our hope, 8 that 
since we were reconctled by his blood, 
when we were enemies, 10 we shall much 
more be saved being reconciled. 12 ds 
sin and death came by Adam, 17 80 
much more righteousness and life b 
Jesus Christ, 20 Where sin abounded, 
grace did superabound.

HEREFORE being justi- 

fied by faith, we have 
peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ: 

2 By whom also we have ac- 
cess by faith into this grace 
wherein we stand, and rejoice 
in hope of the glory of God. 

3 And not only so, but we 
‘glory in tribulations also; 
‘knowing. that tribulation 
worketh patience; 

4 And patience, experience 
and experience, hope: 

5 And hope maketh not a- 
shamed; because the love of 
God is shed abroad in our 
hearts by the Holy Ghost 
which is given unto us. 

6 For when we were yet with- 
out strength, in due time 
Christ died for the ungodly. 

7 For scarcely for arighteous 
man will one die: yet perad- 
venture for a good man some 
would even dare to die. 

8 But God commendeth his 
love toward us, in that, while 
we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us. 

9 Much more then, being now 
justified by his blood, we shall 
be saved from wrath through 
him. ' 

10 For if, when we were ene- 
mies, we were reconciled to 
God by the death of his Son; 
much more, being reconciled, 
we shall be saved by his life. 

11 And not only so, but we 
also joy in God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ, by whom 
we have now received the 
atonement. 

12 Wherefore, as by one man 
sin entered into the world, 
and death by sin; and so 
death passed upon all men, 
for that all have sinned:

justification by faith. 

13 (For until the law sin was 
in the world: but sin is not 
imputed when thereis no law. 
14 Nevertheless death reign- 
ed from Adam to Moses, even 
over them that had not sin- 
ned after the similitude of 
Adam ’s transgression, who is 
the figure of him that was to 
come. 

15 But not as the offence, so 
also is the free gift: for if 
through the offence of one 
many be dead, much more 
the grace of God, and the 
gift by grace, which is by 
one man, Jesus Christ, hath 
abounded unto many. 

16 And not as it was by one 
that sinned, so is the gift: for 
the judgment was by one to 
condemnation, but the free 
gift is of many offences unto 
justification. ; 

17 For if by one man’s offence 
death reigned by one; much 
more they which receive a- 
bundance of grace and of the - 
gift of righteousness shall 
reign in life by one, Jesus 
Christ.) 

18 Therefore, as by the of 
fence of one judgment came 
upon all men to condemna- 
tion; even so by the right- 
eousness of one the free gift — 
came upon all men unto just- 
ification of life. i 
19 For as by one man’s diso~ © 
bedience many were made — 
sinners, so by the obedience ~ 
of one shall many be made ~ 
righteous. 
20 Moreover the law entered, © 
that the offence might abound, _ 
But wheresin abounded, grace 
did much more abound: 

21 That as sin hath reigned 
unto death, even so might

grace reign through righteous- 
ness unto eternal life by Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 


CHAPTER VI. 

1 We may not live in sin, 2 for we are 
dead unto it, 3as appeareth by our bap- 
tism. 12 Let not sin reign any more, 
13 because we have yielded ourselves to 
the service of righteousness, 23 and for 
that death is the wages of sin. 


AY HAT shall we say then? 
Shall we continue in sin, 
that grace may abound? 

2 God forbid. How shall we, 
that are dead to sin, live any 
longer therein ? 

3 Know ye not, that so many 
of us as were baptized into Je- 
sus Christ were baptized into 
his death? 

4 Therefore we are buried 
with him by baptism into 
death: that like as Christ was 
raised up from the dead by 
the glory of the Father, even 
so we also should walk in new- 
ness of life. 

5 For if we have been planted 
together in the likeness of his 
death, we shall be also in the 
likeness of his resurrection: 

6 Knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified with him, that 
the body of sin might be de- 
stroyed, that henceforth we 
should not serve sin. 

7 For he that is dead is freed 
from sin, 

8 Now if we be dead with 

Christ, we believe that weshall 
also live with him: 
9 Knowing that Christ being 
raised from the dead dieth no 
more; death hath no more 
dominion over him. 

10 For in that he died, he died 
unto sin once: but in that he 
liveth, he liveth unto God. 

11 Likewise reckon ye also 
yourselves tobe dead indeed 
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to holiness. 


unto sin, but alive unto God 
through Jesus Christ our Lora. 

12 Let not sin therefore reign 
in your mortal body, that ye 
should obey it in the lusts 
thereof. 

13 Neither yield ye your 
members as instruments of 
unrighteousness unto sin: but 
yield yourselves unto God, as 
those that are alive from the 
dead, and your members as 
instruments of righteousness 
unto God. 

14 For sin shall not have 
dominion over you: for ye 
are not under the law, but 
under grace, 

15 What then ? shall we sin, 
because we are not under the 
law, but under grace? God 
forbid. 

16 Know ye not, thatto whom 
ye yield yourselves servants 
to obey, his servants ye are to 
whom ye obey; whether of 
sin unto death, or of obedi- 
ence unto righteousness ? 

17 But God be thanked, that 
ye were the servants of sin, 
but ye have obeyed from the 
heart that form of doctrine 
which was delivered you. 

18 Being then made free from 
sin, ye became the servants 
of righteousness, 

19 I speak after the manner 
of men because of the infirm- 
ity of your flesh: for as ye 
have yielded your members 
servants to uncleanness and 
toiniauity unto iniquity; even 
so now yield your members 
servants to righteousness un- 
to holiness, 

20 For when ye were the 
servants of sin, ye were free 
from righteousness. 

21 What fruit had ye then in

those things whereof ye are 
now ashamed? for the end of 
those things is death. 

22 But now being made free 
from sin, and become serv- 
ants to God, ye have your 
fruit unto holiness, and the 
end everlasting life. 

23 For the wages of sin is 
death; but the gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 


CHAPTER VII. 

1 No law hath power over a man longer 
than he liveth. 4 But we are dead to the 
law. 7 Yet ia notthe law sin, 12 but holy, 
just, good, 16 as acknowledge, who am 
grieved because I cannot keep tt. 


NOW ye not, brethren, 
(for IT speak to them that 
know the law,) how that the 
law hath dominion over a 
man as long as he liveth? 

2 For the woman which hath 
a husband is bound by the law 
to her husband so long as he 
liveth; but if the husband be 
dead, she is loosed from the 
Jaw of her husband. 

3 So then if, while her hus- 
band liveth, she be married to 
another man, she shall be call- 
ed an adulteress: but if her 
husband be dead, she is free 
from that law; so that she is 
no adulteress, though she be 
married to another man, 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, 
yealso are become dead to the 
law by the body of Christ; 
that ye should be married to 
another, even to him who is 
raised from the dead, that 
we should bring forth fruit 
unto God. 

5 For when we were in the 
flesh, the motions of sins, 
which were by the law, did 
work in our members to bring 
forth fruit unto death. 
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in our members. 


6 But now we are delivered 
from the law, that being dead 
wherein we were held; that 
we should serve in newness 
of spirit, and not in the old- 
ness of the letter. 

7 What shall we say then? 
Js the law sin? God forbid, 
Nay, I had not known sin, — 
but by the law: for Thad not © 
known lust, except the law 
had said, Thou shalt not covet, 
8 But sin, taking occasion by 
the commandment, wrought 
in me all manner of concupis- 
cence. For without the law 
sin was dead. , 

9 For I was alive without the 
law once: but when the com- 
mandment came, sin revived, 
and I died. 

10 And the commandment, 
which was ordained to life, I 
found to be unto death. 

11 For sin, taking occasion 
by the commandment, deceiv- 
ed me, and by it slew me. 

12 Wherefore the law is holy, 
and the commandment holy, 
and just, and good. 

13 Was then that which is 
good made death unto me? 
God forbid. But sin, that it 
might appear sin, working 
death in me by that which is 
good; that sin by the com- 
mandment might become ex- 
ceeding sinful. 

14 For we know that the law 
is spiritual: but I am carnal, © 
sold under sin. 
15 For that which I do, Tallow 
not: for what I would, that 
do I not; but what I hate, 
that do I. i 

16 If then I do that which Gf 
would not, I consent unto the 
law that itis good. 


' 17 Now then it is no more L 


Works of the 
that do it, but sin that dwell- 
eth in me. ; 

18 For I know that in me 
(that is, in my flesh,) dwelleth 
no good thing: for to will is 
present with me; but how to 
perform that which is good I 
find not. 

19 For the good that I would, 
Ido not? but the evil which I 
would not, that I do. 

20 Now if I do that I would 
not, it is no more I that do 
it, but sin that dwelleth in 
me. 

21 I find then a law, that, 
when I would do good, evil is 
present with me. 

22 For I delight in the law of 
God after the inward man: 

23 But I see another law in 
my members, warring against 
the law of my mind, and 
bringing me into captivity to 
the law of sin which is in my 
members. 

24 O wretched man that I 
am! who shall deliver me 
from the body of this death ? 
25 I thank God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. So then with 
the mind I myself serve the 
law of God; but with the flesh 
the law of sin. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

1 They that are in Christ, and live ac- 
cording to the Sptrit, are free from 
condemnation. 5,13 What harm cometh 
of the flesh, 6, 14 and what good of the 
Spirit: 17 and what of being God’s 

» child, 19 whose glorious deliverance all 
things long for, 29 waa beforehand de- 
creed from God. 33 What can sever us 
From his love ? 

[HERE is therefore now no 
- condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jesus, who 
walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit, 
2 For the law of the Spirit of 


life in Christ Jesus hath made 
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Jlesh and Spirit. 
me free from the law of sin 
and death. 

3 For what the law could not 
do, in that it was weak 
through the flesh, God send- 
ing his own Son in the like- 
ness of sinful flesh, and for sin, 
condemned sin in the flesh: 

4 That the righteousness of 
the law might be fulfilled in 
us, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit. 

5 For they that are after the 
flesh do mind the things of the 
flesh; but they that are after 
the Spirit, the things of the 
Spirit. 

6 For to be carnally minded 
is death; but to be spiritually 
minded is life and peace. 

7 Because the carnal mind ts 
enmity against God: for it is 
not subject to the law of God, 
neither indeed can be. 

8 So then they that are in the 
flesh cannot please God. 

9 But ye are not in the flesh, 
but in the Spirit, ifso be that 
the Spirit of God dwellin you. 
Now ifany man have not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of 
his. 

10 And if Christ be in you, the 
body is dead because of sin; 
but the Spirit is life because 
of righteousness, 

11 But ifthe Spirit of him that 
raised up Jesus from the dead 
dwellin you, he that raised up 
Christ from the dead shall al- 
so quicken your mortal bodies 
by his Spirit that dwelleth in 
you. 

12 Therefore, brethren, we 
are debtors, not to the flesh, 
to live after the flesh. 

13 For if ye live after the 
flesh, ye shall die: but if ye 
through the Spirit do mortify 


The ground of 


the deeds of the body, ye shall 
live. 

14 For as many as are led by 
the Spirit of God, they are the 
sons of God. 

15 For ye have not received 
the spirit of bondage again to 
fear; but ye have received the 
Spirit of adoption, whereby 
we cry, Abba, Father. 

16 The Spirit itself beareth 
witness with our spirit, that 
we are the children of God: 

17 And if children, then heirs; 
heirs of God, and joint heirs 
with Christ; if so be that we 
suffer with him, that we may 
be also glorified together. 

18 For I reckon that the suf- 
ferings of this present time 
are not worthy to be compared 
with the glory which shall be 
revealed in us. 

19 For the earnest expecta- 
tion of the creature waiteth 
for the manifestation of the 
sons of God. 

20 For the creature was made 
subject to vanity, not willing- 
ly, but by reason of him who 
hath subjected the same in 
hope; 

21 Because the creature itself 
also shall be delivered from 
the bondage of corruption into 
the glorious liberty of the chil- 
dren of God. 

22 For we know that the 
whole creation groaneth and 
travaileth in pain together 
until now. 

23 And not only they, but our- 
selves also, which have the 
firstfruits of the Spirit, even 
Wwe ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for the 
adoption, to wit, the redemp- 
tion of our body. 

24 For we are saved by hope: 
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but hope that is seen is not 
hope: for what a man seeth, 
why doth he yet hope for? 

25 But if we hope for that 
we see not, then do we with 
patience wait for it. 

26 Likewise the Spirit also- 
helpeth our infirmities: for 
we know not what we should 
pray for as we ought: but the’ 
Spirit itself maketh interces- | 
sion for us with groanings 
oe cannot be uttered. 

7 And he that searcheth the 
ee knoweth what is the 
mind of the Spirit, because he 
maketh intercession for the 
saints. according to the will of 
God. 

28 And we know that all 
things work together for good | 
to them that loveGod, to them — 
who are the called according | 
to his purpose. 

29 For whom he did forex 
know, he also did predestinate © . 
to be conformed to the image 
of his Son, that he might be- 
the firstborn. among many 
brethren. . 

380 Moreover, whom he did 
predestinate, them he also 
called: and whom he called, 
them he also justified: and 
whom he justified, them he} 
also glorified. 

31 What shall we then say 10 
these things? If God ve for us, 
who can be against us ? 

32 He that spared not his owl 
Son, but delivered him up for 
us all, how shall he not with 
him also freely give us “t 
things? 

33 Who shall lay any things i 
the charge of God’s elect? it) 
is God that justifieth. ‘ae 

34 Who is he that condemn- 
eth? Jt is Christ that died, |

yea rather, that is risen again, 
who is even at the right hand 
of God, who also maketh in- 
tercession for us. 

35 Who shallseparate us from 
the love of Christ? shail tribu- 
lation, or distress, or persecu- 
tion, or famine, or nakedness, 
or peril, or sword ? 

$86 As it is written, For thy 
sake we are killed all the day 
long; jve are accounted as 
sheep for the slaughter. 

37 Nay, in all these things 
We are more than conquerors 
through him that loved us. 

88 For I am persuaded, that 
neither death, nor life, nor an- 
gels, nor principalities, nor 
powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, 
nor any other creature, shall 
be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord.

38 For I could wish that my- 
‘ selfwere accursed from Christ 

for my brethren, my kinsmen 
- according to the flesh: 

4 Who are Israelites; to 
whom pertaineth the adop- 
tion, and the glory, and the 

“covenants, and the giving of 
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the law, and the service of 
God, and the promises ; 

5 Whose are the fathers, and 
of whom as concerning the 
flesh Christ came, who is over 
all, God blessed for ever. 
Amen. 

6 Not as though the word of 
God hath taken none effect. 
For they are not all Israel, 
which are of Israel: 

7 Neither, because they are 
the seed of Abraham, ave they 
all children: but, In Isaac 
shall thy seed be called. 

8 That is, They which are the 
children of the flesh, these are 
not the children of God: but 
the children of the promise 
are counted for the seed. 

9 For this is the word of 
promise, At this time will T 
come, and Sarah shall have 
ason. 

10 And not only this; but 
when Rebecca also had con- 
ceived by one, even by our 
father Isaac, 

11 (For the children being not 
yet born, neither having done 
any good or evil, that the pur- 
pose of God according to elec- 
tion might stand, not of works, 
but of him that calleth };) 

12 It was said unto her, The 
elder shall serve the younger. 

13 As it is written, Jacob 
have I loved, but Esau have 
TI hated. 

14 What shall we say then? 
Ts there unrighteousness with 
God? God forbid. 

15 For he saith to Moses, I 
will have mercy on whom I 
will have mercy, and I will 
have compassion on whom I 
will have compassion. 

16So then it is not of him 
that willeth, nor of him that 
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runneth, but of God that! my people; there shall they 


sheweth mercy. 

17 For the Scripture saith un- 
to Pharaoh, Even for this 
same purpose have [ raised 
thee up, that I might shew 
my power in thee, and that 
my name might be declared 
throughout all the earth. 

18 Therefore hath he mercy 
on whom he will have mercy, 
and whom hé will he harden- 
eth, 

19 Thou wilt say then unto 
me, Why doth he yet find 
fault? For who hath resisted 
his will? 

20 Nay but, O man, who art 
thou that repliest against 
God? Shall the thing formed 
say to him that formed it, Why 
hast thon made me thus ? 

21 Hath not the potter power 
over the clay, of the same 
lump to make one vessel un- 
to honour, and another unto 
dishonour ? 

2 What if God, willing to 
shew his wrath, and to make 
his power known, endured 
with much longsuffering the 
vessels of wrath fitted to de- 
struction: 

23 And that he might make 
known the riches of his glo- 
ry on the vessels of mercy, 
which he had afore prepared 
unto glory, 

24 Even us, whom he hath 
called, not of the Jews only, 
but also of the Gentiles ? 

25 As he saith also in Osee, 
I will call them my people, 
which were not my people; 
and her beloved, which was 
not beloved. 

26 And it shall come to pass, 
that in the place where it was 
said unto them, Ye are not 
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be called the children of the 
living God. 

27 Esaias also crieth concern- 
ing Israel, Though the num-_ 
ber of the children of Israel 
be as the sand of the sea, a 
remnant shall be saved: 4 

28 For he will finish the 
work, and cut if short. in 
righteousness: | because a 
short work will the Lord 
make upon the earth. 

29 And as Hsaias said before, 
Except the Lord of Sabaoth | 
had left us a seed, we had 
been as Sodoma, and been - 
made like unto Gomorrah. 

30 What shall we say then? : 
That the Gentiles, which fol-_ 
lowed not after righteousness, 
have attained to righteous-— 
ness, even the righteousness | 
which is of faith. 

31 But Israel, which followed | 
after the law of righteousness, 
hath not attained to the law” 
of righteousness, 

32 Wherefore? Because ae 
sought it not by faith, but as it 
were by the works of the law. 
For they stumbled at that 
stumblingstone; 

33 As it is written, Behold, L 
lay in Sion a stumblingstone 
and rock of offence: and who- 
soever believeth on him shall 
not be ashamed. 4

5 The Scripture sheweth the differences 2 
betwixt the righteousness of the Law, | 
and this of faith, 11 and that all, both 
Jew and Gentile, that belicve, shalt 
not be confounded, 18 and that the 
Gentiles shall receive the word and be- 
lieve.

2 For I bear them record that 
they have a zeal of God, but 
not according to knowledge. 

‘ 3 For they, being ignorant of 

God’s righteousness, and go- 
ing about to establish their 
own righteousness, have not 
submitted themselves unto 
the righteousness of God. 

4 For Christ is the end of the 
law for righteousness to every 
one that believeth. 

5 For Moses describeth the 
righteousness which is of the 
law, That the man which do- 
eth those things shall live by 
them. 

6 But the righteousness which 
is of faith speaketh on this 
wise, Say not in thine heart, 
Who shall ascend into heay- 
en? (that is, to bring Christ 
down from above :) 

7 Or, Who shall descend into 
the deep ? (that is, to bring up 
Christ again from the dead.) 

8 But what saith it? The 
word is nigh thee, even in thy 
mouth, and in thy heart: 
that is, the word of faith, 
which we preach; 

9 That if thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Je- 
sus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised 
him from the dead, thou shalt 
be saved. 

10 For with the heart man 
believeth unto righteousness ; 

and with the mouth confes- 
sion is made unto salvation. 
il For the Scripture saith, 
Whosoever believeth on him 
shall not be ashamed. 

12 For there is no difference 
‘between the Jew and the 
‘Greek: for the same Lord 
over all is rich unto all that 
call upon him.

13 For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved. 

14 How then shall they call 
on him in whom they have 
not believed? and how shall 
they believe in him of whom 
they have not heard? and 
how shall they hear withont 
a preacher ? 

15 And howshall they preach, 
except they be sent? as it is 
written, How beautiful are the 
feet of them that preach the 
gospel of peace, and bring glad 
tidings of good things! 

16 But they have not all obey- 
ed the gospel. For Esaias 
saith, Lord, who hath beliey- 
ed our report ? 

17 So then faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God. 

18 But I say, Have they not 
heard? Yesverily,theirsound 
went into all the earth, and 
their words unto the ends of 
the world. 

19 But I say, Did not Israel 
know? First Moses saith, I 
will provoke you to jealousy 
by them that are no people, 
and by a foolish nation I will 
anger you. 

20 But Esaias is very bold, 
and saith, I was found of them 
that sought me not; I was 
made manifest unto them that 
asked not after me. 

21 But to Israel he saith, All 
day long I have stretched 
forth my hands unto a disobe- 
dient and gainsaying people.

1 God hath not cast off all Israel. T Some 
were elected, though the reat were hard- 
ened.

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SAY then, Hath God cast! 11 I say then,-Have they

2 God hath not cast away his 

people which he foreknew. 
Wot ye not what the Scrip- 
ture saith of Elias? how he 
maketh intercession to God

. 8 Lord, they have killed thy 
‘prophets, and digged down 
thine altars; and I am left 
alone, and they seek my life. 

4 But what saith the answer 
of God unto him? I have re- 
served to myself seven thou- 
sand men, who have not bow- 
ed the knee to the image of 
Baal. 

5 Even so then at this pres- 
ent time also there is a rem- 
nant according to the election 
of grace, 

6 And if by grace, then is it 
no more of works: otherwise 
grace is no more grace. But 
if it be of works, then is it no 
more grace: otherwise work 
is no more work. 

7 What then? Israel hath 
not obtained that which he 
seeketh for; but the election 
hath obtained it, and the rest 
were blinded 
8 (According as it is written, 
God hath given them thespirit 
of slumber, eyes that they 
should not see, and ears that 
they should not hear;) unto 
this day. 

9 And David saith, Let their 
table be made a snare, and a 
trap, and a stumblingblock, 
and a recompense unto them; 
10 Let their eyes be darken- 
ed, that they may not see, and 
bow down their back alway. 
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stumbled that théy should 
fall? God forbid: but rather 
through their fall salvation is © 
come unto the Gentiles, for to — 
provoke them to jealousy. i 

12 Now if the fall of them be — 
the riches of the world, and 
the diminishing of them the 
riches of the Gentiles; how 
much more their fulness? 

13 For I speak to you Gen- 
tiles, inasmuch as I am the © 
apostle of the Gentiles, I mag- 
nify mine office: : 

14 If by any means I may 
provoke to emulation them 
which are my flesh, and might ~ 
save some of them. 

15 Forif the casting away of © 
them be the reconciling of the 
world, what shall the receiy- 
ing of them be, but life from — 
the dead ? 

16 For if the firstfruit be holy, 
the lump is also holy: and if 
the root be holy, so are the’ 
branches. 

17 And ifsome ofthe branches — 
be broken off, and thou, being © 
a wild olive tree, wert graffed ~ 
inamongthem,andwiththem ~ 
partakest of the root and fat- , 
ness of the olive tree; 

18 Boast not against the 
branches. But if thou boast, 
thou bearest not the root, but) 
the root thee. 4 

19 Thou wilt say then, The — 
branches were broken off, that 
I might be graffed in. + 

20 Well; because of ee 
they wer ebroken off, and tho 
standest by faith. Be not high- 
minded, but fear: 

21 For if God spared not all 
natural branches, take heed lest 
he also spare not thee. Bi) 

22 Behold therefore the eualle 


—— 
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ness and severity of God: on 
them which fell, severity; 
but toward thee, goodness, if 
thou continue in Ais goodness: 
otherwise thou also shalt be 
cut off. 

23 And they also, if they abide 
not still in unbelief, shall be 
graffed in: for God is able to 
graff them in again.

26 And so all Israel shall be 
saved: as it is written, There 
shall come out of Sion the De- 
liverer, and shall turn away 
ungodliness from Jacob: 

27 For this is my covenant 
unto them, when I shall take 
away their sins. 

28 As concerning the gospel, 
they are enemies for your 
sakes: but as touching the 
election, they are beloved for 
the fathers’ sakes, 

29 For the gifts and calling 
ofGod arewithout repentance. 

30 For as ye in times past 
have not believed God, yet 
haye now obtained mercy 
through their unbelief: 

31 Even so have these also 
nownotbelieved,thatthrough 
your mercy they also may, ob- 
tain mercy. 

$2 For God hath concluded 
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to holiness, 


them all in unbelief, that he 
might have mercy upon all. — 

33 O the depth of the riches 
both of the wisdom and knowl- 
edge of God! how unsearch- 
able are his judgments, and 
his ways past finding out!

and if there be any other com- 
mandment, it is briefly com- 
prehended in this saying, 
namely, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself.

- 15 Butif thy brother be griey- 
ed with thy meat, now walkest 
thou not charitably. Destroy 
not him with thy meat, for 
whom Christ died. 

16 Let not then your good be 

- evil spoken of: 

17 For the kingdom of God is 
not meatand drink ; but right- 

_eousness, and peace, and joy 
in the Holy Ghost. 

18 For he that in these things 
serveth Christ is acceptable to 
God, and approved of men. 

19 Let us therefore follow aft- 
er the things which make for 
peace, and things wherewith 
one may edify another. 

20 For meat destroy not the 
work of God. All. things in- 
deed are pure; but it is evil 
for that man who eateth with 
offence.

12 And again, Esaias saith, 
There shall bea root. of Jesse, 
and he that shall rise to reign 
over the Gentiles; in him 
shall the Gentiles trust. 

13 Now the God of hope fill 
you with all joy and peace in 
believing, that ye may abound 
in hope, through the power of 
the Holy Ghost. 

14 And I myself also am per- 
suaded of you, my brethren, 
that ye also are full of good- 
ness, filled with allknowledge, 
able also to admonish one an- 
other. 

15 Nevertheless, brethren, I 
have written the more boldly 
unto you in some sort, as put- 
ting you in mind, because of 
the grace that is given to me 
of God, 

16 That I should be the min- 
ister of Jesus Christ to the 
Gentiles, ministering the gos- 
pel of God, that the offering 
up of the Gentiles might be 
acceptable, being sanctified 
by the Holy Ghost. 

171 have therefore whereof 
I may glory through Jesus 
Christ in those things which 
pertain to God. 

18 For I will not daretospeak 
of any of those things which 
Christ hath not wrought by 
me, to make the Gentiles obe- 
dient, by word and deed, 

19 Through mighty signs and 
wonders, by the power of the 
Spirit of God; so that from 
Jerusalem, and round about 
unto INyricum, I have fully 
preached the gospel of Christ. 

20 Yea,so- have I strived to 
preach the gospel, not where 
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Christ was named, lest I 
should build upon another 
man’s foundation:

I, brethren, could not 
speak unto you as unto 
spiritual, but as unto carnal, 
even.as unto babes in Christ. 

2 Lhave fed you with milk, 
and not with meat: for hither- 
to ye were not able to bear tt, © 
neither yet now are ye able. 

3 For ye are yet carnal: for 
whereas there is among you 
enyying, and strife, and divi- 


Christians are 


sions, are ye not carnal, and 
walk as men? 

4 For while one saith, lamof 
Paul; and another, I am of 
Apollos; are ye not carnal ? 

5 Who then is Paul, and who 
is Apollos, but ministers by 
whom ye believed, even as 
the Lord gave to every man? 

6 I have planted, Apollos 
watered; but God gave the 
increase. 

7So then neither is he that 
planteth any thing, neither he 
that watereth; but God that 
giveth the increase. 

8 Now he that planteth and 
he that watereth areone: and 
every man shall receive his 
own reward according to his 
own labour. 

9 For we are labourers to- 
gether with God: ye are 
God’s husbandry, ye are God’s 
buiiding. 

10 According to the grace of 
God which is given unto me, 
as a wise masterbuilder, I 
have laid the foundation, and 
another buildeth thereon. But 
let every man take heed how 
he buildeth thereupon. 

1i For other foundation can 
no man lay than that is laid, 
which is Jesus Christ. 

12 Now if any man build up- 
on this foundation gold, sil- 
ver, precious stones, wood, 
hay, stubble; 

18 Every man’s work shall 
be made manifest: for the day 
shall declare it, because it 
shall be revealed by fire; and 
the fire shall try every man’s 
work of what sort it is. 

141f any man’s work abide 
which he hath built thereup- 
on, he shall receive a reward. 

15 If any man’s work shall be 
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burned, he shall suffer loss: 
but he himself shall be saved; 
yet so as by fire. 

16 Know ye not that ye are 
the temple of God, and (that 
the Spirit of God Gwelleth in 
you? 

17 Ifany man defile the tem- 
ple of God, him shall God de- 
stroy; for the temple of God 
is holy, which temple ye are. 

18 Let no man deceive him- 
self. Ifany man among you 
seemeth to be wise in this 
world, let him become a fool, 
that he may be wise. 

19 For the wisdom of this 
world is foolishness with God: 
for it is written, He taketh the 
wise in their own craftiness. 

20 Andagain, The Lord know- 
eth the thoughts of the wise, 
that they are vain. 

21 Therefore let no man glo- 
ry in men: for all things are 
yours; 

22 Whether Paul,or Apollos,

or Cephas, or the world, or — 


life, or death, or things pres- 
ent, or things to come; all are 
yours; 
23 And ye are Christ’s; and 
Christ is God’s.

4 For I know nothing by my- 
self; yet am I not hereby just- 
ified: but he that judgeth me 
is the Lord. 

5 Therefore judge nothing be- 
fore the time, until the Lord 
come, who both will bring to 
light the hidden things of 
larkness,and will make man- 
ifestthe counsels of the hearts: 
and then shall every man 
have praise of God. 

6 And these things, brethren, 
T have in a figure transferred 
to myself and to Apollos for 
your sakes; that ye might 
- Jearn in us not to think of men 
above that which is written, 
that no. one of you be puffed 
up for one against another. 

7 For who maketh thee to 
differ from another ? and what 
hast thou that thou didst not 
receive? now ifthou didst re- 
ceive it, why dostthou glory,as 
if thou hadst not received it? 

S Now ye are full, now ye are 
rich, ye have reigned as kings 
without us: and I would to 
_ God ye did reign, that we also 
might reign with you. 

9 For I think that God hath 
set forth us the apostles last, 
as it were appointed to death: 
for we are made a spectacle 
unto the world, and to angels, 
and to men. 

10 We ave fools for Christ’s 
sake, but ye a7'e wise in Christ; 
we are weak, but ye we 
strong; ye ae honourable, but 
we are despised. 

ll Even unto this present 


hour we both hunger, and}. 


thirst, and are naked, and are 
buffeted, and have no certain 
dwellingplace; 
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12 And labour, working with 
our own hands: being reviled, 
we bless; being persecuted, 
we suffer it: 

138 Being defamed, we en- 
treat: we are made as the filth 
of the world, and ave the off- 
scouring ofall things unto this 
day. 

14I write not these things to 
shame you, but as my belov- 
ed sons I warn you. 

15 For though ye have ten 
thousand instructors in Christ, 
yet have ye not many fathers: 
for in Christ Jesus I have be- 
gotten you through the gospel. 

16 Wherefore I beseech you, 
be ye followers of me. 

17 For this cause have I sent 
unto you Timothéus, who is 
my beloved son, and faithful 
in the Lord, who shall bring 
you into remembrance of my 
ways which be in Christ, as I 
teach every where in every 
church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, 
as though I would not come 
to you. 

19 But I will come to you 
shortly, if the Lord will, and 
will know, not the speech of 
them which are puffed up, but 
the power. 

20 For the kingdom of God is 
not in word, but in power. 

21 What will ye? shall I 
come unto you with a rod, or 
in love, and in the spirit of 
meekness ? 


CHAPTER V. 

1 The incestuous person 6 is cause rather 

of shame unto them, than of rejoicing. 

7 The old leaven is to be purged out. 

10 Hetnous offenders are to be shunned 
and avoided. 

A he is reported commonly that 

there is fornication among 


you, and such fornication as is 
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not so much as named among 
the Gentiles, that one should 
have his father’s wife, 

2 And ye are puffed up, and 
have not rather mourned, that 
he that hath done this deed 
might be taken away from 
among you. 

3 For I verily, as absent in 
body, but present in spirit, 
have judged already, as 
though I were present, con- 
cerning him that hath so 
done this deed, 

4 In the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, when ye are 
gathered together, and my 
spirit, with the power of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, 

5 To deliver such a one unto 
Satan for the destruction of 
the flesh, that the spirit may 
be saved in the day of the 
Lord Jesus. 

6 Your glorying is not good. 
Know ye not that a little 
leaven leaveneth the whole 
lump? 

7 Purge out therefore the old 
leaven, that ye may bea new 
lump, as ye are unleavened. 
For even Christ our passover 
is Sacrificed for us: 

8 Therefore let us keep the 
feast, not with old leaven, nei- 
ther with the leaven of malice 
and wiekedness; but with the 
unleavened bread of sincerity 
and truth. 

9 I wrote unto you in an 
epistle not to company with 
fornicators: 

10 Yet not altogether with 
the fornicators of this world, 
or with the covetous, or ex- 
tortioners, or with idolaters ; 
for then must ye needs go out 
of the world. 

11 But now I have written 
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to be shanned. 


unto you not to keep com- 
pany, if any man that is call- 
ed a brother be a fornicator, 
or covetous, or an idolater, 
or a railer, or a drunkard, or 
an extortioner; with such a 
one no not to eat. 

12 For what have I to do to 
judge them also that are with- 
out? do not ye judge them 
that are within? 

13 But them that are without 
God judgeth. Therefore put 
away from among yourselves 
that wicked person, 

CHAPTER VI. 
1 The Corinthians must not vex their 


brethren, in going to law with them: 6 
especially under infidels. 9 The un- 


righteous shall not inherit the king- * 


dom of God. 15 Our bodies are the 
members of Christ,19 and temples of 
the Holy Ghost. 16,17 They must not 
therefore be defiled. 


Parke any of you, having 
a matter against another, 
go to law before the unjust, 
and not before the saints ? 

2 Do ye not know that the 
saints shall judge the world? 
and if the world shall be judg- 
ed by you, are ye unworthy to 
judge the smallest matters ? 

3 Know ye not that we shall 
judge angels? how much 
more things that pertain to 
this life ? 

41If then ye have judgments 
of things pertaining to this 
life, set them to judge who are 
least esteemed in the church. © 

5 Ispeak to your shame. Is 
it so, that there is not a wise 
man among you? no, not one 
that shall be able to judge be- 
tween his brethren ? 

6 But brother goeth to law 
with brother, and that before 
the unbelievers. 

7 Now therefore there is ut- 
terly a fault among you, be- 
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cause ye go to law one with 
another. Why do ye not 
rather take wrong? Why do 
ye not rather suffer yourselves 
to be defrauded ? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and de- 
fraud, and that your brethren. 
9 Know ye not that the un- 
righteous shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God? Be not de- 
ceived: neither fornicators, 
nor idolaters, nor adulterers, 
nor effeminate, nor abusers 
of themselves with mankind, 
10 Nor thieves, nor’ covetous, 
nor drunkards, nor revilers, 
nor extortioners, shall inherit 
the kingdom of God. 

11 And such were some of 
you: but ye are washed, byt 
ye are sanctified, but ye are 
justified in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit 
of our God. 

12 All things are lawful unto 
me, but all things are not ex- 
pedient: all things are law- 


ful for me, but I will not be: 


brought under the power of 
any. 

13 Meats for the belly, and 
the belly for meats: but God 
shall destroy both itand them. 
Wow the body is not for forni- 
cation, but for the Lord; and 
the Lord for the body. 

14 And God hath both raised 
up the Lord, and will also 
raise up us by his own power. 

15 Know ye not that your 
bodies are the members of 
Christ ? shall I then take the 
members of Christ, and make 
them the members of a har- 
lot? God forbid. 

16 What! know ye not that 
he which is joined to a harlot 
is one body? for two, saith he, 
shall be one flesh. 





Of marriage. . 

17 But he that is joined unto 
the Lord is one spirit. 

18 Flee fornication. Every 
sin that a man doeth is with- 
out the body; but he that 
committeth fornication sin- 
neth against his own body. 

19 What! know'ye not. that 
your body is the temple ofthe 
Holy Ghost which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own? 

20 For ye are bought with a 
price: therefore glorify God 
in your body, and in your 
spirit, which are God’s. 


CHAPTER VII. 


2 He treateth of marriage, 4 shewing tt to 
be a remedy against fornication: 10 
and that the bond thereof ovight not 
lightly to be dissolved. 18, 20 Every 
man must be content with his vocation. 
25 Virginity wherefore to be embraced. 
35 And for what respects we may either 
marry, or abstain from marrying. 


OW concerning the things 

whereof ye wrote unto 

me: Jt is good for a man not 
to touch &@ woman, 

2 Nevertheless, to avoid for- 
nication, let every man have 
his own wife, and let every 
woman have her own hus- 
band. 

3. Let the husband render un- 
to the wife due benevolence: 
and likewise also the wife un- 


‘to the husband. 


4 The wife hath not power of 

her own body, but the hus- 
band: and likewise also the 
husband hath not power of | 
his own body, but the wife. 

5 Defraud ye not one the 
other, except it be with con- 
sent for a time, that ye may 
give yourselves to fasting and 
prayer; and come together 
again, that Satan tempt you 
not for your incontinency. ~ 

6 But I speak this by permis- 
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sion, and not of command- 
ment. 

7 For I would that all men 
were even as I myself. But 
every man hath his proper gift 
of God, one after this manner, 
and another after that. 

8 I say therefore to the un- 
marriedand widows, It isgood 
forthem ifthey abide even as I. 

9 But if they cannot contain, 
let them marry: for it is bet- 
ter to marry than to burn. 

10 And unto the married I 
command, yet not I, but the 
Lord, Let not the wife depart 
from her husband: 

11 But and if she depart, let 
her remain unmarried, or be 
reconciled to her husband: 
and let not the husband put 
away his wife. 

12 But to the rest speak I, not 
the Lord: If any brother hath 
a wife that believeth not, and 
she be pleased to dwell with 
him, let him not put her away. 

13 And the woman which 
hath a husband that believeth 
not, and if he be pleased to 


_dwell with her, let her not 


leave him. 

14 For the unbelieving ‘hus- 
band is sanctified by the wife, 
and the unbelieving wife is 
sanctified by the husband: 
else were your children un- 
clean; but now are they holy. 

15 But if the unbelieving de- 
part, lethim depart. A broth- 
er or a sister is not under 
bondage in such cases: but 
God hath called us to peace. 

16 For what knowest thou, O 
wife, whether thou shalt save 
thy husband? or how knowest 
thou, O man, whether thou 
shalt save thy wife? 


17 But as God hath distribu- 
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ted to every man, as the Lord 
hath called every one, so let 
him walk. And so ordain I 
in all churches. 

18 Is any man called being 
circumcised? let him not be- 
come uncircumcised. Is any 
called in uncircumcision? let 
him not be circumcised. 

19 Circumcision is nothing, 
and uncircumcision is nothing, 
but the keeping of the com- 
mandments of God. 

20 Let every man abidein the 
same calling wherein he was 
called. 

21 Art thou called being a 
servant? care not for it: but 
if thou mayest be made free, 
use if rather. 

22 For he that is called in the 
Lord, being a servant, is the 
Lord’s freeman: likewise also 
he that is called, being free, is 
Christ’s servant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price; 
be not yethe servants of men. 
‘24 Brethren, let every man, 
wherein he is called, therein 
abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I 
have no commandment of the 
Lord: yet I givemy judgment, 
as one that hath obtained mer- 


.cy of the Lord to be faithful. 


26 I suppose therefore that 
this is good for the present dis- 
tress, J say, that itis good for 
@ man so to be. 

27 Art thouboundunto awife? 
seek not to be loosed. Art 
thou loosed from a wife? seek 
not a wife. 

28 But and ifthou marry, thou 
hast not sinned; and if’ a vir- 
gin marry, she hath not sin- 
ned. Nevertheless such shall 
have trouble in the flesh: but 
I spare you. ¢ 


Of the marriage 
29 But this I say, brethren, 
thetimeisshort: itremaineth, 
that both they that have wives 
be as though they had none; 

30 And they that weep, as 
though they wept not; and 
they that rejoice, as ‘though 
they rejoiced not; and they 
that buy, as though they pos- 
sessed not; 

31 And they that use this 
world, as not abusing i¢- for 
the fashion of this world pass- 
eth away. 

32 But I would have you with- 
out carefulness. He that is 
unmarried careth for the 
things that belong to the Lord, 
how he may please the Lord: 

33 But he that is married 
careth for the things that are 
of the world, how he may 
please his wife. 

34 There is difference also be- 
tween a wife and a virgin. 
The unmarried woman careth 
for the things of the Lord, 
that she may be holy both in 
body and in spirit: but she 
that is married careth for the 
things of the world, how she 
may please her husband. 

35 And this I speak for your 
own profit; not that 1 may 
cast a snare upon you, but for 
that which is comely, and that 
ye may attend upon the Lord 
without distraction. 

36 But if any man think that 
he behaveth himself uncome- 
ly toward his virgin, if she 
pass the flower of her age, and 
need so require, let him do 
what he will, he sinneth not: 
let them marry. 

37 Neyerthelesshe thatstand- 
eth steadfast in his heart, hav- 
ing no necessity, but hath 
power over his own will, and 
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of virgins. 
hath so decreed in his heart 
that he will keep his virgin, 
doeth well. 

388 So then he that giveth her 
in marriage doeth well; but 
he that giveth her not in mar- 
riage doeth better. 

39 The wife is bound by the 
law as long as her husband 
liveth; but if her husband be 
dead, she is at liberty to be 
married to whom she will; 
only in the Lora. 

40 But she is happier if she 
so abide, after my judgment: 
and I think also that I have 
the Spirit of God. 

CHAPTER VIII. 


1 To abstain from meata offered to idols. 
8,9 We must not abuse our Christian 
liberty, to the offence of our brethren : 
ll but must bridle our knowledge with 
charity. 


IN OY as touching things of- 
fered unto idols, we know 
that we all have knowledge. 
Knowledge putfeth up, but 
charity edifieth. f 

2 And if any man think that 
he knoweth any thing, he 
knoweth nothing yet as he 
ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, 
the same is known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore 
the eating of those things that 
are offered in sacrifice unto 
idols, we know that an idol is 
nothing in the world, and that 
thereis none other God but one. 

5 For though there be that are 
called gods, whether in heav- 
en or in earth, (as there be 
gods many, and lords many,) 

6 But to us there is but one 
God, the Father, of whom ave 
all things, and wein him; and 
one Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom are all things, and we 
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7 Howbeit there is not in ev- 
ery man that knowledge: for 
some with conscience of the 
idol unto this hour eat it asa 
thing offered unto an idol; 
and their conscience being 
weak is defiled. 

8 But meat commendeth us 
not to God: for neither, if we 
eat, are we the better; nei- 
ther, if we eat not, are we the 
worse. 

9 But take heed lest by any 
means this liberty of yours 
become a stumbhingblock to 
them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee 
which hast knowledge sit at 
meat in the idoi’s temple, 
shall not the conscience of 
him which is weak be embold- 
ened to eat those things which 
are offered to idols; 

11 And through thy knowl- 
edge shall the weak brother 
perish, for whom Christ died’? 

12 But when ye sin so against 
the brethren, and wound their 
weak conscience, ye sin a- 
gainst Christ. 

13 Wherefore, if meat make 
my brother to offend, I will 
eat no flesh while the world 
standeth, lest I make my 
brother to offend. 


CHAPTER Ix. 

1 He sheweth his liberty, 7 and that the 
miniater ought to live by the gospel: 15 
yet that himself hath of hia own accord 
abstained, 18 to be cither chargeable un- 
to them, 22 or offensive unto any, in 
matters indifferent. 24 Our life ts like 
unto a race. 


M EL notian apostle? am I 
not free? have I not seen 
Jesus Christ our Lord? are 
not ye my work in the Lord? 
21If I be not an apostle unto 
others, yet doubtless I am to 
you: forthe seal of mine apos- 
tleship are ye in the Lord, 
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to live by at. 

3 Mine answer to them that 
do examine me is this: 

4 Have we not power to eat 
and to drink? t 

5 Have we not power to lead 
about a sister, a wife, as well 
as other apostles, and as the 
brethren of,the Lord, and 
Cephas ? 

6 Or I only and Barnabas, 
have not we power to forbear 
working? 

7 Who goeth a warfare any 
time at his own charges? who 
planteth a vineyard, and eat- 
eth not of the fruit thereof? 
or who feedeth a flock, and 
eateth not of the milk of the 
flock? 

8 Say I these things as a 
man? or saith not the law 
the same also? 

9 For it is written in the law 
of Moses, Thou shalt not muz- 
zie the mouth of the ox that 
treadeth out the corn. Doth 
God take care for oxen? 

10 Or saith he t¢ altogether for 
our sakes? For our sakes, no 
doubt, this is written: that he 
that plougheth should plough 
in hope; and that he that 
thresheth in hope should be 
partaker of his hope. ‘ 

11 If we have sown unto you 
spiritual things, is it a great 
thing if we shall reap your 
carnal things? 

12 If others be partakers of 
this power over you, are not 
we rather? Nevertheless we 
have not: used this power; but 
suffer all things, lest we 
should hinder the gospel of. 
Christ. j A 

13 Do ye not know that they 
which minister about holy 
things live of the things of the 
temple? and they which ‘wait 
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at the altar are partakers 
with the altar? 

14 Even so hath the Lord or- 
dained that they which preach 
the gospel should live of the 
gospel. 

15 But I have used none of 
these things: neither have I 
written these things, that it 
should be so done unto me: 
for i were better for me to 
die, than that any man should 
make my glorying void. 

16 For though I preach the 
gospel, I have nothing toglo- 
ry of: for necessity is ldid 
upon me; yea, woe is unto 
me, if I preach not the gos- 
pel! 

17 For if I do this thing will- 
ingly, Ihave a reward: but if 
against my will, a dispensa- 
tion of the gospel is committed 
unto me. 

18 What is my reward then? 
Verily that, when I preach 
the gospel, I may make the 
gospel of Christ without 
charge, that I abuse not my 
power in the gospel. 

19 For though I be free from 
all men, yet have I made my- 
self servant unto all, that I 
might gain the more. 

20 And unto the Jews I be- 
came as a Jew, that I might 
gain the Jews; to them that 
are under the law, as under 
the law, that I might gain 
them that are under the law; 

21 To them that are without 
law, as without law, (being 
not without.law to God, but 
under the law to Christ,) that 
I might gain them that are 
without law. 

22\To the weak became I as 
weak, that I might gain the 
weak: Tam made all things

Jor the gospel. 
to all men, that I might by all 
means save some. 

23 And this I do for the gos- 
pel’s sake, that I might be 
partaker thereof with you. 

24 Know ye not that they 
which run in a race run all, 
but one receiveth the prize? 
So run, that ye may. obtain. 

25 And every man that striv- 
eth for the mastery is temper- 
ate in all things. Now they 
do it to obtain a corruptible 
crown; but we an _ incor- 
ruptible. 

26 I therefore so run, not as 
uncertainly; so fight I, not as 
one that beateth the air: 

27 But I keep under my body, 
and bring it into subjection: 
lest that by any means, when 
I have preached to others, I 
myself should be a castaway. 

CHAPTER X. 


1 The sacraments of the Jews 6 are types 
of ours, T gnd their punishments, 11 
examples for ws. 14 We must fly from 
tdolatry. 21 We must not make the 
Lord’s table the table of devile: 24 and 
in things indifferent we must have re- 
gard of our brethren. 


NT brethren, I 
would not that ye should 
be ignorant, how that all our 
fathers were under the cloud, 
and all passed through the 
sea; 

2 And were all baptized unto 
Moses in the cloud and in the 
sea; 

38 And did all eat the same 
spiritual meat ; 
4 And did all drink the same 
spiritual drink; for they drank 
of that spiritual Rock that fol- 
lowed them: and that Rock 

was Christ. 

5 But with many of them 
God was not well pleased: 
for they were Or ert roy a in 
the wilderness. f 
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6 Now these things were our 
examples, to the intent we 
should not lust after evil 
things, as they also lusted. 

7 Neither be ye idolaters, as 
avere some of them; as it is 
written, The people sat down 
to eat and drink, and rose up 
to play. 

8 Neither let us commit for- 
nication, as some of them 
committed, and fell in one 
day three and twenty thou- 
sand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, 
as some of them also tempted, 
and were destroyed of ser- 
pents. 

10 Neither murmur ye, as 
some of them also murmur- 
ed, and were destroyed of the 
destroyer. 

11 Now all these things hap- 
pened unto them for ensam- 
ples: and they are written for 
our admonition, upon whom 
the ends of the world are 
come. 

12 Wherefore let him that 
thinketh he standeth take 
heed lest he fall. 

13 There hath no temptation 
taken you but such as is com- 
mon to man: but God is faith- 
ful, who will not suffer you to 
be tempted above that ye are 
able; but will with the tempta- 
tion also make away to escape, 
that ye may be able to bear it. 

14 Wherefore, my dearly be- 
loved, flee from idolatry. 

15 I speak as to wise men; 
judge ye what I say. 

16 The cup of blessing which 
we bless, is it not the commun- 
ion ofthe blood of Christ? The 
bread which we break, is it 
not the communion of the 
body of Christ ? 
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17 For we being many areone 
bread, and one body: for we 
are all partakers of that one 
bread. 

18 Behold Israel after the 
flesh: are not they which eat 
of the sacrifices partakers of 
the altar ? 

19 What say I then? that the © 
idol is any thing, or that which — 
is offered in sacrifice to idols 
is any thing? 

20 But J say, that the things 
which the Gentiles sacrifice, 
they sacrifice to devils, and 
not to God: and I would not 
that yeshould have fellowship 
with devils. 

21 Ye cannot drink the cup 
of the Lord, and the cup of 
devils: ye cannot be partak- 
ers of the Lord’s table, and of 
the table of devils. 

22 Do we provoke the Lord 
to jealousy ? are we stronger 
than he? 

23 All things’ are lawful for 
me, but all things are not ex- 
pedient: all things are lawful 
for me, but all things edify not. 

24 Let no man seek his own, 
but every man _  another’s 
wealth. i 
25 Whatsoever is sold in the’ 
shambles, that eat, asking no 
question for conscience’ sake:

27 If any of them that believe 
not bid you to a feast, and ye © 
be disposed togo; whatsoever 
is set before you, eat, asking” 
no question for. conscience’. 
sake. 

28 But if any man say unto 
you, This is offered in sacri- 
fice unto idols, eat not for his 
sake that shewed it, and for 
conscience’ sake: for the earth 1 


Rules for 
is the Lord’s, and the fulness 
thereof: 

29 Conscience, I say, not 
thine own, but of the other: 
for why is my liberty judged 
of another man’s conscience ? 

30 For if I by grace be a par- 
taker, why am I evil spoken 
of for that for which I give 
thanks ? 

31 Whether therefore ye eat, 
or drink, or whatsoever yedo, 
do all to the glory of God. 

32 Give none offence, neither 
to the Jews, nor to the Gen- 
tiles, nor to the chureh of 
God: 

33 Even as I please all men 
in all things, not seeking mine 
own profit, but the projit of 
many, that they may besaved. 

CHAPTER XI. 


1 He reproveth them, because in holy as- 
semblies 4 their men prayed with their 
heads covered, and 6 women with their 
heads uncovered, 17 and because gen- 
erally their meetings were not for the 
better but for the worse, aa 21 namely 
in profaning with their own feasta the 
Lord’s supper, 23 Lastly, he calleth 
them to the first institution thereof. 


E ye followers of me, even 
as I also am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, brethren, 

that ye remember me in all 

things, and keep the ordi- 
nances, as I delivered them to 
you. 

3 But I would have you know, 
that the head of every man is 
Christ; and the head of the 
woman is the man; and the 
head of Christ is God. 

4 Every man praying or 
prophesying, having his head 
covered, dishonoureth his 
head. 

5 But every woman that pray- 
eth or prophesieth with her 
head uncovered dishonoureth 
her head: for that is even all 
one as ifshe were shaven. 
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divine worship. 

6 For if the woman be not 
covered, let her also beshorn: 
but if it bea shame for a we- 
man to be shorn or shaven, 
let her be covered. 

7 For aman indeed ought not 
to cover his head, forasmuch 
as he is the image and glory 
of God: but the woman is the 
glory of the man. 

8 For the man is not of the 
woman; but the woman of 
the man. , 

9 Neither was the man creat- 
ed for the woman; but the 
woman for the man. 

10 For this cause ought the 
woman to have power on her 
head because of the angels. 

11 Nevertheless neither is the 
man without the woman, nei- 
ther the woman without the 
man, in the Lord. , 

12 For as the woman ts ofthe 
man, even so is the man also 
by the woman; but all things 
of God. 

13 Judgein yourselves: is it 
comely that a woman pray 
unto God uncovered ? 

14 Doth not even nature itself 
teach you, that, ifa man have 
long hair, it is a shame unto 
him ? 

15 But if a woman have long 
hair, it isa glory to her: for 
her hair is given her for a coy- 
ering. 

16 But ifany man seem to be 
contentious, we have no such 
custom, neither the churches 
of God. 

17 Now in this that I declare 
unto you T praise you not, that 
ye come together not for the 
better, but for the worse. 

18 For first of all, when ye 
come together in the church, I 


hear that there be divisions © 
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among you; and I partly be- 
lieve it. 

19 For there must be also 
heresies among you, that they 
which are approved may be 
made manifest among you. 

20 When ye come together 
therefore into one place, this 
is not to eat the Lord’s sup- 
per. 

21 For in eating every one 
taketh before other bis own 
supper: and one is hungry, 
and another is drunken, 

22 What! have ye not houses 
to eat and to drink in? or de- 
spise ye the church of God, and 
shame them that have not? 
What shallI say to you? shall 
I praise youinthis? I praise 
you not. 

23 For I have received of the 
Vord that which also I deliv- 
ered unto you, That the Lord 
Jesus, the same night in which 
he was betrayed, took bread: 


_ 24 And when he had given 


thanks, he brake it, and said, 
Take, eat; this is my body, 
which is broken for you: this 
do in remembrance of me. 

25 After the same manner al- 
so he took the cup, when he 
had supped, saying, This cup 
is the new testament in my 
blood: this do ye, as oft as ye 
drink it, in remembrance of 
me. 

26 For as often as ye eat this 
pread, and drink this cup, ye 
flo shew the Lord’s death till 
he come. 

27 Wherefore whosoevershall 
eat this bread, and drink this 
eup of the Lord, unworthily, 
shall be guilty of the body 
and blood of the Lord. 

28 But let a man examine 
himself, and so let him eat 
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of that bread, and drink of 
that cup. 

29 For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth 
and drinketh damnation to 
himself, not discerning the 
Lord’s body. 

30 For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among you, 
and many sleep. 

31 For if we would judge 
ourselves, we should not be 
judged. 

32 But when we are judged, 
we are chastened of the Lord, 
that we should not be con- 
demned with the world. 

33 Wherefore, my brethren, 
when ye come together to eat, 
tarry one for another. 

34 And if'any man hunger, 
let him eat at home; that ye 
come not together unto con- 
demnation. Andtherest will 
I set in order when I come. 


CHAPTER XII. 


1 Spiritual gifts 4are divers, 7 yet all to 
profit withal. 8 And to that end are 
diversely bestowed : 12 that by the like 
proportion, as the members of a natural 
body tend all to the 16 mutual decency, 
22 service, and 26 succour of the same 
body ; 2780 we should doone for another, 
to make up the mystical body of Christ. 


OW concerning spiritual 
gifts, brethren, I would 
not have you ignorant. ) 
2 Ye know that ye were Gen- 
tiles, carried away unto these 
dumb idols, even as ye were 
led. 
38 Wherefore I give you to 
understand, that no man 
speaking by the Spirit of God 
calleth Jesus accursed: and 
that no man can say that Je- 
sus is the Lord, but by the 
Holy Ghost. 
4 Now there are diversities 
of gifts, but the same Spirit. 
5 And there are differences

12 For as the body is one, 
and hath many members, and 
all the members of that one 
body, being many, are one 
body: so also is Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we 
all baptized into one body, 
whether we be Jews or Gen- 
tiles, whether we be bond or 
free; and have been all made 
to drink into one Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one 
member, but many. 

15 If the foot shall say, Be- 
cause I am not the hand, I 
am not of the body; is it 
therefore not of the body ? 

i6é And if the ear shall say, 
Because I am not the eye, 
I am not of the body; is it 
therefore not of the body? 

17 If the whole body were an

21 And the eye cannot say 
unto the hand, I have no 
need of thee: nor again the 
head to the feet, I have no 
need of you. 

22 Nay, much more those

seem to be nrore feeble, are 
necessary : 

23 And those members of the 
body, which we think to be 
less honourable, upon these 
we bestow more abundant 
honour; and our uncomely 
parts have more abundant 
comeliness. 

24 For our comely paris have 
no need: but God hath tem- 
pered the body together, hay- 
ing given more abundant hon- 
our to that part which lacked: 
25 That there should be no 
schism in the body; but that 
the members should have the 
same care one for another. 

26 And whether one member 
suffer, all the members suffer 
with it; or one member be 
honoured, all the members 
rejoice with it. 

27 Now ye are the body of 
Christ, and members in par- 
ticular. 

28 And God hath set some 
in the church, first apostles, 
secondarily prophets, thirdly 
teachers, after that miracles, 
then gifts of healings, helps, 
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governments, diversities of 
tongues. 

29 Are all apostles? are all 
prophets ? are all teachers ? 
are all workers of miracles ? 

30 Have all the gifts of heal- 
ing? do all speak with 
tongues ? do all interpret ? 

$1 But covet earnestly the 
best gifts: and yet shew I un- 
to you a more excellent way. 

CHAPTER XITI. 
1 All gifts, 2,3 how excellent soever, are 
nothing worth without charity. 4 The 


praises thereof, and 13 prelation before 
hope and faith. 


HOUGH I speak with the 
tongues of men and of an- 
gels, and have not charity, I 
am. become as sounding brass, 
or a tinkling cymbal. 

2 And though I have the gift 
of prophecy, and understand 
all mysteries, and all knowl- 
edge; and though I have all 
faith, so that I could remove 
mountains, ,and have mot 
charity, I am nothing, 

8 And though I bestow all 
my goods to feed the poor, and 
though I give my body to be 
burned, and have not charity, 
it profiteth me nothing. 

4 Charity suffereth long, and 
is kind; charity envieth not; 
charity vaunteth not itself, 
is not puffed up, 

5@Doth not behave itself un- 
seemly, seeketh not her own, 
is not easily provoked, think- 
eth no evil; 

6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, 
but rejoiceth in the truth; 

7 Beareth all things, believ- 
eth all things, hopeth all 
things, endureth all things. 

8 Charity never faileth: but 
whether /here be prophecies, 
they shail fail; whether ¢here 
be tongues, they shall cease; 
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whether there be knowledge, 
it shall vanish away. 

9 For we know in part, and 
we prophesy in part. 

10 But when that which, is 
perfect is come, then that 
which is in part shall be done 
away. 

11 WhenI wasachild, [spake 
as a child, [ understood as a 
child, I thought as a child: 
but when I became a man, I 
put away childish things. 

12 For now we see through a 
glass, darkly; but then face to 
face: now I know in part; but 
then shall I Know even as 
also I am known. 

13 And now abideth faith, 
hope, charity, these three; 
but the greatest of these is 
charity. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

1 Prophecy is commended, 2, 3, 4 and 
preferred before speaking with tongues, 
6 by a comparison drawn from musteat 
instruments. 12 Both must be referred 
to edification, 22 as to their true and 
proper end, 26 The true use of each 
is taught, 27 and the abuse taxed. 34 
Women are forbidden to speak in the 
church. 


OLLOW after charity, and 
desire spiritual gifts, but 
rather that ye may prophesy. 
2 For he that speaketh in an 
unknown tongue speaketh not * 
unto men, but unto God: for 
no man understandeth him; 
howbeit in thespirit he speak- 
eth mysteries. 

3 But he that prophesieth 
speaketh unto men /o edifi- 
cation, and exhortation, and 
comfort. : 

4 He that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue edifieth himself; 
but he that prophesieth edi- 
fieth thechurch. 

5 I would that ye all spake 
with tongues, but rather that 


/ 


to the gift 


ye prophesied: for greater is 
he that prophesieth than he 
that speaketh with tongues, 
except he interpret, that the 
church may receive edifying. 

6 Now, brethren, if I come 
unto you speaking with 
tengues, what shall I profit 
you, except I shall speak to 
you either by revelation, or 
by knowledge, or by prophe- 
sying, or by doctrine? 

7 And even things without 
life givingsound, whether pipe 
orharp, except they give a dis- 
tinction in the sounds, how 
shall it be known what. is 
piped or harped? 

8 For if the trumpet give an 
uncertain sound, who shall 
prepare himself to the battle? 
9 So likewise ye, except ye 
utter by the tonguewords easy 
to be understood, how sball it 
be known what is spoken? 
for ye shall speak into the air. 
10 There are, it may be, so 
many kinds of voices in the 
world, and none of them is 
without signification. 

11 Therefore if I know not 
the meaning of the voice, I 
shall be unto him that speak- 
eth a barbarian, and he that 
speaketh shall be a barbarian 


_ unto me. 


12 Even so ye, forasmuch as 


#ye are zealous of spiritual 


gifts, seek that ye may excel 
to the edifying of the church. 
18 Wherefore let him that 
Speaketh in an wnknown 
tongue pray that he may in- 
terpret. 

14¥ForifI pray in an unknown 
tongue, my spirit prayeth, but 
my understanding is unfruit- 
pat Pte 

15 What is it then? I will 
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of tongues, 

pray with the spirit, and I 
will pray with the understand 
ing also: I will sing with the 
spirit, and I will sing withthe 
understanding also. 

16 Else, when thou shalt 
bless with the spirit, how 
shall he that occupieth the 
room of the unlearned say 
Amren at thy giving of thanks, 
seeing he understandeth not 
what thou sayest ? 

17 For thou verily givest ,. 
thanks well, but the other is . 
not.edified. 

18 I thank my God, I speak 
with tongues more than yeall: 

19 Yet in the church I had 
rather speak five words with 
my understanding, that by my 
voice I might teach others al- 
so, than ten thousand words 
in an unknown tongue. 

20 Brethren, be not children 
in understanding: howbeit in 
malice be ye children, but in 
understanding be men. 

21 In the law it is written, ° 
With men of other tongues and 
other lips will I speak unto 
this people; and yet for all 
that will they not hear me, 
saith the Lord. 

22 Wherefore tongues are for 
a sign, not to them that be- 
lieve, but to them that believe 
not: but propWesying serveth 
not for them that believe not, 
but for them which believe. 

23 If therefore the whole 
church be come together into 
one place, and all speak with 
tongues, and there come in 
those that are unlearned, or 
unbelievers, will they not say 
that ye are mad? 

24 But if all prophesy, and 
there come in one that believ- 
eth not, or one unlearned, he 
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' Of the exercise 
is convinced ofall, he is judg- 
ed ofall: 

25 And thus are the secrets 
of his heart made manifest; 
and so falling down on his 
face hé will worship God, and 
report that God isin you of a 
truth. 

26 How is it then, brethren? 
when ye come together, every 
one of you hath a psalm, hath 
a doctrine, hath a tongue, hath 
a revelation, hath an interpre- 
tation. Let all things be done 
unto edifying. ; 

27 If any man speak in an un- 
known tongue, let it be by two, 
or at the most by three, and 
that by course; and let one 
-interpret. 

28 But if there be no inter- 
preter, let him keep silence in 
thechurch; and let himspeak 
to himself, and to God. 

29 Let the prophets speak 
two or three, and let the other 
judge. 

30 If any thing be revealed to 
another that sitteth by, let the 
first hold his peace. 

31 For ye may all prophesy 
one by one, that all may learn, 
and all may be comforted. 

- 82 And the spirits of the 
prophets are subject to the 
prophets. 

33 For God & not the author 
of confusioit, but of peace, 
as in all churches of the 
saints. 

34 Let your women keep si- 
lence in the churches: for it 
is not permitted unto them to 
speak; but they are command- 
ed to-be under obedience, as 
also saith the law. 

35 And if they willlearn any 
thing, let them ask their hus- 
bands at home: for it is a 
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of spiritual gifts. 
shame for women to speak in 
the church. 

36 What! came the word of 
God out from you? or came it 
unto you only ? 

87 Ifany man think himself 
to be a prophet, or spiritual, 
let him acknowledge that the 
things that I write unto you 
are the commandments of the 
Lord. 

38 But if any man be igno- 
rant, let him be ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, brethren, cov- 
et to prophesy, and forbid not 
to speak with tongues. 

40 Let all things be done de- 
cently and in order. 

CHAPTER XV. 


3 By Christ’s resurrection, 12 he prov- 
eth the necessity of our resurrection, 
against all such as deny the resurrec- 
tion of the body. 21 The fruit, 35 and 
manner thereof, 51 and of the changing 

. of them, that shall be found alive at the 
last day. & 


OREOVER, brethren, I 

declare unto you the gos- 
pel which I preached unto 
you, which also ye have re- 
ceived, and wherein ye stand; 
2 By which also ye are saved, 
if ye keep in memory what I 
preached unto you, unless ye 
have believed in vain. 

3 For I delivered unto you 
first of all that which I also 
received, how that Christ died 
for our sins according to the 
Scriptures;

4 And that he was buried, 
and that he rose again the © 


third day according to the 
Scriptures: 

5 And that he was seen of 
Cephas, then of the twelve: 

6 After that, he was seen of 
above five hundred brethren 
at once; of whom the greater 
part remain unto this present, 
but some are fallen asleep.

- 7 After that, he was seen of 
James; then ofall theapostles. 

8 And last of all he was seen 
of me also, as of one born out 
of due time. 

9 For I am the least of the 
apostles, that am not meet to 
be called an apostle, because I 
persecuted the church of God. 

10 But by the grace of God I 
am what I am: and his grace 


which was bestowed upon me. 


was not in vain; but I labour- 
ed more abundantly than they 
all: yet not I, but the grace 
of God which was with me. 

11 Therefore whether i were 
I or they, so we preach, and 
so ye believed. 

12 Now if Christ be preached 
_ that he rose from the dead, 

how say some among you 

that there is no resurrection 
of the dead ? 

.13 But if there be no resur- 
rection of the dead, then is 

Christ not risen: 

14 And if Christ be not risen, 
then is our preaching vain, 
and your faith is also vain. 

15 Yea, and we are found 
false witnesses of God; be- 
cause we have testified of 
God that he raised up Christ: 
whom he raised not up, if so 
be that the dead rise not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, 
then is not Christ raised: 

17 And if Christ be not rais- 
ed, your faith is vain; ye are 
yet in your sins. 

18 Then they also which are 
fallen asleep in Christ are 
perished. 

19 Ifin this life only we have 
hope in Christ, we are of all 
men most miserable. 

20 But now is Christ risen 
from the dead, and become 
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the resurrection. 
the firstfruits of them that 
slept. 

21 For since by man came 
death, by man came also the 
resurrection of the dead. 

22 For as in Adam all die, 
even so in Christ shall all be 
made alive. 

23 But every man in his own 
order: Christ the firstfruits; 
afterward they that are 
Christ’s at his coming. 

24Then cometh the end, when 


‘he shall have delivered up 


the kingdom to God, even 
the Father; when he shall 
have put down all rule, and 
all authority and power. 

25 For he must reign, till he 
hath put all enemies under 
his feet. 

26 The last enemy that shall 
be destroyed is death. 

27 For he hath put all things 
under his feet. But when he 
saith, All things are put un- 
der him, it is manifest that he 


is excepted, which did put all -. 


things under him. 

23 And when all things shall 
be subdued unto him, then 
shall the Son also himself be 
subject unto him that put all 
things under him, that God 
may be all in all. 

29 Else what shall they do 
which are baptized for the 
dead, if the dead rise not 
at all? why are they then 
baptized for the dead? 

30 And why stand we in 
jeopardy every hour? 

31 I protest by your rejoicing 
which I have in Christ Jesus 
our Lord, I die daily. 

32 If after the manner of men 
IT have fought with beasts at 
Ephesus, what advantageth 
it me, if the dead rise not? 
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The manner of 


Jet us eat and drink; for to 
morrow we die. 

33 Be not deceived: evil 
communications corrupt good 
manners, 

34 Awake to righteousness, 


and sin not; for some have: 


not the knowledge of God: I 
speak this to your shame. 

3 But some man will say, 
How are the dead raised up? 
and with what body do they 
come? 

36 Thou fool, that which thou 
sowest is not quickened, ex- 
cept it die: 

37 And that which thou sow- 
est, thou sowest not that body 
that shall be, but bare grain, 
it may chance of wheat, or of 
some other grain: 

38 But God giveth it a body 
as it hath pleased him, and to 
every seed his own body. 

39 All flesh is not the same 
flesh: but there is one kind of 
flesh of men, another flesh of 
beasts, another of fishes, and 
another of birds. 

40 There are also celestial 
bodies, and bodies terrestrial : 


' but the glory of the celestial 


is one, and the glory of the 
terrestrial is another. 

41 There is one glory of the 
sun, and another glory of the 
moon, and another glory of 
the stars; for one star differ- 
eth from another star in glory. 

42 So also is the resurrection 
of the dead. It is sown in 
corruption, it is raised in in- 
corruption : 

43 It is sown in dishonour, it 
is raised in glory: it is sown 
in weakness, it is raised in 
power: : 

44It is sown a natural body, 
it is raised a spiritual body, 
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the resurrection. 


There is a natural body, and 
there is a spiritual body. * 
45 And so it is written, The 
first man Adam was made.a 


living soul; the last Adam 


was made a quickening spirit, 


46 Howbeit that was not first — 
which is spiritual, but that 


which is natural; and after- 
ward that which is spiritual. 

47 The first man is of the 
earth, earthy: the second 


48 As is the earthy, such ave 
they also that are earthy: and 
as is the heavenly, such are 
they also that are heavenly. 

49 And as we have borne the 
image of the earthy, we shall 
also bear the image of the 
heavenly. 


50 Now this I say, brethren, 


that flesh and blood cannot 
inherit the kingdom of God; 
neither doth corruption in- 
herit incorruption. 

51 Behold, I shew you a mys- 
tery; We shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed, 

52 In a moment, in the twink- 
ling of an eye, at the last 
trump: for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be 
raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed. 

53 For this corruptible must 
put on incorruption, and this 
mortal must put on immor- 
tality. 

54 So when this corruptible 
shallhaveputonincorruption, 
and this mortal shall have put 
on immortality, then shall be 
brought to pass thesaying that 
is written, Death is swallowed 
up in victory. 

55 O death, where is thy sting? 
O grave, whereis thy victory ? 


56 The sting of death is sin;

and the strength of sin is the 
law. 

7 But thanks be toGod,which 
giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

58 Therefore, my beloved 
brethren, be ye steadfast, un- 
moveable, always abounding 
in the work of the Lord, for- 
asmuch as ye know tiat your 
labour is not in vain in the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XVI. 


1 He exhorteth them to relieve the want 
of the brethren at Jerusalem. 10 Com- 
mendeth Timothy, 13 and after friend- 
ly admonitions, 16 shutteth up hie 
epistle with divers salutations.

4 And if it be meet that I go 
also, they shall go with me. 

5 Now I will come unto you, 
when [I shall pass through 
Macedonia: for I do pass 
through Macedonia. 

6 And it may be that I will 
abide, yea, and winter with 
you, that ye may bring me on 
my journey whithersoever I 

7 For Twill not see you now 
by the way; but I trust to tar- 
ry a while with you, if the 

Lord permit. 
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and sahutattons. 


9 For a great door and effect- 
ual is opened unto me, and 
there are many adversaries, 

10 Now if Timotheus come, 
see that he may be with you 
without fear: for he worketh 
the work of the Lord, as i 
also do. 

11 Let no man therefore de 
spise him: but conduct him 
forth in peace, that he may 
come unto me: for [look for 
him with the brethren. 

12 As touching ow brother 
Apollos, I greatly desired him 
to come unto you with the 
brethren: but his will was not 
at all to come at this time; 
but he will come when heshall 
have convenient time. 

13 Watch ye, stand fast in 
the faith, quit you like men, 
be strong. 

14 Let all your things be done 
with charity. 

15 I beseech you, brethren, 
(ye know the house of Steph- 
anas, that it is the firstfruits 
of Achaia, and that they have 
addicted themselves to the 
ministry of the saints,) 

16 That ye submit yourselves 
unto such, and to every one 
that helpeth with us, and la- 
boureth. 

17 am glad of the coming of 
Stephanas and Fortunatusand 
Achaicus: for that which was 
lacking on your part they 
have supplied. 

18 For they have refreshed 
my spirit and yours: there- 
fore acknowledge ye bi: 
that are such. 

19 The churches of Asia sa- 
lute you.

THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 


CORINT 


CHAPTER I. Zt 


8 The apostle encourageth them against 
troubles, by the comforts and deliver- 
ances which God had given him, as in 
all his afflictions, 8 so particularly in 
his late danger in Asia. 12 And call- 
tng both his own conscience and theirs 
to witness of his sincere manner of 
preaching the immutable truth of the 
gospel, 15 he excuseth his not coming to 
them, as proceeding not of lightness, 
but of his lenity towards them. 


AUL, an apostle of Jesus 
Christ by the will of God, 
and Timothy ow? brother, un- 
to the church of God which is 
at Corinth, with all the saints 
which are in all Achaia: 

2 Grace be to you, and. peace, 
from God our Father, and 
from the Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 Blessed ve God, even the 
Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Father of mercies, 
and the God of all comfort; 

4 Who comforteth us in all 
our tribulation, that we may 
be able to comfort them which 
are in any trouble, by the 
comfort wherewith we our- 
selves are comforted of God. 

5 Forasthesufferings of Christ 
abound in us, so our consola- 
tion also aboundeth by Christ. 

6 And whether we be afflict- 
ed, it is for your consolation 
and salyation, which is effect- 
ual in the enduring of the 
same sufferings which we also 
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suffer: or whether we be com- 
forted, it is for your consola- 
tion and salvation, 

7 And-our hope of you 7s 
steadfast, knowing, that as ye 
are partakers ofthesufferings, 
so shall ye be also of the conso- 
lation. 

8 For we would not, breth- 
ren, have you ignorant of our 
trouble which came to us in 
Asia, that we were pressed out 
of measure, above strength, 
insomuch that we despaired 
even of life: 

9 But we had the sentence 
of death in ourselves, that we 
should not trust in ourselves, 
but in God which raiseth the 
dead: 

10 Who delivered us from so 
great a death, and doth de- 
liver: in whom we trust that 
he will yet deliver us ; 

11 Yealso helping together by 
prayer for us, that for the gift 
bestowed upon us by the means 
of many persons thanks may; 
be given by many on our be- 
half. 

12 For our rejoicing is this, 
the testimony of our con- 
science, that in simplicity and 
godly sincerity, not with flesh- 
ly wisdom, but by the grace 
of God, we have had our con-

versation in the world, and 
moreabundantly to you-ward. 

13 For we arite none other 
things unto you, than what ye 
read or acknowledge; and I 
trust ye shall acknowledge 
even to the end; 

14 As also ye have acknowl- 
edged us in part, that we are 
your rejoicing, even as ye also 
ave ours in the day of the 
Lord Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence I 
was minded to come unto you 
before, that ye might have a 
second benefit; 

16 And to pass by you into 

Macedonia, and to come again 
out of Macedonia unto you, 
and of you to be brought on 
my way toward Judea, 
“17 When I therefore was thus 
minded, did I use lightness ? 
or the things that I purpose, 
do I purpose according to the 
flesh, that with me there 
should be yea, yea, and nay, 
nay? 

18 But as God is true, our 
word toward you was not yea 
and nfy. 

19 For the Son of God, Jesus 
' Christ, who was preached 
among you by us, even by me 
and Silvanus and Timotheus, 
Was not yea and nay, but in 

jm was yea. 

™0 For all the promises of 
‘God in him are yea, and in 
‘him Amen, unto the glory of 
‘God by us. 

21 Now he which stablisheth 
us with you in Christ, and 
hath anointed us, is God; 

22 Who hath also sealed us, 
and given the earnest of the 
Spirit in our hearts. 

23 Moreover I call God for a 
record upon my soul, that to 
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person forgiven. 
spare you I came not as yet 
unto Corinth. 

24 Not for that we have do- 
minion over your faith, but 
are helpers of your joy: for by 
faith yestand, 


CHAPTER II. 


1 Having shewed the reason why he came 
not to them, 6 he requireth them to for - 
give and to comfort that excommunt- 
cated person, 10 even as himself also 
wpon his true repentance had forgiven 
him, 12 declaring withal why he de- 
parted from Troas to Macedonia, laand 
thehappy success which God gave to his 
preaching in all places. 


Bus I determined this with 
myself, that I would not 
comeagain toyouinheayiness. 
2 For if I make you sorry, 
who is he then that maketh 
me glad, but the same which 
is made sorry by me? 

3 And I wrote this same un- 


to you, lest, when I came, I 


should have sorrow fromthem 
of whom I ought to rejoice; 
having confidence in you all, 
that my joy isthe joy of youall. 

4 For out of much affliction 
and anguish of heart I wrote 
unto you with many tears; 
not that ye should be grieved, 
but that ye might know the 
love which I have more abun- 
dantly unto you. 

5 But if any have caused 
grief, he hath not grieved me, 
but in part: that I may not 
overcharge you all. 

6 Sufficient to such a man is 
this punishment, which was 
inflicted of many. 

7 So that.contrariwise ye 
ought rather to forgive him, 
and comfort him, lest perhaps 
such a one should beswallow- 
ed up with overmuch sorrow. 

8 Wherefore I beseech you 
that ye would confirm your 
love toward him. 
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9 For to this end also did I 
write, that I might know the 
proof of you, whether ye be 
obedient in all things. 

10 To whom ye forgive any 
thing, I forgive also: for if I 
forgave any thing, to whom I 
forgave it, for your sakes /or- 
gave Titin the person of Christ; 

11 Lest, Satan should get an 
advantage of us: for we are 
not ignorant of his devices. 

12 Furthermore, when Icame 
to Troas to preach Christ’s gos- 
pel, and a door was opened 
unto me of the Lord, 

13 I had no rest in my spirit, 
because I found not Titus my 
brother; but taking my leave 
of them, I went from thence 
into Macedonia. 

14 Now thankg be unto God, 
which always causeth us to 
triumph in Christ,and maketh 
manifest the savour of his 
knowledge by us in every 
place. 

15 For we are unto God a 
sweet savour of Christ, in 
them that are saved, and in 
them that perish: 

16 To the one*we are the sa- 
vour of death unto death; and 
to the other the savour of life 
unto life. And who is suffi- 
cient for these things? 

17 For we are not aS many, 
which corrupt the word of 
God: but as of sincerity, but 
as of God, in the sight of God 
speak we in Christ. 


CHAPTER III. ° 

1 Lest their false teachers should charge 
him with vainglory, he sheweth the faith 
and graces of the Corinthians to be a 
sufficient commendation of his ministry. 
6 Wherewpon entering acomparison be- 
tween the ministers of the law and of 
the gospel, 12 he proveth that hts mints- 
try is so far the more excellent, ae the 
gospel of life and liberty is mere glori- 
ous than the law of condemnation. 
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Paut’s labours. 


O we begin again to com- 

mend ourselves? or need 
we, as some otheFs, epistles of 
commendation to you, or let- 
ters of commendation from 
you? pe 
2 Ye are our epistle written 
in our hearts, known and read 
of all mem: 

3 Forasmuch as ye are i 
festly declared to be the epis- 
tle of Christ ministered by us, 
written not with ink, but with 
the Spirit of the living God; 
not in tables of stone, but in 
fieshly tables of the heart. 

4 And such trust have we 
through Christ to God-ward: 

5 Not that we are sufficient 
of ourselves to think any 
thing as of ourselves; but our 
sufficiency is of God; 

6 Who also hath made us 
able ministers of the new test- 
ament; not of the letter, but 
of the spirit: for the letter 
killeth, but ie spirit giveth 
life. 

7 But if the pninistration of 
death, written and eugraven, 
in stones, was glorious, sO. 
that the children of Israel. 
could not steadfastly behold 
the face of Moses for the glory 
of his countenance; which 
glory was to be done away; _ 

8 How shall not the mi 
tration of the spirit be rather 
glorious? 

9 For if the ministration of 
condemnation be glory, much 
more doth the ministration of 
righteousness exceed in glory. 

10 For even that which was 
made glorious had no glory 
in this respect, by reason of 
the glory that excelleth. 

11 For if that which is done 
away was glorious, much

more that whieh remaineth 
as glorious, 

12 Seeing then that we have 
such hope, we use great plain- 
“ness of speech: 

18 And not as Moses, which 
put a yail over his face, that 
the children of Israel could 
not steadfastly look to the end 
of that which is abolished: 

14 But their minds were 
blinded: for until this day re- 
maineth the same vail untak- 
en away in the reading of the 
old testament; which vail is 
done away in Christ. 

15 But even unto this day, 
when Moses is read, the vail 
is upon their heart. 

16 Nevertheless, when it 
Shall turn to the Lord, the 
vail shall be taken away. 

17 Now the Lord is that Spir- 
it: and where the Spirit of 
the Lord is, there is liberty. 

18 But we all, with open face 
beholding as in a glass the 
glory of the Lord, are chang- 
ed into the same image from 
glory to glory, even as by the 
Spirit of the Lord. 


. CHAPTER TV. 

1 He declareth how he hath used all sin- 
cerity and faithful diligence in preach- 
tng the gospel,7 and how the troubles 
‘and persecutions which he daily en- 
dured for the same did redound to the 
praise of God’s power, 12 to the benefit 
of the church, 16 and to the apustle’s 
own eternal glory. 


MHEREFORE, seeing ave 
/ + have this ministry, as we 
have received mercy, we faint 
‘not; 

2 But have renounced the 
hidden things of. dishonesty, 
not walking in craftiness, 
nor handling the word of 
God deceitfully; but, by man- 
ifestation of the truth, com- 
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and diligence, 
man’s conscience in the sight 
of God. 

3 But if our gospel be hid, it 
is hid to them that are lost: 

4 In whom the god of this 
world hath blinded the minds 
of them which believe not, lest 
the light of the glorious gospel 
of Christ, who is the image of . 
God, should shine unto them. 

56 For we preach not our- 
selves, but Christ Jesus the 
Lord; and ourselves your 
servants for Jesus’ sake. 

6 For God, who commanded 
the light to shine out of dark- 
ness, hath shined in our 
hearts, to give the light of the 
knowledge of the glory of 
God in the face ‘of Jesus 
Christ. 

7 But we have this treasure 
in earthen vessels, that the 
excellency of the power may 
be of God, and not of us. 

8 We are troubled on every 
side, yet not distressed; we 
are perplexed, but not in de- 
spair; ; 

9 Persecuted, but not forsak- 
en; cast down, but not de- 
stroyed; 

10 Always bearing about in 
the body the dying of the 
Lord, Jesus, that the life al- 
so of Jesus might be made 
manifest in our body. 

11 For we which live are al- 
way delivered unto death for 
Jesus’ sake, that the life also 
of Jesus might be made man- 
ifest in our mortal flesh. 

12 So then death worketh in 
us, but life in you. 

13 We having the same spirit 
of faith, according as it is 
written, I believed, and there- 
fore have I spoken; we also 


Mending ourselves to every | believe, and therefore speak ; 
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14 Knowing that he which 
raised up the Lord Jesus shall 
raise up us also by Jesus, and 
shall present us with you. 

15 For all things are for your 
sakes, that theabundant grace 
might through the thanksgiv- 
ing of many redound to the 
glory of God. 

16 For which cause we faint 
not; but though our outward 
man perish, yet the inward 
man is renewed day by day. 

17 For our light affliction, 
which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more ex- 
ceeding and eternal weight of 
glory; 

18 While we look not at the 
things which are seen, but at 
the things which are not Seen: 
for the things which are seen 
are temporal; but the things 
which are notseen ave eternal. 


CHAPTER V. 


1 That in his assured hope of immortal 
glory, 9and in expectance of it, and of 
the general gudgment, he laboureth to 
keep a good conscience, 12 not that he 
may herein boast of himself, 14 but as 
one that, having received life from 
Christ, endeavoureth to live as a new 
creature to Christ only, 18 and by his 
ministry of reconciliation to reconcile 
others also in,Christ to God. 


OR we know that, if our 

earthly house of this taber- 
nacle were dissolved, we have 
a building of God, a house not 
made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens. 

2 For in this we groan, ear- 
nestly desiring to be clothed 
upon with our house which is 
from heaven: 

3 If so be that being clothed 
we shall not be found naked. 

4 Por we that are in this tab- 
ernacle do groan, being bur- 
dened: not for that we would 
be unclothed, but clothed up- 
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immortal glory. 
on, that mortality might be 
swallowed up of life. ¢ 

5 Now he that hath wrought 
us for the selfsame thing is 
God, who also hath given unto 
us the earnest of the Spirit. — 

6 Therefore wearealways con- 
fident, knowing that, whilst 
we are at home in the body, 
we are absent from the Lord: 

? (For we walk by faith, not 
by sight :) 4 

8 We are confident, I say,” 
and willing rather to be ab- 
sent from the body, and to be 
present with the Lord. 

9 Wherefore we labour, that, 
whether present or absent, we” 
may be accepted of him. 

10 For we must all appear 
before the judgment seat ef. 
Christ; that every one may 
receive the things done in his 
body, according to that he 
hath done, whether it be good 
or bad. 

11 Knowing therefore the ter- 
ror of the Lord, we persuade 
men; but we are made mani-' 
fest unto God; and I trust al- 
so are made manifest in your 
consciences. ; 

12 For we commend not our- 
selves again unto you, but) 
give you occasion to glory on | 
our behalf, that ye may have 
somewhat to answersthem 
which glory in appearance, 
and not in heart. 

13 For whether we be beside 
ourselves, i4 is to God: or 
whether we be sober, it is for 
your cause. 

14 For the love of Christ con- 
straineth us; because we thus 
judge, that if one died for all, 
then were all dead: 

15 And that he died for all, 
that they which live should

not henceforthliveunto them- 
selves, but unto him which 
died for them, and rose again. 

16 Wherefore henceforth 
know we no man after the 
flesh: yea, though we have 
known Christ after the flesh, 
yet now henceforth know we 
him no more. 

17 Therefore if any man be 
in Christ, he is a new creat- 
ure: old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are 
become new. 

18 And all things are of God, 
who hath reconciled us to 
himself by Jesus Christ, and 
hath given to us the ministry 
of reconciliation ; 

19 To wit, that God was in 
Christ, reconciling the world 
unto himself, not imputing 
their trespasses unto them; 
and hath committed unto us 
the word of reconciliation. 

20 Now then we are ambassa- 
Gors for Christ, as though God 
did beseech you by us: we 
pray you in Christ’s stead, be 
ye reconciled to God. 

21 For he hath made him fo 
besin for us, who knew nosin; 
that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in him. 


CHAPTER VI. 

1 That he hath approved himself a fatth- 
ful minister of Christ, both by his ex- 
hortations, 3 and by integrity of life, 4 
and by patient enduring all kinds of 
affliction and disgraces for the gospel. 

WW Of which he speaketh the more boldly 
amongst them, because his heart is open 
to them, 13 and he expecteth tie like af- 
fection from them again, 14 exhorting 
to flee the society and polluttons of 
tdolaters, as being themselves temples 
of the living God. 


E then, as workers to- 

gether with him, beseech 

you also that. ye receive not 
the grace of God in vain. 

2 (For he saith, I have heard 
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“in the nrinistry. 


thee in a time accepted, and in 
the day of salvation have I 
succoured thee: behold, now its 
theaccepted time; behold, now 
is the day of salvation.) * 

3 Giving no offence in any 
thing, that the ministry be not 
blamed :, 

4 But in all things approving 
ourselves as the ministers of 
God, in much patience, in af- 
flictions, in necessities, in dis- 
tresses, 

5 In stripes, in imprison- 
ments, in tumults, in labours, 
in watchings, in fastings; 

6 By pureness, by knowledge, 
by longsuffering, by kindness, 
by the Holy Ghost, by love 
unfeigned, 

7 By the word of truth, by the 
power of God, by the armour 
of righteousness on the right 
hand and on the left, 

8 By honour and dishonour, 
by evil report and good re- 
port: as deceivers, and yet 
true; ; 

9 AS unknown, and yet well 
known; as dying, and, behold, 
we live; as chastened, and 
not killed; 

10 As sorrowful, yet alway 
rejoicing; as poor, yet mak- 
ing many rich; as having 
nothing, and yet possessing 
all things. 

11 O ye Corinthians, our 
mouth is open unto you, our 
heart is enlarged. 

12 Ye are not straitened in 
us, but ye are straitened ‘in 
your own bowels. 

13 Now for a recompense in 
the same, (I speak as unto my 
children,) be ye also enlarged. 

14 Be ye not unequally yok- 
ed together with unbelievers: 
for what fellowship hath. 
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righteousness with unright- 
eousness ? and what commun- 
ion hath light with darkness ? 

15 And what concord hath 
Christ with Belial? or what 
part hath he that believeth 
with an infidel? 

16 And what agreement hath 
the temple of God with idols ? 
for ye are the temple of the 
living God; as God hath said, 
I will dwellin them, and walk 
in them; and I will be their 
God, and they shall be my 
people. 

17 Wherefore come out from 
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of godly sorrow. 
my glorying of you: I am fill- 
ed with comfort, I am exceed- 
ingjoyfulin all ourtribulation, 

5 For, when we were come ~ 
into Macedonia, our flesh had — 
no rest, but we were troubled 
on every side; without were — 
fightings, within were fears. __ 

6 Nevertheless God, that — 
comforteth those that are cast — 
down, comforted us by the 
coming of Titus; : 

7 Andnotby his coming only, 
but by the consolation where- 
with he was comforted in you, 
when he told us your earnest

rate, saith the Lord, and touch

18 And will be a Father unto 
you, and ye shall be my sons 
and daughters, saith the Lord 
Almighty. 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 He proceedeth in exhorting them to pu- 
rity of life, 2 and to bear him like affec- 
tion ag he doth to them. 3 Whereof 
lest he might seem to doubt, he declar- 
eth what comfort he took in hia afflic- 
tions, by the report which Titus gave 
of their godly sorrow, which his former 
eptatle had wrought in them, 13 and of 
their lovingkindness and obedtence to- 
warda Titus, answerable to his former 
boastings of them. 


AVING therefore these 

promises, dearly beloved, 
let us cleanse ourselves from 
all filthiness of the flesh and 
Spirit, perfecting holiness in 
the fear of God. 

2 Receive us; we have wrong- 
ed no man, we have corrupt- 
ed no man, we have defraud- 
ed no man. 

3 I speak not thisto condemn 
you: for I have said before, 
that ye are in our hearts to 
die and live with you. 

4 Great is my boldness of 
speech toward you, great is 
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fervent mind toward me; so 
that I rejoiced the more. 

8 For though I made you sor-_ 
ry with a letter, I do not re-— 
pent, though I did repent: for. 
TI perceive that the same epis- _ 
tle hath made you sorry, | 
though it were but for aseason. — 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye © 
were made sorry, but that ye 
sorrowed to repentance: for 
ye were made sorry after a 
godly manner, that ye might 
receive damage by us in noth- © 
ing. : 

10 For godly sorrow worketh 
repentance to salvation not to 
be repented of: but thesorrow > 
of the world worketh death. 

11 For behold this selfsame — 
thing, that ye sorrowed after 
a godly sort, what carefulness 
it wrought in you, yea, what 
clearing of yourselves, yea, | 
what indignation, yea, what | 
fear, yea, what vehement de-_ 
sire, yea, what zeal, yea, what” 
revenge! In all things ye 
have approved yourselves to_ 
be clear in this matter. i 

12 Wherefore, though LT 
wrote unto you, J did it not for

God might appear unto you. 


13 Therefore we were com- 


forted in your comfort: yea, 


and exceedingly the more joy- 
ed we for the joy of Titus, be- 
cause his spirit was refreshed 


by you all. 
14 For if I have boasted any 
thing to him of you, I am not 


ashamed; but as we spake all | 


things to you in truth, even so 
our boasting, which Z made 
before Titus, is found a truth. 

15 And his inward affection 
is more abundant toward you, 


whilst he remembereth the 


obedience of you all, how with 


fear and trembling ye receiy- 


ed him. 

16 I rejoice therefore that I 
have confidence in youin all 
things. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

1 He stirreth them up to a liberal contri- 
bution for the poor saints at Jerusalem, 
by the example of the Macedonians, 7 
ty commendation of their former for- 
wardnesa,9 by the example of Christ, 
I4 and by the spiritual profit that shall 
redound to themselves thereby: 16 com- 
mending to them the integrity and will- 

» tngness of Titus, and those other breth- 
ren, whoupon his request, exhortation, 
@nd commendation, were purposely 
come to them for this businesa. 


Vf OREOVER, brethren, we 

do you to wit of the 
grace of God bestowed on the 
churches of Macedonia; 

2 How thatin a great trial of 
affliction, the abundance of 
their joy and their deep pov- 
erty abounded unto the riches 
of their liberality. 

3 For to their power, I bear 
record, yea, and beyond their 
power they were willing of 
themselves; 
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his cause that had done the 
wrong, nor for his cause that 
suffered wrong, but that our 
care for you in the sight of 


to liberality. 

4 Praying us with much en- 
treaty that we would receive 
the gift, and take wpon us the 
fellowship of the ministering 
to the saints. 

5 And this they did, not as we 
hoped, but first gave their 
own selves to the Lord, and 
unto us by the will of God. 

6 Insomuch that we desired 
Titus, that as he had begun, 
so he would also finish in you 
the same grace also. 

7 Therefore, as ye abound tn 
every thing, in faith, and ut- 
terance, and knowledge, and 
in all diligence, and in your 
love to us, see that ye aboun 
in this grace also. f 

8 I speak not by command 
ment, but by occasion of the 
forwardness of others, and to 
prove the sincerity of your 
love. ’ 

9 For ye know the grace of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that, 
though he was rich, yet for 
your sakes he became poor, 
that ye through his poverty 
might be rich. 

10 And herein I give my ad- 


‘vice: for this is expedient for 


you, who have begun before, 
not only to do, but also to be 
forward a year ago. 

11 Now therefore perform 
the doing of it; that as there 
was a readiness to will, so there 
may be aperformancealso out 
of that which ye have. 

12 For if there be first a will 
ing mind, it is accepted ac- 


.cording to that a man hath, 


and not according to that he . 
hath not. 

13 For J mean not that other 
men be eased, and ye burden- 
ed; 


14 But by an equality, that 
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now at this time your abund- 
ance may be a supply for 
their want, that their abund- 
ance also may be a supply for 
your want; that there may be 
equality : 

15 As it is written, He that 
had gathered much had noth- 
ing over; and he that had 
gathered little had no lack. 

16 But thanks be to God, 
which put the same earnest 
care into the heart of Titus 
for you. 

17 For indeed heaccepted the 
exhortation; but being more 
forward, of his own accord he 
went unto you. 

18 And we haye sent with 
him the brother, whose praise 
as in the gospel throughout all 
- the churches; 
‘19 And not that only, but who 
was also chosen of the church- 
es to travel with us with this 
grace, which is administered 
by us to the glory of the same 
Lord, and declaration of your 
ready mind: ° 

20 Avoiding this, that no 


man should blame us in this.

withal taxing them for reaching out 
themselves beyond their compass, and 
vaunting themselves into other men’s 
labours. 


Now I Paul myself beseech 

you by the meekness and 
gentleness of Christ, who in 
presence am base among you, 
but being absent am bold to- 
ward you: 

2 But I beseech you, that I 
may not be bold when I am 
present with that confidence, 
wherewith I think to be bold 
against some, which think of 
us as if we walked according 
to the flesh. 

3 For though we walk in the 
flesh, we do not war after the 
flesh: 

4 (For the’ weapons of our 
warfare are not’ carnal, but 
mighty through God to the 
pulling down ofstrong holds e, 

5 Casting down imaginations, 
and every high thing that ex- 
alteth itselfagainst theknowl- 
edge of God, and bringing into 
captivity every thought to the 
obedience of Christ ; 

6 And having in a readiness 
to revenge all disobedience, 
when your obedience is ful- 
filled. 

7 Do ye look on things after 
the outward appearance? If 
any man trust to himself that 
he is Christ’s, let him of him- 
self think this again, that, as 
he is Christ’s, even so are we 
Christ’s. 

8 For though I should boast 
somewhat more of our an- 
thority, which the Lord hath 
given us for edification, and 
not for your destruction, I 
should not be ashamed: 

9 That I may not seem as if I 
would terrify you by letters. ; 
10 For his letters, say they, 
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are weighty and powerful; 
but his bodily presence is 
weak, and his speech con- 
temptible. 

11 Let such a one think this, 
that, such as we are in word 
by letters when we are absent, 
such will we be also in deed 
when we are present. 

12 For we dare not make our- 
selves of the number, or com- 
pare ourselves with some that 
commend themselves: but 
they, measuring themselves 
by themselves, and compar- 
ing themselves among them- 
selves, are not wise. 

18 But we will not boast of 

things without our measure, 
but according to the measure 
of the rule which God hath 
distributed to us, a measure to 
reach even unto you. 
14 For we stretch not our- 
selves beyond our measure, as 
though we reached not unto 
you; for we arecomeas far as 
to you also in preaching the 
gospel of Christ: 

15 Not boasting of things 
without ow’ measure, that is, 
of other men’s labours; but 
having hope, when your faith 
is increased, that we shall be 
enlarged by you according to 
our rule abundantly, 

16 To preach the gospel in the 
regions beyond you, and not to 
boast in another man’s line of 
things made ready to our 
hand. 

17 But he that glorieth, let 
him glory in the Lord. 

18 For not he that commend- 
eth himself is approved, but 
whom the Lord commendeth.

9 And when I was present| 
with you, and wanted, I w 
chargeable to no man; f0

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that which was lacking to me 
the brethren which came from 
Macedonia supplied: and in 
all things I have kept myself 
from being burdensome unto 
you, and so will I keep myseiy. 

10 As the truth of Christ is in 
me,no man shall stop me of 
this boasting in the regions of 
Achaia. 

11 Wherefore? because Ilove 
you not? God knoweth. 

12 But what I do, that I will 

do, that I may cut off occasion 
from them which desire occa- 
sion ; that wherein they glory, 
they may be found even as 
we.

Why he went up 
17 Neither went I up to Je- 
rusalem to them which were 
apostles before me; but I 
went into Arabia, and return- 
ed again unto Damascus. 

18 Then after three years I 
went up to Jerusalem to see 
Peter, and abode with him 
fifteen days. 

19 But other of the apostles 
saw I none, save James the 
Lord’s brother. 

20 Now the things which I 
write unto you, behold, before 
God, I lie not. 

21 Afterwards I came into 
the regions of Syria and Ci- 
licia; 

22 And was unknown by face 
unto the churches of Judea 
which were in Christ: 

23 But they had heard only, 
That he which persecuted us 
in times past now preacheth 
the faith which once he de- 
stroyed. 

24 And they glorified God 
in me.

| had run, in vain. 
3 But neither Titus, who was

with me, being a Greek, was 
compelled to be circumcised: 

4 And that because of false 
brethren unawares brought 
in, Who came in privily to 
spy out our liberty which we 
have in Christ Jesus, that they 
might bring us into bondage: 
5 To whom we gave place by 
subjection, no, not for an, 
hour; that the truth of the 
gospel might continue with 
you. 

6 But of those who seemed to 
besomewhat, whatsoeverthey 
were, it maketh no matter to 
me: God accepteth no man’s 
person: for they who seemed 
to be somewhat in conference 
added nothing to me: 

7 But contrariwise, when 
they saw that the gospel of 
the uncircumcision was com- 
mitted unto me, as the gospel 
of the circumcision was unto 
Peter; 

8 (¥or he that wrought effect- 
ually in Peter to the apostle- 
ship: of the circumcision, the 
same was mighty in me te- 
ward the Gentiles ;) 

9 And when James, Cephas, 
and John, who seemed to be 
pillars, perceived the grace 
that was given unto me, they 
gave tome and Barnabas the 
right hands of fellowship; 
that we should go unto the 
heathen, and they unto the 
circumcision. 

10 Only they would that we 
should remember the poor; 
the same which I also was 
forward to do. ; 

11 But when Peter was come 
to Antioch, I withstood him 
to the face, because he was to _ 
be blamed. ve 

12 For before that certai 
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came from James, he did eat 
with the Gentiles: but when 
they were come, he withdrew 
and separated himself, fearing 
them which were of the cir- 
cumcision. 

13 And the other Jews dis- 
sembled likewise with him; 
insomuch that Barnabas also 
was carried away with their 
dissimulation. 

14 But when I saw that they 
walked not uprightly accord- 
ing to the truth of the gospel, 
I said unto Peter before them 
all, If thou, being a Jew, livest 
after the manner of Gentiles, 
and not as do the Jews, why 
compellest thou the Gentiles 
to live as do the Jews ? 

15 We who are Jews by na- 
ture, and not sinners of the 
Gentiles, 

16 Knowing that a man is 
not justified by the works of 
the law, but by the faith of 
Jesus Christ, even we have be- 
lieved in Jesus Christ, that we 
might be justified by the faith 
of Christ, and not by the works 
of the law: for by the works 
of the law shall no flesh be 
justified. 

17 But if, while we seek to be 
justified by Christ, we our- 
selves also are found sinners, 
ds therefore Christ the minis- 
ter ofsin? God forbid. 

18 For if I build again the 
things which I destroyed, I 
make myself a transgressor. 

19 For [through the law am 
dead to the law, that I might 
live unto God. 

20 Tam crucified with Christ : 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, 
but Christ liveth in me: and 
the life which I now live in 
the flesh I live by the faith of 
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by faith. 
the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himself for me. 

21 Ido not frustrate the grace 
of God: for if righteousness 
come by the law, then Christ 
is dead in vain.

11 But that no man. is justi- 
fied by the law in the sight of 
God, it is evident: for, The 
just shall live by faith. 


12 And the law is not of 


faith: but, The man that do- 
eth them shall live in them. 

13 Christ hath redeemed us 
from the curse of the law, be- 
ing made a curse for us: for 
it is written, Cursed is every 
one that hangeth on a tree: 

14 That the blessing of Abra- 
ham might come on the Gen- 
tiles through Jesus Christ; 
that we might receive the 
promise of the Spirit through 
faith. 

15 Brethren, I speak after the 
manner of men; Though if be 
but a man’s covenant, yet if it 
be confirmed, no man disan- 
nulleth, or addeth thereto.

’ 17 And this Isay, thatthecove- 


nant, that was confirmed be- 
fore of God in Christ, the law, 
which was four hundred and 
thirty years after, cannot dis- 


‘annul, that it should make 


‘the promise of none effect. 


18 For if the inheritance be 
of the law, it ts no more of 
promise: but God gave it to 
Abraham by promise. 

19 Wherefore then serveth the 
law? It’ was added because 
of transgressions, till the seed 


promise was made; andit was 
ordained by angels in the 
hand of a mediator, 

20 Now a mediator is not a 
mediator of one, but God is 
one. 

21 Js the law then against the 
promises of God? God forbid: 
for if there had been a law 
given which could have giv- 
en life, verily righteousness 
should have been by the law. 

22 But the Scripture hath 
concluded all under sin, that 
the promise by faith of Jesus 
Christ might be given to them 
that believe. 

23 But before faith came, we 
were kept under the law, shut 
up unto the faith which should 
afterwards be revealed. 

24 Wherefore the law was 
our schoolmaster to bring us 
unto Christ, that we might be 
justified by faith. 

25 But after that faith is come, 
Wwe are no longer under a 
schoolmaster. 

26 For ye are all the children 
of God by faith in Christ Jesus. 

27 For as many of you as 
have been baptizec into Christ 
have put on Christ. 

28 There is neither Jew nor 
Greek, there is neither bond 
nor free, there is neither male 
nor female: for ye are all one 
in Christ Jesus. 

29 And if ye be Christ’s, then 
are ye Abraham’s seed, and 
heirs according tothepromise, 


CHAPTER IV. 


1 We were under the law till Christ came, 
as the heir is under his guardian till he 
beofage. 5 But Christ freed us from 
thelaw: T therefore we are servants no 
longer to tt. 14 He remembereth their 
good will to him, and his to them, 22 ana@ 
sheweth that we are the sona of Abras 
ham by the free woman. 
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OW Isay, Thatthe heir, as 

long as he is a child, dif 

fereth nothing from aservant, 
though he be lord of all; 

2 But is under tutors and gov- 
ernors until the time appoint- 
ed of the father. 

38 Even so we, when we were 
children, were in bondage un- 
der the elements of the world: 

4 But when the fulness of the 
time was come, God sent forth 
his Son, made of a woman, 
made under the law, 

5 To redeem them that were 
under the law, that we might 
receive the adoption of sons. 

6 And because ye are sons, 
God hath sent forth the Spirit 
of his Son into your hearts, 
erying, Abba, Father. 

7 Wherefore thou art no more 
a servant, but a son; and if 
@ son, then an heir of God 
through Christ, 

8 Howbeit then, when ye 
knew not God, ye did service 
unto them which by nature 
are no gods. 

9 But now, after that ye have 
known God, or rather are 
known of God, how turn ye 
again to the weak and beg- 
garly elements, whereunto ye 
desire again to be in bondage? 

10 Ye observe days, and 
months, and times, and years. 

1i IT am afraid of you, lest I 
have bestowed upon you la- 
bour in vain. 

12 Brethren, I beseech you, 
be as I am; for I amas ye are: 
ye have not injured me at all. 

13 Ye know how through in- 
firmity of the flesh I preached 
the gospel unto you at the 
first. 

14 And my temptation which 
was in my flesh ye despised 
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Jrom the law. 


not, nor rejected; but receiv- 
ed me as an angel of God, even 
as Christ Jesus. 

i5 Where is then the blessed- 
ness ye spake of? for I bear 
you record, that, if it had been 
possible, ye would have pluck- 
ed out your own eyes, and 
have given them to me. 

16 Am I therefore become 
your enemy, because I tell 
you the truth? 

17 They zealously affect you, ~ 
but not well; yea, they would 
exclude you, that ye might af- 
fect them. 

18 But it is good to be zeal- 
ously affected always in a@good 
thing, and not only when 5; am 
present with you. 

19 My little children, of eehioris 
I travail in birth again until 
Christ be formed in you, 

20 I desire to be present with 
you now, and to change my 
voice; for I stand in doubt of 
you, 

21 Tell me, ye that desire to 
be under the law, do ye not 
hear the law ? 

22 For itis written, that Abra- 
ham had two sons, the one by 
a bondmaid, the other by a 
free woman. 

23 But he who was of the bond- 
woman was born after the 
flesh; but he of the free wo- 
man was by promise. 

24 Which things are an alle- 
gory: for these are the two 
covenants; the one from the 
mount Sinai, which gendereth 
to bondage, which is Agar. 

25 For this Agar is mount Si- 
nai in Arabia, and answereth 
to Jerusalem which now is, 
and is in bondage with her 
children. - 

26 But Jerusalem which is

above is free, which is the 
mother of us all. 

27 For it is written, Rejoice, 
thou barren that bearest not; 
break forth and cry, thou that 
travailest not: for the desolate 
hath manymorechildren than 
she which hath a husband, 

28 Now we, brethren, as Isaac 
was, are the children of prom- 
ise, 

29 But as then he that was 
born after the flesh persecuted 
him that was born after the 
Spirit, even so i¢ is now. 

30 Nevertheless what saith 
the Scripture? Cast out the 
bondwoman and her son: for 
the son of the bondwoman 
shall not be heir with the son 
of the free woman. 

31 So then, brethren, we are 
not children of the bondwo- 
man, but of the free. 


CHAPTER V. 


1 Ht moveth them to stand in their liberty, 
3 and not to observe circumcision: 13 
but rather love, which is the swum of the 
law. 19 He reckoneth up the works of 
the flesh, 22 and the fruits of the Spirit, 
25 and exhorteth to walk in the Spirit. 


TAND fast therefore in the 
liberty wherewith Christ 
hath made us free, and be not 
entangled again with the yoke 
of bondage. 

2 Behold, I Paul say unto 
you, that if ye be circumcised, 
Christ shall profityounothing.

7 Ye did run well; who did 
hinder you that ye should not 
obey the truth ? 

8 This persuasion cometh not 
of him that calleth you. 

9 A little leaven leaveneth 
the whole lump. 

10 I have confidence in you 
through the Lord, that ye will 
be none otherwise minded: 
but he that troubleth you shall 
bear his judgment, whosoever 
he be. 

11 And I, brethren, if I yet 
preach circumcision, why do I 
yet suffer persecution ? thenis 
the offence of the cross ceased. 

12 I would they were even 
cut off which trouble you. 

13 For, brethren, ye have 
been called unto liberty; only 
use not liberty for an occasion 
to the flesh, but by love serve 
one another. 

14 For all the lawis fulfilled 
in one word, even in this; Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself. 

15 Butif ye bite and devour 
one another, take heed that 
ye be not consumed one of an- 
other. 

16 This I say then, Walk in 
the Spirit, and yeshall not ful- 
fil the lust of the flesh. 

17 Forthe flesh lusteth against 
the Spirit, and the Spirit a- 
gainst the flesh: and these are 
contrary the one to the other; 
so that ye cannot do the things 
that ye would.

CHAPTER VI. 

1 He moveth them to deal mildly with a 
brother that hath slipped, 2 and to bear 
one another’s burden: 6 to be liberal to 
their teachers,9 and not weary of well 
doing. 12 He sheweth what ae intend 
that preach circumcision, @ glort- 


eth tn nothing, save in the cross of 
Christ. 


RETHREN, if a man be 

overtaken in a fault, ye 
which are spiritual, restore 
such a one in the spirit of 
meekness; considering thy- 
self, lest thou also be tempted.

9 And let us not be weary in 
well doing: for in due season 
we Shall reap, if we faint not.

12 As many as desire to make 
a fair shew in the flesh, they 
constrain you to be circum--° 
cised; only lest they should 
suffer persecution for the 
cross of Christ.

14 But God forbid that I 
should glory, save in the cross 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom the world is crucified 
unto me, and I unto the world. 

15 For in Christ Jesus neither 
circumcision availeth any 
thing, nor wuncircumcision, : 
but a new creature. 

16 And as many as walk ac- 


cording to this rule, peage be

CHAPTER I. 

1 After the salutation, 3and thanksgiv- 
tng for the Ephesians, 4 he treateth o 
our election, band adoption by grace, 11 
whichis the true and proper fountain 
of man’s salvation. 13 And because the 
height of this mystery cannot easily be 
attained unto, 16 he prayeth that they 
may come 18 to the full knowledge and 
20 possession thereof in Christ. 

AUL, an apostle of Jesus 
Christ by the will of God, 
to thesaints which are at Eph- 

» esus, and to the faithful in 

Christ Jesus: 

2 Grace be to you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and 
from the Lord Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed be the God and Fa- 
' ther of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who hath blessed us with all 
spiritual blessings in heayen- 
ly places in Christ: 

4 According as he hath cho- 
sen us in him before the 
foundation of the world, that 
we should be holy and with- 
out blame before him in 
love: 

5 Having predestinated us 
unto the adoption of children 
by Jesus Christ to himself, ac- 
cording to the good pleasure 
of his will, 

6 To the praise of the glory 
of his grace, wherein he hath 
made us accepted in the be- 
loved: 

7 In whom we have redemp- 
tion through his blood, the 


forgiveness of sins, according 
to the riches of his grace; 

8 Wherein he hath abounded 
toward us in all wisdom and 
prudence; 

9 Having made known unto 
us the mystery of his will, ac- 

cording to his good pleasure 
which he hath purposed in 
himself: 

10 That in the dispensation 
of the fulness* of times he 
might gather together in one 
all things in Christ, both 
which are in heaven, and 
which are on earth; even in 
him: 

11 In whom also we have ob- 
tained an inheritance, being 
predestinated according to 
the purpose of him who work- 
eth all things after the counsel 
of his own will: 

12 That we should be to the 
praise of his glory, who first 
trusted in Christ. 

138 In whom ye also trusted, 
after that ye heard the word 
of truth, the gospel of your 
salvation: in whom also, aft- 
er that ye believed, ye were 
sealed with that Holy Spirit 
of promise, > 

14 Which is the earnest of 
our inheritance until the re- 


demption of the purchased 
possession, unto the praise of 


his glory. 
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We are saved 


15 Wherefore I also, after I 
heard of your faith in the 
Lord Jesus, and love unto all 
the saints, 

16 Cease not to give thanks 
for you, making mention of 
you in my prayers; 

17 That the God of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Father of 
glory, may give unto you the 
spirit of wisdom and revela- 
tion in the knowledge of 
him: 

18 The eyes of your under- 
standing being enlightened; 
that ye may know what is the 
hope of his calling, and what 
the riches of the glory of his 
inheritance in the saints, 

19 And what is the exceeding 
greatness of his power to us- 
ward who believe, according 
to the working of his mighty 
power, 

20 Which he wrought in 
Christ, when he raised him 
from the dead, and set him 
at his own right hand in the 
heavenly places, 

21 Far above all principality, 
and power, and might, and do- 
minion, and every name that 
is named, not only in this 
world, but also in that which 
is to come: 

22 And hath put all things un- 
der his feet, and gave him Zo 
be the head over all things to 
the church, 

23 Which is his body, the ful- 
ness of him that filleth all in 
all, 


CHAPTER II. 

1 By comparing,what we were by 3 nature, 
with what we are d by grace: 10 he de- 
elareth, that we are made for good 
works; and 13 being brought near by 
Christ, should not live as 11 Gentiles, 
and 12 foreigners in time past, but as 
19 citizens with the eainte, and the 
Family of God. 
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fer you hath he quickened, 
who were dead in tres- 
passes and sins; 

2 Wherein in time past ye 
walked according to the course 
of this world, according to the 
prince of the power of the air, 
thespirit that now worketh in 
the children of disobedience: 

38 Among whom also we all 
had dur conversation in times 
past in the lusts of our flesh, 
fulfilling the desires of the 


‘flesh and of the mind; and 


were by nature the children 
of wrath, even as others, 

4 But God, who is rich in 
mercy, for his great love 
wherewith he loved us, 

5 Even when we were dead 
in sins, hath quickened us to- 
gether with Christ, (by grace 
ye are saved ;) 

6 And hath raised ws up tos 
gether, and made us sit togeth- 
er in heavenly places in Christ 
Jesus: 

7 That in the ages to ceme 
he might shew the exceeding 
riches of his grace, in his kind- 
ness toward us, through Christ 
Jesus. 

8 For by grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not

9 Not of works, lest any man 


should boast. 

10 For we are his workman- 
ship, created in Christ Jesus

12 That at that time ye were 
without Christ, being aliens 
from the commonwealth of 
Israel, and strangers from the 
covenants of promise, having 
no hope, 4nd without God in 
the world: 

13 But now, in Christ Jesus, 
ye who sometime were far off 
are made nigh by the blood of 
_ Christ. 

14 For he is our peace, who 
hath made both one, and hath 
broken down the middle wall 
of partition between us; 

15 Having abolished in his 
flesh the enmity, even the law 
of commandments contained 

in ordinances; for to make in 
himselfoftwain one new man, 
so making peace; 

16 And that he might recon- 
cile both unto Godin one body 
by the cross, having slain the 
enmity thereby: 

17 And came and preached 
peace to you which were afar 
off, and to them that.were 
nigh. 

18 For through him we both 
have access by one Spirit unto 
the Father. 

19 Now therefore ye are no 
more strangers and foreign- 
ers, but fellow citizens with 
the saints, and of the house- 
hold of God; 

20 And are built upon the 
foundation of the apostles and 
prophets, Jesus Christ him- 
self being the chief corner 
stone ; 

21 In whom all the building 
fitly framed together groweth 
unto @ holy temple in the 
Lord :*? ° 

22 In whom ye also are build- 
ed togethar for a habitation of 
God through the Spirit, 
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CHAPTER III, 

5 The hidden mystery, 6 that the Gentiles 
should be saved, 3 was made known to 
Paul by revelation: 8 and to him waa 
that grace given, that 9 he should preach 
it. 18 He desireth them not to faint for 
his tribulation, 14 and prayeth 19 that 
they may peroeive the great love of 
Christ toward them. 


Fok this cause I Paul, the 
prisoner of Jesus Christ 
for you Gentiles, 

2 If ye have heard of the dis- 
pensation of the grace ef God 
which is given me to you- 
ward: 

3 How that by revelation he 
made known unto me the 
mystery; (as I wrote aforein ' 
few words; ‘ 

4 Whereby, when ye read, ye 
may understand my knowl- 
edgein the mystery of Christ,) 

5 Which in other ages was 
not made known unto thesons 
of men, as it is now revealed 
unto his holy apostles and 
prophets by the Spirit; 

6 That the Gentiles should be 
fellow heirs, and of the same 
body, and partakers of his 
promise in Christ by the gos- 
pel: 

7 WhereofI was made a min- 
ister, according to thé gift of 
the grace of God given unto 
me by the effectual working 
of his power. 

8 Unto me, who am less than 
the least of all saints, is this 
grace given, that I should 
preach among the Gentiles the 
unsearchable riches of Christ; 

9 And to make all men see 
what is the fellowship of the 
mystery, which from the be- 
ginning of the world hath 
been hid in God, who created 
all things by Jesus Christ: 

10 To the intent that now un- 
to the principalities and pow-

ers in heavenly places might 
be’ known by the church the 
manifold wisdom of God, 

11 According to the eternal 
purpose which he purposed in 
Christ Jesus our Lord: 

12 In whom we have boldness 
and access with confidence by 
the faith of him. 

13 Wherefore I desire that ye 
faint not at my tribulations for 
you, which is your glory. 

14 For this cause I bow my 
knees unto the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, 

15 Of whom the whole fam- 

‘ily in heaven and earth is 
named, 

16 That he would grant you, 
according to the riches of his 
glory, to be strengthened with 
might by his Spirit in the in- 
ner man; 

17 That Christ may dwell in 
vour hearts by faith; that ye, 
being rooted and grounded in 
love, 

18 May be able to comprehend 
with all saints what is the 
breadth, and length, and 
depth, and height; 

i9 And to know the love of 
Christ, which passeth knowl- 
edge, that ye might be filled 
with all the fulness of God. 

20 Now unto him that is able 
to do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think, 
according to the power that 
worketh in us, 

21 Unto him be glory in 
the church by Christ Jesus 
throughout all ages, world 
without end. Amen. 


CHAPTER. IV. 

1 He exhorteth to unity, 7 and declareth 
that God therefore giveth divers 11 gifts 
unto men, that his church might be 13 
edified, and 16 grown up in Christ. 18 
He calleth then from the impurity of

38 Endeavouring to keep the 
unity of the Spirit in the bond 
of peace. 

4 There is one body, and one 
Spirit, even as ye are called 
in one hope of your calling; 

5 One Lord, one faith, one 
baptism, 

6 One God and Father of all, 
who is above all, and through 
all, and in you all. 

7 But unto every one of us 
is given grace according tothe 
measure of the gift of Christ. 

8 Wherefore he saith, When 
he ascended up on high, he 
led captivity captive,and gave 
gifts unto men. 

9 (Now that he ascended, 
what is it but that he also.de- 
scended first into the lower 
parts of the earth? 

10 He that descended is the 
same also that ascended up 
far above all heavens, that he 
might fill all things.) 

11 And he gave some, apos- 
tles; and some, prophets; and 
some, evangelists; and some, 
pastors and teachers; 

12 For the perfecting of the 
saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of 
the body of Christ: ) 

13 Till we all come in the 
unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the ‘Son of God, 
unto a perfect man, unto the.

measure of the stature of the 
fulness of Christ: 

14 That we henceforth be no 
more children, tossed to and 
fro, and carried about with 
every wind of doctrine, by the 
sleight of men, and cunning 
eraftiness, whereby they lie 
in wait to deceive; 

15 But speaking the truth in 
love, May grow up into him 
in al! things, which is the 
head, even Christ: 

16 From whom the whole 
body fitly joined together and 
compacted by that which ey- 
ery joint supplieth, according 
to the effectual working in 
the measure of every part, 
maketh increase of the body 
unto the edifying of itself in 
love. 

17 This I say therefore, and 
testify in the Lord, that ye 
henceforth walk not as other 
Gentiles walk, in the vanity 
of their mind, 

18 Having the understanding 
darkened, being alienated 
from the life of God through 
the ignorance that is in them, 
because of the blindness of 
their heart: 

19 Who being past feeling 
have given themselves over 
unto lasciviousness,*to work 
all uncleanness with greedi- 
ness. 

20 But ye havenot so learned 
Christ ; 

21 Ifso be that ye have heard 
him, and have been taught by 
him, as the truth is in Jesus: 

22 That ye put off concerning 
the former conversation the 
old man, which is corrupt ac- 
cording to the deceitful lusts; 

23 And be renewed in the 
Spirit ef your mind; 
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to holiness. 


24 And that ye put on the 
new man, which after God is 
created in righteousness and 
true holiness. 

25 Wherefore putting away 
lying, speak every man truth 
with his neighbour: for we 
are members one of another, 

26 Be ye angry, and sin not: 
let not the sun go down upon 
your wrath: 

27 Neither give place to the 
devil. — 

28 Let him that stole steal no 
more: but rather let him la- 
bour, working with his hands 
the thing which is good, that 
he may have to give to him 
that needeth. 

29 Let no corrupt communi- 
cation proceed out of your 
mouth, but that which is good 
to the use of edifying, that it 
may minister grace unto the 
hearers, 

30 And grieve not the Holy 
Spirit of God, whereby ye are 
sealed unto the day of redemp- 
tion. 

31 Let all bitterness, and 
wrath, and anger, and clam- 
our, and evil speaking, be 
put away from you, with all 
malice: 

32 And be ye kind one to an- 
other, tenderhearted, forgiv- 
ing one another, evén as God 
for Christ’s sake hath for- 
given you. 

CHAPTER V. 

2 After general exhortations, to love, 3 to 
fly fornication, 4 and all wncleanness, 7 
not to converse with the wicked, 15 to 
walk warily, and to be 18 filled with 
the Spirit, 22 he descendeth to the par- 
ticular duties, how wives ought to obey 
thetr husbands, 25 and husbands ougnt 


to love thetr wives, 32 even as Christ 
doth his church. 


B= ye therefore followers of 
God, as dear children; 
2 And walk in love, as Chris 
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Exhortations to 


also hath loved us, and hath 
given himself for us an offer- 
ing and a sacrifice to God for 
a sweetsmelling savour. 

3 But fornication, and all un- 
cleanness, or covetousness, let 
it not be once named among 
you, as becometh saints ;

- 5 For this ye know, that no 
whoremonger, nor unclean 
person, nor covetous man, 
who is an idolater, hath any 
inheritance in the kingdom of 
Christ and of God. 

6 Let no man deceive you 
with vain words: for because 
of these things cometh the 
wrath of God upon the chil- 
dren of disobedience. 

7 Be not ye therefore partak- 
ers with them. ‘ 

8 For ye weresometime dark- 
ness, but now are ye light in 
the Lord: walk as children of 
light; 

9 (For the fruit of the Spirit 
is in all goodness and right- 
eousness and truth;) 

10 Proving what is accepta- 
ble unto the Lord. 

11 And have no fellowship 
with the unfruitful works of 
darkness; but rather reprove 
them. 

12 For itis a shame even to 
speak of those things which 

~ are done of them in secret. 

13 But all things that are re- 
proved are made manifest by 
the light: for whatsoever doth 
make manifest is light. 

14 Wherefore hesaith, Awake 
thou that sleepest, and arise 
from the dead,and Christshall 
give thee light. 
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particular duties. 

15 See then that ye walk cir- 
cumspectly, not as fools, but 
as wise, 

16 Redeeming the time, be- 
cause the days are evil. 

17 Wherefore be ye not un- 
wise, but understanding what 
the will of the Lord is. 

18 And be not drunk with 
wine, wherein is excess; but 
be filled with the Spirit; 

19 Speaking to yourselves in 
psalms and hymns and spirit- 
ualsongs, singing and making 
melody in your heart to the 
Lord; 

20 Giving thanks always for 
all things unto God and the 
Father in the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ; 

21 Submitting yourselves one 
to another in the fear of God. 

22 Wives, submit yourselves 
unto your own husbands, as 
unto the Lora. 

23 For the husband is the 
head of the wife, even as 
Christ is the head of the 
church: and he is the Sayiour 
of the body. 

24 Therefore as the church is 
subject unto Christ, so let the 
wives be to their own hus- 
bands in every thing. 

25 Husbands, love yourwives, 
even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for 
it; 

26 That he might sanctify 
and cleanse it with the wash- 
ing of water by the word, 

27 That he might present it 
to himself a glorious church, 
not having spot, or wrinkle, 
or any such thing; but that it 
should be holy and without 
blemish. 

28 So ought men to love their 
wives as their own bodies. He 


Duties of 
that loveth his wife loveth 
himself. 

29 For no man ever yet hated 
his own flesh; but nourisheth 
and cherisheth it, even as the 
Lord the church: 

30 For we are members of his 
body, of his flesh, and of his 
bones. 

$1 For this cause shall a man 
leave his father and mother, 
and shall be joined unto his 
wife, and they two shall be 
one flesh. 

32 This is a great mystery: 
but I speak concerning Christ 
and the church. 

33 Nevertheless, let every one 
of you in particular so love 
his wife even as himself; and 
the wife see that she reverence 
her husband. 


CHAPTER VI. 


‘1 The duty of children towards their pa- 
rents, 5 of servants towards their mas- 
ters. 10 Our life ts a warfare, 12 not 
only against flesh and blood, but also 


spiritual enemies. 13 The complete 


armour of a Christian, 18 and how tt 
ought tobe used. 21 Tychicus ts com- 
mended. 


HILDREN, obey your pa- 
rents in the Lord: for this 

is right. 

2 Honour thy father and 
mother; which is the first 
commandment with promise; 
3 That it may be well with 
thee, and thou mayest live 
long on the earth. 

4And,ye fathers, provokenot 
your children to wrath: but 
bring them up in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord. 
5 Servants, be obedient to 
them that are your masters 
according to the flesh, with 
fear and trembling, in single- 
‘ness of your heart, as unto 
Christ; 

6 Not with eyeservice, as 


‘EPHESIANS. children'and servandes, 


menpleasers; but as the serv- 
ants of Christ, doing the will 
of God from the heart; 

7 With good will doing sery- 
ice, as to the Lord, and not to 
men: 

8 Knowing that whatsoever 
good thing any man doeth, 
the same shall he receive of 
the Lord, whether je be bond 
or free. 

9 And, ye masters, do the 
same things unto them, for- 
bearing threatening: know- 
ing that your Master also is 
in heaven; neither is there 
respect of persons with him. 

10 Finally, my brethren, be 
strong in the Lord, and in the 
power of his might, 

11 Put on the whole armour 
of God, that ye may be able to 
stand against the wiles of the 
devil. 

12 For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high 
places, 

13 Wherefore take unto you 
the whole armour of God, that 
ye may be able to withstand 
in the evil day, and haying 
done all, to stand. 

14 Stand therefore, having 
your loins girt about with ' 
truth, and having on the 
breastplate of righteousness ; 

15 And your feet'’shod with 
the preparation of the gospel 
of peace; 

16 Above all, taking theshield 
of faith, wherewith ye shall 
be able to quench all the fiery 
darts of the wicked. 

17 And take the helmet ofsal- 
vation, and the sword of the 
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18 Praying always with all 

prayer and supplication in the 
Spirit, and watching thereun- 
to with all perseverance and 
supplication for all saints ; 
19 And for me, that utterance 
may be given unto me, that I 
may open my mouth boldly, 
to make known the mystery 
of the gospel, 

20 For which I am an ambas- 
sador in bonds; that therein I 
may speak boldly, as I ought 
to speak. 

21 But that ye also may know 


_ my affairs, and how I do, 
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' Spirit, which is the word of 
God: 


the Philippians.

and faithful minister in the . 
Lord, shall make known to — 
you all things: ! 

22 Whom I have sent unto 
you for the same purpose, that 
ye might know our affairs, © 
and that he might comfort - 
your hearts.

CHAPTER I. 


| § He testifieth his thankfulness to God, 


and his love toward them, for the 
fruits of their faith, and fellowship in 
Kis sufferings, 9 daily praying to him 
for their increase in grace: 12 he 
sheweth what good the faith of Christ 
had received by his troubles at Rome, 
21 and how ready he is to glorify Christ 
either by his life or death, 27 exhorting 
them to unity, 28 and to fortitude in 
persecution. 


AUL and Timotheus, the 
servants of Jesus Christ, 


' to all the saints in Christ 


Jesus which are at Philippi, 
with the bishops and dea- 
cons: 

2 Grace be unto you, and 


‘ peace, from God our Father 


and fromthe Lord Jesus Christ. 

3 I thank my God upon every 
remembrance of you, 

4 Always in every prayer of 
mine for you all making re- 
quest with joy, 

5 For your fellowship in the 
gospel from the first day until 


now; 
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6 Being confident of this very 
thing, that he which hath be- 
gun a good work in you will 
perform i until the day of 
Jesus Christ: 

7 Even as it is meet for meto 
think this of you all, because 
IT haveyou in my heart; inas- 
much as both in my bonds, 
and in the defence and con- 
firmation of the gospel, ye all | 
are partakers of my grace. | 

8 For God is my record, how 
greatly I long after you allin 
the bowels of Jesus Christ. 

9 And this I pray, that your 
love may abound yet more 
and more in knowledge and 
in all judgment; 

10 That ye may approve 
things that are excellent; that 
ye may be sincere and with- 
out offence till. the day of 
Christ; 

11 Being filled with the fruits 


of righteousness, which are 
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by Jesus Christ, unto the glo- 
ry and praise of God. 

12 But I would yeshould un- 
derstand, brethren, that the 
things which happened unto 
me haye fallen out rather un- 
to the furtherance of the gos- 
pel; 

13 So that my bonds in Christ 
are manifest in all the palace, 
and in all other places ; 

14 And many of thebrethren 
in the Lord, waxing confident 
by my bonds, are much more 
bold to speak the word with- 
out fear. 

15 Some indeed preach Christ 
even of envy and strife; and 
some also of good will: 

16 The one preach Christ of 
contention, notsincerely, sup- 
posing to add affliction to my 
bonds: 

ly But the other of love, 
knowing that I am set for the 
defence of the gospel. 

18 What then ? notwithstand- 
ing, every way, whether in 
pretence, or in truth, Christ is 
preached; and I therein do 
rejoice, yea, and will rejoice. 

19 For I know that this shall 
turn to my salvation through 
your prayer, and the supply 
_ of the Spirit of Jesus Christ, 
20 According to my earnest 
_ expectation and my hope, that 
in nothing Ishall be ashamed, 
but that with all boldness, as 
always, so now also Christ 
shall be magnified in my body, 
whether it be by life, or by 
death. 

21 For to me to live is Christ, 
and to die is gain. 

. 22 But if I live in the flesh, 
this is the fruit of my labour: 
yet what I shall choose I wo 
not, 


by Paul's bonds. 


23 For I am in a strait be- 
twixt two, having a desire to 
depart, and to be with Christ; 
which is far better: 

24 Nevertheless to abide in 
the flesh is more needful for 
you. 

25 And having this confi- 
dence, I know that I shall 
abide and continue with you 
all for your furtherance and 
joy of faith ; 

26 That your rejoicing may 
be more abundant in Jesus 
Christ for me by my coming 
to you again. 

27 Only let your conversa- 
tion be as it becometh the gos- 
pel of Christ: that whether I 
come and see you, or else be 
absent, I may hear of your af- 
fairs, that ye stand fast in one 
Spirit, with one mind striving 
together for the faith of the 
gospel; 

28 And in nothing terrified by 
your adversaries: which is to 
them an evident token of per- 
dition, but to you of salvation, 
and that of God. 

29 For unto you it is given in 
the behalf of Christ, not only 
to believe on him, but also to 
suffer for his sake; 

30 Having the same conflict 
which ye saw in me, and now 
hear to be in me, 


CHAPTER II. 


1 Heexhorteth them to unity, and to all 
humbleness of mind, by the example of 
Christ’s humility and exaliation : 12 to 
a careful proceeding in the way of sal- 
vation, that they be as lights to the 
wicked world, 16 and comforts to him 
their apostle, who is now ready to be 
offered up to God, 19 He hopeth to 
send Timothy to them, whom he greatly 
commendeth, 25 as Epaphroditus also, 
whom he presently sendeth to them. 


1 ipo there be therefore any 
consolation. in Christ, if 
any comfort of love, if any 
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fellowship of the Spirit, if any 
bowels and mercies, 

2 Fulfil ye my joy, that ye 
be likeminded, having the 
same love, being of one accord, 
of one mind, 

8 Let nothing be done through 
strife or vainglory; but in low- 
liness of mind let eachy es- 
teem other better than them- 
selves. 

4 Look not every man on his 
own things, but every man 
also on the things of others. 

5 Let this mind be in you, 
which was also inChristJesus: 

6 Who, being in the form of 
God, thought it not robbery 
to be equal with God: 

7 But made himself of no 
reputation, and took upon 
him the form of aservant, and 
was made in the likeness of 
men: 

8 And being found in fashion 
as aman, he humbled him- 
self, and became obedient un- 
to death, even the death of 
the cross. 

9 Wherefore God also hath 
highly exalted him, and giv- 
en him @ name which is 
above every name: 

10 That at the name of Jesus 
every knee should bow, of 
things in heaven, and things 
in earth, and things under the 
earth ; 

li And that every tongue 
should, confess that Jesus 
Christ ts Lord, to the glory of 
God the Father. 

12 Wherefore, my beloved, 
as ye have always obeyed, not 
as in my presence only, but 
now much more in my ab- 
sence, work out your own 
. Salvation with fear and trem- 
. bling: 
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unity and love. 


13 For it is God which work- 
eth in you both to will and to 
do of his good pleasure. 

14 Do all things without mur- 
murings and disputings: : 
15 That ye may be blameless 
and harmless, the sons of God, 
without rebuke, in the midst 
of a crooked and perverse na- 
tion, among whom ye shineas 

lights in the world; 

16 Holding forth the word of 
life; that I may rejoice in the 
day of Christ, that I have not 
run in vain, neither laboured 
in vain. 

17 Yea, and if I be offered 
upon the sacrifice and service 
of your faith, I joy, and rejoice 
with you all. 

18 For the same’ cause also 
do ye joy, and rejoice with 
me. 

19 But I trust in the Lord Je- 
sus to send Timotheus shortly 
unto you, that I also may be 
of good comfort, when I know 
your state. 

20 For I have no man like- 
minded, who will naturally 
care for your state. 

21 For all seek their own, not 
the things which are Jesus 
Christ’s. 

22 But ye know the proof of 
him, that, as a son with the 
father, he hath served with 
me in the gospel. 

23 Him therefore I hope to 
send presently, so soon as I 
shall see how it will go with 
me, 

24 But I trust in the Lord 
that I also myself shall come 
shortly. 

25 Yet [supposed it necessary 
to send to you Epaphroditus, 
my brother; and companion 
in labour, and fellow soldier, 


Poul giveth up 


but your messenger, and he 
that ministered to my wants. 

26 For he longed after you all, 
and was fult of heaviness, be- 
cause that ye had heard that 
he had been sick. 

27 For indeed he was sick 
nigh unto death: but God had 
mercy on him; and not on 
him only, but on me also, lest 
I should have sorrow upon 
sorrow. 

28 I sent him therefore the 
more carefully, that, when ye 
see him again, ye may rejoice, 
and that I may be the less 
sorrowful. 

29 Receive him therefore in 
the Lord with all gladness; 
and hold such in reputation: 

30 Because for the work of 
Christ he was nigh unto death, 
not regarding his life, to sup- 
ply your lack of service to- 
ward me. 

CHAPTER ITI. 


1 He warneth them to beware of the false 
teachers of the circumcision, 4 shewing 
that himself hath greater cause than 
they to trust in the righteousness of the 
law : T which notwithstanding he count- 
eth as dung and loss, to gain Christ 
and his righteousness, 12 therein ac- 
knowledging his own imperfection. 15 
He exhortcth them to be thus minded, 
li and to tmitate him, 18 and to decline 
the ways of carnal Christians. 


4 INALLY, my brethren, 
rejoice in the Lord. To 
write the same things to you, 
to me indeed ts not grievous, 
but for you it is safe. 

2 Beware of dogs, beware of 
evil workers, beware of the 
concision. 

3 For we arethe circumcision, 
which worship God in the 
spirit, and rejoice in Christ 
Jesus, and have no confidence 
in the flesh. 

4 Though I might also have 


_ confidence in the flesh. Ifany 
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all for Christ, 
other man thinketh that he 
hath whereof he might trust 
in the flesh, I more: 

5 Circumcised the eighth day, 
of the stock of Israel, of the 
tribe of Benjamin, a Hebrew 
of the Hebrews; as touching 
the law, a Pharisee; 

6 Concerning zeal, persecu- 
ting the church; touching the 
righteousness which is in the 
law, blameless. 

7 But what things were gain 
to me, those I counted loss for 
Christ. 

8 Yea doubtless, and I count 
all things bwtloss for the ex- 
cellency of the knowledge of 
Christ Jesus my Lord: for 
whom I have suffered the loss 
of all things, and do count 
them but dung, that I may win 
Christ, 

9 And be found in him, not 
having mine own righteous- 
ness, which is of the faw, but 
that which is through the faith 
of Christ, the righteousness 
which is of God by faith: 

10 That I may know him, and 
the power of his resurrection, 
and the fellowship of his suf- 
ferings, being made conform- 
able unto his death; 

11 If by any means I might 
attain unto the resurrection 
of the dead. 

12 Not as though I had al- 
ready attained, either were 
already perfect: but I follow 
after, if that I may apprehend 
that for which also I am ap- 
prehended of Christ Jesus. 

13 Brethren, I count not my- 
self to have apprehended: but 
this one thing J do, forgetting 
those things which are behind, 
and reaching forth unto those 
things which are before, 
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14 I press. toward the mark 
for the prize of the high call- 
ing of God in Christ Jesus. 

15 Let us therefore, as many 
as be perfect, be thus minded: 
andifin any thing ye be other- 
wise minded, God shall reveal 
even this unto you. 

16 Nevertheless, whereto we 
have already attained, let us 
walk by the same rule, let us 
’ mind the same thing. 

17 Brethren, be followers to- 
gether of me, and mark them 
which walk so as ye have us 
for an ensample. 

18 (For many walk, of whom 
I have told you often, and 
now tell you even weeping, 
that they are the enemies of 
the cross of Christ: 

19 Whose end is destruction, 
whose God is their belly, and 
whose glory is in their shame, 
who mind earthly things.) 

20 For our conversation is in 
heaven; from whence also we 
look for the Saviour, the Lord 
Jesus Christ: 

21 W-ho shall change our vile 
body, that it may be fashioned 
like unto his glorious body, 
according to the working 
whereby he is able even to 
subdue all thingsunto himself. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 From particular admonitions 4 he pro- 
eceedeth to general exhortations, 10 
shewing how he rejoiced at thetr liber- 
ality towards him lying in prison, not 
80 much for the supply of his own 
wants, as for the grace of Godin them. 


19 And 80 he concludeth with prayer 
and salutations. 


i pean my brethren 
dearly beloved and longed 
for, my joy and crown, so 
stand fast in the Lord, my 
dearly beloved. 

2 I beseech Euodias, and be- 
seech Syntyche, that they be 
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to all goodness. 


of the same mind in the 
Lord. ; 

3 And I entreat thee also, 
true yokefellow, help those 
women which laboured with 
mein the gospel, with Clement 
also, and with other my fel- 
low labourers, whose names 
are in the book of life. 

4 Rejoice in the Lord always: 
and again I say, Rejoice. 

5 Let your moderation be 
known unto all men. The 
Lord is at hand. 

6 Be careful for nothing; but 
in every thing by prayer and 
supplication with thanksgiv- 
ing let your requests be made 
known unto God. 

7 And the peace of God, which 
passeth all understanding, 
shall keep your hearts and 
minds through Christ Jesus. 

8 Finally, brethren, whatso- 
ever things are true, what- 
soever. things are honest, 
whatsoever things are just, 
whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, 
whatsoever things are of good 
report; if there be any virtue, 
and if there be any praise, 
think on these things. 

9 Those things, which yehave 
both learned, and received, 
and heard, and seen in me, 
do: and the God of peace shall 
be with you. 

10 But I rejoiced in the Lord 
greatly, that now at the last 
your care of me hath flourish- 
ed again; wherein ye were 
also careful, but ye lacked 
opportunity. 

11 Not that I speak in respect 
of want: for I have learned, 
in whatsoever state I am, 
therewith to be content. 

12 I know both how to be 
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abased, and I know how to 
abound: every where and in 
all things I am instructed both 
to be full and to be hungry, 
both to abound and to suffer 
need. 

13 I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth 
me. 

14 Notwithstanding, ye have 
well done, that yedid commu- 
nicate with my affliction. 

15 Now ye Philippians know 
also, that in the beginning of 
the gospel, when I departed 
from Macedonia, no church 
communicated with me as 
concerning giving and receiy- 
ing, but ye only. 

16 For even in Thessalonica 
ye sent once and again unto 
my necessity. 

17 Not because I desire a gift: 
but I desire fruit that may 
abound to your account, 
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the Philippians, ° 

18 But I haveall, and abound: 
Tam full, having received of 
Epaphroditus thethings which 
were sent from you, an odour 
of a sweet smell, a sacrifice 
acceptable, well pleasing to 
God. 

19 But my God shall sup- 
ply all your need according 
to his riches in glory by Christ 
Jesus. 

20 Now unto God and our Fa- 
ther be glory for ever and ever. 
Amen, 

21 Salute every saint in Christ 
Jesus. The brethren which 
are with me greet you. 

22 All the saints salute you, 
chiefly they that are of Cesar’s 
household, 

23 The grace of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ be with you all. 
Amen.

CHAPTER I. 

1 After salutation he thanketh God for 
their faith, T confirmeth the doctrine 
of Epaphras, 9 prayeth further for 
their increase in grace, 14 describeth 
the true Christ, 21 encourageth them 
to receive Jesus Christ, and commend- 
eth his own ministry. 


AUL, an apostle of Jesus 
Christ by the will of God, 
and Timotheus ow brother, 

2 To the saints and faithful 
brethren in Christ which are 
at Colosse: Grace be unto you, 
and peace, from God our Fa- 
ther and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

3 We give thanks to God and 
the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, praying alwaysfor you, 

4Since we heard of your faith 
in Christ Jesus, and of the 


love which ye have to all the 
saints, 

5 For the hope which is laid 
up for you. in heayen, whereof 
ye heard before in the word of 
the truth of the gospel; 

6 Which is come unto you, as 
it is in all the world; and 
bringeth forth fruit, as it doth 
also in you, since the day ye 
heard of it, and knew the grace 
of God in truth: 

7 As ye also learned of Epa-_ 
phras our dear fellow servant, 
who is for you a faithful min- 
ister of Christ; 

8 Who also declared unto us 
your love in the Spirit. 

9 For this cause we also, since 
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The mediatorial 
the day we heard it, do not 
cease to pray for you, and to 
desire that ye might be filled 
with the knowledge of his 
will in all wisdom and spirit- 
ual understanding; 

10 That ye might walk wor- 
thy of the Lord unto all pleas- 
ing, being frujtful in every 
good work, and inereasing in 
the knowledge of God; 

Ii Strengthened with all 
might, according to his glori- 
ous power, unto all patience 
and longsuffering with joyful- 
ness: 

12 Giving thanks unto the Fa- 
ther, which hath made us meet 
to be partakers of the inherit- 
ance of the saints in light: 

13 Who hath delivered us 
from the power of darkness, 
and hath translated ws into 
the kingdom of his dear Son: 

14 In whom we have redemp- 
tion through his blood, even 
the forgiveness of sins: 

15 Who is the image of the 
invisible God, the firstborn of 
every creature: 

16 For by him were all things 
ereated, that are in heaven, 
and that are in earth, visible 
and invisible, whether they be 
thrones, or dominions, or prin- 
cipalities,or powers: all things 
were created by him, and for 
him: 

17 And heis before all things, 
and by him all things consist: 

18 And he is the head of the 
body, the church: who is the 
beginning, the firstborn from 
the dead; that in all things he 
might have the preeminence. 

19 For it pleased the Father 
that in him should all fulness 
dwell; 

20 ‘And, having made peace 
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through the blood of his cross, 
by him to reconcile all things 
unto himself; by him, J say, 
whether they be things in 
earth, or things in heaven. 

21 And you, that were some- 
time alienated and enemies in 
your mind by wicked works, 
yet now hath he reconciled 

22 In the body of his flesh 
through death, to present you 
holy and unblameable and 
unreproveable in his sight: 

23 If ye continue in the faith 
grounded and settled, and be 
not moved away from the 
hope of the gospel, which ye 
have heard, and which was 
preached to every creature 
which is under heaven; 
whereof I Paul am made a 
minister ; 

24 Who now rejoice in my 
sufferings for you, and fill up 
that which is behind of the 
afflictions of Christ in my 
flesh for his body’s sake, 
which is the church; 

25 Whereof I am made a 
minister, according to the dis- 
pensation of God which is giy- 
en to me for you, to fulfil the 
word of God; 

26 Hven the mystery which 
hath been hid from ages and © 
from generations, but now is 
made manifest to his saints: 

27 To whom God would 
make known what is the 
riches of the glory of this 
mystery among the Gentiles; 
which is Christ in you, the 
hope of glory: 

28 Whom we preach, warn- 
ing every man, and teaching 
every man in all wisdom; 
that we may present every 
man perfect in Christ Jesus: 

29 Whereunto I also labour,- 
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An exhortation 
strivingaccording tohis work- 
ing, which worketh in me 
mightily. 


CHAPTER II. 


1 He still exhorteth them to be constant'in 
Christ, 8 to beware of philosophy, and 
vain traditions, 18 worshipping of an- 
gels, 20 and legal ceremontes, which are 
endedin Christ. 


OR I would that. ye knew 
what great conflict I have 
for you, and for them at Laod- 
icea, and for as many as have 
not seen my face in the flesh; 
2 That their hearts might be 
comforted, being knit togeth- 
er in love, and unto all riches 
of the full assurance of under- 
standing, to the acknowledg- 
ment of the mystery of God, 
and of the Father, and of 

Christ; 

3 In whom are hid all the 
treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge. 

4 And this I say, lest any 
man should beguile you with 
enticing words. 

5 For though I be absent in 
the flesh, yet am-I with you 
in the spirit, joying and be- 
holding your order, and the 
steadfastness of your faith in 
Christ.

you through philosophy and 


vain deceit, after the tradition 
of men, after the rudiments 
of the world, and not after 
Christ. 

9 For in him dwelleth all the 
fulness of the Godhead bodily. 
10 And ye are complete in

14 Blotting out the hand- 
writing of ordinances that 
was against us, which was 
contrary to us, and took it 
out of the way, nailing it to 
his cross; 

15 And having spoiled prin- 
cipalities and powers, he 
made a shew of them openly, 
triumphing over them in it. 

16 Let no man_ therefore 
judge you in meat, or in 
drink, or in respect of a holy- 
day, or ofthe new moon, or 
of the sabbath days: 

17 Which are a shadow of 
things to come; but the body 
is of Christ. 

18 Let no man begnile you of 
your reward in a voluntary 
humility and worshipping of 
angels, intruding into those 
things which he hath notseen, 
vainly puffed up by his flesh- 
ly mind, 

19 And not holding the Head, 
from which all the body by 
joints and bands having nour- 
ishment ministered, and knit 
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together, increaseth with the 
increase of God. 

20 Wherefore if ye be dead 
with Christ from the rudi- 
ments of the world, why, as 
though living in the world, 
are ye subject to ordinances, 

21 (Touch not; taste not; 
handle not; 

22 Which all are to perish 
with the using;) after the 
commandments and doc- 
trines of men? 

23 Which things have indeed 
a shew of wisdom in will-wor- 
ship, and humility, and neg- 
lecting of the body; not in 
any honour to the satisfying 
of the flesh. 


CHAPTER ITI. 


1 He sheweth where we should seek Christ. 
5 He exhorteth to mortification, 10 to 
put off the old man, and to put on 

Christ, 12 exhorting to charity, hu- 
mility, and other several duties. 


F ye then be risen with

11 Where there is neither 
Greek nor Jew, circumcision 
nor uncircumceision, Barbari- 
an, Scythian, bond nor free: 
but Christ is all, and in all. 

12 Put on therefore, as the 
elect of God, holy and beloy- 
ed, bowels of mercies, kind- 
ness, humbleness of mind, 
meekness, longsuffering; 

13 Forbearing one another, 
and forgiving one another, if 
any man have a quarrel 
against any: even as Christ 
forgave you, so also do ye. 

14 And above all these things 
put on charity, which is the 
bond of perfectness. 

15 And let the peace of God 
rule in your hearts, to the 
which also ye are called in one 
body; and be ye thankful. 

16 Let the word of Christ 
dwell in you richly in all wis- 
dom; teaching and admonish- 
ing one another in psalms and 
hymns and spiritual songs, 
singing with grace in your 
hearts to the Lord.

21 Fathers, provoke not your 
children /o anger, lest they be 
discouraged. 

22 Servants, obey in all things 
your masters according to the 
fiesh; not with eyeservice, as 
menpleasers; but in single- 
ness of heart, fearing God: 

23 And whatsoever ye do, do 
it heartily, as to the Lord, and 
not unto men; 

24 Knowing that ‘of the Lord 
ye Shall receive the reward of 
the inheritance: for ye serve 
the Lord Christ. 

25 But he that doeth wrong 
shall receive for the wrong 
which he hath done: and 
there is no respect of persons.

pice. and Silvanus, and 

Timotheus, unto the 
church of the Thessalonians 
which is in God the Father, 
and in the Lord Jesus Christ: 
Grace de unto you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

2 We give thanks to God al- 
ways for youall, making men- 
tion of you in our prayers; 

3 Remembering without ceas- 
ing your work of faith, and 
labour of love, and patience 
of hope in our Lord Jesus 
Christ, in the sight of God and 
our Father; 

4 Knowing, brethren beloy- 
ed, your election of God. 

5 For our gospel came not 
unto you in word only, but 
also in power, and in the Holy 
Ghost, and in much assur- 
ance; as ye know what man- 
ner of men we were among 
you for your sake, 

6 And ye became followers of 
us, and of the Lord, having 
received the word in much 
alfliction, with joy ofthe Holy 


Ghost: : 
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| 7So that ye were ensamples 


to all that believe in Macedo- 
nia and Achaia.

11 As ye know how we ex-

13 For this cause also thank 
we God without ceasing, be- 
cause, when ye received the 


word of God which ye heard

CHAPTER III. 

1 Saint Paul testifieth his great love to 
the Thessalonians, partly by sending 
Timothy unto them to strengthen and 
comfort them: partly by rejoicing in 
their well doing: 10 and partly by 


praying for them, and desiring a safe 
coming unto them. 


HEREFORE when: we 
could no longer forbear, 
we thought it good to be left 
at Athens alone; ses 
2 And sent Timotheus, our

8 That no man should be 
moved by these afflictions: 
for yourselves know that we 
are appointed thereunto. 

4 For verily, when we were 
with you, we told you before 
that we should suffer tribula- 
tion; even as it came to pass, 
and ye know. 

5 For this cause, when I could 
no longer forbear, I sent to 
know your faith, lest by some 
means the tempter have 
tempted you, and our labour 
be in vain. 

6 But now when Timotheus 
came from you unto us, and 
brought us good tidings of 
your faith and charity, and 
that ye have good remem- 
brance of us always, desiring 
greatly to see us, aS we also 
to see you: 

7 Therefore, brethren, we 
were comforted over you in 
all our affliction and distress 
by your faith: 

8 For now we live, if ye stand 
fast in the Lord. 

9 For what thanks can we 
render to God again for you, 
for all the joy wherewith we 
joy for your sakes before our 
God; 

10 Night and day praying ex- 
ceedingly that we might see 
your face, and might perfect 
that which is lacking in your 
faith ? 

‘11 Now God himself and our 
Father, and our Lord Jesus 
Christ, direct our way unto 


you. 
12 And the Lord make you 
toincreaseand abound in love 
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one toward another, and to- 
ward all men, even as we do 
toward you: 

13 To the end he may stab- 
lish your hearts unblameable 
in holiness before God, even 
our Father, at the coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ with all 
his saints. 

CHAPTER IV. 


1 He exhorteth them to go on forward in 
all manner of godliness, 6 to live holily 
and justly, 9 to love one another, 11 
and quietly to follow their own bust- 
mess: 13 and last of all to sorrow 
moderately for the dead, 17 And unto 
this last exhortation ts annexed a brief 
description of the resurrection, and 
second coming of Christ tojudgment.

9 Not because we have not 
power, but to make ourselves 
an ensample unto you to fol- 
low us. 

10 For even when we were 
with you, this we commanded 
you, that if any would not 
work, neither should he eat. 

11 For we hear that there are 
some which walk among you 
disorderly, working not at all, 
but are busybodies. ~ 

12 Now’ them that are such 
we command and exhort by 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that 
with quietness they work, and 
eat their own bread. 

13 But ye, brethren, be not 
weary in well doing. 

14 And if any man obey not 
our word by this epistle, note 
that man, and have no com- 
pany with him, that he may 
be ashamed, 

15 Yet count Aim not as an 
enemy, but admonish him as 
a brother. 

16 Now the Lord of peace 
himself give you peace always 
by all means. The Lord be 
with you all. »

CHAPTER I. 


1 Timothy is put in mind of the charge 
whick was given unto him by Paul at 
his going to Macedonia. 5 Of the right 
use and end of the law. 11 Of Satnt 
Paul’s calling to be an apostle, 20 and 
of Hymeneus and Alexander, 


| oes an apostle of Jesus 
Christ by the command- 
ment of God our Saviour, and 

Lord Jesus Christ, which is 
our hope; 

2 Unto Timothy, my own son 
in the faith: Grace, mercy, 
and peace, from God our Fa- 
ther, and Jesus Christ our 
Lord. 

8 As I besought thee to abide 
still at Ephesus, when I went 
into Macedonia, that thou 
mightest * charge some that 


_ they teach no other doctrine, 


4 Neither give heed to fables 
and endless genealogies, which 
minister questions,ratherthan 


godly edifying which is in 


faith: so do. 
5 Now the end of the com- 


-mandment is charity out of a 


pure heart, and of a good con- 
science, and of faith unfeigned: 
6 From which some having 


swerved have turned aside 


unto vain jangling; 

7 Desiring to be teachers of 
the law; understanding nei- 
ther what they say,nor where- 
of they affirm. 

8 But we know that the law is 


_ good, ifa man use it lawfully; 


- 


9 Knowing this, that the law 


is not made for a righteous 
man, but for the lawless and 
disobedient, for the ungodly 
and for sinners, for unholy 
and profane, for murderers 
of fathers and murderers of 
mothers, for manslayers, 

10 For whoremongers, for 
them that defile themselves 
with mankind, for mensteal- 
ers, for liars, for perjured per- 
sons, and if there be any other 
thing that is contrary tosound 
doctrine; 

11 According to the glorious 
gospel of the blessed God, 
which was committed to my 
trust. 

12 And I thank Christ Jesus 
our Lord, who hath enabled 
me, for that he counted me 
faithful, putting me into the 
ministry ; 

13. Who was before a blas- 
phemer,and a persecutor, and 
injurious: but I obtained mer- 
cy, because I did it ignorantly 
in unbelief, 

14 And the grace of our Lord 
was exceeding abundant with 
faith and love which is in 
Christ Jesus. 

15, This is a faithful saying, 
and worthy of all acceptation, 
that Christ Jesus came into 
the world to save sinners; of 
whom I am chief. 

16 Howbeit for this cause IL. 
obtained mercy, that in me 
first Jesus Christ might shew 
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Prayers for 


forth all longsuffering, for a 

pattern to them which should 

hereafter believe on him to 
life everlasting. 

17 Now unto the King eternal, 
immortal, invisible, the only 
wise God, be honour and glory 
for ever and ever. Amen. 

18 This charge Icommit unto 
thee, son Timothy, according 
to the prophecies which went 
before on thee, that thou by 
them mightest war a good 
warfare; 

19 Holding faith, and a good 
conscience; which some hav- 
ing put away, concerning faith 
have made shipwreck: 

20 Of whomis Hymeneus and 
Alexander; whom I have de- 
livered unto Satan, that they 
may learn not to blaspheme, 

CHAPTER II. 

1 That it is meet to pray and give thanks 
for all men, and the reason why. 9 
How women should be attired. 12 They 
are not permitted to teach. 15 They 
shall be saved, notwithstanding the 


sestimontes of God’ 8 wrath, in child- 
birth, if they continue in faith. 


EXHORT therefore, that, 

first of all, supplications, 
prayers, intercessions, and 
giving of thanks, be made for 
all men; 

2 For kings, and for all that 
arein authority; that we may 
lead a quiet and peaceable life 
in all godliness and honesty. 

3 For this is good and accept- 
. able in the sight of God our 
Saviour; 

4 Who will have all men to 
be saved, and to come unto 
the knowledge of the truth. 

5 For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and 
men, the man Christ Jesus; 

6 Who gave himself a ransom 
for all, to be testified in due 


time. 
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all men. 

7 Whereunto I am ordained 
a preacher, and an apostle, (I 
speak the truth in Christ, and 
lie not,) a teacher of the Gen- 
tiles in faith and verity. 

8 I will therefore that men 
pray every where, lifting up 
holy hands, without wrath 
and doubting. 

9 In like manner also, that 
women adorn themselves in 
modest apparel, with shame- 
facedness and sobriety; not 
with braided hair, or gold, or 
pearls, or costly array; 

10 But (which becometh wo- 
men professing godliness) 
with good works. 

11 Let the woman learn in 
silence with all subjection. 

12 But I suffer not a woman 
to teach, nor to usurp authori- 
ty over the man, but to be in 
silence. 

13 For Adam was first form- 
ed, then Eve. 

14 And Adam was not de- 
ceived, but the woman being 
deceived was in the transgres- 
sion. 

15 Notwithstanding she shall 
be saved in childbearing, if 
they continue in faith and 
charity and holiness with so- 


briety. 
CHAPTER III. 


2 How bishops, and deacons, and their 
wivea should be qualified, 14 and to 
what end Saint Paul wrote to Timothy 
of these things. 15 Of the church, and 
the blessed truth therein taught and 
professed. 


HIS is a true saying, Ifa 

man desire the oftice of a 
bishop, he desireth a good 
work. 
2 A bishop then must be 
blameless, the husband of one 
wife, vigilant, sober, of good 
behaviour, given to mi 
ty, apt to teach;

‘Of bishops 
3 Not given to wine, no strik- 
er, not greedy of filthy lucre; 
but patient, not a brawler, not 
covetous; 

4 One that ruleth well his 
own house, having his chil- 
dren in subjection with all 
gravity; 

5 (For if a man know not 
how to rule his own house, 
how shall he take care of the 
church of God ?) 

6 Not a novice, lest being 
lifted up with pride he fallinto 
the condemnation of the devil. 
7 Moreover he must have a 
good report of them which 
are without; lest he fall into 
reproach and the snare of the 
devil. 

8 Likewise must the deacons 
be grave, not double-tongued, 
not given to much wine, not 
greedy of filthy lucre; 

9 Holding the mystery of the 


_ faith in a pure conscience. 


10 And let these also first be 
proved; then let them use the 


office of a deacon, being found 
blameless. 


11 Even so must their wives 
be grave, not slanderers,sober, 
faithful in all things. 


12 Let the deacons be the 


husbands of one wife, ruling 
their children and their own 


houses well. 


13 For they that have used 


the oftice of a deacon well 


purchase to themselves agood 
degree, and great boldness in 
the faith which is in Christ 
Jesus. 

14 These things write I unto 
thee, hoping to come unto 


k thee shortly: 


15 But if I tarry long, that 
thou mayest know how thou 
oughtest to behave thyself in

and deacons.

pillar and ground of the truth. 
16 And without controversy 
great is the mystery of godli- 
ness: God was manifest in the 
flesh, justified in the Spirit, 
seen of angels, preached unto 
the Gentiles, believed on in 
the world, received up into 
glory. 


CHAPTER IV. 


1 He foretelleth that in the latter times 
there shall be a departure from the 
faith, 6 And to the end that Timothy 
might not fail in doing his duty, he 
furnisheth him with divers precepts 
belonging therete. 


Now the Spirit speaketh 
expressly, that in the lat- 
ter times some shall depart 
from the faith, giving heed to 
seducing spirits, and doctrines 
of devils; 

2 Speaking lies in hypocrisy; 
having their conscience seared 
with a hot iron; 

8 Forbidding to marry, and 
commanding to abstain from 
meats, which God hath creat- 
ed to be received with thanks- 
giving of them which believe 
and know the truth. 

4 For every creature of God 
is good, and nothing to be re- 
fused, if it be received with 
thanksgiving: 

5 For it is sanctified by the” 
word of God and prayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in 
remembrance of these things, 
thou shalt be a good minister 
of Jesus Christ, nourished up 
in the words of faith and of 
good doctrine, whereunto thou 
hast attained. 

7 But refuse profane and old 
wives’ fables, and exercise 
thyself rather unto godliness. 

8 For bodily exercise profit- 
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Godtiness profitable. 


eth little: but godliness is 
profitable unto all things, hay- 
ing promise of the life that 
now is, and of that which is to 
come, 

9 This is a faithful saying, 
and worthy ofall acceptation. 

10 For therefore we both la- 
bour and suffer reproach, be- 
cause we trust in the living 
God, who is the Saviour of all 
men, specially of those that 
believe. 

Ii These things command 
and teach. 

12 Let no man despise thy 
youth; but be thou an exam- 
ple of the believers, in word, 
in conversation, in charity, in 
spirit, in faith, in purity. 

13 Till I come, give attend- 
ance to reading, to exhorta- 
tion, to doctrine. 

14 Neglect not the gift that is 
in thee, which was given thee 
by prophecy, with the laying 
on of the hands of the presby- 
tery. 

15 Meditateuponthesethings; 
give thyself wholly to them; 
that thy profiting may appear 
to all. H 

16 Take heed unto thyself, 
and unto the doetrine; con- 
tinue in them: for in doing 
this thou shalt both save thy- 
self,-and them that hear thee. 


CHAPTER V. 


1 Rules to be observed in veproving. 3 
Of widows. 17 Of elders. 23 A pre- 
cept for Timothy's health. 24 Some 
men’s sins go before unto judgment, 
and some men’s do follow after. 


Bese not an elder, but 
entreat him as a father;

4 But ifany widow have ehil- 

dren or nephews, let them 
learn first to shew piety at 
home, and to requite their 
parents: for that is good and 
acceptable before God. ; 

5 Now she that. is a widow in- 
deed, and desolate, trusteth 
in God, and continueth in sup- 
plications and prayers night 
and day. 

6 But she that liveth in pleas- 
ure is dead while she liveth. 

7 And these things give in 
charge, that they may be 
blameless. 

8 But if any provide not for 
his own, and specially for 
those of his own house, he 
hath denied the faith, and is 
worse than an infidel. 

9 Let not a widow be taken 
into the number under three- 
score years old, having been 
the wife of one man, 

10 Well reported of for good 
works; if she have brought 
up children, ifshe have lodged 
strangers, if she have washed 
the saints’ feet, ifshe have re- 
lieved the afflicted, if she have 
diligently followed every good 
work. 

11 But the younger widows 
refuse: for when they have 
begun to wax wanton against 
Christ, they will marry; 

12 Having damnation, be- 
cause they have east off their 
first faith, 

13 And withal they learn to 
be idle, wandering about from 
house to house; and not only 
idle, but tattlers also and busy- 
bodies, speaking things which 
they ought not.

15 For some are already turn- 
ed aside after Satan. 

16 Ifany man or woman that

that it may relieve them that 
are widows indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule 
well be counted worthy of 
double honour, especially they 
who labour in the word and 
doctrine. 

18 For the Seripture saith, 
Thou shalt not muzzle the ox 
that treadeth out the corn. 

_ And, The labourer is worthy 

of his reward. 

_ 19 Against an elder receive 

mot an accusation, but before 

_ two or three witnesses. 

_ 20 Them that sin rebuke be- 

fore all, that others also may 

- fear. 

21 I charge thee before God, 

: and the Lord Jesus Christ, and 

the elect angels, that thou ob- 
serve these things without 
preferring one before anoth- 
er, doing nothing by par- 

: tiality. 

_ 22 Lay hands suddenly on no 

man, neither be partaker of 
other men’s sins: Keep thy- 
self pure. 

23 Drink no longer water, 

but use a little wine for thy 

‘stomach’s sake and thine oft- 

en infirmities. 

24 Some men’s sins are open 

beforehand, going before to 

- judgment; and some men they 

_ follow after. 

2 Likewise also the good 

works of some are manifest 
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Duty of servants. 
beforehand; and they that are 
otherwise cannot be hid. 


CHAPTER VI. 


1 Of the duty of servants. 3 Not to have 
fellowship with newfangled teachers. 6 
Godliness is great gain, 10 and love of 
money the root of all evtl. 11 What 
Timothy t2 to flee, and what to follow, 
17 and whereof to admonish the rich. 
20 To keep the purity of true doctrine, 
and to avotd profane janglings. 


ET as many servants as 
are under the yoke count 
their own masters worthy of 
all honour, that the name of 
God and his doctrine be not 
blasphemed.

4 Heis proud, knowing noth- 
ing, but doting about ques- 
tions and strifes of words, 
whereof cometh envy, strife, 
railings, evil surmisings, 

5 Perverse disputings of 
men of corrupt minds, and 
destitute of the truth, suppos- 
ing that gain is godliness: 
from such withdraw thyself. 
6 But godliness with econtent- 
ment is great gain. 

7 For we brought nothing 
into this world, and it is cer- 
tain wecan carry nothing out. 
8 And having food and rai- 
ment, let us be therewith con- 
tent. 

9 But they that will be rich

fall into temptation and a 
snare, and into many foolish 
and hurtful lusts, which 
drown men in destruction and 
perdition. 

10 For the love of money is 
the root of all evil: which 
while some coveted alter, 
they. have erred from the 
faith, and pierced themselves 
through with many sorrows. 

11 But thou, O man of God, 
flee these things; and follow 
after righteousness, godliness, 
faith,love,patience,meekness. 

12 Fight the good fight of 
faith, lay hold on eternal life, 
whereunto thou art also call- 
ed, and hast professed a good 
profession before many wit- 
nesses. 

13 I give thee charge in the 
sight of God, who quickeneth 
all things, and before Christ 
Jesus, who before Pontius Pi- 
late witnessed a good confes- 
sion ; 

14 That thou keep this com- 
mandment without spot, un- 
rebukeable, until the appear- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ: 

15 Which in his times he 
shall shew, who is the blessed 
and only Potentate, the King 
of kings, and Lord of lords;

16 Who only hath immortal- 
ity, dwelling in the light 
which no man can approach 
unto; whom no man hath 
seen, nor can see: to whom be 
honour and power everlast- 
ing.

17 Charge them that are rich 
in this world, that they be not 
highminded, nor trust in un- 
certain riches, but in the liv- 
ing God, who giveth us richly 
all things to enjoy; 

18 That they do good, that 
they be rich in good works, 
ready to distribute, willing to 
communicate; 

19 Laying up in store for 
themselves a good foundation 
against the time to come, that 
they may lay hold on eternal 
life. 

20 O Timothy, keep that 
which is committed to thy 
trust, avoiding profane and 
vain babblings, and opposi- 
tions of science falsely so call- 
ed: 

21 Which some. professing 
have erred concerning the 
faith. Grace be with thee. 

Amen.

from my forefathers with pure 
conscience, that without ceas- 
ing I have remembrance of 
thee in my prayers night and 
day; 

4 Greatly desiring to see 
thee, being mindful of thy 
tears, that I may be filled with 
joy; 

56 When I call to remem- 
branee the unfeigned faith 
that is in thee, which dwelt 

first in thy grandmother Lois, 

and thy mother Eunice; and 
I am persuaded that in thee 
also. 

6 Wherefore I put thee in re- 

-membrance, that thou stir up 

the gift of God, which is in 

_ thee by the putting on of my 
_ hands. 

7 For God hath not given us 

_ thespirit of fear; but of pow- 
er, and of love, and of a. sound 
~ mind. A 

_ 8 Be not thou therefore a- 
shamed of the testimony of 

- our Lord, nor of me his pris- 
- oner: but be thou partaker of 
the afflictions of the gospel ac- 
_ cording to the power of God; 
9 Who hath saved us, and 
' called us with a holy calling, 
_ not according to our works, 
but according to his own pur- 
pose and grace, which was 
_ given us in Christ Jesus before 
4 the world began; 

- 10 But is now made manifest 
by the appearing of our Say- 
jour Jesus Christ, who hath 
abolished death, and hath 
brought life and immortality 
- to light through the gospel: 

- 11 Whereunto I am appoint- 
_ ed a preacher, and an apostle, 
_ and a teacher of the Gentiles. 
r. 12 For the which cause I also 
_ suffer these things: neverthe- 
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to Timothy. 


less Tam not ashamed; for I 
know whom I have believed, 
and am persuaded that he is 
able to keep that which I have 
committed unto him against 
that day. 

18 Hold fast the form ofsound 
words, which thou hast heard 
of me,in faith and love which 
is in Christ Jesus. 

14 That good thing which was 
committed unto thee keep by 
the Holy Ghost which dwell- 
eth in us, 

15 This thou knowest, that all 
they whieh are in Asia be 
turned away from me; of 
whom are Phygellus and Her- 
mogenes, 

16 The Lord give mercy unto 
the house of Onesiphorus; for 
he oft refreshed me, and was 
not ashamed of my chain: 

17 But, when he was in Rome, 
he sought me out very dili- 
gently, and found me. 

18 The Lord grant unto him 
that he may find mercy of the 
Lord in that day: and in how 
many things he ministered 
unto me at Ephesus, thou 
knowest very well. 

CHAPTER II. 


1 He ia exhorted again to constancy and 
perseverance, and to do the duty of a 
faithful servant of the Lord in dividing 
the word aright, and staying profune 
and vain babblings. 17 Of Hymeneus 
and Philetus. 19 The fowndution of 
the Lord is sure. 22 He isa taught 
whereof to beware, and what to follow 
after, and in what sort the servant of 
the Lord ought to behave himself. 

HOU therefore, my son, be 
strong in the grace that is 
in Christ Jesus. 

2 And the things that thou 
hast heard of me among many 
witnesses, the same commit 
thou to faithful men, who 
shall be able to teach other 


also. ; 
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3 Thou thereforeendure hard- 
ness, aS a good soldier of Jesus 
Christ. 

4 No man that warreth en- 
tangleth himself with the af- 
fairs of this life; that he may 
please him who hath chosen 
him to be a soldier. - 

5 And if a man also strive 
for masteries, yet is he not 
crowned, except he strive 
lawfully. 

6 The husbandman that la- 
boureth must be first partaker 
of the fruits. 

7 Consider what I say; and 
the Lord give thee under- 
standing in all things. 

8 Remember that Jesus Christ 
of the seed of David was raised 
from the dead, according to 
my gospel: 

9 Wherein I suffer trouble, as 
an evil doer, even unto bonds; 
but the word of God is not 
bound. 

10 Therefore I endure all 
things for the elect’s sake, 
that they may also obtain the 
salvation which is in Christ 
Jesus with eternal glory. 

11 Zt is a faithful saying: For. 
if we be dead with him, we 
Shall also live with him: 

12 If we suffer, we shall also 
reign with him: if we deny 
him, he also will deny us: 

13 If we believe not, yet he 
abideth faithful: he cannot 
deny himself. 

14 Of these things put them in 
remembrance, Charging them 
before the Lord that they 
strive not about words to no 
profit, but to the subverting 
of the hearers. 

15 Study to shew thyself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not to be asham- 
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to Timothy. 


ed, rightly dividing the word 
of truth. 

16 But shun profane and vain 
babblings: for they will in- 
crease unto more ungodliness. - 

17 And their word will eat as 
doth a canker: of whom is 
Hymeneus and Philetus; 

18 Who concerning the truth 
have erred, saying that the 
resurrection is past already;

19 Nevertheless the founda- 


| tion of God standeth sure, hav- 


ing this seal, The Lord know- 
eth them that are his. And, 
Let every one that nameth 
the name of Christ depart 
from iniquity. 

20 But in a great house there 
are not only vessels of gold 
and of silver, but also of wood 
and ofearth; and some to hon- 
our, and some to dishonour. 

21 Ifa man therefore purge 
himself from these, he shall 
be a vessel unto honour, sanc- 
tified, and meet for the mas- 
ter’s use, dnd prepared unto 
every good work. 

22 Flee also youthful lusts: 
but follow righteousness,faith, 
charity, peace, with them that 
call on the Lord out of a pure 
heart. 

23 But foolish and unlearned 
questions avoid, knowing that 
they do gender strifes. 

24 And the servant of the 
Lord must not strive; but be 
gentle unto all men, apt to 
teach, patient; 

25 In meekness instructing 
those that oppose themselves; 
if God peradventure will give 
them repentance to the ac- 
knowledging ofthe truth; _ 

26 And that they may recover 





themselves out of the snare of 
the devil, who are taken cap- 
tive by him at his will. 


CHAPTER III. 


1 He advertiseth him of the times to come, 
6 describeth the enemies of the truth, 10 
propoundeth unto him his own exam- 
ple, 16 and commendeth the holy Scrip- 
tures.

4 Traitors, heady, highmind- 
ed, lovers of pleasures more 
_ than lovers of God; 

_ 5 Having a form of godliness, 
_ but denying the power there- 
of: from such turn away. 

_ 6 For of this sort are they 
which creep into houses, and 
_ leadcaptivesilly women laden 
_ with sins, led away with divers 
lusts, 

7 Ever learning, and never 
able to come to the knowledge 
_of the truth. 

8 Now as Jannes and Jam- 
‘bres withstood Moses, so do 
these also resist the truth: 
men of corrupt minds, repro- 
bate concerning the faith. 

9 But they shall proceed no 
further: for their folly shall 
be manifest unto all men, as 
theirs also was. 

- 10 But thou hast fully known 
my doctrine, manner of life, 
J purpose, faith, longsuffering, 
' charity, patience,

: which came unto me at Anti- 
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‘ Bvil characters IL. TIMOTHY. in the last days. 


och, at Iconium, at Lystra; 
what persecutions I endured: 
but out of them all the Lord 
delivered me, 

12 Yea, and all that will live 
godly in Christ Jesus shall 
suffer persecution, 

13 But evil men and seducers 
shall wax worse and worse, 
deceiving, and being deceived. 

14 But continue thou in the 
things which thou hast learn- 
ed and hast been assured of, 
knowing of whom thou hast 
learned them ; 

15 And that from a child 
thou hast known the holy 
Scriptures, which are able to 
make thee wise unto salva- 
tion through faith which is 
in Christ Jesus. 

16 All Scripture is given by 
inspiration of God, and is prof 
itable for doctrine, tor re- 
proof, for correction, for in- 
struction in righteousness: 

17 That the man of God may 
be perfect, thoroughly fur- 
nished unto all good works. 


CHAPTER IV. 

1 He exhorteth him to do his duty with att 
care and diligence, 6 certifieth him of 
the nearness of his death, 9willeth him 
to come speedily unto him, and to bring 
Marcus with him, and certain oth- 
er things which he wrote for, 14 warneth 
him to beware of Alexander the smith, 
16 informeth him what had befallen 
him at his first answering, 19 and soon 
after he concludeth. 


CHARGE thee therefore be- 

fore God, and the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, who shall judge 
the quick and the dead at his 
appearing and his kingdom; 
2 Preach the word; be in- 
stant in season, out of Season; 
reprove, rebuke, exhort with 
alllongsuffering and doctrine, 
38 For the time will come 
when they will not endure 
sound doctrine; but after 
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their own lusts shall they 
heap to themselves teachers, 
having itching ears; 

4 And they shall turn away 
their ears from the truth, and 
shall be turned unto fables. 

5 But watch thou in all 
things, endure afflictions, do 
the work of an evangelist, 
make full proof of thy minis- 
try. 

6 For I am now ready to be 
offered, and the time of my 
departure is at hand. 

7 Lhave fought a good fight, 
T have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith: 

8 Henceforth there is laid up 
for me a crown of righteous- 
ness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me 
at that day: and not to me 
only, but unto all them also 
that love his appearing. 

9 Do thy diligence to come 
shortly unto me: 

10 For Demas hath forsaken 
me, having loved this present 
world, and is departed unto 
Thessalonica; Crescens to 
Galatia, Titus unto Dalmatia. 

11 Only Luke is with me. 
Take Mark, and bring him 
with thee: for he is profitable 
to me for the ministry. 

12 And Tychicus have I sent 
to Ephesus. 

138 The cloak that I left at 
Troas with Carpus, when thou 
comest, bring with thee, and 
the books, but especially the 
parchments. 

14 Alexander the copper- 
smith did me much evil; the 
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forsaken by men.

15 Of whom be thou ware al- 
so; for he hath greatly with- 
stood our words. 

16 At my first answer no 
man stood with me, but all 
men forsook me: J pray God 
that it may not be laid to 
their charge. 

17 Notwithstanding the Lord 
stood with me, and strength- 
ened me; that by me the 
preaching might be fully 
known, and that all the Gen-— 
tiles might hear: and I was 
delivered out of the mouth of 
the lion.

heavenly kingdom : to whom 
be glory for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

19 Salute Prisca and Aquila, 
and the household of Onesiph- 
orus. 

20 Erastus abode at Corinth: 
but Trophimus have I left at 
Miletum sick. 

21 Do thy diligence to come 
before winter. Eubulus greet- 
eth thee, and Pudens, and Li- 
nus, and Claudia, and all the 
brethren.

7 Fora bishop must be blame- 
less, as the steward of God;

9 Holding fast the faithful

12 One of themselves, even a 
prophet of their own, said, 
The Cretians are always liars, 
evil beasts, slow bellies. 

13 This witness is true. 
Whereforerebukethemsharp- 
ly, that they may be sound in 
the faith ; 

14 Not giving heed to Jewish 
fables, and commandments of 
men, that turn from the truth. 

15 Unto the pure all things 
are pure: but unto them that 
are defiled and unbelieving is 
nothing pure; but even their 
mind and conscience is defiled. 

16 They profess that they 
know God; but in works they 
deny him, being abominable, 
and disobedient, and unto 
every good work reprobate. 


CHAPTER II. 
1 Directions given unto Titus both for hia 
doctrine and life. 9 Of the duty of serv- 
ants, and in general of all Christians. 


Bet speak thou the things 
which become sound doc- 
trine: 

2 That the aged men be sober, 
grave, temperate, sound in 
faith, in charity, in patience. 

3 The aged women likewise, 
that they be in behaviour as 
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becometh holiness, not false 
accusers, not given to much 
wine, teachers of good things; 

4 That they may teach the 
young women to be sober, to 
love their husbands, to love 
their children, 

5 To be discreet, chaste, keep- 
ers at home, good, obedient to 
their own husbands, that the 
word of God be not blasphem- 
ed. 

6 Young men likewise exhort 
to beloberminded. 

7Jn all things shewing thy- 
self a pattern of good works: 
in doctrine shewing uncorrupt- 
ness, gravity, sincerity, 

8 Sound speech, that cannot 
be condemned; that he that is 
of the contrary part may be 
ashamed, having no evil thing 
to say of you. 

9 Exhort servants to be obedi- 
ent unto their own masters, 
and to please them well in all 
things; not answering again; 

10 Not purloining, but shew- 
ing all good fidelity; that they 
may adorn the doctrine of God 
our Saviour in all things. 

11 For the grace of God that 
bringeth salvation hath ap- 
peared to all men, 

12 Teaching us that, denying 
ungodliness and worldly lusts, 
we should live soberly, right- 
eously, and godly, in this pres- 
ent world; 

13 Looking for that blessed 
hope, and the glorious appear- 
ing of the great God and our 
Saviour Jesus Christ; 

14 Who gave himself for us, 
that he might redeem us from 
all iniquity, and purify unto 
himself'a peculiar people, zeal- 
ous of good works. 

15 These things speak, and 
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all Christians.

sometime foolish, disobedient, 


deceived, serving divers lusts 
and pleasures, living in malice 
and envy, hateful, and hating 
one another. 

4 But after that the kindness 
and love of God our Saviour

5 Not by works of righteous- 
ness which we have done, but:

antly through Jesus Christ 
our Saviour ;

8 This is a faithful saying, 
and these things I will that 
thou affirm constantly, that 
they which have believed in 
God might becareful to main- 
tain good works. These things 
are good and profitable unt¢ 
men.

_ 7 For we have great joy and 


consolation in thy love, be- 
cause the bowels of the saints 
are refreshed by thee, brother. 

8 Wherefore, though I might 
be much bold in Christ to en- 
join thee that which is con- 
venient,

16 Not now as a Servant, but 
above a servant, a brother be- 
loved, specially to me, but how 
much more unto thee, both in 
the flesh, and in the Lord?

CHAPTER I. 
1 Chriat tn these last times coming to ua 
from the Father, 4%s preferred above 
the angels, both in person and office. 


OD, who at sundry times 

and in divers manners 
spake in time past unto the 
fathers by the prophets, 

2 Hath in these last days 
spoken unto us by his Son, 
whom he hath appointed heir 
of all things, by whom also he 
made the worlds; 

3 Who being the brightness 
of his glory, and the express 
image of his person, and up- 
holding all things by the word 
of his power, when he had by 
himself purged our sins, sat 
down on the right hand of the 
Majesty on high; 

4 Being made so much better 
_ than the angels, as he hath by | 





inheritance obtained a more 
excellent name than they. 

5 For unto which of the an- 
gels said he at any time, Thou 
art my Son, this day have I 
begotten thee? And again, I 
will be to him a Father, and 
he shall be to me a Son? 

6 And again, when he bring- 
eth in the firstbegotten into 
the world, he saith, And let 
all the angels of God worship’ 
him. 

7 And of the angels he saith, 
Who maketh his angels spir- 
its, and his ministers a flame 
of fire. 

8 But unto the Son he saith, 
Thy throne, O Gad, is for ever 
and ever: a sceptre of right- 
eousness is the sceptre of thy 
kingdom.

9 Thou hast loved righteous- 
 ness,andhatediniquity ; there- 
fore God, even thy God, hath 
anointed thee with the oil of 
gladness above thy fellows. 
- 10 And, Thou, Lord, in the 
beginning hast laid the foun- 
dation of the earth; and the 
heavens are the works of 
thine hands, 

11 They shall perish, but thou 
remainest: and they all shall 
_ wax old as doth a garment; 

12 And as a vesture shalt 
thou fold them up, and they 
shall be changed: but thou 
art the same, and thy years 
shall not fail. 

13 But to which of the angels 
said he at any time, Sit on my 
right hand, until I make thine 
enemies thy footstool ? 

14 Are they not all minister- 
ing spirits, sent forth to min- 
ister for them who shall be 
heirs of salvation ? 

CHAPTER II. 
1 We ought to be obedient to Christ Jesus, 

5 and that because he vouchsafed to 


take our nature upon him, 14 as it was 
necessary. 


HEREFORE we ought to 
give the more earnest heed 
to the things which we have 
heard, lest at any time we 
should let them slip. 
2 For if the word spoken by 
_ angels was steadfast, and ey- 
ery transgression and disobe- 
dience received a just rec- 
' ompense of reward; 
8 How shall we escape, if 
we neglect so great salvation ; 
- which at the first began to be 
spoken by the Lord, and was 
confirmed unto us by them 
that heard him ; 
4God also bearing them wit- 
ness, both with signs and won- 
ders, and with divers miracles, 
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and gifts of the Holy Ghost, 
according to his own will? 

5 For unto the angels hath he 
not put in subjection the world 
to come, whereof we speak. 

6 But one in a certain place 
testified, saying, What is man, 
that thou art mindful of him ? 
or the son of man, that thou 
visitest him ? 

7 Thou madest him a little 
lower than the angels; thou 
crownedst him with glory and 
honour, and didst set him over 
the works of thy hands: 

8 Thou hast put all things in 
subjection under his feet. For 
in that he put all in subjection 
under him, he left nothing 
that is not put under him. 
But now we see not yet all 
things put under him. 

9 But we see Jesus, who was 
made a little lower than the 
angels for the suffering of 
death, crowned with glory 
and honour; that he by the 
grace of God should taste 
death for every man. 

10 For it became him, for 
whom are all things, and by 
whom are all things, in bring- 
ing many sons unto glory, to 
make the captain of their sal- 
vation perfect through suffer- 
ings. 

11 For both he that sanctifi- 
eth and they whoaresanctified 
are all of one: for which cause 
he is not ashamed to call them 
brethren, 

12 Saying, I will declare thy 
name unto my brethren, in 
the midst of the church will I 
sing praise unto thee. 

13 And again, I will put my 
trustin him. And again, Be- 
hold I and the children which 
God hath given me. 
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14 Forasmuch then as the 
children are partakers of flesh 
and blood, he also himself 
likewise took part ofthesame; 
that through death he might 
destroy him that had the pow- 
er of death, that is, the devil; 

15 And deliver them, who 
through fear of death were all 
their lifetime subject to bond- 
age. 

16 For verily he took not on 
him the nature of angels; but 
he took on him the seed of 
Abraham. 

17 Wherefore in all things it 
behooved him to be made like 
unto his brethren, that he 
might be a merciful and faith- 
ful high priest in things per- 
taining to God, to make recon- 
ciliation for the sins of the 
people. 

18 For in that he himself hath 
suffered being tempted, he is 
able to succour them that are 
tempted. 

CHAPTER III. 


1 Christ is more worthy than Moses, 7 
therefore tf we believe not in him, we 
shall be more worthy punishment than 
hardhearted Israel. 


HEREFORE, holy breth- 

ren, partakers of the 
heavenly calling, consider the 
Apostle and High Priest of 
our profession, Christ Jesus; 
2 Who was faithful to him 
that appointed him, as also 
Moses was faithful in all his 
house. 
3 For this man was counted 
worthy of more glory than 
Moses, inasmuch as he who 
hath builded the house hath 
more honour than the house. 
4 For every house is builded 
by some man; but he that 
built all things is God. 
5 And Moses verily was faith- 
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worthy than Moses.

11 So I sware in my wrath, 
They shall not enter into my 
rest. 

12 Take heed, brethren, lest 
there bein any of you an evil 
heart of unbelief, in departing 
from the living God. 

13 But exhort one another 
daily, while it is called 'To 
day; lest any of you be hard- 
ened through the deceitful- | 
ness of sin. 

14 For we are made partakers 
of Christ, if we hold the be- 
ginning of our confidence 
steadfast unto the end; 

15 While it is said, To day if 
ye will hear his voice, hard- 
en not your hearts, as in the 
provocation. ’ 

16 For some, when they had 
heard, did provoke: howbeit 
not all that came out of Egypt 
by Moses. 

17 But with whom was he 
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The power 
grieved forty years? was it 
not with them that had sin- 
ned, whose carcasses fell in 
the wilderness ? 

18 And to whom sware he 
that they should not enter 
into his rest, but to them that 
believed not? 

19 So we see that they could 
not enter in because of unbe-

14 By our high priest Jesus the Son of 
God, subject to infirmities, but not sin, 
16 we must and may go boldly to the 
throne of grace. 


ET us therefore fear, lest, a 
promise being left us of 


.entering into his rest, any of 


you should seem to come 
short of it. 

2 For unto us was the gos- 
pel preached, as well as unto 
them: but the word preached 
did not profit them, not being 
mixed with faith in them that 
heara it. 

3 For we which have believed 
do enter into rest, as he said, 
As Thave sworn in my wrath, 
if they shall enter into my 
rest: although the works were 
finished from the foundation 
of the world. ; 

4For he spake in a certain 
place of the seventh day on 


this wise, And God did rest 


the seventh day from all his 
works, 

5 And in this place again, 
If they shall enter into my 
rest. 

6 Seeing therefore it remain- 
eth that some must enter 


therein, and they to whom it 


was first preached entered not 
in because of unbelief: 

7 Again, he limiteth a certain 
day, saying in David, To day, 
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of God's word. 
after so long a time; as it is 
said, To day if ye will hear 
his voice, harden not your 
hearts, 

8 For if Jesus had given them 
rest, then would he not after- 
ward have spoken of another 
day. 

9 There remaineth therefore 
a rest to the people of God. 

10 For he that is entered into 
his rest, he also hath ceased 
from his own works, as God 
did from his. 

11 Let us labour therefore to 
enter into that rest, lest any 
man fall after the same ex- 
ample of unbelief. 

12 For the word of God is 
quick, and powerful, and 
sharper than any twoedged 
sword, piercing even to the 
dividing asunder of soul and 
spirit, and of the joints and 
marrow, and is a discerner of 
the thoughts and intents of 
the heart. 

13 Neither is there any crea- 
ture that is not manifest in 
his sight: but all things are 
naked and opened unto the 
eyes of him with whom we 
have to do. 

14 Seeing then that we have 
a great high priest, that is 
passed into the heavens, Je- 
sus the Son of God, let us hold 
fast ows profession. 

15 For we have not a high 
priest which cannot be touch- 
ed with the feeling of our in- 
firmities; but was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet 
without sin. 

16 Let us therefore come 
boldly unto the throne of 
grace, that we may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to help 
in time of need.

1 The authority and honour of our Sav- 
tour's priesthood. 11 Negligence in the 
knowledge thereof is reproved. 


Foe every high priest tak- 
én from among men is or- 
dained for men in things per- 
taining to God, that he may 
offer both gifts and sacrifices 
for sins: 

2 Who can have compassion 
on the ignorant, and on them 
that are out of the way; for 
that he himself also is com- 
passed with infirmity. 

8 And by reason hereof he 
ought, as for the people, so 
also for himself, to offer for 
sins. 

4 And no man taketh this 
honour unto himself, but he 
that is called of God, as was 
Aaron. 

5 So also Christ glorified not 
himself to be made a high 
priest; but he that said unto 
him, Thou art my Son, to day 
have I begotten thee. 

6 As he saith also in another 
place, Thou art a priest for 
ever after the order of Mel- 
chisedec. 

7 Who in the days of his 
flesh, when he had offered up 
prayers and supplications 
with strong crying and tears 
unto him that was able to 
save him from death, and 
was heard in that he feared; 

8 Though he were a Son, 
yet learned he obedience by 
the things which he suffered ; 
‘9 And being made perfect, 
he became the author of eter- 
nal salvation unto all them 
that obey him; 

10 Called of God a high priest 
after the order of Melchisedec. 

11] Of whom we have many 
things to say, and hard to be 
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Christ's priesthood, 


uttered, seeing ye are dull of 
hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye 
ought to be teachers, ye have 
need that oneteach you again 
which be the first principles 
of the oracles of God; and are 
become such as have need 
of milk, and not of strong 
meat. 

13 For every one that useth 
milk is unskilful in the word 
of righteousness: for he is a 
babe. 

14 But strong meat belongeth 
to them that are of full age, 
even those who by reason of 
use have their senses exercis- 
ed to discern both good and 
evil. 

CHAPTER VI. 


1 He exhorteth not to fallback from the 
faith, 11 but to be steadfast, 12 diligent, 
and pattent to wait upon God, 13 bes 
cause God is most sure in his promise. 


HEREFORE leaving the 

principles of the doctrine 
of Christ, let us go on unto 
perfection; not laying again 
the foundation of repentance 
from dead works, and of faith 
toward God, 

2 Of the doctrine of baptisms, 
and of laying on of hands, and 
of resurrection of the dead, 
and of eternal judgment. 

3 And this will we do, if God 
permit. 

4 For it is impossible for 
those who were once enlight- 
ened, and have tasted of the | 
heavenly gift, and were made 
partakers of the Holy Ghost, 

5 And have tasted the good 
word of God, and the powers — 
of the world to come, | 

6 If they shall fall away, to- 
renew them again unto re- 
pentance; seeing they crucify — 
to themselves the Son of God 





> 


God is sure 


afresh, and put him to an 
open shame. 

7 For the earth which drink- 
eth in the rain that cometh 
oft upon it, and bringeth forth 
herbs meet for them by whom 
it is dressed, receiveth bless- 
ing from God: 

8 But that which beareth 
thorns and briers is rejected, 
and is nigh unto cursing; 
whose end is to be burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are per- 
suaded better things of you, 
andthingsthataccompany sal- 
vation, though we thus speak. 

10 For God ts not unrighteous 
to forget your work and la- 
bour of love, which ye have 
shewed toward his name, in 
that ye have ministered to the 
saints, and do minister. 

11 And we desire that every 
one of you do shew the same 
diligence to the full assurance 
of hope unto the end: 

12 That ye be not slothful, 
but followers of them who 
through faith and patience 
inherit the promises, 

13 For when God made prom- 
ise to Abraham, because he 
could swear by no greater, he 
sware by himself, 

14 Saying, Surely blessing I 
will bless thee, and multiply- 
ing I will multiply thee. 

15 And so, after he had pa- 
tiently endured, he obtained 
the promise. 


‘16 For men verily swear by 


the greater: and an oath for 
eonfirmation is to them an 
end of all strife. 

17 Wherein God, willing more 
abundantly to shew unto the 
heirs of promise the immuta- 
bility of his counsel, confirm- 
ed it by an oath: 
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in his promise. 

18 That by two immutable 
things, in which it was impos- 
sible for God to lie, we might 
have a strong consolation, 
who have fled for refuge to 
lay hold upon the hope set 
before us: 

19 Which hope we have as an 
anchor of the soul, both sure 
and steadfast, and which en- 
tereth into that within the 
vail; 

20 Whither the forerunner is 
for us entered, even Jesus, 
made a high priest for ever 
after the order of Melchisedec. 


CHAPTER VII. 


1 Christ Jesus ts a priest after the order 
of Melchisedec, ll and 80, far more ex- 
cellent thanthe priests of Aaron’sorder. 


OR this Melchisedec, king 

of Salem, priest of the 
most high God, who met 
Abraham returning from the 
slaughter of the kings, and 
blessed him; 

2 To whom also Abraham 
gave a tenth part of all; first 
being by interpretation King 
of righteousness, and after 
that also King of Salem, 
which is, King of peace; 

3 Without father, without 
mother, without descent, hav- 
ing neither beginning of days, 
nor end of life; but made 
like unto the Son of God; 
abideth a priest continually. 

4 Now consider how great 
this man was, unto whom 
even the patriarch Abraham 
gave the tenth of the spoils, 

5 And verily they that are of 
the sons of Levi, who receive 
the office of the priesthood, 
have acommandment to take 
tithes of the people according 
to the law, that is, of their 
brethren, though they come 
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out of the loins of Abra- | 


ham: 

6 But he whose descent is not 
counted from them received 
tithes of Abraham, and bless- 
ed him that had the promises. 

7 And without all contradic- 
tion the less is blessed of the 
better. 

8 And here men that die re- 
ceive tithes; but there he re- 
ceiveth them, of whom it is wit- 
nessed that he liveth. 

9 And as I may so say, Levi 
also, who receiveth tithes, 
paid tithes in Abraham. 

10 For he was yet in the loins 
of his father, when Melchise- 
dec met him. 

11 If therefore perfection 
were by the Levitical priest- 
hood, (for under it the people 
received the law,) what fur- 
ther need was there that an- 
other priest should rise after 
the order of Melchisedec, and 
not be called after the order 
of Aaron? 

12 For the priesthood being 
changed, there is made of 
necessity a change also of 
the law. 

13 For he of whom these 
things are spoken pertaineth 
to another tribe, of which no 
man gave attendance at the 
altar. 

14 For it is evident that our 
Lord sprang out of Juda; of 
which tribe Moses spake noth- 
ing concerning priesthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evi- 
dent: for that after the simil- 
itude of Melchisedec there a- 
riseth another priest, 

16 Who is made, not after the 
law of a carnal command- 
ment, but after the power of 
an endless life. 
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of a higher order 

17 For he testifieth, Thou art 
a priest for ever atter the 
order of Melchisedec. 

18 For there is verily a disan- 
nulling of the commandment 
going before for the weakness 
and unprofitableness thereof. 

19 For the law made nothing 
perfect, but the bringing in of 
a better hope did; by the 
which we draw nigh unto 
God. 

20 And inasmuch as not 
without an oath he was made 
priest: 

21 (For those priests were 
made without an oath; but 
this with an oath by him that 
said unto him, The Lordsware 
and will not repent, Thou art 
a priest for ever after the or- 
der of Melchisedec:) 

22 By so much was Jesus 
made a surety of a better test- 
ament. 

23 And they truly were many 
priests, because they were not 
suffered to continue by reason 
of death: 

24 But this man, because he 
continueth ever, hath an un- 
changeable priesthood. 

25 Wherefore he is able also 
to save them to the uttermost 
that come unto God by him, 
seeing he ever liveth to make 
intercession for them. 

26 For such a high priest be- 
came us, who is holy, harm- 
less, undefiled, separate from 
sinners, and made higher than‘ 
the heavens; 

27 Who needeth not daily, as 
those high priests, to offer up 
sacrifice, first for his own sins, 
and then for the people’s: for 
this he did once, when he of- 
fered up himself, 

28 For the law maketh men 





‘than that of Aaron. 


high priests which have in- 
firmity; but the word of the 
oath, which was since the law, 
maketh the Son, who is conse- 
crated for evermore. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


1 By the eternal priesthood of Christ the 
Levitical priesthood of Aaron is abol- 
ished. 7 And the temporal covenant 
with the fathers, by the eternal cove- 
nant of the gospel. 


‘TOW of the things which 
we havespoken this is the 
sum: We have such a high 
priest, who is set on the right 
hand of the throne of the Maj- 
esty in the heavens; 

2 A minister of the sanctu- 
ary, and of the true taber- 
nacle, which the Lord pitch- 
ed, and not man, 

3 For every high priest is or- 
dained to offer gifts and sacri- 
fices: wherefore it is of neces- 
sity that this man have some- 
what also to offer. 

4 Kor if he were on earth, he 
should not be a priest, seeing 
that there are priests that of- 
fer gifts according to the law: 

5 Who Serve unto the exam- 
ple and shadow of heavenly 
things, aS Moses was admon- 
ished of God when he was 
about to make the tabernacle: 
tor, See, saith he, that thou 
make all things according to 
the pattern shewed to thee in 
the mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a 
more excellent ministry, by 
how much also he is the me- 
diator of a better covenant, 
which was established upon 
better promises, 

7 For if that first covenant 
had been faultless, then should 
no place have been sought for 
the second. 

_8For finding fault with them, 
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The gospel covenan. 


he saith, Behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, when I 
will make a new covenant 
with the house of Israel and 
with the house of Judah: 

9 Not according to the cove- 
nant that I made with their 
fathers, in the day when I 
took them by the hand to 
lead them out of the land of 
Egypt; because they continu- 
ed not in my covenant, and I 
regarded them not, saith the 
Lord. 

10 For this is the covenant 
that I will make with the 
house of Israel after those 
days, saith the Lord; I will 
put my laws into their mind, 
and write them in their 
hearts: and I will be to them 
a God, and they shall be to 
me a people: 

11 And they shall not teach 
every man his neighbour, and 
every man his brother, say- 
ing, Know the Lord: tor all 
shall know me, from the least 
to the greatest. 

12 For I will be merciful to 
their unrighteousness, and 
their sins and their iniquities 
will I remember no more, 

13 In that he saith, A new 
covenant, he hath made the 
first old. Now that which 
decayeth and waxeth cld is 
ready to vanish away. 


CHAPTER IX. 


1 The description of the rites and bloody 
sacrifices of the law, 11 far tnfertor to 
the dignity and perfection of the blood 
and sacrifice of Christ. 

is Masco verily the first cove- 

nant had also ordinances 

of divine service, and a 

worldly sanctuary. 

2 For there was a tabernacle 
made; the first, wherein was 
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the candlestick, and the table, ; perfect tabernacle, not made 


and the shewbread; which is 
called the sanctuary. 

3 And after the second vail, 
the tabernacle which is called 
the holiest of all; 

4 Which had the golden cens- 
er, and the ark of the cove- 
nant overlaid round about 
with gold, wherein was the 
golden pot that had manna, 
and Aaron’s rod that budded, 
and the tables of the cove- 
nant; 

5 And over it the cherubim 
of glory shadowing the mercy 
seat; of which we cannot now 
speak particularly. 

6 Now when these things 
were thus ordained, the 
priests went always into the 
first tabernacle, accomplish- 
ing the service of God. 

7 But into the second went 
the high priest alone once 
every year, not without blood, 
which he offered for himself, 
and for the errors of the peo- 
ple: 

8 The Holy Ghos¢ this signi- 
fying, that the way into the 
holiest of all was not yet made 
manifest, while as the first 
tabernacle was yet standing: 

9 Which was a figure for the 
time then present, in which 
were offered both gifts and 
sacrifices, that could not make 
him that did the service per- 
fect, as pertaining to the con- 
science; 

10 Which stood only in meats 
and drinks, and divers wash- 
ings, and carnal ordinances, 
imposed on them until the time 
of reformation. 

11 But Christ being come a 
high priest of good things to 
come, by a greater and more

with hands, that is to say, not 
of this building; 

12 Neither by the blood of 
goats and calves, but by his 
own blood he entered in once 
into the holy place, haying 
obtained eternal redemption 
Jor us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls 
and of goats, and the ashes of 
a heifer sprinkling the un- 
clean, sanctifieth to the puri- 
fying of the flesh; 

14 How much more shall the 
blood of Christ, who through 
the eternal Spirit offered him- 
self without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead 
works to serve the living 
God? 

15 And for this cause he is 
the mediator of the new testa- 
ment, that by means of death, 
for the redemption of the 
transgressions that were under 
the first testament, they which 
are called might receive the 
promise of eternal inherit- 
ance, 

16 For where a testament is, 
there must also of necessity 
be the death of the testator, 

17 For a testament is of force 
after men are dead: otherwise 
it is of nostrength at all while 
the testator liveth. 

18,.Whereupon neither the 
first testament was dedicated 
without blood. 

19 For when Moses had spok- 
en every precept to all the 
people according to the law, 
he took the blood of calves 
and of goats, with water, and 
scarlet wool, and hyssop, and 
sprinkled both the book and 
all the people, 

20 Saying, This is the blood 


The sufficiency 
of the testament which God 
hath enjoined unto you. 

21 Moreover he sprinkled 
likewise with blood both the 
tabernacle, and all the vessels 
of the ministry. 

22 And almost all things are 
by the law purged with blood; 
and without shedding of blood 
is no remission. 

23 Jt was therefore necessary 
that the patterns of things in 
the heavens should be purified 
with these; but the heavenly 
things themselves with better 
sacrifices than these, 

24 For Christ is not entered 
into the holy places made with 
hands, which are the figures 
of the true; but into heaven 
itself, now to appear in the 
presence of God for us: 

25 Nor yet that he should of- 
fer himself often, as the high 
priest entereth into the holy 
place every year with blood 
of others; 

26 For then must he often 
have suffered since the foun- 
dation of the world: but now 
once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared to put away 
sin by the sacrifice of himself. 

27 And as itis appointed unto 
men once to die, but after this 
the judgment: 

28 So Christ was once offered 
to bear the sins of many; and 
unto them that look for him 
shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvya- 
tion. 


CHAPTER X. 

1 The weakness of the law sacrifices. 10 
The sacrifice of Christ’s body once of- 
fered, 14 for ever hath taken away sine. 
19 An exhortation to hold fast the faith, 
with patience and thanksgiving. 

OR thelaw havingashadow 


of good things to come, 
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of Christ’s sacrifice. 
and not the very image of the 
things, can never with those 
sacrifices, which they offered 
year by year continually, 
make the comers thereunto 
perfect. 

2 For then would they not 
have ceased to be offered? be- 
cause that the worshippers 
once purged should have had, 
no more conscience ofsins. ' 

3 But in those sacrifices there 
is aremembrance again made 
of sins every year. 

4 For it is not possible that 
the blood of bulls and of goats 
should take away sins. 

5 Wherefore, when he cometh 
into the world, he saith, Sacri- 
fice and offering thou wouldest 
not, but a body hast thou pre- 
pared me: 

6 In burnt offerings and sacri- 
jices for sin thou hast had no 
pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in 
the volume of the book it is 
written of me) to do thy will, 
O God. 

8 Above when he said, Sacri- 
fice and offering and burnt 
offerings and offering for sin 
thou wouldest not, neither 
hadst pleasure therein ; which 
are offered by the law; 

9 Then said he, Lo, T come to 
dothy will,O God. Hetaketh 
away the first, that he may 
establish the second. 

10 By the which will we are 
sanctified through the offering 
of the body of Jesus Christ 
once for ail. 

11 And every priest standeth 
daily ministering and offering 
oftentimes the same sacrifices, 
which can never take away 
sins: 

12 But this man, after he had 
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offered one savcrifi¢e for sins 
for ever, sat down on the right 
hand of God; 

13 From henceforth expect- 
ing till his enemies be made 
his footstool. 

14 For by one offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that 
are sanctified. 4 
15 Whereof the Holy Ghost 
also is a witness to us: for 
after that he had said before, 

16 This is the covenant that I 
will make with them after 
those days, saith the Lord; I 
will put my laws into their 
hearts, and in their minds 
will I write them; 

17 And their sins and iniqui- 
ties will I remember no more. 
18 Now where remission of 
these is, there is no more offer- 
ing for sin. 

19 Having therefore, breth- 
ren, boldness to enter into the 
holiest by the blood of Jesus, 
20 By a new and living way, 
which he hath consecrated 
for us, through the vail, that 
is to say, his flesh; 

21 And having a high priest 
over the house of God; 

22 Let us draw near with a 
true heart in full assurance 
of faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil con- 
science, and our bodies wash- 
ed with pure water. 

23 Let us hold fast the pro- 
fession of our faith without 
wavering; for he is faithful 
that promised; 

24 And let us consider one 
another to provoke unto love 
and to good works: 

25 Not forsaking the assem- 
bling of ourselves together, as 
the manner of some is; but 
exhorting one another: and.so 
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much the more, as ye see the 
day approaching. 

26 For if we sin wilfully after 
that we have received the 
knowledge of the truth, there 
remaineth no more sacrifice 
for sins, 

27 But a certain fearful look- 
ing for of judgment and fiery 
indignation, which shall de- 
vour the adversaries. 

28 He that despised Moses’ 
law died without mercy under 
two or three witnesses: 

29 Of how much sorer punish- 
ment, suppose ye, shall he be 
thought worthy, who hath 
trodden under foot the Son of 
God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, where- 
with he was sanctified, an un- 
holy thing, and hath done de- 
spite unto the Spirit of grace? 

30 For we know him that hath 
said, Vengeance belongeih un- 
to me, I will reeompense, saith 
the Lord. And again, The 
Lord shall judge his people. 

31 Tis a fearful thing to fall 
into the hands of the living 
God. 

32 But call to remembrance 
the former days, in which, 
after ye were illuminated, ye 
endured a great fight of afflic- 
tions: 

33 Partly,whilst yeweremade 
a gazingstock both by re- 
proaches and afflictions; and 
partly, whilst ye became com- 
panions of them that were so 
used. 

34 For ye had compassion of 
me in my bonds, and took 
joyfully the spoiling of your 
goods, knowing in yourselves 
that ye have in Heaven a bet- 
ter and an enduring substance, 

35 Cast not away therefore 


The fruits 
your confidence, which hath 
great recompense of reward. 

36 For ye have need of pa- 
tience, that, after ye have 
done the will of God, ye might 
receive the promise. 

87 For yet a little while, and 
he that shall come will 
come, and will not tarry. 

38 Now the just shall live by 
faith: but if any man draw 
baek, my soul shall have no 
pleasure in him. 

39 But we are not of them 
who draw back unto perdi- 
tion; but of them that believe 
to the saving of the soul. 


CHAPTER XI. 


1 What faith is. 6 Without faith we can- 
not please God, 7 The worthy frutte 
thereof in the fathers of old time. 


OW faith is the substance 
of things hoped for, the 
evidence of things not seen. 

2 For by it the elders obtain- 
ed a good report. 

3 Through faith we under- 
stand that the worlds were 
framed by the word of God, so 
that things which are seen 
were not made ofthings which 
do appear, 

4 By faith Abel offered unto 
God a more excellent sacrifice 
than Cain, by which he ob- 
tained witness that he was 
righteous, God testifying of 
his gifts: and by it he being 
dead yet speaketh. 

5 By faith Enoch was trans- 
lated that he should not see 
death; and was not found, be- 
cause God had translated him: 
for before his translation he 
had this testimony, that he 
pleased God. 

6 But without faith it is im- 
possible to please him: for 
he that cometh to God must 
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of faith. 


believe that he is, and that he 
is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him. 

7 By faith Noah, being warn- 
ed of God of things not seen 
as yet, moved with fear, pre- 
pared an ark to the saving of 
his house; by the which he 
condemned the world, and be- 
came heir of the righteousness 
which is by faith. 

8 By faith Abraham, when 
he was called to go out into a 
place which he should after 
receive for an inheritance, 
obeyed; and he went out, not 
knowing whither he went. 

9 By faith he sojourned in 
the land of promise, as in a 
strange country, dwelling in 
tabernacles with Isaac and 
Jacob, the heirs with him of 
the same promise: 

10 For he looked for a city 
which hath foundations,whose 
builder and maker is God. 

11 Through faith also Sarah 
herself received strength to 
conceiveseed, and was deliver- 
ed ofachild when she was past 
age, because she judged him 
faithful who had promised. 

12 Therefore sprang there 
even of one, and him as good 
as dead, somany as the stars of 
the sky in multitude, and as 
the sand which is by the sea 
shore innumerable. 

13 These all died in faith, not 
having received the promises, 
but having seen them afar off, 
and were persuaded of them, 
and embraced them, and con- 
fessedthat they werestrangers 
and pilgrims on the earth. 

14 For they that say such 
things declare plainly that 
they seek a country. 

15 And truly, if they had 
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been mindful of that country 
trom whence they came out, 
they might have had oppor- 
tunity to have returned. 

16 But now they desire a bet- 
ter country, that is, a heay- 
enly: wherefore God is not 
ashamed to be called their 
God: for he hath prepared 
for them a city. 

17 By faith Abraham, when 
he was tried, offered up Isaac: 
and hethat had received the 
promises offered up his only 
begotten son, 

18 Of whom it was said, That 
in Isaacshallthy seed becalled: 

19 Accounting that God was 
able toraise himup, even from 
the dead; from whence also 
he received him in a figure. 
20 By faith Isaac biessed Ja- 
cob and Esau concerning 
things to come. 

21 By faith Jacob, when he 
was a dying, blessed both the 
sons of Joseph; and worship- 
ped, leaning upon the top of 
his staff. . 

22 By faith Joseph, when he 
died, made mention of the de- 
parting of the children of Is- 
rael; and gave commandment 
concerning his bones. 

23 By faith Moses, when 
he was born, was hid three 
months of his parents, be- 
cause they saw he was a prop- 
er child; and they were not 
afraid of the king’s command- 
ment. 

24 By faith Moses, when he 
was come to years, refused to 
be called the son of Pharaoh’s 
daughter; 

25 Choosing rather to suffer 
affliction with the people of 
God, than to enjoy the pleas- 
ures of sin for a season; 
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26 Esteeming the reproach 
of Christ greater riches than 
the treasures in Egypt: for he 
had respect unto the recom- 
pense of the reward. 

27 By faith he forsook Egypt, 
not fearing the wrath of the 
king: for he endured, as see- 
ing him who is invisible. 

28 Through faith he kept the 
passover, and the sprinkling 
of blood, lest he that destroy- 
ed the firstborn should touch 
them. 

29 By faith they passed 
through the Red sea as by dry 
land; which the Egyptians 
assaying to do were drown- 
ed. 

30. By faith the walls of Jeri- 
cho tell down, after they were 
compassed about seven days, 

31 By faith the harlot Rahab 
perished. not with them that 
believed not, when she had 
received the spies with peace, 

32 And what shall I more 
say? for the time would fail 
me to tell of Gideon, and of 
Barak, and of Samson, and of 
Jephthah; of David also, and 
Samuel, and of the prophets: 

33 Who through faithsubdued 
kingdoms, wrought righteous- 
ness, obtained promises, stop- 
ped the mouths of lions, 

34 Quenched the violence of 
fire, escaped the edge of the 
sword, out of weakness were 
made strong, waxed valiant 


‘in fight, turned to flight the 


armies of the aliens. 

35 Women received their 
dead raised to life again: and 
others were tortured, not ac- 
cepting deliverance; that they 
might obtain a better resur- 
rection: 

36 And others had trial of 


Exhortation to 
cruel mockings and scourg- 
ings, yea, moreover of bonds 
and imprisonment: 

37 They were stoned, they 
were sawn asunder, were 
tempted, were slain with the 
sword: they wandered about 
in sheepskins and goatskins ; 
being destitute, afflicted, tor- 
mented; 

38 Of whom the world was 
not worthy: they wandered 
in deserts, and in mountains, 
and in dens and caves of the 
earth. 

39 And these all, having ob- 
tained a good report through 
faith, received not the prom- 
ise: ; 

40 God having provided some 
better thing for us, that they 
without usshould not be made 
perfect. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 An exhortation to constant faith, pa- 
tience, and godlineas. 22 A commend- 
aren of the new testament above the 

HEREFOREH, seeing we 

also are compassed a- 
bout with so great a cloud of 
witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight, and the sin 
which doth so easily beset us, 
and let us run with patience 
the race that is set before us, 

2 Looking unto Jesus the au- 
thor and finisher of our faith; 
who for the joy that was set 
before him endured the cross, 
despising the shame, and is 
set down at the right hand of 
the throne of God. 

3 For consider him that en- 
dured such contradiction of 
sinners against himself, lest 
ye be wearied and faint in 
your minds. 

4 Ye have not yet resisted un- 
to blood, striving against sin. 
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5 And ye have forgotten the 
exhortation which speaketh 
unto you as unto children, 
My son, despise not thou the 
chastening of the Lord, nor 
faint when thou art rebuked 
of him: 

6 For whom the Lord loveth 
he chasteneth, and scourgeth 
every son whom he receiveth. 

7 If ye endure chastening, 
God dealeth with you as with 
sons; for what sonis he whom 
the father chasteneth not? 

8 But if ye be without chas- 
tisement, whereof all are par- 
takers, then are ye bastards, 
and not sons. 

9 Furthermore, we have had 
fathers of our flesh which cor- 
rected ws, and we gave them 
reverence: shall we not much 
rather be in subjection unto 
the Father of spirits, and live? 

10 For they verily for a few 
days chastened ws after their 
own pleasure; but he for our 
profit, that we might be par- 
takers of his holiness. 

11 Now no chastening for the 
present seemeth to be joyous, 
but grievous: nevertheless, 
afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteous- 
ness unto them which are ex- 
ercised thereby. 

12 Wherefore lift up the 
hands which hang down, and 
the feeble knees; 

13 And make straight paths 
for your feet, lest that which 
is lame be turned out of the 
way; butlet it rather be heal- 
ed. 

14 Follow peace with all men, 
and holiness, without which 
no man shall see the Lord: 

15 Looking diligently lest 
any man fail of the grace of 
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God; lest any root of bitter- 
ness springing up troubie you, 
and thereby many be defiled; 

16 Lest there be any fornica- 
tor, or profane person, as 
Esau, who for one’ morsel of 
meat sold his birthright. 

17 For ye know how that aft- 
erward, when he would have 
inherited the blessing, he was 
rejected: for he found no 
place of repentance, though 
he sought it carefully with 
tears. 

18 For ye are not come unto 
the mount that might be 
touched, and that burned with 
fire, nor unto blackness, and 
darkness, and tempest, 

19 And the sound of a trump- 
et, and the voice of words; 
which voice they that heard 
entreatedthatthe word should 
not be spoken to them any 
more: 

20 (For they could not endure 
that which was commanded, 
And if so much as a beast 
touch the mountain, it shall 
be stoned, or thrust through 
with a dart: 

21 And so terrible was the 
sight, that Moses said,I ex- 
ceedingly fear and quake:) 

22 But ye are come: unto 
mount Sion, and unto the 
city of the living: God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem,and to an 
innumerable company of an- 
gels, 

23 To the general assembly 
and church of the firstborn, 
which are written in heaven, 
and to God the Judge of all, 
and to the spirits of just men 
made perfect, 

24 And to Jesus the media- 
tor of the new covenant, and 
to the blood of sprinkling, 
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of the gospel. 

that speaketh better things 
than that of Abel. 

25 See that ye refuse not him 
that speaketh: for if they es- 
caped not who refused him 
that spake on earth, much 
more shall not we escape, if we 
turn away from him that. 
speaketh from heaven ? 

26 Whose voice then shook 
the earth: but now he hath 
promised, saying, Yet once 
more I shake not the earth 
only, but also heaven. 

27 And this word, Yet once 
more, signifieth the remov- 
ing of those things that are 
shaken, as of things that are 
made, that those things which 
cannot be shaken may re- 
main, 

28 Wherefore we receiving a 
kingdom which cannot be 
moved, let us have grace, 
whereby we may serve God 
acceptably with reverence 
and godly fear: 

29 For our God is a consum- 
ing fire,

1 We are to rejoice under the cross, 5 to 
ask patience of God, 13 and tn our 
triale not to impute our weakness, or 
gins, unto him, 19 but rather to heark- 
en to the word, to meditate in tt, and to 
do thereafter. 26 Otherwise men may 
seem, but never be truly religious. 


AMES, a servant of God 

and of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, to the twelve tribes 
which are scattered abroad, 
greeting. 

2 My brethren, count it all 
joy when ye fall into divers 
temptations; 

3 Knowing this, that the try- 
ing of your faith worketh 
patience. 

4 But let patience have her 
perfect work, that ye may 
be perfect and entire, want- 
ing nothing. 

5 Ifany of you lack wisdom, 
let him ask of God, that giv- 
eth to all men liberally, and 
upbraideth not; and it shall 
be given him. 

6 But let him ask in faith, 
nothing wavering: for he that 
wavereth is like a wave of the 
sea driven with the wind and 
tossed. wt 

‘7 For let not that man think 
that heshall receive any thing 
of the Lord. 

8 A doubleminded man is un- 
stable in all his ways, 

9 Let the brother of low de- 
gree rejoice in that he is ex- 
alted: 

10 But the rich, in that he is 
made low: because as the 
flower of the grass he shall 
pass away. 

il For the sun is*no sooner 
risen with a burning heat, but 
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it withereth the grass, and the 
flower thereof falleth, and the 
grace of the fashion of it per- 
isheth: so also shall the rich 
man fade away in his ways. 

12 Blessed is the man that 
endureth temptation: for 
when he is tried, he shall re- 
ceive the crown of life; which 
the Lord hath promised to 
them that love him. 

13 Let no man say when he 
is tempted, I am tempted of 
God: for God cannot be tempt- 
ed with evil, neither tempteth 
he any man: 

14 But every man is tempted, 
when he is drawn away of 
his own lust, and enticed. 

15 Then when lust hath con- 
ceived, it bringeth forth sin; 
and sin, when it is finished, 
bringeth forth death. 

16 Do not err, my beloved 
brethren. 

17 Every good gift and every 
perfect gift is from above, and 
cometh down from the Father 
of lights, with whom is no va- 
riableness, neither shadow of 
turning. 

18 Of his own will begat he 
us with the word of truth, that 
we should be a kind of first- 
fruits of his creatures. 

19 Wherefore, my beloved 
brethren, let every man be 
swift to hear, slow to speak, 
slow to wrath: 

20 For the wrath of man 
worketh not the righteousness 
of God. . 

21 Wherefore lay apart all 
filthiness and superfluity of 
naughtiness, and receive with

meekness the engrafted word, 
which is able to save your 
souls. 

22 But be ye doers of the 
word, and not hearers only, 
deceiving your own selves, 
-23 For if any be a hearer of 
the word, and not a doer, he 
is like unto a man beholding 
his natural face in a glass: 

24 For he beholdeth him- 
self, and goeth his way, and 
Straightway forgetteth what 
manner of man he was. 

25 But whoso looketh into the 
perfect law ofliberty, and con- 
tinueth therein, he being not a 
forgetful hearer, but a doer of 
the work, this man shall be 
blessed in his deed. 

26 If any man among you 
seem to be religious, and bri- 
Gleth not his tongue, but de- 
ceiveth his own heart, this 
man’s religion is vain. 

27 Pure religion and undefiled 
before God and the Father is 
this, To visit the fatherless 
and widows in their affliction, 
and to keep himself unspotted 
from the world. 

CHAPTER II. 
1 It ts not agreeable to Christian profes- 
sion to regard the rich, and to despise 


the poor brethren: 13 rather we are to 
be loving, and merciful: 14 and not to 


boast of faith where no deeds are, 17° 


which ia but a dead fatth, 19 the faith 
of devils, 21 not of Abraham, 25 and 
Rahab. 


Y brethren, have not the 

faith of our Lord Jesus 

Christ, the Lord of glory, with 
respect of persons. 

2 For if there come unto your 
assembly a man with a gold 
ring, in goodly apparel, and 
there come in also a poor 
man in vile raiment; 

'3 And ye have respect to him 
that weareth the gay clothing,

4 Are ye not then partial in 
yourselves, and are become 
judges of evil thoughts?

6 But ye have despised the 
poor.

Y brethren, be not many 

masters, knowing that 
we shall receive the greater 
condemnation. 

2 For in many things we of- 
fend all. If any man offend 
not in word, the same is a 
perfect man, and able also to 
bridle the whole body. 

3 Behold, we put bits in the 
horses’ mouths, that they may 
obey us; and we turn about” 
their whole body. 

4 Behold also the ships, which 
though they be so great, and 
are driven of fierce winds, yet 
are they turned about with a 
very small helm, whitherse- 
ever the governor listeth. 

5 Even so the tongue is a lit- 
tle member,and boasteth great 
things. Behold, how great a 
matter a little fire kindleth! 

6 And the tongue is a fire, 
a world of iniquity: so is the 
tongue among our members, 
that it defileth the whole 
body, and- setteth on fire the 
course of nature; and it is set 
on fire of hell. 

7 For every kind of beasts, 
and of birds, and of serpents, 
and of things in the sea, is 
tamed, and hath been tamed 
of mankind: 

8 But the tongue can no man 
tame; ifisan unruly evil, ful] 
of deadly poison. 

9 Therewith bless we God, 
even the Father; and there- 
with curse we men, which are 
made after the similitude of 
God. .

17 But the wisdom that is 
from above is first pure, then 
peaceable, gentle, and easy to 
be entreated, full of mercy 
and good fruits, without par- 
tiality,and without hypocrisy. 

18 And the fruit of righteous- 
ness is sown in peace of them 
that make peace, 


CHAPTER IV. 

1 We are to strive against covetousness, 4 
intemperance, 5 pride, 11 detraction, 
and rash judgment of others: 13 and 
mot to be confident tn the good auccess 

. of worldly business, but mindful ever 
of the uncertainty of this life, to com- 
mit ourselves and all our affairs to 
God’s providence. 

ROM whence come wars 
and fightings among you? 
come they not hence, even of 
your lusts that war in your 


members ?

2 Ye lust, and have not: ye 
kill, and desire to have, and

10 Humble yourselves in the

speaketh evil of his broth- 
er, and judgeth his brother, 
speaketh evil of the law, and 
judgeth the law: but if thou 
judge the law, thou art nota 
doer of the law, but a judge. 

12 There is one lawgiver, 
who is able to save and to de-

stroy: who art ier that judg- 
est another ? 

13 Go to now, ye that say, To 
day or to morrow we will go 
into such a city, and continue 
there a year, and buy and sell, 
and get gain: 

14 Whereas ye know not 
what shall be on the morrow. 
For what is your life? It is 
even a vapour, that appeareth 
for a little time, and then van- 
isheth away. 

15 For that ye ought to say, 
Ifthe Lord will, we shall live, 
and do this, or that. 

16 But now ye rejoice in your 
boastings: all such rejoicing 
is evil. 

17 Therefore to him that 
knoweth to do good, and do- 
eth ié not, to him it is sin. 


CHAPTER V. 


1. Wicked rich men are to fear God's 
vengeance, 7 We ought to be patient 
tn afflictions, after the example of the 
prophets, and Job: 12 to forbear 
swearing, 13 to pray tn adversity, to 
sing in prosperity: 16 to acknowledge 
mutually our several faults, to pray 
one for another, 19 and to reduce a 
atraying brother to the truth.

7 Be patient therefore, breth- 
ren, unto the coming of the 
Lord. Behold, the husband- 
man waiteth for the precious 
fruit of the, earth, and hath 
long patienge for it, until he 
receive t early and latter 
rain. 

8 Be ye also patient; stablish 
your hearts: for the coming 
of the Lord draweth nigh. 

9 Grudge not one against an- 
other, brethren, lest ye be 
condemned: behold, thejudge 
standeth before the door. 

10 Take, my brethren, the 
prophets, who have spoken in 
the name of the Lord,-for an 
example ofsuffering affliction, 
and of patience. 

11 Behold, we count them 
happy which endure. Ye 
have heard of the patience 
of Job, and have seen the end 
of the Lord; that the Lord is 
very pitiful, and of tender 
mercy. 

12 But above all things, my 
brethren, swear not, neither 
by heaven, neither by the 
earth, neither by any other 
oath: but let your yea be yea;

24 For all flesh is as grass, 
and all the glory of man as 
the flower of grass. Thegrass — 
withereth, and the flower 
thereof falleth away : 

2 But. the word of the Lord 
endureth for ever. And this 
is the word which by the gos- 
pelis preached unto you. 


CHAPTER II. 


1 He dehorteth them from the breach of 
charity: 4 shewing that Christ is the 
foundation whereupon they are butlt 
11 He beseecheth them also to abstain 
from fleshly lusts, 13 to be obedient to 
magistrates, 18 and teacheth scrvanta 
how to obey thetr masters, 20 patiently 
suffering for well doing, after the ex- 
ample of Ohrist, 


HEREFORE laying a- 
side all malice, and all 
guile, and hypocrisies, and 
envies, and all evil speakings, 
2 As newborn babes, desire 
the sincere milk of the word, 
that ye may grow thereby; 
3 Ifso beye have tasted that 
the Lord ts gracious. 





Christ the chief 


4 To whom coming, as uwnlo a 
Jiving stone, disallowed in- 
deed of men, but chosen of 
God, and precious, 

5 Yealso, as lively stones, are 
built up a spiritual house, a 
‘holy priesthood, to offer up 
spiritual sacrifices, acceptable 
to God by Jesus Christ, 

6 Wherefore also it is contain- 
ed in the Scripture, Behold, T 
lay in Sion a chief corner 
stone, elect, precious: and he 
that believeth on him shall 
not be confounded. 

7 Unto you therefore which 
believe he is precious: but un- 
to them which be disobedient, 
the stone which the builders 
disallowed, the same is made 
the head of the corner, 

8 And a stone of stumbling, 
and a rock of offence, even 
to them which stumble at 
the word, being disobedient: 
whereunto also they were ap- 
pointed. 

9 But ye ave a chosen gener- 
ation, a royal priesthood, a 
holy nation, a peculiar peo- 
ple; that yeshould shew forth 
the praises of him who hath 
ealled you out of darkness 
into his marvellous light: 

10 Which in time past were 
not a people, but are now the 
people of God: which had net 
obtained mercy, but now have 
obtained mercy. 

11 Dearly beloved, I beseech 
you as strangers and pilgrims, 
abstain from fleshly lusts, 
which war against the soul; 

' 12 Having yourconversation 
honest among the Gentiles: 
that, whereas they speak a- 
gainst you as evil doers, they 
may by your good works, 
which they shall behold, glo- 
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rify God in the day of visita- 
tion. 

13 Submit yourselves to ev- 
ery ordinance of man for the 
Lord’s sake: whether it be to 
the King, as supreme; 

14 Or unto governors, as unto 
them that are sent by him for 
the punishment of evil doers, 
and for the praise of them 
that do well. 

15 For so is the will of God, 
that with well doing ye may 
put to silence the ignorance 
of foolish men: 

16 As free, and not using your 
liberty for a cloak of mali- 
ciousness, but as the serv- 
ants of God. 

17 Honour all men. Love 
the brotherhood. Fear God, 
Honour the king. 

18 Servants, be subject to 
your masters with all fear; 
not only to the good and gen- 
tle, but also to the frowarda. 

19 For this is thankworthy, 
if aman for conscience toward 
God endure grief, suffering 
wrongfully. 

20 For what glory is it, if, 
when ye be buffeted for your 
faults, ye shall take it patient- 
ly? but if, when ye do well, 
and suffer for it, ye take it 
patiently, this is acceptable 
with God. 

21 For even hereunto were 
ye called: because Christ also 
suffered for us, leaving us an 
example, that ye should fol- 
low his steps: 

22 Who did no sin, neither 
was guile found in his mouth: 

23 Who, when he was reviled, 
revifed not again; when he 
suffered, he threatened not; 
but committed himself to him 
that judgeth righteously; 
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24 Who his own self bare our 
sins in his own body on the 
tree, that we, being dead to 
sins, should live unto right- 
eousness: by pen stripes ye 
were healed. 

25 For ye were as sheep 
going astray; but are now re- 
turned unto the Shepherd and 
Bishop of your souls. 


CHAPTER ITI, 

1 He teacheth the duty of wives and hus- 
bands to each other, 8 exhorting all 
men to unity and love, 14 and to suffer 
persecution. 19 He declareth also the 
benefits of Christ toward the old world. 


IKEWISE, ye wives, be in 

subjection to your own 
husbands; that, if any obey 
not the word, they also may 
without the word be won by 
the conversation of the wives; 
2 While they behold. your 
chaste conversation. coupled 
with fear. 

3 Whose adorning, let it not 
be that outward adorning of 
plaiting the hair, and of wear- 
ing of gold, or of putting on 
of apparel; gf 

4 But let it be the hidden man 
of the heart, in that which is 
not corruptible, even the orna- 
ment of a meek and quiet spir- 
it, Which is in the afer of God 
of great price. 

5 For after this manner in 
the old time the holy women 
also, who trusted in God, a- 
dorned themselves, being in 
subjection unto their own hus- 
bands: 

6 Even as Sarah obeyed 
Abraham, calling him lord: 
whose daughters ye are, as 
long as ye do well, and are 
not afraid with any anmpaze- 
ment. 

7 Likewise, ye husbands, 
dwell with them according to 
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knowledge, giving honour 
unto the wife, as unto the 
weaker vessel, and as being 
heirs together of the grace of 
life; that your prayers be not 
hindered. t 
8 Finally, be ye all 

mind, having compassion one 


of one | 


of another; love as brethren, 


be pitiful, be courteous: 

9 Not rendering evil for evil, 
or railing for railing: but con- 
trariwise blessing; knowing 
that ye are thereunto called, 
that ye should inherit a bless- 
ing. 


10 For he that will love life, | 


and see good days, let him 
refrain his tongue from evil, 


and his lips that they speak. 


no guile: 


11 Let him eschew evil, and 


do good; let him seek peace, 
and ensue it. 


12 For the eyes of the Lord | 


areover the righteous, and his 
ears are open unto their pray- 


ers: but the face of the Lord 


is against them that do-eyil. 


13 And who is he that will — 
harm you, if ye be followers | 


of that which is good? 


14 But and if ye suffer for | 
happy — 


righteousness’ sake, 
are ye: and be not afraid of 
their terror, neither be trou- 
bled; 

15 But sanctify. the Lord God 
in your hearts: and ve.ready 
always to give an answer to 
every man that asketh you a 
reason of the hope that is in 
you, with meekness and fear: 

16 Having agood conscience; 
that, whereas they speak evil 
of you, as of evil doers, they 
may be ashamed that falsely 
accuse your goodconversation 
in Christ, 
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17 For itis better, if the will 
of God be so, that ye suffer for 
well doing, than for evil do- 
ing. 

18 For Christ also hath once 
suffered for sins, the just for 
the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God, being put to 
death in the flesh, but quick- 
ened by the Spirit: 

19 By which also he went 
and preached unto the spirits 
in prison ; 

20 Which sometime were dis- 
- obedient, when once the long- 
suffering of God waited in the 
days of Noah, while the ark 
was a preparing, wherein few, 
that is, eight souls were say- 
ed by water. 

21 The like figure whereunto 
even baptism doth also now 
save us, (not the putting away 
of the filth of the flesh, but the 
answer of a good conscience 
toward God,) by the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ: 

22 Who is gone into heaven, 
and is on the right hand of 
God; angels and authorities 
and powers being made sub- 
ject unto him, 


CHAPTER IV. 


1 He exhorteth them to cease from sin by 
the example of Christ, and the consid- 
eration of the general end that now ap- 
proacheth: 12 and comforteth them a- 
gainst persecution. 


ORASMUCH § then as 

Christ hath suffered for us 
in the flesh, arm yourselves 
likewise with the same mind: 
for he that hath suffered in 
the flesh hath ceased from 
sin; 

2 That he no longer should 
live the rest of his time in the 
flesh to the lusts of men, but 
to the will of God, 

3 For the time past of our life 
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may suffice us to have wrought 
the will of the Gentiles, when’ 
we walked in lasciviousness, 
lusts, excess of wine, revel- 
lings, banquetings, and abom- 
inable idolatries: 

4 Wherein they think it 
strange that ye run not with 
them to the same excess of 
riot, speaking evil of you: 

5 Who shall give account to 
him that is ready to judge the 
quick and the dead. 

6 For, for this cause was the 
gospel preached also to them 
that are dead, that they might 
be judged according to men in 
the flesh, but live according to 
God in the spirit. 

7 But the end of all things is 
at hand: be ye therefore so- 
ber, and watch unto prayer. 

8 And above all things have 
fervent charity among your- 
selves: for charity shall cover 
the multitude of sins. 

9 Use hospitality one to an- 
other without grudging. 

10 As every man hath re- 
ceived the gift, even so minis- 
ter the same one to another, 
as good stewards of the mani- 
fold grace of God. 

11 If any man speak, let him 
speak as the oracles of God; 
if any man minister, let him 
do it as of the ability which 
God giveth; that God in all 
things may be glorified 
through Jesus Christ: to 
whom be praise and domin- 
ion for ever and ever. Amen. 

12 Beloved, think it not 
strange concerning the fiery 
trial which is to try you, as 
though some strange thing 
happened unto you: 

13 But rejoice, inasmuch as 
ye are partakers of Christ's 


369 


Duties of elders, 
sufferings; that, when his glo- 
ry shall be revealed, ye may 
be glad also with exceeding 
joy. / 

14 If ye be reproached for the 
name of Christ, happy are ye; 
for the Spirit of glory and of 
God resteth upon you: on 
their part he is evil spoken 
of, but on your part he is glo- 
rified. 

15 But let none of you suffer 
as a murderer, or as a thief, 
or as an evil doer, or as a 
busybody in other men’s mat- 
ters. 

16 Yet if any man suffer as a 
Christian, let him not be a- 
shamed; but let him glorify 
God on this behalf. 

17 For the time is come that 
judgment must begin at the 
house of God: andif ié first be- 
gin at us, what shall the end 
be of them that obey not the 
gospel of God? 

18 And ifthe righteous scarce- 
ly be saved, where shall the 
ungodly and the sinner ap- 
pear? 

19 Wherefore, let them that 
suffer according to the will 
of God commit the keeping 
of their souls fo him in well 
doing, as unto a faithful Cre- 
ator. 


CHAPTER V. 

1 He exhorteth the elders to feed their 
flocks, 5 the younger to obey, 8 and all 
to be sober, watchful, and constant in 
the faith: 9to reatst the cruel adver- 
sary the devil. 


HE elders which are a- 
mong you I exhort, who 
am also an elder, and a wit- 
ness of the sufferings of Christ, 
and also a partaker of the glo- 
ry that shall be revealed: 
2 Feed the fiock of God which 
is among you, taking the over- 
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sight thereof, not by con- 
straint, but willingly; not for 
filthy lucre, but of a ready 
mind; 

3 Neither as being lords ove 
God’s heritage, but. being en- 
samples to the flock. 

4 And when the chief Shep- 
herd shall appear, ye Shall re- 
ceive a crown of glory that 
fadeth not away. 

5 Likewise, ye younger, sub- 
mit yourselves unto the elder. 
Yea, all of you be subject one 
to another, and be clothed 
with humility: for God resist- 
eth the proud, and giveth 
grace to the humble, 

6 Humble yourselves there- 
fore under the mighty hand 
of God, that he may exalt you 
in due time: 

7 Casting all your care upon 
him; for he careth for you. 

8 Be sober, be vigilant; be- 
cause your adversary the dev- 
il, as a roaring lion, walketh 
about, seeking whom he may 
devour: 

9 Whom resist steadfast in the 
faith, knowing that the same 
afflictions are accomplished in 
your brethren that are in the 
world. 

10 But the God of all grace, 
who hath called us unto his 
eternal glory by Christ Jesus, 
after that ye have suffered a 
while, make you perfect, stab- 
lish, strengthen, settle you. 

11 To him be glory and do- 
minion for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

12 By Silvanus, a faithful 
brother unto you, as I sup- 
pose, I have written briefly, 
exhorting, and testifying that 
this is the true grace of God 
wherein ye stand.

THE SECOND EPISTLE GENERAL OF 


PETER. 


CHAPTER I. 
1 Confirming them in hope of the increase 
of God’s graces, 5 he exhorteth them, by 
faith, and good works, to make their 
calling sure: 12 whereof he ts careful 
to remember them, knowing that his 
death is at hand: 16 and warneth them 
_ to be constant in the faith of Christ, 


who is the true Son of God, by the 


eyewitness of the apostles beholding his 
majesty, and by the testimony of the 
Father, and the prophets. 


IMON Peter, a servant and 
an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
to them that have obtained 
like precious faith with us 

through the righteousness of 
God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ: 

2 Grace and peace be multi- 
plied unto you through the 
knowledge of God, and of Je- 
sus our Lord, 

8 According as his divine 
power hath given unto us 
all things that pertain unto 
life and godliness, through 
the knowledge of him that 
hath called us to glory and 
virtue: 

4 Whereby are given unto us 

exceeding great and precious 
promises; that by these ye 
_ might be partakers of the di- 
vine nature, having escaped 
the corruption that is in the 
world through lust. 
*§ And besides this, giving all 
diligence, add to your faith 
virtue; and to virtue; knowl- 
edge; ; 

6 And to knowledge, temper- 
ance; and to temperance, pa- 


tience; and to patience, godli- 
ness; 

7 And to godliness, brotherly 
kindness; and to brotherly 
kindness, charity. 

8 For if these things be in 
you, and abound, they make 
you that ye shall neither be 
barren nor unfruitful in the 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

9 But he that lacketh these 
things is blind, and cannot see 
afar off, and hath forgotten 
that he was purged from his 
old sins. 

10 Wherefore ‘the rather, 
brethren, give diligence to 
make your calling and elec- 
tion sure: for if ye do these 
things, ye shall never fall: 

11 For so an entrance shall 
be ministered unto you abund- 
antly into the everlasting 
kingdom of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. 

12 Wherefore I will not be 
negligent to put you always 
in. remembrance of these 
things, though ye know them, 
and be established in the 
present truth. 

13 Yea, I think it meet, as 
long as I am in this taber- 
nacle, to stir you up by put- 
ting you in remembrance; 

14. Knowing that shortly I 
must put off this my taberna- 
cle, even as our Lord Jesus 
Christ hath shewed me, 
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15 Moreover I will endeavour 
that ye may be able after my 
decease to have these things 
always in remembrance. 1 

16 For we have not follow- 
ed cunningly devised fables, 
when we made known unto 
you the power and coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, but 
were eyewitnesses of his ma- 
jesty. 

17 For he received from God 
the Father honour and glory, 
when there came such a voice 
to him from the excellent 
glory, This is my beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleased. 

18 And this voice which came 
from heaven we heard, when 
we were with him in the holy 
mount. 

19 We have also amore sure 
word of prophecy; whereunto 
ye do well that ye take heed, 
as unto a light that shineth in 
a dark place, until the day 
dawn, and the daystar arise in 
your hearts: 

20 Knowing this -arst, that no 
prophecy of the Scripture is 
of any private interpretation. 

21 For the prophecy came not 
in old time by the will of man; 
but holy men of God spake 
as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost. 


CHAPTER II. 

1 He foretelleth them of false teachers, 
shewing the impiety and punishment 
both of them and their followers: 7 
from which the godly shall be delivered, 
a3 Lot was out of Sodom: 10 and more 
fully describeth the manners of those 
profane and blasphemous seducers, 
whereby they may be the better known, 
and avoided. 


But there were false proph- 
ets also among the people, 
even as there shall be false 
teachers among you, who 
privily shall bring in damna- 
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ble heresies, even denying the 
Lord that bought them, and 
bring upon themselves swift 
destruction. 
2 And many shall follow 
their pernicious ways; by 
reason of whom the way of 
truth shall be evil spoken of, 
3 And through covetousness 
shall they with feigned words 
make merchandise of you: 
whose judgment now ofa long 
time lingereth not, and their 
damnation slumbereth not. 
4¥For if God spared not the 
angels that sinned, but cast 
them down to hell, and deliy- 
ered them into chains of dark- 
ness, to be reserved unto judg- 
ment; 

5 And spared not the old 
world, but saved Noah the 
eighth person, a preacher of. 
righteousness, bringing in the | 
flood upon the world of the 
ungodly; 

6 And turning the cities of 
Sodom and Gomorrah into 
ashes condemned ‘them with 
an overthrow, making them 
an ensample unto those that 
after should live ungodly; 

7 And delivered just Lot, vex- 
ed with the filthy conversa- 
tion of the wicked: 

8 (For that righteous man 
dwelling among them, in see- 
ing and hearing, vexed his 
righteous soul from Gay to day 
with their unlawful deeds :) 

9 The Lord knoweth how to 
deliver the godly out of temp- 
tation, and to reserve the un- 
just unto the day of judgment 
to be punished : 

10 But chiefly them that walk 
after the flesh in the lust of 
uncleanness, and despise gov- 
ernment. Presumptuous are 
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they, selfwilled, they are not 
afraid to speak evil of digni- 
ties. 

11 Whereas angels, which are 
greater in power and might, 
bring not railing accusation 
against them before the Lord, 

2 But these, as natural brute 
beasts made to be taken and 
destroyed, speak eyil of the 
things that they understand 
not; and shall utterly perish 
in their own corruption; 

i3 And shall receive the re- 
ward of unrighteousness, as 
they that count it pleasure to 
riot in the daytime. Spots 
they are and blemishes, sport- 
ing themselves with their own 
deceivings while they feast 
with you; 

14 Having eyes full of adul- 
tery, and that cannot cease 
from sin; beguiling unstable 
souls: a heart they have ex- 
ercised with covetous prac- 
tices; cursed children: 

15 Which haye forsaken the 
right way, and are gone 
astray, following the way of 
Balaam the son of Bosor, who 
loved the wages of unright- 
eousness; 

16 But was rebuked for his 
iniquity: the dumb ass speak- 
ing with man’s voice forbade 
the madness of the prophet. 

17 These are wells without 
water, clouds that are carried 
with a tempest; to whom the 
mist of darkness is reserved 
for ever. 

18 For when they speak great 
swelling words of vanity, they 
allure through the lusts of 
the flesh, through much wan- 
tonness, those that were clean 
escaped from them who live 
in error. 

24 
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19 While they promise them 
liberty, they themselves are 
the servants of corruption: 
for of whom a man is over- 
come, of the same is he 
brought in bondage. 

20 For if after they have es- 
caped the pollutions of the 
world through the knowledge 
of the Lord and Saviour Je- 
sus Christ, they are again en- 
tangled therein, and over- 
come, the latter end is worse 
with them than the beginning. 

21 For it had been better for 
them not to have known the 
way of righteousness, than, 
after they have known it, to 
turn from the holy command- 
ment delivered unto them, 

22 But it is happened unto 
them according to the true 
proverb, The dog is turned to 
his own vomit again; and, 
The sow that was washed to 
her wallowing in the mire. 


CHAPTER IIt. 


1 He assureth them of the certainty of 
Christ’s coming to judgment, a- 
gainst those scorners who diapute a- 
gauinst it: 8 warning the godly, for the 
long patience of God, to hasten their 
repentance. 10) He describeth also the 
manner how the world shall be destroy- 
ed: 11 exhorting them, from the expec 
tation thereof, to all holiness of life: 
15 and again, to think the patience of 


* God to tend to their salvation, as Paul 


wrote to them in his epistles. 
es second epistie, belov- 
ed, I now write unto you; 
in both which I stir up your 
pure minds by way of remem- 
brance: 

2 That ye may be mindful of 
the words which were spoken 
before by the holy prophets, 
and of the commandment of 
us the apostles of the Lord 
and Saviour: 

3 Knowing this first, that 
there shall come in the last 
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days scoffers, walking after | thingsshall be dissolved, what 


their own lusts, 

4 And saying, Where is the 
promise of his coming? for 
since the fathers fell asleep, 
all things continue as they 
were from the beginning of 
the creation, 

5 For this they willingly are 
ignorant of, that by the word 
of God the heavens were of 
old, and the earth standing 
out of the water and in the 
water: 

6 Whereby the world that 
then was, being overflowed 
with water, perished : 

7 But the heavens and the 
earth, which are now, by the 
same word are kept in store, 
reserved unto fire against the 
day of judgment and perdi- 
tion of ungodly men. 

8 But, beloved, be not igno- 
rant of this one thing, that one 
day ts with the Lord as athou- 
sand years, and a thousand 
years as one day. 
9 The Lord is not slack con- 
cerning his promise, as some 
men count slackness; but is 
longsuffering to us-ward, not 
willing that any shouldperish, 
but that all should come to 
repentance, “ 

10 But the day of the Lord 
will come as a thief in the 
night; in the which the heav- 
ens shall pass away with a 
great noise, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat, 
the earth also and the works 
that are therein shall be burn- 
ed up. 

ll Sceing then thaé all these 
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manner of persons ought ye to 
be in all holy conversation 
and godliness, 

12 Looking for and hasting 
unto the coming of the day of 
God, wherein the heavens 
being on fire shall be dissoly- 
ed, and the elements shall 
melt with fervent heat? 

13Neverthelesswe, according 
to his promise, look for new 
heavens and a new earth, 
wherein dwelleth righteous- 
ness. 

14 Wherefore, beloved, seeing 
that ye look for such things, 
be diligent that ye may be 
found of him in peace, with- 
out spot, and blameless. 

15 And account that the long- 
suffering of our Lord is salva- 
tion; even as our beloved 
brother Paul also according 
to the wisdom given unto him 
hath written unto you; 

16 As also in all his epistles, 
speaking in them of these 
things; in which are some 
things hard to be understood, 
which they that are unlearn- 
ed and unstable wrest, as they 
do also the other Scriptures, 
unto their own destruction. 

17 Ye therefore, beloved, 
seeing ye know these things 
before, beware lest ye also, 
being led away with the error 
of the wicked, fall from your 
own steadfastness, 

18 But grow in grace, and in 
the knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ. To 
him be glory both now and for 
ever. Amen, 


THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL OF 


JOHN. 


CHAPTER I. 

1 He describeth the person of Christ, in 
whoin we have eternul life, bya com- 
munion with God: 5 to which we must 
adjoin holiness of life, to testify the 
truth of that our communion and pro- 
fession of faith, as also to assure us of 
the forgiveness of our sins by Christ’s 
death. 


HAT which was from the 

beginning, which we have 
heard, which we have seen 
with our eyes, which we have 
looked upon, and our hands 
have handled, of the Word of 
life; 

2 (For the life was manifest- 
ed, and we have seen if, and 
bear witness, and shew unto 
you that eternal life, which 
was with the Father, and was 
manifested unto us;) 

38 That which we have seen 
and heard declare we un- 
to you, that ye also may 
have fellowship with us: and 
truly our fellowship is with 
the Father, and with his Son 
Jesus Christ. 

4 And these things write we 
unto you, that your joy may 
be full. 

5 This then is the message 
which we have heard of him, 
and declare unto you, that 
God is light, and in him is no 
darkness at all. 

6 If we say that we have fel- 
lowship with him, and walk 
in darkness, we lie, and do 
not the truth: 

7 But if we walk in the light, 
as he isin the light, we have 
fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all 
sin. 


8 If we say that we have no 
sin, we deceive ourselves, and 
the truth is not in us. 

9 If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness. 

10 If we say that we havenot 
sinned, we make him a liar, 
and his word is not in us. 


CHAPTER II. 

1 Hecomforteth them against the sine of 
infirmity. 3 Rightly to know God is to 
keep lis commandments, 9 to love our 
brethren, 15 and not to love the world. 
18 We must beware of seducers: 20 
from whose deceits the godly are safe, 
preserved by perseverance in faith, 
and holiness of life. 


i\' Y little children, these 

things write I unto you, 
that ye sin not. And if any 
man sin, we havean advocate 
with the Father, Jesus Christ 
the righteous: 

2 And he is the propitiation 
for our sins: and not for ours 
only, but also for the sins of 
the whole world. 

3 And hereby we do know 
that we know him, if we keep 
his commandments, 

4 He that saith, I know him, 
and keepeth not his com- 
mandments, is a liar, and the 
truth is not in him.

8 Again, a new command- 
ment I write unto you, which 
thing is true in him and in 
you: because the darkness is 
past, and the true light now 
shineth. 

9 He that saith he is in the 
light, and hateth his brother, 
is in darkness even until now. 

10 He that loveth his brother 
abideth in the light, and there 
is none occasion of stumbling 
in him. 

11 But he that hateth his 
brother is in darkness, and 
walketh in darkness, and 
knoweth not whither he go- 
eth, because that darkness 
hath blinded his eyes. 

12 I write unto you, little 
children, .because your sins 
are forgiven you for his 
name’s sake. 

13 I write unto you, fathers, 
because ye have known him 
that is from the beginning. I 
write unto you, young men, 
because ye have overcome the 
wickedone. I write untoyou, 
little children, because ye 
have known the Father. 

14 [have written unto you, fa- 
thers, because ye have known 
him that is from the begin- 
ning.

15 Love not the world, nei- 
ther the things that ave in the 
world.

16 For all that is in the world, 
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false teachers.

17 And the world passeth 
away, and the lust thereof:

18 Little children, it is the 
last time: and as ye have 
heard that antichrist shail 
come, even now are there 
many antichrists; whereby 
we know that it is the last 
time.

24 Let that therefore abide in 
you, which ye have heard 
from the beginning. If that 
which ye have heard from the 
beginningshallremain in you, 
ye also shall continue in the 
Son, and in the Father. 

2% And this is the promise

eternal life. 

26 These things have I writ- 
ten unto youconcerning them 
that seduce you. 

27 But the anointing which 
ye have received of him abid- 
eth in you, and ye need not 
that any man teach you: but 
as the same anointing teach- 
eth you of all things, and is 
truth, and is no lie, and even 
as it hath taught you, ye shall 
abide in him. 

28 And now, little children, 
abide in him; that, when he 
shall appear, we may have 
confidence, and not be asham- 
ed before him at his coming.

7 Little children, let no man 
deceive you: he that doeth 
righteousness is righteous, | 
even as he is righteous. 

8 He that committeth sin is 
of the devil; for the devil sin- 
neth from the beginning. For 
this purpose the Son of God 
was manifested, that he might 
destroy the works of the devil. 

9 Whosoever is born of God 
doth not commit sin; for his 
seed remaineth in him: and 
he cannot sin, because he is. 
born of God. 

10 In this the children of God 
are manifest, and the chil- 
dren of the devil: whosoever 
doeth not righteousness is not 
of God, neither he that loveth 
not his brother. 

11 For this is the message that 
ye heard from the beginning, 
that we should love one an- 
other. 

12 Not as Cain, who was of 
that wicked one, and slew his 
brother. And wherefore slew 
he him? Because his own , 
works were evil, and his 
brother’s righteous. 

13 Marvel not, my brethren, 
ifthe world hate you. 

14 We know that we have 
passed from death unto life, 
because we love the brethren. 
He that loveth not his broth- 
er abideth in death. 

15 Whosoever hateth his 
brother is a murderer: and ye 
know that no murderer hath 
eternal life abiding in him, 
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16 Hereby perceive we the 
love of God, because he laid 
down his life for us: and we 
ought to lay down ouwr lives 
for the brethren. 

17 But whoso hath this 
world’s good, and seeth his 
brother have need, and shut- 
teth up his bowels of compas- 
sion from him, how dwelleth 
the love of God in him? 

18 My little children, let us, 
not love in word, neither in 
tongue; but in deed and in 
truth. 

19 And hereby we know that 
we are of the truth, and shall 
assure our hearts before him. 
20 For if our heart condemn 
us, God is greater than our 
heart, and knoweth all things. 
21 Beloved, if our heart con- 
demn us not, then have we 
confidence toward God. 

22 And whatsoever we ask, 
we receive of him, because we 
keep his commandments, and 
do those things that are pleas- 
ing in his sight.

other, God dwelleth in us, and 
his love is perfected in us. 

13 Hereby know we that we 
dwell in him, and he in us, 
because he hath given us of 
his Spirit. 

.14 And we have seen and do 

testify that the Father sent 

the Son to be the Saviour of 
the world. 

15 Whosoever shall confess 
that Jesus is the Son of God, 
God dwelleth in him, and he 
in God. 

16 And we have known and 
believed the love that God 
hath to us. God is love; and 
he that dwelleth in love dwell- 
eth in God, and God in him. 
17 Herein is our love made 
perfect, that we may have 
boldness in the day of judg- 
ment: because as he is, so are 
we in this world. i 
18 There is no fear in love; 
but perfect love casteth out 
fear: because fear hath tor- 
ment.

CHAPTER V. 

1 He that loveth God loveth his children, 
and keepeth his commandments: 3 
which to the fuithful are light, and not 
grievouse 9 Jesus is the Son of God, 
able to save us, 14 and to hear our 


prayers, which we make for ourselves, 
and for others. 


HOSOEVER believeth 
that Jesus is the Christ 
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of our faith. 
is born of God: and every one 
that loveth him that begat 
loveth him also that is begot- 
ten of him. 

2 By this we know that we 
love the children of God, 
when we love God, and keep 
his commandments. 

3 For this is the love of God, 
that we Keep his command- 
ments: and his command- 
ments are not grievous.

12 He that hath the Son hath 
life; and he that hath not the 
Son of God hath not life. 

13 These things haveI writ- 
ten unto you that believe on 
the name of the Son of God;

have eternal life, and that ye 
may believe on the name of 

~ the Son of God. 

14 And this is the confidence 
that we have in him, that, if 
we ask any thing according 
to his will, he heareth us: 

15 And if we Know that he 
hear us, whatsoever we ask, 
we know that we have the 
petitions that we desired of 
him, 

16 If any man see his brother

18 We know that whosoever 
is born of God sinneth not;

19 And we know that we are 
of God, and the whole world 
lieth in wickedness. 

20 And we know that the Son 
of God is come, and hath giv- 
en us an understanding, that 
we may know him that is 
true; and we are in him that 
is true, even in his Son- Jesus 
Christ.

5 Beloved,thou doestfaithful- 
ly whatsoever thou doest to 
the brethren, and tostrangers ; 

6 Which have borne witness 
of thy charity before the 
church: whom if thou bring 
forward on their journey aft- 
er a godly sort, thou shalt do 
well: 


7 Because that for his name’s 
sake they went forth. taking 
nothing of the Gentiles. 

8 We therefore ought to re- 
ceive such, that we might be 
fellow helpers to the truth. 

9 I wrote unto the church: 
but Diotrephes, who loveth 
to have the preeminence 
among them, receiveth us not.

4 Nevertheless I have some- 
what against thee, because 
thou hast left thy first love. 

5 Remember therefore from 
whence thou art fallen, and 
repent, and do the first works; 
or else I will come unto thee 
quickly, and will remove thy 
candlestick out of his place, 
except thou repent, 

6 But this thou hast, that 
thou hatest the deeds of the 
Nicolaitans, which I also hate. 

7 He that hath an ear, let 
him hear what the Spirit 
saith unto the churches; To 
him that overcometh will I 
give to eat of the tree of life, 
which is in the midst of the 
paradise of God. 

8 And unto the angel of the 
church in Smyrna write; 
These things saith the first 
and the last, which was dead, 
and is alive; 

9 I Know thy works, and

commanded to write. 
tribulation, and poverty, (but 
thou art rich) and J know the 
blasphemy of them which say 
they are Jews, and are not, 
but are the synagogue of 
Satan. 

10 Fear none of those things 
which thou shalt suffer: be- 
hold, the devil shall cast some 
of you into prison, that ye 
may be tried; and ye shall 
have tribulation ten days: be 
thou faithful unto death, and 
I will give thee a crown of 
life. 

11 He that hath an ear, let 
him hear what the Spirit 
saith unto the churches; He 
that overcometh shall not be 
hurt of the second death. 

12 And to the angel of the 
church in Pergamos write; 
These things saith he which 
hath the sharp sword with 
two edges; 


_13 I know thy works, and 


where thou dwellest, even 
where Satan’s seat is: and’ 
thou holdest fast my name, 
and hast not denied my faith, 
even in those days wherein 
Antipas was my faithful mar- 
tyr, who was slain among you, 
where Satan dwelleth. 
14,But I have a few things 
against thee, because thou hast 
there them that hold the doc- 
trine of Balaam, who taught 
Balak to cast a stumbling- 
block before the children of 
Israel, to eat things sacrificed 
unto idols, and to commit 
fornication. ; 
15 So hast thou also the 
that hold the doctrine of the 
Nicolaitans, which thing I 
hate. 

16 Repent; or else I will 
come unto thee quickly, and 
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will fight against them with 
the sword of my mouth. 

17 He that hath an ear, let 
him hear what the Spirit 
Saith unto the churches; To 
him that overcometh will I 
give to eat of the hidden man- 
na, and will give him a white 
stone, and in the stone a new 
name written, which no man 
kKnoweth saving he that re- 
ceiveth it. 

18 And unto the angel of the 
church in Thyatira write; 
These things saith the Son of 
God, who hath his eyes like 
unto a flame of fire, and his 
feet are like fine brass; 

19 I know thy works, and 
charity, and service, and faith, 
and thy patience, and thy 
works; and the last to be 
more than the first. 

20 Notwithstanding I have a 
few things against thee, be- 
cause thou sufferest that wo- 
man Jezebel, which calleth 
herself a prophetess, to teach 
and to seduce my servants 
to commit fornication, and to 
eat things sacrificed unto 
idols. 

21 And I gave her space to re- 
pent of her fornication; and 
she repented not. 4 
22 Behold, I will cast her in- 
to a bed, and them that com- 
mit adultery with her into 
great tribulation, except they 
repent of their deeds. 

23 And I will kill her chil- 
dren with death; and all the 
churches shall know that I 
am he which searcheth the 
reins and hearts: and I will 
give unto every one of you 
according to your works. 

24 But unto you I say, and 
unto the rest in Thyatira, as 
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to the angels 


many as have not this doc- 
trine, and which have not 
known the depths of Satan, 
as they speak; I will put up- 
on you none other burden, 

25 But that which ye have ai- 
ready, hold fast till I come. 

26 And he that overcometh, 
and keepeth my works unto 
the end, to him will I give 
power over the nations: 

27 And he shall rule them 
with a rod ofiron; as the ves- 
sels of a potter shall they be 
broken to shivers: even as I 
received of my Father, 

28 And I will give him the 
morning star. 

29 He that hath an ear, let 
him hear what the Spirit saith 
unto the churches. 


CHAPTER IIT: 

2 The angel of the church of Sardia ie 
reproved, 3 exhorted to repent, and 
threatened if he do not repent. 8 The 
angel of the church of Philadelphia 10 
is approved for his diligence and pa- 
tience.

If 
therefore thoushalt not watch, 
I will come on thée as a thief, 
and thou shalt not know what 
hour I will come upon thee. .

4 Thou hast a few names 
even in Sardis which have 
not defiled their garments ; 
and they shall walk with me 
in white: for they are worthy. 

5 He that overcometh, the 
same Shall be clothed in white 
raiment; and I will not blot 
out his name out of the book 
of life, but I will confess his 
name before my Father, and 
before his angels. 

6 He that hath an ear, let 
him hear what the Spirit saith 
unto the churches. 

7 And to the angel of the 
church in Philadelphia write; 
These things saith he that is 
holy, he that is true, he that 
hath the key of David, he 
that openeth, and no man 
shutteth; and shutteth, and 
no man openeth; 

8 I know thy works: behold, 
I have set before thee an open 
door, and no man can shut it: 
for thou hast a little strength,

9 Behold, I will make them 
of the synagogue of Satan, 
which say they are Jews, and 
are not, but do lie; behold, I 
will make them to come and 
worship before thy feet, and 
to know that I have loved 
thee.

5 And out of the throne pro- 
ceeded lightnings d thun- 
derings and voices: and there 
were Seven lamps of fire burn- 
ing before the throne, which 
are the seven Spirits of God. 

6 And before the throne there

was a sea ‘of glass like unto 
crystal: and in the midst of 
the throne, and round about 
the throne, were four beasts 
full of eyes before and behind. | 

7 And the first beast was like 
a lion, and the second beast 
like acalf, and the third beast 
had a face as a man, and the 
fourth beast was like a flying 
eagle. 

8 And the four beasts had each 
of them six wings about him; 
and they were full of eyes with- 
in: and they rest not day and 
night, saying, Holy, holy, 
holy, Lord God Almighty, 
which was, and is, and is to 
come. 

9 And when those beasts give 
glory and honour and thanks 
to him that sat on the throne, 
who liveth for ever and ever, 

10 The four and twenty eld- 
ers fall down before him that 
sat on the throne, and wor- 
ship him that liveth for ever 
and ever, and cast their 
crowns before the throne, 
saying, 

11 Thou art worthy, O Lord, 
to receive glory and honour 
and power: for thou hast 
created all things, and for thy 
pleasure they are and were 
created. 


CHAPTER V. 

1 The book sealed with seven seals: 9 
which only the Lamb that was slain ta 
worthy to open. 12 Therefore the el- 
ders praise him, 9and confess that he 
redeemed them with his blood. 


ASP LI saw in the right hand 
of him that sat on the 
throne a book written within 
and on the back side, sealed 
with seven seals. 

2 And I saw a strong angel 
proclaiming with aloud voice,

3 And no man in heaven, 
nor in earth, neither under 
the earth, was able to open 
the book, neither to look 
thereon. 

4 And I wept much, because 
no man was found worthy to 
open and to read the book, nei- 
ther to look thereon. 

5 And one of the elders saith 
unto me, Weep not: behold, 
the Lion of the tribe of Juda, 
the Root of David, hath pre- 
vailed to open the book, and to 
loose the seven seals thereof. 

6 And I beheld, and, lo, in 
the midst of the throne and 
of the four beasts, and in the 
midst of the elders, stood a 
Lamb as it had been slain, 
having seven horns and seven 
eyes, which are the seven 
Spirits of God sent forth into 
all the earth. 

7 And he came and took the 
book out of the right hand of 
him that sat upon the throne.

and we Skall reign on the 
earth.

11 And TI beheld, and I heard 
the voice of many angels 
round about the throne, and 
the beasts, and the elders: 
andthe number of them was 
ten thousand times ten thou- 
sand, and thousands of thou- 
sands; 

12 Saying with a loud voice, 
Worthy is the Lamb that was 
slain to receive power, and 
riches, and wisdom, and 
strength, and honour, and 
glory, and blessing. 

13 And every creature which 
isin heaven, and on the earth, 
and under the earth, and such 
as are in the sea, and all that 
are in them, heard I saying, 
Blessing, and honour, and 
glory, and power, de unto him 
that sitteth upon the throne, 
and unto the Lamb for ever 
and ever. 

14 And the four beasts said, 
Amen. And the four and 
twenty elders fell down and 
worshipped him that liveth 
for ever and ever. 


CHAPTER VI. 
1 The opening of the seals in order, and 
what followed thereupon, containing a 
prophecy to the end of the world. 


NDIsaw when the Lamb. 


opened one of the seals, 
and I heard, as it were the 
noise of thunder, one of the

3 And when he had opened 
the second seal, I heard the

5 And when he had opened 
the third seal, I heard the 
third beast say, Come and 
see. And I beheld, and lo a 
black horse; and he that sat 
on him had a pair of balances 
in his hand. 

6 And I heard a voice in the 
midst of the four beasts say, 
A. measure of wheat for a pen- 
ny, and three measures of 
barley for a penny; and sce 
thou hurt not the oil and the 
wine. 

7 And when he had opened 
the fourth seal, I heard the 
voice of the fourth beast say, 
Come and see, 

§ And I looked, and behold a 
pale horse: and his name that 
sat. on him was Death, and 
Hellfollowedwithhim. And 
power was given unto them 
over the fourth part of the 
earth, to kill with sword, 
and with hunger, and with 
death, and with the beasts of 
the earth. 

9 And when he had opened 
the fifth seal, I saw under the 
altar the souls of them that 
were slain for the word of 
God, and for the testimony 
which they held:

13 And the stars of heaven 
fell unto the earth, even asa 
fig tree casteth her untimely 
figs, when she is shaken of a 
mighty wind.

ND after these things Isaw 
four angels standing on

the four corners of the earth, 
holding the four winds of the 
earth, that the wind snould 
not blow on the earth, nor on 
the sea, nor on any tree. 


2 And I saw another angel’ 


ascending from the east, hav- 
ing the seal of the living God: 
and he cried with a loud voice 
to the four angels, to whom it 
was given to hurt the earth 
and the sea, 

3 Saying, Hurt not theearth, 
neither the sea, nor the trees, 
till we have sealed the serv- 
ants of our God in their fore- 
heads. 

4 And I heard the number of 
them which were sealed: and 
there were sealed a hundred 
and forty and four thousand 
of all the tribes of the children 
of Israel. 

5 Of the tribe of Juda were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of 
the tribe of Reuben were seal- 
ed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Gad were sealed twelve 
thousand, 

6 Of the tribe of Aser were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of 
the tribe of Nephthalim were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of 
the tribe of Manasses were 
sealed twelve thousand. 

7 Of the tribe of Simeon were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of 
the tribe of Levi were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Issachar were sealed 
twelve thousand. 

8 Of the tribe of Zabulon were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of 
the tribe of Joseph were seal- 
ed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Benjamin were sealed 
twelve thousand. 

9 After this I beheld, and, lo, 

,& great multitude, which no 
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of the sealed, 


man could number, of all na- 
tions, and kindreds, and peo- 
ple, and tongues, stood before 
the throne, and before the 
Lamb, clothed with white 
robes, and palms in their 
hands; 

10 And cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Salvation to 
our God which sitteth upon 
thethrone,anduntotheLamb. 

11 And all the angels stood 
round about the throne, and 
about the elders and the four 
beasts, and fell before the 
throne on their faces, and 
worshipped God, 

12 Saying, Amen: Blessing, 
and glory, and wisdom, and 
thanksgiving, and honour, 
and power, and might, be unto 
our God for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

13 And one of the elders an- 
swered, saying unto me, What 
are these which are arrayed 
in white robes? and whence 
came they ? 

14 And TI said unto him, Sir, 
thou knowest. And he said 
to me, These are they which 
came out of great tribulation, 
and have washed their robes, 
and made them ’white in the 
blood of the Lamb. 

15 Therefore are they before 
the throne of God, and serve 
him day and night in his 
temple: and he that sitteth 
on the throne shall dwell 
among them. 

16 They shall hunger no 
more, neither thirstany more; 
neither shall the sun light on 
them, nor any heat, 

17 For the Lamb which is in 
the midst of the throne shall 
feed them, and shall lead them 
unto living fountains of wa- 
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ters: and God shall wipeaway 
all tears from their eyes. 
CHAPTER VIIT. 

1 At the openiny of the seventh seal, 2 
seven angels had seven trumpets gtv- 
en them. 6 Four of them sound their 
trumpets, and great plagues follow. 3 
Another angel pwtteth incense to the 
prayers of the saints on the golden al- 
tar. 


Mata when he had opened 
the seventh seal, there 
was silence in heaven about 
the space of half an hour. 

2 And I saw theseven angels 
which stood before God; and 
to them were given seven 
trumpets. 

3 And another angel came 
and stood at the altar, having 
a golden censer; and there 
was given unto him much in- 
cense, that he should offer ié 
with the prayers of all saints 
upon the golden altar which 
was before the throne. 

4 And the smoke of the in- 
cense, which came with the 
prayers of the saints, ascend- 
ed up before God out of the 
angel’s hand. 

5 And the angel-took the 
censer, and filled it with fire 
of the altar, and cast it into 
the earth: and there were 
voices, and thunderings, and 
lightnings, andan earthquake. 

6 And the seven angels which 
had the seven trumpets pre- 
pared themselves to sound, 

7 The first angel sounded, 
' and there followed hail and 
fire mingled with blood, and 
they were cast upon the earth: 
and the third part of trees was 
burnt up, and all gréen grass 
was burnt up. 

8 And the second angel 
sounded, and as it were a 
great mountain burning with 
\" was cast into thesea: and 
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sounded in order. 


the third part of the sea be- 

came blood; 

9 And the third part of the 

creatures which were in the 
sea, and had life, died; and the 
third part of the ships were 
destroyed. 
‘10 And the third angel sound-. 
ed, and there fell a great star 
from heaven, burning as it 
were a lamp, and it fell upon 
the third part of the rivers, 
and upon the fountains of wa- 
ters; 

11 And the name of the star 
is called Wormwood: and the 
third part of the waters be- 
came wormwood; and many 
men died of the waters, be- 
cause they were made bitter. 

12 And the fourth angel 
sounded, and the third part 
of the sun was smitten, and 
the third part of the moon, 
and the third part of the stars; 
so as the third part of them 
was darkened, and the day 
shone not for a third part of 
it, and the night likewise. 

13: And I beheld, and heard 
an angel flying through the 
midst of heaven, saying with 
aloud voice, Woe, woe, woe,to 
the inhabiters of the earth by 
reason of the other voices of 
the trumpet of the three an- 
gels, which are yet to sound! 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 At the sounding of the fifth angel, a 
star falleth from heaven, to whom is 
given the key of the bottomless pit. 2 
He openeth the pit, and there come forth 
locusts like scorpions. 12 The first 
woe past.

2 And he opened the bottom- 
less pit; and there arose a 
smoke out of the pit, as the 
smoke of a great furnace; and 
the sun and the air were dark- 
ened by reason of the smoke 
of the pit. 

3 And there came out of the 
smoke locusts upon the earth: 
and unto them was. given 
power, as the scorpions of 
the earth have power. 

4 And it was commanded 
them that they should not 
hurt the grass of the earth, 
neither any green thing, nei- 
ther any tree; but only those 
men which have not the seal 
of God in their foreheads. 

5. And to them it was given 
that they should notkill them, 
but that they should be tor- 
mented five months: and 
their torment was as the tor- 
ment of a scorpion, when he 
Striketh a man, 

6 And in those days. shall 
men seek death, and shall not 
find it; and shall desire to 
die, and death shall flee from 
them. 

7 And the shapes of the lo- 
custs were like unto horses 
prepared unto battle; and on 
their heads were as it were 
crowns like gold, and their 
faces were as the faces of men. 

8 And they had hair as the 
hair of women, and their teeth 
were as the teeth of lions. 

9 And they had breastplates, 
asitwere breastplates of iron; 
and the sound of their wings 
was as the sound of chariots 
of many horses. running to 
battle. 

10 And they had tails like 
unto scorpions, and there 


were Stings in their tails: 
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trumpet sounded, 


and their power was to burt 
men five months, 

li And they had a king over 
them, which isthe angel of the 
bottomless pit, whose name 
in the Hebrew tongue is A bad- 
don, but in the Greek tongue 
hath his name Apollyon. 

12 One woe is past; and, be- 
hold, there come two woes 
more hereafter. 

13 And the sixth angel sound- 
ed, and I heard a voice from 
the four horns of the golden 
altar which is before God, 

14 Saying to the sixth angel 
which had the trumpet, Loose 
the four angels which are 
bound in the great river Eu- 
phrates, 

15 And the four angels were 
loosed, which were prepared 
for an hour, anda day, anda 
month, and a year, for to slay 
the third part of men. 

16 And the number of the 
army of the horsemen were 
two hundred thousand thou- 
sand: and I heard the num- 
ber of them, 

17 And thus I saw the horses 
in the vision, and them that 
sat on them, having breast- 
plates of fire, and of jacinth, 
and brimstone: and the heads 
of the horses were as the heads 
of lions; and out of their 
mouths issued fire and smoke 
and brimstone. 

18 By these three was the 
third part of men killed, by 
the fire, and by the smoke, 
and by the brimstone, which 
issued out of their mouths... . 

19 For their power is in their 
mouth, and in their tails: for 
their tails were like unto. ser- 
pents, and had heads, and 
with them they do hurt, . 
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"An angel appeareth 


20 And the rest of the men 
which were not killed by 
these plagues yet repented 
not of the works of their 
hands, that they should not 
worship devils, and idols of 
gold, and silver, and brass, 
and stone, and of wood; which 

- neither can see, nor hear, nor 

walk: 

21 Neither repented they of 
their murders, nor of their 
sorceries, nor of their fornica- 
tion, nor of their thefts. 


CHAPTER X. 

1 A mighty strong angel appeareth with 
a book openin his hand. 6 He sweareth 
by him that liveth for ever, that there 
shall. be no more time. 9 John ia com- 
manded to take and eat the book. 


ND I saw another mighty 
angel come down from 
heaven, clothed with a cloud: 
-and a rainbow was upon his 
head, and his face was as it 
were’ the sun, and his feet as 
pillars of fire: 

2 And he had in his hand a 
little book open: and he set 
his right foot upon the sea, 
and his left foot on the earth,

a half the Spirit of life from 
God entered into them, and 
they stood upon their feet; 
and great fear fell upon them 
which saw them. 

12 And they heard a great 
voice from heaven saying un- 
to them, Come up hither. 
And they ascended up to heay- 
en in acloud; and their ene- 
mies beheld them. 

13 And the same hour was 
there a great earthquake, and 
the tenth part of the city fell, 
and in the earthquake were 
slain of men seven thousand:

8 And prevailed not; neither 
was their place found any 
more in heaven, 

9 And the great dragon was 
cast out, that old serpent, call- 
ed the Devil, and Satan, which 
deceiveth the whole world: 
he was cast out into.the earth, 
and his angels were cast out 
with him. 

10 And I heard a loud yoice 
saying in heaven, Now is come 
Salvation, and strength, and 
the kingdom of our God, and 
the power of his Christ: for 
the accuser of our brethren is 
east down, which accused 
them before our God day and 
night. 

11 And they overcame him’ 
by the blood of the Lamb, and 
by the word of their testimo- 
ny; and they loved not their 
lives unto the death.

5 And there was given unto 
him a mouth speaking great 
things and blasphemies; and 
power was given unto him 
to continue forty and two 
months. 

6 And he opened his mouth 
in blasphemy against God, to 
blaspheme his name, and his 
tabernacle, and them | that 
dwell in heaven. 

7 And it was given unto him 
to make war with the saints, 
and to overcome them: and 
power was given him over all 
kindreds, and tongues, and 
nations. 

8 And all that dwell upon 
the earth shall worship him, 
whose names are not written 
in the book of life of the Lamb 
slain from the foundation of 
the world. 

9 If any man have an ear, let 
him hear. 

10 He that leadeth into cap- 
tivity shall go into captivity: 
he that killeth with the sword 
must be killed with the sword. 
Here is the patience and the 
faith of the saints. 

11 And I beheld another 
beast coming up out of the 
earth; and he had two horns 
like a lamb, and he spake as 
a dragon, 

12 And he exerciseth all the 
power of the first beast before 
him, and causeth the earth 
and them which dwell there- 
in to worship the first beast, 
whose deadly wound was 
healed, 
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- The Lamd standing 
13 And he doeth great won- 
~ ders, so that he maketh fire 
- come down from heaven on 

the earth in the sight of men, 

14 And deceiveth them that 
dwell on the earth by themeans 
of those miracles which he 
had power to do in the sight 
of the beast; saying to them 
that dwell on the earth, that 

‘they should make an image 
; to the beast, which had the 
wound by a sword, and did 
live. 

15 And he had power to give 
-life unto the image of the 
beast, that the image of the 
beast should both speak, and 
cause that as many as would 
not worship the image of the 
beast should be killed. 

16 And he causeth all, both 
small and great, rich and 
poor, free and bond, to re- 
ceive a mark in their right 
hand, or in their foreheads:

4 These are they which were 
not defiled with women; for 
they are virgins.

beast and his image, and re- 
ceive his mark in his fore- 
head, or in his hand, 

10 The same shall drink of 
the wine of the wrath of God, 
which is poured out without 
mixture into the cup of his 
indignation; and he shall be 
tormented with fire and brim- 
stone in the presence of the 
holy angels, and in the pres- 
ence of the Lainb: 

1i And the smoke of their 
torment ascendeth up for 
ever and ever: and they have 
no rest day nor night, who 
worship the beast and his 
image, and whosoever receiy- 
eth the mark of his name.

14 For they are the spirits 
of devils, working miracles, 
which go forth unto the kings 
of the earth and of the whole 
world, to gather them to the 
battle of that great day of God 
Almighty. 

15 Behold, I come as a thief. 
Blessed is he that watcheth, 
and keepeth his garments, 
lest he walk naked, and they 
see his shame. 

16 And he gathered them to- 
gether into a place called in 
the Hebrew tongue Arma- 
geddon. 

17 And: the’ seventh angel 
poured out his vial into the 
air; and there came a great 
voice out of the temple of 
heaven, from the throne, say- 
ing, It is done. 

18 And there were voices, and 
thunders, and lightnings; and 
there was a great earthquake, 
such as was not since men 
were upon theearth,so mighty 
an earthquake, and so great. 

19 And the great city was di- 
vided into three parts, and 
the cities of the nations fell: 
and great Babylon came in 
remembrance before God, to 
give unto her the cup of the 
wine of the fierceness of his 
wrath. 

20 And every island fled 
away,and the mountains were 
not found. 

21 And there fell upon mena 
great hail out of heaven, every 
stone about the weight of a tal- 
ent: and men blasphemed 
God because of the plague of 
the hail; for the plague there- 
of was exceeding great.

2 With whom the kings of the 
earth have committed forni- 
eation, and the inhabitants of 
the earth have been made 
drunk with the wine of her 
fornication. 

38 So he carried me away in 
the spirit into the wilderness: 
and Isaw a woman sit upon 
a scarlet coloured beast, full 
of names of blasphemy, hayv- 
ing seven heads and ten horns. 

4 And the woman was array- 
ed in purple and scarlet col- 
our, and decked with gold and 
precious stones and pearls, 
having 2a golden cup in her 
hand fullof abominations and 
filthiness of her fornication: 

5 Andupon her forehead was 
aname written, MYSTERY, 
BABYLON THE GREAT, 
THE MOTHER OF HAR- 
LOTS AND ABOMINA-

6 And I saw. the woman 
drunken with the blood of the 
saints, and with the blood of 
the martyrs of Jesus: and 
when I saw her, I wondered 
with great admiration. 

7 And the angel said unto 
Wherefore didst thou 
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mystery of the woman, and 
of the beast that carrieth her, 
which hath the seven heads 
and ten horns. 

8 The beast that thou sawest 
was, and is not; and shall as- 
cend out of the bottomless pit, 
and go into perdition: and 
they that dwell on the earth 
shall wonder, whose names 
were not written in the book 
of life from the foundation of 
the world, when they behold 
the beast that was, and is not, 
and yet is. 

9 And here is the mind which 
hath wisdom.

15 The merchants of these 
things, which were made rich 
by her, shall stand afar off for 
the fear of her torment, weep- 
ing and wailing, 

16 Andsaying, Alas, alas, that 
great city, that was clothed in 
fine linen, and purple, and 
scarlet, and decked with gold, 
and precious stones, and 
pearls! 

17 For in one hour so great 
riches is come to nought, And 
every shipmaster, and all the 
company in ships, and sailors, 
and as many as trade by sea, 
stood afar off,

22 And Esaw no temple there- 
in: for the Lord God AI- 
mighty and the Lamb are the 
temple of it. 

23 And the city had no need 
of the sun, neither of the 
moon, to shine in it: for the 
glory of God did lighten it, 
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and the Lamb its the light 

thereof. 

24 And the nations of them 
which are saved shall walkin 
the light of it: and the’ kings 
of the éarth do bring their 
glory and honour into it. 

25 And ‘the gates ‘of it shall 
not be shut at all by day: for 
there shall\be no night there. 

26 And they shall bring the 
glory and honour of the na- 
tions into it. 

27 And there shall in no wise 
enter into it any thing that 
defileth, neither whatsoever 
worketh abomination, or mak- 
eth a lie: but they which are 
written in the Lamb’s book 
of life.
